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THE  HISTORY  OF  WILTON. 


CHAPTER  I. 

THK  TOPOGRAPHY  OF  THE  TOWN',  ITS  GEOLOGY,  STREAMS,  HILLS, 
TEKKITOIUAL  LIMITS,  SCENERY  AND  CLIMATE. 

TiiK  U)wn  of  Wilton  is  sitiitited  in  tlie  sontliwest  part  of  the 
i*ounty  of  HillHlMU-ongh,  state  of  New  Hampshire,  in  latitude  42® 
."lO'  north,  and  in  longitude  i)°  H'  east  from  Washington,  I).  C.  The 
town  was  surveyed  into  ten  ranges  of  twenty  lots  each,  making  two 
hundred  lots.  Had  the  survey  heen  perfectly  accurate,  that  is,  the 
ranges  one  hundred  and  sixty  rods  wide,  and  the  lots  eighty  rods 
long,  the  town  would  contain  sixteen  thousand  acres,  equal  to 
twenty-five  square  miles.  Hut  streams  and  irregularities  of  surface 
give  opportunity  for  some  variations,  though  small,  from  ai)  abso- 
lute standard. 

When  the  Masonian  propriet4)rs  made  their  grants,  one  hundred 
and  thirty-five  lots  were  drawn  to  the  grant(»es,  fifty-four  lots  to  the 
grantors,  and  eleven  lots  to  [uiblic  uses,  viz, :  two  for  mills,  three 
for  the  first  minister,  three  for  a  ministerial  fund,  and  three  for 
schools  ;  in  all,  two  hundred  lots  of  eighty  .acres  each.  Hut  August 
2<>,  17(>«,  a  range  of  lots,  half  a  mile  wide,  was  set  oflP  to  the  ad- 
joining town  of  Tenq)le,  on  the  west,  leaving  Wilton  an  oblong 
parallelogram,  seventeen  hundred  nnls  long  from  north  to  south, 
and  fifteen  hundred  ixxls  wide  froui  east  to  west. 

Wilton  lies  eighteen  miles  from  Nashua,  forty  from  Concord, 
thirty  from  Keene,  and  fifty-eight  fmm  Hoston,  Massachusetts.  It 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Lyndeboi-ough,  on  the  east  by  Lynde- 
borough  and  Milford,  on  the  south  by  Mason  and  Oreenville,  and 
on  the  west  by  Temple. 
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Its  geologi(^al  fonmitiou  is  chiofiy  granite,  gneiss,  schist,  sienite, 
and  (|nartz,  making  a  veiy  nneven  surface  and  liard  but  strong 
soil,  well  adapted  to  grass  and  grain  and  tlie  more  hardy  fruits: 
rising  into  lofty  hills,  wliich  crop  out  witli  extensive  ledges,  and 
sinking  into  deep  valleys,  the  he(ls  of  whose  streams  are  filled  with 
boulders,  large  and  small. 

There  are  Init  few  plains,  or  patches  of  sandy  ground.  The 
original  forest  growth  was  very  thick  and  heavy,  and  indicated 
generally  a  deep,  rich  soil.  The  most  valuable  nnneral  products 
are  clay,  suitable  for  making  brick,  and  i>eds  or  large  boulders  of 
granite,  capable  of  being  worked  for  building  materials. 

Only  a  small  portion  of  the  town  is  covered  by  water,  and  there 
are  no  waste  hinds.  There  are  no  lakes  or  i>onds,  except  artificial 
ones  to  create  water  [lower. 

THK  SOlJIKiJAN  ANI»  ITS  Tllim  TAKlK.s. 

The  princi[)al  stream  of  the  town  deserves  some  notice.  Souhegan 
is  an  In<Uan  name,  from  st/shek*'^  signifying  a  plain,  and  means,  there- 
fore, *'  River  of  the  IMains."  Another  derivation  is  from  the  Indian 
wr)rd  tHHilu'iffiHK'^  meaning  crooked,  its  southern  branch  sturts  from 
the  reservoir  in  Ashburnhnm,  Massachusetts,  and  passes  through 
Ward  and  Watatic  Ponds  in  Ash  by,  till  it  meets  its  northern  branch, 
tlowMng  froin  Pratt  Pond  and  other  sources  in  the  west  part  of  New- 
Ipswich,  when  it  takes  the  dignity  of  a  river,  passes  through  (ireen- 
ville,  receiving  various  small  tributaries  from  Temple  and  Wilton,  till 
it  reaches  the  Intervale,  so  called,  where  it  is  joined  by  (iambol 
Brook,  a  considerable  stream  that  rises  in  Temple  and  unities  two 
bran<*hes  at  West  Wilton,  IMood's  Hrook  and  south  branch.  At  Kast 
Wilton  the  Souhegan  receives  a  new  accession  from  the  north,  called 
Stony  Hr(K)k,  and  then  flowing  through  Milford  and  Amherst  enters 
the  Merrimack  River  in  the  town  of  Merriiua<-k.     Its  whole  leniith  is

about  thirty  miles,  and  Mr.  Kphraim  Hrown  computes  its  descent  in 
Wilt<m  alone  at  two  hundred  and  sixtv-two  feet  from  where  it 
enters  the  town  from  (Ireenville  an<l  leaves  it  at  Milford.  Its  water 
power,  therefore,  is  very  great,  and  is  put  to  use  at  various  [joints, 
but  is  capable  of  much  greater  application  to  manufacturing  pur- 
poses. Its  liability  to  violent  freshets,  however,  especially  when 
the  ice  breaks  up  in  the  spring,  makes  it  dillicult  to  control  it 
with  danls  and  mills.  These  have  often  been  swe[)t  away  by  tI(>o<ls. 
It  is  a  tradition  that  in  early  times  alewives,  shad  and  salmon  pene- 
trated  as  high  u[)  the  river  as  < ireenville. 
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■  '  The  Souhegan  enters  the  town  from  the  south  from  Greenville 
ftboiit  eighty  to  one  Innulred  rods  east  of  the  southwest  comer  of 
Wilton,  and  fk:)ws  in  a  general  northeasterly  direction  till  it  enters 
Milford,  but  it  has  a  very  winding  (*hannel  with  high  hills  on 
each  side. 

Indian  foot*paths  were  found  along  its  hanks  by  the  earl}^  settlers 
or  explorers. 

It  has  been  conjectured  that  three  considerable  lakes  occupied 
the  Souhegan  valley :  the  lower  one  from  the  bridge  at  French 
-Village  to  the  Ilaselton  place  :  the  second  from  there  to  the  Eaton 
-ri<lge :  the  tliird  nnd  largest  alK)ve  the  Katon  ridge  towai*ds 
Greenville.

The  l)old  sand-hill  bluffs  at  various  points,  espe<'ially  along  the 
Souhegan  an<l  (iauilK)l  valleys,  indirato  the  places  where  the  great 
<*ddies  of  the  main  current  left  their  deposits  when  imuiense  streams 
filled  these  channels  to  their  brim,  after  the  glacial  period  in  the 
history  of  the  earth  gave  way  to  a  warmer  temperature. 

Owing  to  the  granite  formation  there  are  no  actually  perpendicular 
/alls  or  cascades  in  town,  as  in  limestone  fonnations,  but  in  several 
instances  tliere  are  rapids  of  considerable  height  and  interest,  as 
Barneses  Falls,  on  a  branch  of  Stony  Hrook.  I'ot  holes  and  basins, 
worn  in  the  ledges,  are  found  at  such  rapids. 

Whil^*  there  are  no  mountains  proper  in  Wilton,  tliere  are  many 
high  hills,  connnauding  wide  prospects,  and  separated  by  deep 
valleys.  Such  are  Abbot  llill,  iu  the  southeast  part  of  the  town,  a 
long,  broad  elevation,  sloping  \\[)  gradually  from  the  bed  of  the 
Souhegan;  Kimball's  Hill  and  Mausur's  llill,  on  the  southwest, 
t!ie  highest  elevations  in  town  :  Kussell's  or  Lone-Tree  Hill  ; 
Heede's  Hill,  near  the  centre  ;  Flint's  Hill,  in  the  northwest ;  Hales's 
Hill,  in  the  northeast  i)art  of  the  town.  All  are  high  eminences, 
<»onnnanding  a  coui[)lete  view  of  the  basin  which  centres  in  the 
town,  formed  by  the  Temple,  New  I[>swich  and  Lyndeborough 
Mountains,  called  tin*  Pack,  or  IVtit  Monaduock. 

The  cliuiate  of  Wilton  is  the  climate  of  New  Kngland  on  its 
northern  hills  and  nuHuitains — a  long,  severe  winter,  usually  with 
high  winds  and  dee^)  drifting  snows,  a  short  and  checkered  spring, 
a  hot  and  luxuriant  summer,  and  a  brilliant  autunni  with  the  foliage 
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turned  to  brown,  crimson  and  gold.  Its  climate  is  one  of  extremes 
of  heat  and  cold,  but  vivid  and  picturesque,  with  the  drifting  snows 
of  winter,  the  green  herbage  and  foliage  of  summer,  and  the  gor- 
geous hues  of  autumn,  and  is  stimulating  to  body  and  mind.  In 
the  early  history  of  the  town  autumn  and  spring  were  more  nearly 
merged  into  winter  and  summer.  The  snows  fell  into  deep  forests, 
where  they  lay  comparatively  uninfluenced  by  dun  or  wind  until  a 
late  spring  when  the  sun  was  high.  Then  overflowing  freshets  rushed 
down  the  hills  and  mountains,  and  fllled  the  valleys,  sweeping 
everything  before  them,  and  summer  suddenly  burst  upon  the  land. 

Then,  too,  the  transition  from  summer  to  winter  was  not  less  rapid, 
and  not  seldom  the  fruits  of  field  and  orchard  were  surprised  by 
sudden  frosts  and  snows.  But  since  the  heav}-  forests  have  been 
largely  cut  down,  or  have  been  succeeded  only  by  slight  second 
growths  of  young  trees,  and  the  surface  has  l>een  more  exposed  to 
the  direct  sun  and  wind,  the  seasons  have  become  more  changeable 
and  fluctuating,  and  rapid  extremes  of  cold  and  heat  succeed  one 
another.  The  cutting  down  of  the  dense  forests  has  dried  up  the 
smaller  brooks  and  meadows,  causing  severe  droughts,  and  opening 
the  way  for  the  more  rapid  descent  of  the  rains  and  melted  snows 
Into  the  water  courses,  and  sudden  and  more  injurious  fl<xKls,  as  in 
the  disastrous  freshet  of  October,  \>^{V.), 

But  if  we  take  all  the  features  of  the  climate  into  consideration, 
we  shall  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  fitted  to  develop  a  hardy, 
vigorous  and  long-lived  race  of  people,  with  great  activity  and 
endurance  of  body  and  mind.  Of  lat«  yeai's,  too,  a  marked  social 
change  has  come,  and  many  peoi)le  from  the  cities  and  the  sea- 
lK)ard  annually  resort  to  the  hills  and  mountains  of  New  England 
for  health  and  invigoratiou  in  the  summer  moutlis.  From  one  to 
two  hundred  lioarders  find  acc<mimodations  in  Wilton  at  some  period 

during  the  warm  season,  and  enjoy  its  healthful  air,  its  charming 
drives  and  walks  and  \ts  beautiful  scenery,  while  not  a  few  build 
here  tasteful  (^untry  (rottages  for  their  homes  nearly  half  the  year, 
'i'his  blending  of  the  advantages  of  country  and  city  life  is  working, 
we  may  believe,  beneficial  changes  in  various  directions.  Fresh 
health  and  vigor  are  poured  into  the  city,  and  the  taste  and  re- 
finement of  the  great  centres  of  wealth,  business,  and  society  are 
given  back  in  generous  measures  to  adorn  the  life  of  the  country. 
Each  gives  and  eacli  takes,  and  reciprocity  is  the  commanding  law 
of  human  society. 
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The  following  extract  is  from  the  Centeniiial  pamphlet  of  1839, 
pAge  26: 

True,  here  In  New  EiiglHud,  and  especially  hei-e  in  Wilton,  nature  has 
lavished  her  fairest  scenes,  and  breathed  from  the  Most  High  the  breath  of 
life  Into  onr  souls.  Yes,  blessed  be  these  hills  and  valleys  for  the  choice, 
sweet  influences  they  have  shed  upon  the  young  conununities  springing  up 
here.  Blessed  be  these  granite  mountains,  that  stand  like  vast  (Mtadels  of 
safety  around  the  blue  ring  of  the  horizon,  and,  gilded  by  the  glories  of 
the  setting  sun,  carry  up  the  thoughts  to  sublimity  and  (ioii.  Blessed  1m» 
the  fair  skies  which  bend  over  us  heit*  with  all  their  sparkling  hosts  of 
light  and  glory.  Blessed  be  the  pui*e  bi'eezes  which  sing  from  the  north- 
western hills,  and  bear  health  and  exhilaration  on  their  wings.  But  thrice 
blessed  be  our  homes;  our  homes,  whei-e  love  and  happiness  wove  a  ohann 
and  a  spell  for  our  hearts,  never,  never  to  be  unloosed.  Thei-e  •'  heaven 
lay  about  us  in  our  Infancy."  The  l)lue  sky  was  moi-e  dear  to  us  because 
it  arched  pnmdly  over  the  cherished  roof  of  home.  The  sun  and  wind 
and  snow  and  rain  were  loved  Iwcause  they  brought  their  ti*easures  and 
laid  them  at  the  feet  of  our  sanctuary.  'J'he  forests  and  vales  and  roaring 
brooks  have  been  sweet  in  asswlation  from  this  gn»at  cent  ml  attraction. 

TOPOiiRAPHY  OF  WILTON  :      BY  ABIKL  ABBOT. 

The  town  of  Wilton,  in  latitude  42**  50'  and  longitude  71°  46'  W. 

of  Greenwich,  is  bounded  north  by  Lyudeborough,  east  by  Lynde- 

borongh  and  Milford,  south  by  Mason  and  Greenville,  and  west  by 

Temple.     By  the  original  grant  the  town  was  ^'  five  miles  square." 

It  was  divided  by  survey  into  ten  ranges,  half  a  mile  wide,  running 

across  the  town  from  south  to  north,  and  numbered  from  one  at  the 

east  to  ten  at  the  west ;  and  each  range  divided  into  twenty  lots,  a 

half  mile  long  from  east  to  west,  and  one-fourth  of  a  mile  wide, 

oootaining  eighty  acres,  and  numbered  from  one  at  the  south   to 

tventy  at  the  north.     Such  was  the  plan  and  intention. 

But  the  town  was  of  irregular  surface  and  covered  with  a  dense 
forest,  and  in  the  actual  survey  errors  were  made,  so  that  the  lots 
(fifferin  size,  some  being  twi(;e  the  size  of  others.  When  the  town 
of  Temple  was  incorporated,  Wilton  was  called  upon  to  part  with 
te  tenth  range,  which  was  annexed  to  Temple.  The  original  sur- 
nyors,  however,  had  given  good  measure,  and  by  later  surveys  of 
tbe  town  lines,  Wilton  is  found  to  contain  an  area  equal  to  nearly 
or  quite  "five  miles  square,"  or  about  lf),000  acres. 

Wilton  has  neither  mountains,  nor  i)lains,  swamps,  or  natural  ponds 
»orth  notice ;  but  consists  mostly  of  large  swells  of  land,  separated 
ky  pleasant  valleys  along  the  streams.      Its  superfluous  waters  are 
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gathered  almost  wholly  into  the  Souhegaii  River,  which,  coming 
from  Ashbiirnham,  Massachusetts,  throii<;li  New  Ipswich  and 
Greenville,  enters  Wilton  near  its  southwest  corner,  and  has  a 
northeasterly  winding  course  of  alnjut  six  and  tlu'eer fourths  miles 
thix>ugli  the  town  to  the  Milford  line.  It  falls  within  the  town 
aYx>ut  two  hundred  and  thirty  feet,  and  the  lowest  hin<l  in  tr)wn  is  ' 
at  its  outlet,  one-half  mile  east  from  Kast  Wilton. 

Several  mill  streams,  besides  smaller  ones,  flow  into  the  Souhegan. 
The  Gambrel  or  (rambol  Brook  comes  from  Temple,  receives  at 
West  Wilton  a  stream  from  Temple  called  Blood  Brook,  or  in  old 
writings  Bear  Brook,  and  thence  has  a  southeasterly  course  of  nearly 
three  miles  into  the  Souhegan  about  two  and  one-half  miles  alK)ve 
East  Wilton.  Rocky  River  or  Stony  Brook,  from  Lyndeborough, 
flows  southeasterly  about  three  miles,  and  joins  the  Souhegan  at 
East  Wilton.  The  stream  sometimes  called  Mill  Brook  issues  from 
Burton  Pond  in  Lynde borough,  unites  with  the  Whiting  Brook  from 
Temple,  and  flows  southeasterly  three  miles  or  more  in  Wilton, 
through  Davisville,  over  the  often-visited  Barnes's  Falls,  of  forty-five 
or  flfty  feet  descent,  and  into  Rocky  River  below  the  Dale  Bridge. 

Each  of,,  these  streams  furnishes  power  to  several  mills  and 
mechanical  establishments,  and  yet  but  a  small  part  of  their  power 
is  used ;  tfie  most  of  it  goes  to  waste.  More  than  twenty  bridges 
cross  these  streams ;  two  of  iron,  several  of  stone,  arched,  the 
others  of  woo<l.  The  streams,  ordinarily  so  gentle  and  useful 
and  delightful,  sometimes  swell  to  mighty  torrents,  doing  much 
damage  besides  'carrying  off  bridges,  some  of  which  have  been 
repeatedly  destroyed,  and  rebuilt  at  great  expense  to  the  town. 

The  early  inhabitants  settled  mostly  on  the  hills,  where  many  of  the 
best  farms  are  situated  ;  and  consequently  the  early  roads  were  made 
to  climb  over  the  hills  from  house  to  house,  with  here  and  there  long 
and  steep  ascents  and  descents.  And  these  roads  appear  to  have 
satisfled  the  wants  of  the  people  pretty  well  for  many  years.  But 
at  length,  about  1820,  the  growth  of  business  and  corres[)onding 
increase  of  travel  and  transportation  in  and  through  the  town  l>egan 
to  call  urgently  for  new  roads,  more  level  or  more  direct,  and 
especially  along  the  al)ove  streams.  Accordingly,  during  the  next 
twenty  or  thirty  years  the  town  constructed  new  roads,  one  after  , 
another,  some  at  heavy  expense,  to  the  extent  of  twenty  miles 
or  more.  These  hill  and  valley  roads  now  furnish  ready  access  to  all 
parts  of  the  town,  and  delightful  drives  to  those  who  enjoy  passing 
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tlirough  ever-changing  scenery,  or  seek  the  more  extensive  and  in- 
spinng  view8  to  be  obtained  on  inonuting  the  hiljtops.  To  the 
west  and  Ronthwest  the  view  is  }K>unded  bv  tlie  fine  horizon  made 
by  the  Pack  ^lonadnock  range  of  morintains  with  Mounts  AVatatic 
and  Wachuset  farther  south,  in  Maseachusett*.  Northwest  and 
north  are  seen  I^ovell  Mountain  in  Washington,  the  Lyndeborough 
Mountains,  and  over  beyond  them  tlie  tips  of  Crotched  Mountain 
in  Fraucestown.  To  tlie  northeast  appear  the  Joe  EngUsh  and 
Uncanoonucs,  and  far  to  the  east  the  Bhie  Hills  in  the  eastern  [lart 
of  New  Hampsliire.  Southeast  and  soutli  the  eye  ranges  over  the 
counties  of  Middlesex  and  Worcester,  in  Massachusetts.

It  continues  south  of 
west,  and  makes  the  hill  near  the  glass  works  at  South  Lyndeborough. 
The  range  runs  S.  55°  W.,  near  the  village,  and  dips  50^  S.  35°  E.  The 
first  railroad  cut  west  of  the  station  barely  touches  this  bed  of  quartz, 
dipping  75*^  8.  40**  E.  By  the  eye  this  range  can  be  followed  over  the  large 
hill  east  of  Burton  Pond,  on  the  town  line  between  Lyndeborough  and 
AVilton.  f  am  not  certain  of  the  occurrence  of  this  rock  in  the  northwest 
comer  of  Wilton,  but  it  may  he  seen  just  in  the  edge  of  Temple,  between 
A.  Frye's  and  J.  KendalFs.  On  the  other  side  of  Kendall's  is  one  of  the 
finest  developments  known  anywhere  along  the  muge.  It  is  from  four 
hundred  to  five  hundred  feet  wide. 


The  quartx  crops  out  on  lots  Xo.  20  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  ranges,  and 
also  on  lots  Xos.  16  and  17  In  the  ninth  range.  Mr.  Frye*s  farm  is  the  west 
part  of  lots  Nos.  16  and  17  in  the  ninth  range. 

In  the  section,  ^^  Manchester  Range  of  Quartz,**  the  repoii:,  after 
it  locates  its  first  well-developed  out-crop  in  the  southwest  comer  of 
Allenstown,  traces  it  through  Manchester,  the  southeast  quarter  of 
Goffstown,  and  through  Bedford  to  Campbell's  Hill  in  Amherst, 
and  says : — 

At  W.  A.  MackV,  jur»t  agaiust  the  HoutlicHstern  roni«M*  of  Mont  Vernon, 
there  is  an  unusual  quantity  of  qiuirtx  boulders.  We  find  now  the  same 
state  of  things  which  has  been  noticed  between  Xew  Boston  and  Lynde- 
borough on  the  Ilooksett  range,  in  the  absence  of  continuity  in  the  rock, 
and  its  recurrence  ^ye  miles  distant  on  a  different  line  of  exposure.  It 
ap])ears  next  on  the  south  side  of  the  Souhegan  Kiver  in  Milford,  back  of 
the  schoolhouse  j«ituated  on  a  triangular  aiva  produced  by  the  Intersection 
of  road 8. 

The  course  from  the  la!<t  locality  of  the  quartz  vein  in  Amherst  to  this 
exposure  is  S.  Qo'^  W.  The  quartz  dips  75-  X.  70°  W.  It  is  more  gray 
than  usual,  almost  passing  into  gneiss,  and  very  abundantly  traversed 
by  reticulating  veins  of  milky-white  quartz.  It  occupies  a  hill,  and  may 
be  followed  as  a  ridge  for  about  two  miles. 

At  J.  B.  Grays,*  just  within  the  town  of  Wilton,  the  quartz  dips  80^  X. 
77"^  W.  Other  exposui-es  occur  in  the  southeast  comer  of  Wilton.  The 
last  ledge  of  this  range  that  has  been  found  is  situated  near  I.  A.  Brown's, 
in  the  northeast  corner  of  Mason,  with  the  strike  X.  15^  K.,  and  dip 
X.  75^  W. 

Figure  Xo.  90,  Plate  XXII.,  illustrates  the  geological  formation 
from  South  Lyndel)orough  to  the  west  part  of  Milford  through  East 
Wilton.     Commencing  at  South  Lyndel)orough,  the  report  says :

The  gneiss  adjoining  this 
porphyritic  gnmite  <lips  8')^  \.  8()^  W.  Drift  conceals  the  ledges  for  inor*' 
tlian  a  nnle.  Ferruginous  nnca  schist,  dipping  70'  \.  2.')'=*  W.,  crops  out 
shortly  after  cri)ssing  the  stivani  in  the  north  part  of  Wilton.  At  the 
next  (-rossing  of  Stony  Brook  the  nnca  scliists  dip  4(MrK  N.  4(^  W.,  and 
a  i*e  inclined  to  a  smaller  angle  heyon<l.  Haifa  nnle  farther  they  dip  .'{()" 
in  the  same  diivction.  with  coarse  granite  heds.'  Near  a  cahinet  shop  th<» 
dip  is  ()5*.  .lust  in  the  {'ilixi'^  of  Fast  Wilton  is  a  coarse  granite.  At  the 
village  is  mica  sdnst.  At  thtj  tannery,  in  the  east  part  of  the  village,  are 
veins  of  coarse  gnmite,  with  a  small  dij). 

Figure  1>J  dlluf^tnites  hetween  Temple  and  the  east  line  of  Wilton.  The 
sienitic  rock  of  Figun»s  SO  and  JK)  is  wanting  next  tlie  quartz.  The  gneiss 
west  of  the  (fuart/  is  of  th<»  angular-hreaking  kind,  dipping  70^^  N.  S(F  W. 
Between  the  quartz  locality  and  a  nortlieast  road  from  Temple  tlie  gneiss 
contains  nmcli  feldspar,  an<i  dip<i  (J')'-'  X.  70-  W.  It  is  ohvious  that  the 
quartz  must  corres])ond  with  these  «iips  just  n'conhMl  of  the  gneiss  upon 
hotli  si«les  of  it,  its  owir  inclination  not  readily  showing  itself.  The  |>or- 
phyritic  granite  seen  in  Lyndehorough  is  nnicli  thicker  in  Temple,  making 
its  appearance  next  on  the  southeast  road  from  the  village.  Xext  is 
granitic  gneiss,  fotlowtMl  hy  ferruginous  mica  schist,  half  a  mile  distant 
from  tin?  hotel,  dipping  S.">  N.  M)  W.  on  the  average.  The  roads  are  now 
inconveniently  located  for  our  purpose,  and  the  next  leilge  seen  is  at  »'est 
Wilton,  two  miles  distant  from  the  last  liMlge.  hut  as  it  courses  with  strike 
it  cannot  he  far  distant  from  its  place  on  the  section.  Tln*n*  i*»  a  mixlui-e 
of  coarse  mica  schists  and  tine-grained  granitic  heds  <lipping  ahoul  (>.*)■  N. 
W.     Half  way  to  Wilton  the  mica  schist  dii>s  80   \.  2.*»  -  W. ;  also  at  Wilton. 

Xo  ledges  a])pear  for  a  nnle  ainl  a  quarter  on  the  seel  ion  line,  when  we 
find  a  s|)otted  gnmite  hy  II.  F.  Frye's.  on  the  west  sidi'  of  a  high  hill. 
Then*  i«  gneiss  higher  up,  and  at  intervals  to  .1.  B.  <iray's.  On  the  hill 
west  of  (irayV  the  rock  is  micaceous  and  gneissic,  flipping  so  N.  70^  W.. 
and  that  is  also  the  ])ositi4)n  (»f  the  quart/.  This  is  ahout  two  miles  from 
tlie  southeast  end  of  Figure  00.  Then*  i>i  a  great  \\  idtli  of  gneiss  al  <i!ay's, 
though  its  place  seems  to  he  taken  hy  mica  scliist  on  Figure  00. 

Professor  Hitchcock,  in  the  chapter,  *' Glacial  Drift,"  Page  l'S2, 
Volume  II r.,  says: —

Several  (piarries  of  granite  have  been  operated  in  Wilton,  but 
only  one  to  much  extent. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  Souhegan  River,  connnencing  on  lot 
number  eleven  in  the  third  range,  the  ledge  crops  out  almost  con- 
tinually as  far  as-the  village. 

In  the  bottom  of  Colony  Brothers*  wheel-pit  some  of  it  was 
blasted  out.  On  lot  nmnber  eleven,  third  range,  Messrs.  .r.  &  C. 
Haselton  have  operated  much  more  extensively  for  a  few  years  than 
any  otiier  of  the  qmirries  have  ever  been  operated.  The  rock  is 
coarser  than  the  rock  from  the  Milford  (piarries,  Vnit  shows  little  or 
none  of  the  rusty  color  after  being  worked.

CHAPTER  II. 


FLORA  AND  FAUNA. 

The  vegetable  and  animal  productions  of  Wilton  do  not  differ 
eBBentiallj  from  those  of  other  towns  in  this  coanty  and  vicinity. 
The  original  forest  consisted  largely  of  white,  red,  and  pitch  pines, 
hemlocks,  oaks,  maples,  and  other  hard  woods.  Though  the  first 
and  even  the  second  growth  of  wood  and  timber  have  been  princi- 
pally cut  down,  more  acres  are  probably  now  in  woodland  than  were 
fifty  years  ago,  but  the  trees  are,  many  of  them,  saplings. 

The  shrubs  and  plants  are  those  common  to  a  northern  climate 
and  a  mountainous  country.  The  fields,  woods,  pastures  and  road- 
sides are  gay  with  a  great  variety  of  flowering  plants,  from  the  wind- 
flower  and  arbutus  of  the  early  spring  to  the  laurel,  daisies,  lilies, 
primroses  and  buttercups  of  summer,  and  the  golden-rod,  cardinal, 
and  life-everlasting  of  autumn.  Many  exotics  have  also  become 
domesticated,  and  have  spread  from  the  gardens  to  the  fields. 
Numerous  wild  berries,  strawberries,  raspberries,  blackberries, 
whortleberries,  and  others,  abound  in  the  fields  and  pastures,  and 
are  serviceable  to  men  and  animals.  Tlie  foliage  of  the  woods  and 
orchards,  if  not  so  full  and  heavy  as  in  regions  of  deeper  and  richer 
soils,  is  varied  and  picturesque.  The  herbage,  too,  of  the  tem- 
perate zone,  with  its  many  delicate  grasses  and  mosses,  and  fine 
green  turf,  gives  exquisite  pleasure  to  the  eye  compared  with  the 
effect  of  the  coarser  vegetation  of  warmer  climates. 

The  following  list  of  plants  is  by  no  means  complete  or  ex- 
haustive. We  had  hoped  to  give  our  readers  a  full  l)otanical 
catalogue,  but  have  been  disappointed  by  unforeseen  events.

At  the  early  sotllement  of  the  town  wild  animals  were  nnmerons, 
and  attracted  the  Indian  hunter  antl  tisher.  Hnt  the  a<lyent  of  the 
white  man  soon  changed  the  scene,  and  many  si)ecies  have  wholly 
disai)|>eared,  and  others  are  so  scarce  tbat  they  have  ceased  to 
awaken  the  enthusiasm  of  the  hunter,  or  reward  ids  toil  and  skill. 

The  ])ear,  the  wolf,  the  catamount,  tlie  moose,  the  deer,  the 
beaver,  are  known  no  more.  One  of  tlie  early  settlers,  Abiel 
Abbot,    was    treed    l)y   a   l)ear,    which   watched   him   until,   out  of 
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patience  by  the  delay,  and  worried  by  a  small  dog,  his  bruinship 
concluded  to  witlidraw.  I.ieuteuaut  Abraham  Burton  sometimes 
trapped  bears.  In  the  winter,  wolves,  made  l>old  by  hunger,  came 
down  from  the  mountains  in  quest  of  prey,  and  were  killed  by 
hunting  parties.  Tradition  reports  that  two  moose  have  l)een  killed 
.in  town,  one  near  Mason,  and  one  near  what  is  now  called  French 
Village.  The  remains  of  beaver  dams  are  yet  to  be  seen  on  the 
meadow  west  of  the  Forest  Road,  on  the  Wiiiting  Meadow,  and  on 
the  Dale  Farm.  The  larger  aboriginal  animals  have  departed  with 
the  aboriginal  men.  Civilization  has  <biven  them  botli  from  their 
ancient  haunts. 

Of  birds,  the  largest,  the  wild  turkey,  was  shot  in  town  as  late 
as  17i»7.  Owing  to  the  absence  of  large  ponds  or  lakes,  few  ducks 
or  wild  geese  or  loons  have  been  known,  though  the  long,  black 
lines  of  wild  jjeese,  ranged  in  harrow-like  outline  against  the  blue 
sk}',  making  their  semi-annual  migrations,  and  heard  by  their  i)e- 
culiar,  penetrating  notes,  may  sometimes  be  seen.  The  eagle  has 
occasionallv  been  shot  in  town. 

Among  animals,  the  nmskrat,  the  mink,  the  weasel,  the  fox,  the 
woodchuck,  the  skunk,  the  hedgehog,  the  otter,  the  rat,  the  mouse, 
the  raccoon,  the  rabbit,  the  red,  grey,  stripe<l  and  Hying  squirrel, 
may  still  be  fouml. 

The  woods  and  fields  are  made  musical  by  a  great  variety  of  birds 
during  the  warm  season,  and  a  few,  like  tiie  snowbird,  ])rave  the 
cold  of  winter.  Indeed,  while  some  of  the  larger  birds  and  aninuils 
have  disappeared  before  the  progress  of  settlement,  the  smaller 
ones  are  no  doubt  more  numerous  than  before.  For  the  gardens 
and  the  grain  fields  of  the  farmer  fnrnish  more  abundant  and  su))- 
stantial  means  of  subsistence. 

The  robin,  sparrow,  yellowbird,  whi|)poorwill,  thrush,  crow,  hawk, 
kingfisher,  woodpecker,  oriole,  catbird,  blackbird,  scarlet  tanager, 
partridge,  butcher-bird,  blue  jay,  pigeon,  bobolink,  are  found  here. 

Few  or  no  reptiles  of  a  venomous  kind  are  known  to  exist  here 
at  the  present  day.  Rei)ort  says  that  a  rattlesnake  was  once  killetl 
<m  the  spot  where  the  house  of  the  late  Mr.  Isaac  Hlanohard  stamls, 
but  the  race  has  disappeared.  The  black  snake,  the  striped  snake, 
the  house  adder,  the  green  snake  and  the  water  snake,  are  the  chief 
species. 

Of  fishes,  the  largest,  the  salmon,  were  caught  in  the  Souhegan 
as  lat^  as  177:J-4.     But  the  trout,  sucker,  shiner,  minnow,  pike  and 
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pickerel,  though  formerly  abundant  in  streams  and  ponds,  seldom 
now  reward  the  angler's  skill  and  patience. 

Lizards  and  salamanders  are  occasionally  seen,  frogs  and  toads 
are  abundant,  bats  are  common. 

The  insect  world  is  numerously  represented.  Flies  of  many 
species,  wasps,  bees,  wild  and  tame,  hornets,  ants,  spiders, 
mosquitoes,  bugs  of  every  description,  fleas,  moths,  grasshoppers 
(which  though  small  in  size,  often  produce  by  their  vast  numbers 
serious  results  u|>on  the  grass  and  grain  fields  of  the  farmer),  all 
these  are  multitudinouH  in  numbers. 

To  the  student  and  lover  of  nature  and  the  author  of  nature,  the 
flora  and  fauna  of  every  place,  however  humble,  are  full  of  interest 
and  instruction.  No  object  teaching  of  the  schools  can  match  the 
grand  lessons  of  the  material  world,  of  bird  and  insect,  of  tree  and 
flower,  of  animal  and  man. 


CHAPTER  III. 


INDIANS. 


The  Indians  of  the  vicinity  of  AV'ilton  consisted  principally  of 
the  Pawtueket  tribe,  who  had  their  headquarters  at,  and  perhaps 
their  designation  from,  Pawtueket  Falls  on  tlie  ^lerrlniack  liiver,  in 
Lowell,  IMassachusetts  ;  the  Pennacooks,  who  frecpiented  the  region 
about  Amoskeag  Falls  on  the  same  river  in  Manchester,  New  Hamp- 
shire ;  and  the  Souhegans,  who  either  took  their  name  from,  or  gave 
their  name  to,  the  Souhegan  River.  The  Merrimack  Kiver  and  the 
branches  flowing  into  it  were  the  chief  hunting  and  fishing  grounds 
of  these  })ands  of  the  alnn-igiues.  They  were  a  nomadic  i)eople, 
moving  from  place  to  place,  as  the  necessity  of  food  and  shelter 
dictated,  or  as  hostilities  with  other  tribes  required.  No  i)ermanent 
Indian  settlement  seems  to  have  been  made  within  the  limits  of 
Wilton,  as  far  as  we  have  ascertained,  though  they  traversed  the 
country  for  game.  'J'here  were  no  large  [>onds  or  rivers  to  attract 
them,  antl  they  had  no  motive  to  make  their  constant  residence  on 
the  granite  hills.  They  left  few,  if  auy,  traces  Ijehind  them. 
except  a  few  arrow-heads,   hatchets,  or  chisels  of  stone. 

>Ir.  Sewall  Putnam  reports  that  on  lot  No.  1.*),  range  four,  in  the 
pine  woixls  east  of  the  Stockwell  place,  wns  :i  hollow  dug-out  scmie 
ten  or  twelve  feet  square,  which  was  supposed  by  uuiuy  to  be  an  old 
Indian  camp,  occupied  when  on  hinitiug  expeditious.  Jiut  it  is  now 
nearly  or  quite  obliterated.  Hill  aiul  vabey,  uiountain  and  ri^ cr 
remain  as  the  unalterable  features  of  uature,  l)ut  the  children  of  the 
ancient  woods  have  passed  away  forever,  leaving  scarce  a  trace 
liehind  them. 

The  one  certain  memento  of  their  race  in  Wilton  is  the  name  of 
the  principal  stream,  the  Souliegan,  or,  as  it  is  si)elled  in  some  of 
the  old  documents,  "  Sowhagon,"  signifying,  as  is  said,  in  their  un- 
couth dialect,  '•  the  river  of  the  plains." 
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vSo  far  as  is  known,  no  person  belonging  to  Wilton  was  carried 
into  captivity  or  killed  by  the  Indians  within  the  limits  of  the  town. 

When  Indian  attacks  were  threatened,  the  .settles  fled  to 
neighboring  garrisons.  Danger  existed  for  about  t«n  years.  One 
garrison  was  in  Mil  ford,  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Souhegan  Kiver, 
near  the  I'eabody  place.  Another  was  in  Lyndeborongh,  near  Mr. 
Ephraim  PutnamV  house.  The  appreliensions  of  the  pioneers  were 
so  great  that  in  1744  they  sent  the  following  petition,  which  tells 
its  own  storv,  to  the  (Governor  and  Council  of  the  Province  of  New 
Hampshire :

Excelleuey  not  to  disregard  us.  but  to  assist  us.  tliat  we  may  keep  our 
estates  and  do  s4M*viee  for  thtijjfovernment  hereafter.  And  your  Petitioners, 
as  in  dutv  Hound  will  ever  prav.

AVhat  action,  if  any,  was  taken  by  the  Cioveruor  is  not  known. 
The  ])resiimption  is  that  he  had  few  soldiers  to  spare  for  such  a 
purpose — to  guard  and  defend  a  handful  of  settlers  who  had  taken 
their  lives  in  their  bauds,  and  had  gone  out  into  the  wilderness 
beyond  the  protection  of  civilization. 

At  any  rate,  the  Indians  nuide  no  raids  on  the  peaceable  inhabi- 
tants of  Saleni-Canada  of  which  any  record  remains.  Transient 
hunters  occasionally  called  on  the  settlers  at  a  period  long  sub- 
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sequent,  but  they  gave  no  molestation.  Their  spirit  was  broken ; 
the  iron  had  entered  their  souls,  and  the  reign  of  the  Red  Man  was 
over.  But  they  will  have  an  everlasting  memorial,  more  durable 
than  monuments  of  brass,  in  the  names  they  have  given  our  lakes, 
streams  and  mountains ;  the  Monadnoek,  Souhegan,  Contoocook, 
Nashua,  Merrimack,  J^vw tucket  and  Pemigewasset. 

For  a  period  of  about  one  hundred  years  the  P'rench  and  Indians, 
from  King  William's  Ten  Years'  AVar,  168H,  to  Queen,  Anne's  War, 
1703,  closed  by  the  Peace  of  Utrecht,  1713,  and  followed  by  other 
attacks,  down  from  17r>')  to  1773,  kept  the  New  England  settle- 
ments in  a  constant  state  of  alann  and  warfare. 

The  terror  of  tliese  wars  was  that  the  Indians  were  readily 
influenced  to  become  allies  of  the  French,  and,  officered  by  their 
European  masters,  employed  to  carry  havoc  through  New  England 
and  New  York.  They  lay  in  wait  as  tlie  settlers  'left  their 
block-houses  in  the  morning  to  go  out  to  tlieir  fields  for  their  day's 
work,  or  made  night  hideous  as  they  dashed  into  some  lone  settle- 
ment with  their  terrible  war-whoop,  tiring  the  houses,  tomahawking 
and  scalping  the  men,  and  carrying  the  women  and  children  into  a 
captivity  often  worse  than  death.  These  incursions  of  the  savages 
kept  the  whole  country  in  a  state  of  feverish  alarm  and  terror,  and 
suspended  all  regular  business.  The  pioneers,  after  great  sacrifices, 
were  often  obliged  to  abandon  their  improvements,  made  at  great 
cost,  and  take  refuge  in  the  cities  or  in  the  fortified  towns  to  escape 
their  barbarities.  It  was  a  guerilla  warfare  of  the  most  terrible 
character. 

Nor  were  the  early  settlers  of  New  Enghuul  altogether  innocent 
in  the  matter.  They  regarded  the  Indians  as  the  children  of  the 
devil,  and  their  extermination  as  in  some  measure  a  religious  duty. 
They  superstitiously  believed  that  in  ridding  them  from  the  land 
they  were  doing  the  same  soit  of  service  to  (iod  that  .losluui  and 
the  Israelites  did  in  driving  out  and  slaughteruig  tlie  C'anaanites. 

But,  as  elsewhere  said,  Wilton  bore  ]>ut  a  small  part  iu  this 
fearful  Indian  warfare.  No  tribe  i)ermanentl3'  occui)ied  lier  terri- 
tory. But  few  of  her  sons  were  engaged  in  the  proper  French  and 
Indian  wars. 

Among  the  troops  that  were  raised  to  reeuforce  the  army  after 
the  battle  of  Lake  (ieorge,  September,  17r>.'>,  in  Captain  James 
Todd's  company  is  found  the  name  of  Ephraim  Butterlield  ;  time  of 
enlistment  September  22,  time  of  discharge  December  13,  17;')^. 
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In  the  eampaigu  of  1757,  iu  the  roll  of  Captain  Kichard  Emery's 
company  we  find  the  name  of  Henry  Parker,  .Ir.,  and  JoBiah  Parker, 
whose  father  settled  on  lot  No.  7  in  the  tliird  range.  Henry  was 
massacred  at  Fort  William  Henry  when  captured  by  the  French  and 
Indians  under  General  ^SFontcalm. 

In  the  campaign  of  l7oH,  in  the  roll  of  Captain  Nehemiah  Ix)ve- 
well's  company  is  found  the  name  of  James  Mann,  one  of  the 
earliest  settlers  in  the  southwest  part  of  Wilton,  also  Philip  Put- 
nam, Ephraim  IJutterlield  and  Alexander  Milliken.  They  were  out 
about  six  months  in  the  service. 

The  above  enlistments  are  all  we  find  recorded  in  the  old  docu- 
ments as  belonging  to  Wilton.

CHAPTER   IV. 


PROPRIETARY   HISTORY — SALEM-CANADA — NUMBER  TWO — TN- 
CORPORATIOX  OF  WILTON — SLIP  ADDED  TO  TEMPLE. 

Thk  proprietary  historv  of  the  towns  of  New  Hampshire  may  be 
said  to  date  back  to  tiie  jrraiits  made  to  Sir  Ferdinando  (iorges  and 
Captain  John  ^Vlason  ])y  King  James  I.  They  were  members  of  a 
couneil  of  forty  established  in  1(520  at  Plymouth,  in  the  county  of 

ft  ft  ft 

Dover,  Kngland,  for  the  planting,  ruling,  and  governing  of  New- 
England  in  America.  Gorges  was  a  naval  orticer  in  the  reign  of 
Klizabeth,  and  a  friend  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh.  IVFason  was  a 
I^ondon  merchant,  also  an  otlicer  in  the  British  navy,  and  former 
Governor  of  Newfoundland. 

The  Council  granted,  ^Farch  H,  lf)21,  to  Mascm  all  that  territory 
included  between  Salem  and  the  mouth  of  the  Merrimack,  round 
Cape  Ann,  up  the  rivers  Xaumkeag,  Salem,  au<l  Merrimack  to  their 
head  waters,  then  across  from  the  hea<l  of  one  to  the  head  of  the 
other,  and  all  the  islands  within  three  miles  of  the  cojist,  the  <listrict 
to  be  called  Merrimack. 

On  August  10,  U'ri'i,  another  grant  was  made  to  Mason  and 
(iorges  jointly  of  all  the  lan<l  between  the  rivers  Merrimack  and 
Sagadeho<*k  (Kennebec),  extending  back  to  the  great  lakes  and 
river  (»f  Canada  (St.  Lawrence),  to  be  calle<l  Laconia. 

These  vast  and  loosely  d(»line<l  territories  became  afteiwards  the 

ft 

subjects  of  dispute  and  litigation.  Mason  obtaine<l  a  new  patent 
from  the  Plymouth  (Knghunl)  Council  of  the  land  between  the 
Merrimack  and  the  riscata([ua  Kivers  under  the  title  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, (ireat  troubles  arose  from  the  overlapi)ing  of  one  grant  of 
land  on  another  already  given.  But  in  s[)ite  of  these  conflicts  of 
title,  the  lands  were  gradually  taken  up  and  settle<l,  and  towns  es- 
tablished.    These  New  Hampshire  grants  came,  as  was  held,  into 
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conflict  with  the  interest  of  Massachusetts,  and  Mason  was  pro- 
nounced in  the  journal  of  (governor  AVinthrop  as  ''  the  chief  mover 
in  all  attempts  against  us." 

The  New  Hampshire  settlements  covered  by  the  patents  of 
Mason  and  Gorges,  being  in  a  divided  and  unsettled  condition  and 
under  conflicting  authorities,  were  finally  united  with  Massachusetts, 
which  assumed  jurisdiction  over  the  whole.*  The  Mason  grants 
being  thus  vacated,  the  heirs  lost  the  estate  which  had  been  willed 
to  them  by  the  original  proprietor.  Captain  John  Mason. 

But  in  1<W)0  the  government  of  Charles  IF.  declared  that  Robert 
Mason,  grandson  and  heir  of  Captain  John  Mason,  had  a  good  and 
legal  title  to  the  province  of  New  Hampshire.  But  difficulties  arose 
which  prevented  the  reinstatement  of  his  rights.  In  1()7.>  a  renewed 
declaration  of  his  legal  title  was  put  forth  by  royal  authority,  but 
Mason  finally  died  in  1688,  without  realizing  the  fulfilment  of  his 
hopes  and  laboi*s,  and  left  his  barren  claims  to  his  two  sons.  John 
and  Robert. 

These  charter  titles,  however,  were  purchased  afterwards  by  a 
company  who  gave  grants  to  settlers,  and  were  termed  the 
'*  Masonian  Proprietors."  This  brief  sketch  will  explain  the  origin 
of  this  title.  The  proprietors  were  chiefly  wealthy  residents  of 
Portsmouth  and  the  vicinity,  and  they  began  business  in  1748,  first 
by  quit-claiming  to  settlers  grants  of  land  previously  made  during 
the  disputes  between  Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire,  and  then 
by  making  new  grants  in  their  own  name. 

SALKM-C'AxNADA. 

The  first  movement  towards  the  settlement  of  Wilton  was  made  in 
1735.  On  the  19th  of  June  of  that  year  a  petition  was  presented  to 
the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  by  Samuel  King  and  others  for 
relief  in  consideration  "of  their  sufl'erings "  in  the  expedition  to 
Canada  under  Sir  William  Phips  in  the  year  1()90.  Agreeably  to 
the  old  Roman  method  of  rewarding  military  services  by  colonizing 
the  veterans,  a  committee  was  chosen,  consisting  of  Samuel  Wells, 
Esq.,  Samuel  Cliandler  and  John  Hobson,  to  lay  out  a  township  of 
the  contents  of  sLx  miles  square,  west  of  Narragansette,t  called

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Number  Three,  or  Amherst,  and  also  called  Souhegau  West,  and 
return  a  plat  thereof  to  tliis  Court  within  twelve  months  for  con- 
firmation. 

This  tract,  including  Lyndeborougli  and  the  north  part  of  Wilton, 
received  then  the  name  of  Salem-Canada.*  The  term  ''  Canada  ** 
was  obviously  given  on  account  of  the  remembrance  of  the  expe- 
dition to  Canada.  The  prefix  of  -'  Salem  "  was,  perhaps,  due  to  the 
fact  that,  in  the  early  history  of  the  country,  Essex  County,  Massa- 
chusetts, of  which  Salem  was  the  shire  town  or  capital,  was 
represented  as  extending  back  westward  from  the  seaboard  to  the 
Connecticut  Kiver,  covering,  of  course,  as  may  be  seen  by  the  map, 
the  territory  now  occupied  by  the  towns  of  Lyndeborougli  and 
Wilton.  It  has  also  been  suggested  that  the  signers  of  the  petition 
to  the  (ieneral  Court  for  relief  were  probably  residents  of  Salem 
and  vicinity.  The  town  of  Salem-Canada,  six  miles  square,  was  to 
be  divided  into  sixty-three  equal  shares,  one  of  which  was  to  be  for 
the  first  settled  minister,  one  for  tht^ministrv,  and  one  for  the  school. 

The  conditions  of  settlement  were  that  on  each  share,  within 
three  years,  a  goo<l  family  shoidd  be  settled ;  a  liouse  ))uilt  eighteen 
feet  square  and  seven  feet  stud  at  least ;  that  six  acres  of  land  should 
be  cultivated ;  that  the  inhabitants  should  settle  m  learned  orthodox 
minister,  and  build  and  finish  a  convenient  meeting-house  for  the 
public  worsiiip  of  (tod. 

Sewall  Putnam,  Ksij.,  says  :  ''  There  is  no  doubt  that  tiie  southeast 
part  of  Lyudeborough  wns  the  southeast  part  of  Salem-Canada. 
The  old  people  of  Wilton  many  years  a,ir<>  used  to  say  that  the  south 
line  of  Salem-Canada  was  between  what  is  now  Mr.  Mark  Holt's 
and  Mr.  Doe's  house.  A  continuation  of  the  line  ])etweeu  the  south- 
east part  of  Lyndelx)rough  and  Milford  to  the  west  would  run  near 
Mr.  Harvey  A.  Whiting's  house  on  the  Hopkins  Place,  and  as  it 
continued  west  would  nm  between  Mr.  Miwk  Holt's  and  Mr.  Doe's 
house.  That  shows  that  about  one-thinl  of  the  i)resent  town  of 
Wilton  was  in  Salem-Canada." 

Some  feeling  has  been  expressed  of  late  as  if  Wiltoii  had  en- 
croache<l  on  Lyndeborougli,  an<l  taken  away  a  i)art  of  its  territory. 
Hut  Lyndeborough  as  a  grant  to  Henjamiu  Lynde  au<l  thirty  others 
did  not  date  till  December  '),  17').'),  four  years  after  Hadger's  set- 
tlement and  that  of  others  in   Salem-Canada.      Lyndeborough  was 

*  .S««  ApiM'iulix  tu  tlii«  Chupter. 
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not  incorporated  until  April  23,  1764,  almost  two  years  after  Wilton 
was  incorporated.  This  disposes  entirely  of  the  claim  that  any  part 
of  Wilton  was  ever  a  part  of  Lyndeborongh.  That  about  one-third 
of  Wilton  was  once  a  part  of  Salem-Canada  no  one  will  deny,  but 
Salem-Canada  was  not  identical  with  Lyndel)orough  any  more  than 
it  was  with  AVilton.  AVilton  took  awav  none  of  Lvndel)orough's 
territory,  and  could  not,  in  the  nature  of  things,  for  Lyndeborough 
was  not  in  existence  when  Number  Two,  the  predecessor  of  Wilton, 
was  granted  as  a  town. 

We  cannot  with  any  advantage  rake  over  tlie  embei's  in  tlie  old 
ashes  of  past  grievances  to  kindle  new  regrets  and  jealousies.  Let 
bygones  be  bygones.  Our  forefathers,  no  doubt,  did  the  best  they 
could  under  the  circumstances,  as  we  do  now,  and  what  is  written  is 
written,  and  what  is  done  is  done,  and  cannot  be  reversed  or  undone. 
Salem-Canada  was  not  Lyndeborough  any  more  than  it  was  Wilton. 
Salem-Canada  preceded  l)oth  towns,  and  both  towns  took  a  portion 
of  its  territory,  and  Wilton  had^ji  right  to  do  so  as  much  as  Lynde- 
borough, and,  as  the  first  in  the  field,  more  riglit  to  do  so.  If  any 
party  had  a  right  to  complain  it  was  Salem-Canada,  because  its 
territory  had  been  absorbed  in  Wilton  and  Lyndeborough. 

We  confess  that  our  good  neighbor,  Lyndelx)rough,  since  she 
became  Lyndeborough,  and  not  Salem-Canada,  has  suffered  muti- 
lution  b\'  a  portion  of  her  territory,  in  17J»H,  being  annexed  to 
(ireenfield,  another  portion,  in  ISo.'J,  to  Mont  Vernon,  and  still 
another  portion,  in  1H7.*),  to  Milford.  For  these  clippings  no  com- 
pensation was  given  to  Lyndeborough.  But  the  territory  taken  from 
Salem-Canada  to  form,  not  Wilton,  but  '^  Number  Two,"  was  made 
up  to  it  by  an  equal  amount  of  lands  added  on  the  north. 

About  the  time  of  the  first  settlement  there  was  a  controversy 
between  the  authorities  of  New  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts 
relating  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  territory  of  southern  New  Hamp- 
shire. A  definite  account  of  this  dispute  is  given  in  Doctor  N. 
Boutcm's  History  of  Concord.  For  ten  years  the  inhabitants  in  tliis 
part  of  the  state  were  under  the  government  of  Massaeiuisetts.

The  grant  of  Salem-Canada  in  178r>  by  the  Massachusetts  (general 
Court  and  the  settlements  formed  in  it,  were  followed  in  1740  by 
the  grant  of  a  new  township,  from  the  proprietors  holding  under  the 
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charter  of  John  Tiif ton  Mason,  to  Or  company  of  purchasers,  forty-six 
in  number.*  Many  of  them  never  resided  on  the  property,  but 
afterwards  sold  their  lands  to  settlers  coining  in.  These  shares  were 
drawn  by  lot.  The  deed  conveying  the  land  was  dated  October  1 , 
1749,  at  Dunstable,  and  the  lots  were  drawn  on  October  1(5,  174iK 
The  name  first  given  to  the  new  township,  which  inclu<led  on  the 
north  a  part  of  Salem-Canada,  was  •'  Number  Two." 

The  following  conditions  were  prescril^ed  by  the  proprietors  to 
the  grantees : 

1.  Two  lots  of  eighty  acrefj  vnvh  should  he  set  :ii>ait  to  entourage  the 
hiiilding  of  mills. 

2.  ()iu»  share  of  two  limirlred  and  fortv  acres  should  he  tfiven  to  the 
first  iiunister. 

.'{.     One  sliare  should  he  set  apart  for  the  diristian  nnnistrv. 

4.  One  share  shouhl  he  given  to  schools. 

."».  Tin*  sharehohlers  should  make  all  roads. 

<J.  The  original  ])roj>rietors  shouhl  i)e  exem])t  from  all  taxes. 

7.  The  shaivhohlers  should  setth'  and  huild  houses  on  foHv  h>ts. 

5.  Kaeli  settler  should  pay  >*li{.;^.'{  to  aid  in  huihling  up  the  town. 

0.  Those  not  fulfilling  the  conditions.  excej)t  i.n  <'ase  of  an  Indian 
war.  wei*e  to  forfeit  their  sliares. 

10.  White  pint*  trees  were  to  he  reserved  for  tlie  liritish  navy. 

This  new  township,  which,  with  new  territory  on  the  south,  in- 
cluded on  the  north  a  portion  of  "'  Salein-('anna<la,"  received  the 
name  of  '•  Number  Two,"  as  stated  above.  This  nnnie  was  con- 
tinued imtil  17(»2,  thirteen  vears,  as  the  title  of  Saleni-Cauada  had

The  prayer  of  tlie  petitioners  was  granted,  the  lands  were  sur- 
veyed, and  the  town  was  incorporated  June  2."),  17()2,  under  the 
name  of  Wilton,  derived  from  an  ancient  borough  in  Wiltshire, 
England.*  This  act  of  incorporation  was  to  continue  in  force  till 
January  1,  17f>'>.  The  first  town  meeting  was  held  June  27,  17(52. 
A  second  act  of  incorporation  was  granted  .lanuary  2,  17<>r),  signed 
by  Hon.  Henning  Wentworth,  Governor  of  the  Pn)vin(;e  of  New 
Hampshire,  **  to  have  continued  until  His  Majesty's  pleasure  shall 
be  further  known."  As  His  Majesty  and  His  Majesty's  successors 
have,  so  far  as  is  known,  taken  no  exception  to  it.  it  is  presumed 
this  act  of  incorporation  remains  valid  to  the  present  day. 

AUDITION    OK    I'AHT    OF    WILTON    TO    TRMTLK. 

In  1 768  a  petition  f  was  addressed  to  the  (governor  and  Council 
by  the  inhabitants  of  Peterborough  Slip,  Slipt^)n  or  Sliptown,  the 
part  of  Peterborough  lying  east  of  the  mountains  called  Pack  or 
Petit  Monadnock,  to  have  one  mile  of  the  west  part  of  Wilton,  and 
extending  the  length  of  the  town  five  miles,  added  to  Peterborough 
Slip  to  form  an  independent  town.  To  compensate  for  this  slice  of 
a  mile  wide  being  taken  off  of  Wilton,  the  petitioners  also  i)rayed 
that  one  mile  wide  of  territory  mijrlit  be  added  to  the  town  on  the 
east.      The    people    of    Wilton    addressed    the    authorities    with    a

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counter-petition  asking  that  Peterborough  Slip  itself  might  be  added 
to  Wilton,  and  deprecating  any  addition  on  the  east.  But  the 
petitioners  of  the  Peterborough  Slip  prevailed  over  the  VViltonians, 
and  a  tract,  half  a  mile  wide  and  five  miles  long,  was  taken  from 
Wilton  and  added  to  PeterlK>rough  Slip,  constituting  the  town  of 
Temple. 

Thus  after  all  these  changes  of  names  and  lK)undaries,  of  Salem- 
Canada,  *'  Number  Two,"  Wilton  live  miles  8<[uare,  and  Wilton  four 
and  a  half  miles  wide  by  five  miles  long,  as  at  present  consti- 
tuted, we  have  tiie  proprietary  and  territorial  history  of  the  town  of 
Wilton  up  to  the  present  time. 


APPENDIX. 

PART    OF    WILTON    AS    OROTON    (JORK. 

From  a  l)ook  of  about  one  lumdred  pages,  compiled  from  the 
earlv  records  of  Massachusetts  h\  Samuel  A.  (ireen,  M.  D.,  en- 
titled  *' The  Boundary  Lines  of  Old  (Iroton,"  we  leani  tiiat  a  part 
of  Wilton  was  once  known  as  (Jroton  (Unv.  In  the  book  is  a 
map  of  (iroton  Plantation  as  granted  A.  I).  !<>.').">  and  surveyed 
A.  I).  I <)♦>«.  Also,  another  maj)  of  Ciroton  (iorc,  granted  17.*^*), 
together  with  the  town  lines  as  they  exist  A.  I).  1mh.'>.  Also,  another 
map  of  (iroton  Plantation,  with  town  lines  e.\istin*r  A.  I).  \x><'). 

On  the  southeast  of  (iroton,  and  adjoininjr  it.  was  a  small  town- 
ship granted  in  the  spring  of  1().')4,  by  the  (leneral  Court,  to  the 
Nashobah  Indians,  who  were  convertcil  to  Christianity  by  the 
Ai)Ostle  Eliot  and  others. 

It  appears  that  disputes  arose  in  relation  to  the  lines  of  the  towns 
about  Groton,  some  of  which  were  caused  ]>y  the  neglect  of  the 
inhabitants  of  (iroton  to  make  return  of  the  plan  of  the  original 
grant  to  the  Cieneral  Court  for  confirmation,  as  was  customary  in 
such  cases. 

The  incori)oration  of  Nashobah  on  November  2,  1714.  settled 
many  of  the  disputes  connected  with  the  lands:  but  in  I)e<*eniber 
of  the  next  year  the  name  was  changed  from  Nashobah  to  Littleton. 

As  already  stated,  the  plan  of  the  original  (iroton  grant  had 
never  been  returned  by  the  proprietors  to  the  (ieneral  Court  for 
confirmation,  and  this  neglect  had  acted  to  their  prejudice. 
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After  Littleton  had  been  set  off,  the  town  of  Groton  undertook  to 
repair  the  injury  and  make  up  the  loss. 

The  uecessary  hU^^h  for  bringing  the  matter  before  the  General 
Court  were  taken  at  a  town  meetuig,  lield  on  July  2.'i,  17.*]4.  It 
was  then  stated  that  the  town  ha<l  lost  more  tban  twenty-seven 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  acres  by  the  encroachment  of  the  Littleton 
line. 

Under  these  circumstances  Benjamin  Prescott  wavS  authorized  to 
present  the  petition  to  the  General  Court,  setting  forth  the  true  state 
of  the  case,  and  all  of  the  facts  connected  with  it. 

Mr.  Prescott  presented  the  petition  November  2S,  17:^4.     It  was

December  12,  1734,  Colonel  Chandler,  from  the  committee  ap- 
pointed the  28th  ult.  to  consider  the  petition  of  Penjamin  Prescott, 
Kscj.,  in  behalf  of  the  proprietors  of  (irotou,  made  report,  which  was 
read  and  accepted,  and  in  answer  to  this  petition,  voted : 

That  a  tyrant  of  ton  thousand  ciuflit  hundred  acres  of  the  Lands  lying 
in  the  (lore  l)et\ve<Mi  l)nnstaid(>  and  Townshend.  he  and  hereby  is  nnide  to 
tlie  Propri<»tors  of  tlie  Town  of  (iroton  as  an  equivalent  for  wliat  was 
taken  from  them  !»y  Littleton  and  Coyaehus  or  Willards  Kami  (lM'ingal>ont 
two  acr<*s  and  a  lialf  for  one)  and  is  in  full  satista<'tion  thereof.  an«l  tlial 
the  said  Proprietors  be  and  are  hereby  alIowe«l  and  impo\\ere«l  by  a  Sur- 
veyor and  Chainmen  on  Oath  to  survey  and  lav  out  the  said  Ivu  thousand 
eight  hundn'd  acres  in  tlie  said  (iore.  and  return  a  Plat  thereof  to  this 
Court  within  twelve  months  for  eontirniation  to  tlieni  and  tlieir  lieirs  and 
assigns  resj)ectively. 

The  bounds  of  the  said  tract  are  as  follows  : 

Beginning  at  tin*  North  West  Corner  of  l)unstal)le  at  Dram-Cup  Hill  l)y 
Soliegan  Kiver  and  IJmiing  South  in  Dunstable  line  last  Pennnbulated 
and  Pun  by  a  C<im*«*  of  the  (Jeneral  Coui-t.  two  Thousand  one  hundred  A 
tifty  two  poles  to  Townshend  line,  there  making  an  angle,  and  Puning 
West  'M  1-2  Deg.  North  on  Townshend  lin<'  and  j)n»vinee  Land  Two  Thou- 
sand and  Fifty  Six  jxdes  to  a  l*illar  of  Stone^^  then  turning  and  Kuning  by 
I*rovin<'e  Land  81  1-2  deg.  Xorth  two  Thousand  and  forty  Light  jioles  to 
Dunstable  Corner  first  mentioned.* 

Some  years  ago,  says  Mr.  Sewall  Putnam,  1  was  called  to  run 
some  lines  uear  Jones'js  Corner  in  Milford.     Mr.  William  .loiu»s  was

of  stones  between  the  railroad  and  the  river,  and  said  it  was  always 
represented  to  him  as  being  the  ''  Old  Dunstable  Corner."  It  was 
near  where  tlie  snudl  house  now  stands,  between  the  railroad  and 
river.  The  original  Jones  Farm  was  partly  in  Mile  Slip,  partly 
in  Old  Dunstable. 

If  the  l)oundary  i)ointed  out  by  Mr.  Jones  was  the  true  northwest 
corner  of  Old  Dunstable,  the  starting  point  in  the  description  of 
<jiroton  Gore,  as  found  in  tlie  map  in  Doctor  (ireen's  book,  appears 
to  be  from  three  to  four  hundred  rods  south  of  the  true  northwest 
corner  of  Old  Dunstable. 

(rroton  Gore  was  situated  in  the  present  towns  of  Mason,  Brook- 
line,  Wilton,  Milford  and  Cireenville.  Tliat  part  of  the  grant  now 
in  Milford  and  Brookline,  after  Wilton  and  Mason  were  surveyed, 
was  known  as  Mile  Slip. 

The  part  that  is  now  in  Wilton  is  a  rectangular  triangle  of  the 
southeast  part  of  the  town,  l>ounding  on  Milford  about  three  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six  rods,  and  on  Mason  about  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  rods. 

Mr.  John  Boynton  Hill,  in  his  History  of  the  Town  of  Mason, 
New  Hampshire,  says  : 

Uuclor  this  «f  111  lit  tlie  inhabitants  took  i)Oss»*ssion  of  and  ocrupled  tin* 
ffrritory.  It  was  their  custiMn  to  cut  th<»  liay  upon  Xhv  nn'adows  and 
<itai'k  it,  and  rarly  in  tlie  spnn<^  to  send  up  \]u''iv  yimn^  cattle  to  be  fed 
tiI)on  tlie  liay.  under  the  eare  of  JJoad.  Iln'  Ne«::ro  slave.  Tliey  would 
raiis«»  the  \V(mmIs  to  he  th*ed.  as  it   was  called,  that  i«!.   Imnit    ovei*  in   the

spiin^.  after  which  fn*sh  and  suc<nlenl  lieiha*^e  spriii«i:in<;  \i])  fnrnislK'd 
a  ^o<k1  store  of  the  tiin'st  feed,  upon  which  the  cattle  would  thrive  and 
fatten  through  the  season.  J{oad*<  caini)  was  nj)on  tlie  east  side  of  the 
meadow,  near  the  residence  of  the  late  Joel  Aine*!.     CPajje  2(1.) 

As  two  parts  of  Wilton  were  contained  in  grants  nuide  by  tiic 
Massachusetts  authorities,  that  is.  about  one-third  of  the  north  part 
of  the  town  in  the  Salem-Canada  (irant,  and  near  ten  hundred  acres 
of  the  southeast  part  in  the  Groton  (iore  (iiaut,  it  may  be  interesting 
to  give  a  statement  of  the  boundary  question  between  Massachusetts 
and  New  Hampshire,  copied  from   Dr.   Green's   lK)ok.      (Pages  ^57- 

Duriii":  inanv  vear<  the  dividiiiiC  line  hetween  the  two  rrovinces  was 
the  suhject  of  controversy.  The  cause  of  disj)u(<*  dated  hack  tt>  the  lime 
when  the  original  gnint  was  made  to  the  ('(»lony  of  ^lassachnsetts  Bay. 
The  charter  was  drawn  up  in  England  at  a  period  wlien  little  was  known 


ill  reganl  to  tht^  inti^rior  of  thl?*  rcmntrv.  and  tho  boundary  linef*.  noco»- 
sarilv,  wen*  noniowhat  indcflnitt*. 

Th<*  Morriniack  Kivfr  was  an  ini])ortant  fartor  in  fixing  tlic  limits  of 
tli<' jjrant.  as  tlu»  noi1ln»rn  lioundary  of  MassacliusKts  was  to  be  a  lin«* 
thnM*  nnh*s  nortb  of  anv  and  ev(M-v  part  of  it.  At  th«*  dat<»  of  the  <*hartor 
tlie  "general  dinTtion  of  the  river  was  not  Ivnown.  but  it  was  ineorreetlv 
assunie<l  to  be  easterly  and  westerly.  As  a  matter  of  faet,  the  course  of 
tiie  >[errimaelv  is  southerly  for  a  lonjf  dirtfnnee  from  where  it  is  formed  by 
the  union  of  tlie  AViune])esauk(*e  and  the  Pemiji:<»wasset  Hiyeifi,  and  then  it 
turns  and  runs  twenty-rtve.  or  thin  y  miles  in  a  northeasterly  direction  to

its  int)utli:  and  this  detleetion  in  the  current  cause<l  the  dispute.  The 
difteirnce  between  the  actual  an<l  tin*  sujiposed  iliivction  was  a  nmtter  of 
little  j>nictical  importance  so  Iou^j:  as  the  neighboiing  territory  nMnained 
unsettled,  or  so  lony;  as  the  two  Proyinces  wen*  (essentially  under  one 
;;oyernment :  but  as  the  po])ulation  incivased  it  became  an  excitin<;  and. 
yexatious  question.  Towns  weiv  chartenMl  by  Massachusetts  in  territory 
claimed  by  New  Hampshire,  and  this  action  led  to  bitter  feelinjc  and  pro- 
vokin*;  legislation.  Massa(*lius(>tts  contended  for  tlie  land  **  nominated  in 
the  bond."  which  would  carry  the  lin«*  tifty  miles  northwanl  into  the  very

he;\rt  of  New  llampsliin*:  and  on  the  other  hand  that  Province  stivuuously 
opposed  this  vi«»w  of  the  <*ase.  and  claimed  that  the  line  should  run.  east 
ami  west,  tlin'c  miles  north  of  the  mouth  of  the  river.  At  onetime  a 
royal  connnission  was  ai)j>ointed  to  consider  the  sidyect,  but  their  labors 
pnxluced  no  satisfactory  n»sult.  At  last  the  matt<»r  was  can-ied  to  Enghmd 
for  a  (iecision.  which  was  n*ndeivd  by  the  King  on  March  5,  1739-40. 

This  judgment  was  final  an(i  in  favor  of  Xt»w  Hampshire.  Ft  gave 
that  Province  not  only  all  the  territory  in  dispute,  but  a  strip  of  land 
fourteen  miles  in  width,  lying  along  her  southern  border,  mostly  west  of 
the  Merrimack,  which  had  never  been  claimed.  This  strip  was  tlie  tract 
of  land  betw<»en  tlu*  lin<»  running  east  and  west,  three  nnles  noith  of  the 
s(Mithernmost  trend  of  the  river,  nud  :i  similar  line  three  nules  noi1h  of  its 
mouth.  \iy  the  decision  twenty-<»ight  townships  were  taken  from  Massa- 
chusetts and  transferred  to  New  Hampshin*.  The  settlement  of  this 
disputed  (juestion  >\as  undoubt(Hlly  a  publi*-  IxMietit.  although  at  the  time 
it  caused  a  great  de:il  of  hanl  f<»(»liiig.  In  establishing  the  new  boundary 
J*awtucket  Falls,  situated  now  in  the  citv  of  Lowell,  and  near  the  most 
southern  portion  of  the  river's  course,  was  taken  as  the  starting-place, 
and  the  line  that  now  separates  the  two  states  was  run  west,  three  miles 
north  of  this  point.  It  was  surveyed  ofttcially  in  the  spring  of  1741,  with 
reference  to  the  settlement  of  this  dis]>ute. 

It  will  be  readily  seen  by  the  foregoing  that  the  line  contended 
for  by  New  HumpHhire  would  run  three  miles  or  more  north  of  the 
north  line  of  Wilton. 

SALKM-rANADA. 

**.Iune  r.ith,  IT.'J.'),  Samuel  Wells  Esq.  Samuel  Chandler  and  John 
ilobson    were    appointed   a   connnittee    by   the   General   Court   of 
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Massachusetts  to  lay  out  a  township  of  the  contents  of  six  square 
miles,  west  of  Narragansett  Town,  called  '*  Number  Three,"  and  re- 
turn a  plat  thereof  to  this  Court,  within  twelve  months,  for  con- 
flnnation/* 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  tract  of  laud  called  8alem- 
Canada,  as  laid  out  in  May,  IT.'itJ,  by  order  of  the  authorities  of 
Massachusetts  Hay,  and  returned  June  2,  17:W> : 

Beginning  at  a  !*j)riu*<*  tiin'  aiul  ruu?«  north  by  t\w  Ntvdlt*  'IWH  rods  on 
province  land  to  a  h(Mnl<H*k  marked :  tlipn  nins  East  1558  jMMvh  on  ProvlniT 
land  to  a  township  adjoininij:  to  and-  lying  north  of  Saleni-Xarragausett 
Xo.  3;  then  tnnis  and  rnns  south  on  said  township  <>40  rods  to  a  township 
granted  to  Jon*'  Snn]>son  and  oth<M*s;  then  turns  and  runs  Kast  on  said 
toi^iiship  4U2  pole  to  a  stake  and  stones;  then  runs  south  14t»7  i)ereh  on 
said  Xarni;j^ans<»tt  town:  then  runs  west  4HU  pereh  on  Duxhury  School 
Farm  to  stak<*  and  heap  of  stones:  then  turns  soutli  \H  j)ereh  on  said  Farm 
to  a  poplar:  then  runs  west  14(»0  pereh  to  the  spruee  first  nain<'d. 

If  we  suppose  the  distance  from  Duxbury  School  Farm  to  the 
spruce  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Salem-Canada  (1460  rods)  to  be 
correct,  that  spruce  nuist  have  been  in  what  is  now  Wilton  ;  the  north 
line  of  Wilton  being  \^)IH  rods,  wotdd  leave  the  spruce  5S  rods  east 
of  the  present  west  line  of  Wilton. 
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in  reganl  to  tht*  intenor  of  thi!<  fouiitrv.  ami  tho  l)omiclary  lines,  necog- 
sarilv.  w«mt  somewhat  indefinite. 

TIk*  >reriiniaek  Kiver  wa?*  an  important  fai*tor  in  tixin);  the  limits  of 
tlie  ^rant.  as  the  noithern  bonndary  of  Massaehnsetts  was  to  he  a  line 
thive  miles  north  of  anv  and  everv  part  of  it.  At  the  <late  of  the  eharter 
the  general  diivction  of  the  riv<'r  was  not  known.  Imt  it  was  ineorrectly 
assnmed  to  he  easterly  and  westerlv.  As  a  matter  of  faet,  the  course  of 
tht»  Merrinnu'k  is  southerly  for  a  lonjf  distance  from  where  it  is  formed  hy 
the  union  of  the  Winnepesankee  and  the  Pemi;srewaKset  Hivei*s,  and  then  it 
turns  and  runs  t  went v-11v<M>r  thill  V  miles  in  a  northeasterly  <lin»etion  to 
its  mouth:  and  this  deflection  in  the  cuiTcnt  oausetl  the  dis]>ute.  The 
dift'eivnce  between  the  actual  and  the  suppostnl  dir*»ction  was  a  matter  of 
little  j)nictical  importance  so  lon^i:  as  the  neijrhborinji:  territory  n*mained 
unsettled,  or  so  lonjj  as  the  two  Provinces  weiv  essentially  under  one 
;joyernment :  but  as  the  j)opulation  incivasetl  it  became  an  exciting  and 
yexatious  tpiestion.  Towns  weiv  chartenul  by  Massachusetts  in  territory 
(daimed  by  New  lTam])shire.  and  this  action  led  to  bitter  feclinji:  J»iid  pro- 
vokin*;  legislation.  Massachusetts  contendt^l  for  the  land  ''  nominated  in 
the  bond,"  which  woubl  carry  the  line  fifty  miles  northward  into  the  ycry 

«  «  « 

hej\rt  of  New  ITami>shire:  and  on  the  other  hand  that  Proyince  strenuously 
opposed  this  yicw  of  the  case,  and  claimed  that  the  line  should  run.  east 
ami  west,  three  miles  north  of  the  mouth  of  the  riyer.  Al  one  time  a 
royal  comnnssion  was  ai>]M>inted  to  <'onsider  the  subject,  but  their  labors 
pnxluced  no  satisfactory  result.  At  last  the  matter  was  carried  to  England 
for  a  decision,  which  was  i-en<leivd  by  the  King  on  March  5,  178J)-40. 

This  judgment  was  final  and  in  fayor  of  New  Hampshire.  It  gaye 
that  Province  not  only  all  the  territory  in  dispute,  but  a  strij)  of  land 
fourteen  miles  in  width,  lying  along  her  southern  border,  mostly  west  of 
the  Merrimack,  which  had  never  been  claimed.  This  strij)  was  the  tract 
of  land  between  the  line  running  east  and  west,  three  miles  north  of  the 
southernmost  tnMid  of  the  river,  un<l  a  similar  line  three  ndl<*s  north  of  its 
mouth.  My  the  decision  twentyH*ight  townships  wen*  taken  from  Massa- 
<'husetts  and  transferred  to  New  Hampshire.  The  settlement  of  this 
disputed  question  was  undoubtedly  a  ])ul)lic  l>enetit.  although  at  the  time 
it  caused  a  great  deal  of  hard  feeling,  hi  establishing  the  new  l>oundary 
Pawtucket  Falls.  situale<l  now  in  the  city  of  Lowell,  ami  near  the  most 
southern  portion  of  the  river's  c(»urse.  was  taken  as  the  starting-place, 
and  the  line  that  now  separates  the  two  states  was  run  west,  three  miles 
north  of  this  point.  It  was  surveyed  officially  in  the  spring  of  1741,  with 
reference  to  the  settl<*ment  of  this  <lispute. 

It  will  be  reudily  seen  by  the  foregoing  that  the  line  coutendcd 
for  by  New  Hampshire  woubl  run  three  miles  or  more  north  of  the 
north  line  of  Wilton.

It  will  be  seen 
that  there  is  a  discrepancy  on  the  west  line  of  fifty  ixxls  between 
the  figures  and  tiie  snm  as  written  out,  but  it  is  •the  same  in  the 
description. 

The  dotte<l  lines  on  this  plan  do  not  represent  any  lines  on  the 
plan  at  Lyndeborough,  but  represent  the  north  line  of  Wilton,  and 
the  east  line  as  far  as  Lyndeborough  runs  south.

of  ourl'own  nmst  be  taken  from  us  that  there  mav  not  be  anv  Added  to  us

CHAPTER  V. 


TIIK    EAKLY    SETTLERS. 

Tlie  fir8t  settlers  n|>on  the  territory  now  called  Wilton,  hut  origin- 
ally Sialem-Canada,  were  from  Dauvers,  Massaelui setts,  and  Notting- 
ham, New  Hampshire,  now  called  Hudson.  The  dangers,  labors 
and  sufferings  which  they  underwent  were  not  unlike  those  to 
which  all  the  pioneers  of  New  England  were  subjected.  Hard 
work,  meagre  fare,  solitary  lives,  exi)osure  to  an  imtried  climate, 
apprehensions  from  the  savages,  sickness  and  wounds  without 
surgical  or  medical  care,  dei)rivation  of  social,  intellectual  and 
religious  privileges — these  and  kindred  ills  were  their  lot. 

For  three  years  after  the  settlement  began  the  wife  of  Jacob 
Putnam  was  the  only  woman  who  resided  permanently  in  the  town. 
During  one  winter  such  was  the  dei)th  of  snow  in  the  woods,,  and 
such  the  distance  from  neighbors,  that  for  the  space  of  six  months 
fihe  saw  no  one  but  the  members  of  her  own  family. 

In  17;^I)  Jacob  and  Ephraim  Putnam,  John  Dale,  and  John  Badger 
commenced  a  settlement  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  territory  thus 
laid  out  of  Salem-Canada.  Ephraim  Putnam  located  on  what  is 
now  Lot  No.  14,  in  the  fifth  range,  at  the  intersection  of  the  roads 
near  the  north  cemetery,  and  a  daugliter  of  his  was  the  first  child 
lK)rn  in  Wilton. 

Jacob  Putnam  located  on  the  southeast  part  of  Lot  No.  lo,  in  the 
fifth  range  (the  original  l)oundary  of  tlie  lots  was  a  large  pine  tree  on 
the  north  bank  of  the  streani  a  short  distance  below  the  old  saw- 
mill). He  built  the  house  where  Michael  McCarthy  now  lives.  It 
was  two  stories  in  front  and  one  back,  tlie  front  rafters  being  short, 
and  the  back  ones  long.  Many  of  the  old  houses  were  built  in  that 
style  of  architecture.  The  house  remained  in  that  sliape  mitil 
it  was  remo4ieled,  with  some  additions,  l>y  Mr.  Joseph  W^ilson,  a  few 
years  before  he  sold  it  and  removed  to  western  New  York. 
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John  Dale's  first  camp  was  near  where  the  roads  cross,  east  of 
the  old  house  that  he  afterwards  Iniilt,  now  owned  by  Mr.  S.  II. 
Dunbar,  and  that  is  said  to  be  tlie  lii*st  two-story  frame  house  built 
in  what  was  afterwards  Wilton.  It  is  lined  between  the  outside  and 
inside  finish  with  bricks,  for  protection  against  the  Indians.  The 
farm  remained  in  possession  of  John  Dale,  John  Dale,  Jr.,  and  John 
Dale,  ;^d,  who  died  April  :^,  184.K  and  was  sold  at  auction  by  the 
administrator  in  November  following  to  Abel  Fisk,  Jr. 

Tlie  history  of  another  of  the  early  settlers,  John  Badger,  is  a 
romantic  one.  We  glean  from  Mr.  (i rant's  History  of  Lyndeborougli 
and  Dr.  Ei)hraini  Peabody's  Wilton  Centennial  the  following  inter- 
esting i)articulars : 

John  Badger  was  a  native  of  Kngland,  and  emigrated  with  two  of 
his  brothers,  Joseph  and  Eliphalet,  to  America  about  172H-1).  His 
fatlier  was  wealthy  and  had  business  for  him  to  transact  in  Scot- 
land. There  he  met  Mary  McFarland,  with  whom  he  fell  in  love, 
but  his  father,  with  the  prejudice  then  prevailing  against  the  Scots, 
forbade  the  coimection.  So  the  brotfjers  were  despatched  to  Amer- 
ica, and  settled  first  in  Nottingham,  New  Hampshire.  But  the  pre- 
caution of  the  father  was  defeated.  Marv  followed  her  lover  to 
America,  and  they  were  married  in  Maine.  But  after  some  removals 
they  came  to  live  in  Salem-Canada,  and  located  their  dwelling  al)out 
a  third  of  a  mile  east  of  John  Dale's  house.  'Hie  swell  of  land  on 
which  they  lived  has  ever  since  borne  the  name  of  the  Badger  Hill. 
Badger  moved  into  his  cabin  in  A[)ril,  \1'A\K  but  the  hardships  of  the 
pioneer  life  were  too  nnich  for  him.  The  other  settlers  near  him  went 
in  the  winter  to  a  block-house  situated  on  the  hill  uortheasterlv 
from  the  present  glass  works  in  Lyndeborougli.  But  the  Badgers 
with  their  three  children,  David,  Hol)ert  and  Mary  —  a  younger  one, 
Betsey,  having  died  of  injuries  received  in  the  burning  of  a  house  in 
Nottingham — remained  in  their  cabin  during  the  winter.  Badorcr 
died  of  consumption  in  February,  1 74(). 

Dr.  K.  PealK>dv  thus  tells  the  patlu»tic  storv  in  his  Wilton  C-enten- 
nial  addresH  : 

.Mr.  H!i(l>f<*r  di«M|  m  th<'  nijjht.  'Vho  nc.-iro'Jt  iHM^hbor  was  threo  inilon 
distant  and  th<»  ^roun<l  was  i-ovtMvd  with  snow.  Hi"*  wilV  composed  him 
on  tin*  hvi\  as  for  rest,  left  hor  cliihlnMi  (of  whom  sh«*  had  tlinM\  the  oldest 
hut  eijjlit  years  of  u^o)  with  tlieir  hiHakfasi.  and  with  strict  injunctions 
not  to  awaki'  their  fath<*r.  as  h<*  was  asU'ej).  and.  i»uttinji:  on  licr  snow-shoes, 
proceeded  to  seek  assistance*.  'I'liat.  indeed,  wa**  a  dn*ary  nKU'inn^.  as  she 
went  fortli  through  the  solitary  woods  of  winter.      Deatli  is  In  her  home. 
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and  her  childreu  wait  her  returu.  Uphold  her  ti-eiublin^  heart,  thou 
Father  of  the  fatherlesH  and  the  widowV  (rod!  Neighborti  returned  with 
her.  A  tree  wan  hollowed  out  for  a  eotfln,  and  so  in  the  solitude  was 
he  committed  to  the  earth.  Death  at  all  times  eonies  chilling  the  hearts 
of  men  with  awe  ai»d  fear.  Kven  in  populous  cities,  in  the  midst  of  the 
throng  and  busy  voices  o1  life,  an  awful  sense  of  solitude  rests  on  those 
who  witness  the  departure  of  the  dying;  and  days  and  years  shall  pass, 
and  they  who  beheld  the  scene  shall  enter  that  chamber  with  silent  steps 
and  hushed  voices  and  a  shadow  over  their  souls.  What,  then,  nmst  have 
lK»en  her  loneliness.  —  a  solitary  widow  in  the  wilderness  I  She  nmst 
watch  by  the  bedside  of  her  children  alone;  her  tears  shall  be  shed  ah)ne ; 
she  shall  no  more  kneel  ])y  her  husband's  side  to  pray;  his  voice  shall 
no  mon»  waken  her  at  morning,  and  when  the  night  appmaches  she 
shall  unconsciously  look  forth  to  the  forest,  watching  for  his  i-eturii, 
who  shall  never  return  again. 

A  single  example  like  this  shows  the  hardships  of  the  first  settlers 
of  a  new  region  better  than  any  general  description,  however  ex- 
tended or  graphic. 

But  the  terrible  hardships  and  trials  through  which  Mrs.  Badger 
passed  were  too  much  for  her  nervous  system,  and  she  became 
insane.  In  this  condition  of  irresponsibleness,  after  a  few  years,  she 
committed  suicide. 

David  and  Robert  Badger  settled  in  Lyndeboroiigh  a  little  north 
of  the  Badger  Pond. 

The  descendants  of  the  English  John  Badger  and  the  Scottish 
Mary  McFarland  are  widely  scattered  over  New  England  and 
the  Western  States.  .  • 

There  is  a  conflict  of  authorities  in  regard  to  the  place  to  which 
Mrs.  Badger  went  after  the  deatli  of  her  husband.  Mr.  Orant, 
in  his  History  of  Lyndeborough,  states  that  she  removed  with  her 
children  to  Nottingham.  But  Mrs.  Mary  Pettengill  of  Wilton, 
granddaughter  of  Mary  Badger,  says  slie  went  to  Uollis.  We  can- 
not decide  which  is  correct. 

There  is  also  some  variation  in  the  account  of  the  Badger  children. 
Mr.  Grant,  a  grandson  of  David  Cram  and  ]SIary  Badger,  in  his 
sketc'h  of  Lyndel)orough  in  the  Comity  History  says  :  **  Tlie  names  of 
the  children  of  Badger  were  David,  ilobert,  Mary  and  Betsey,  the 
last  named  of  whom  was  the  yotmgest  and  died  young  in  consequence 
of  injuries  received  in  the  burning  of  a  house  in  Nottingham."  The 
mother  and  children  after  the  death  of  the  fatlu'r  moved  back  to' 
Nottingham. 
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Mr.  Grant  also  says  he  *'  haft  attempted  to  gather  up  a  few  frag- 
ments of  history  connected  with  '  the  first  settler '  of  his  native  town 
from  a  source  which  will  soon  be  removed  from  earth,"  viz. :  Sarah 
Bailger,  i\  granddaughter  of  the  said  John  Badger,  who  now  resides 
on  the  spot  where  David,  the  son  of  said  John,  lived  and  died.  Ho 
believes  the  substance  of  it  truthful  and  correct. 

But  Mr.  Sewall  Putnam  learned  from  Mrs.  llermon  Pettengill,  a 
daughter  of  Gideon  Cram,  and  granddaughter  of  David  and  Mary 
( Badger)  Cram,  who  had  consulted  records  in  Lyndel)orough,  that 
Mr.  Badger  died  in  February,  1740,  and  Mrs.  Badger  soon  went  to 
Hollis.  And  that  on  August  27,  1740,  a  datighter  was  l>orn  to 
Mi's.  Badger,  who  was  named  Mary,  who  was  the  grandmother 
of  Mrs.  Pettengill,  and  after  wlK)m  she  was  named.  Mary  Badger 
married  David  Cram,  and  their  son  David  was  the  father  of  our 
respected  townsman,  David  Cram. 

it  is  desirable  to  l»e  perfectly  accurate  in  all  nnittei*s  of  history, 
whether  it  be  that  of  a  nation  or  a  town,  but  where  authorities,  like 
those  above,  arc  in  conflict,  the  only  coui*se  is  to  state  both  sides, 
and  leave  the  reader  to  decide  which  has  the  preponderance. 


CHAPTER  VI. 


TOWN    INSTITUTIONS. 

It  has  been  said  that  American  Liberty  was  l)oru  in  the  cabin  of 
the  Mayflower  in  1 H20,  when  the  Pilgrims  made  a  covenant  with  one 
another,  and  signed  it,  as  the  instrument  of  their  civil  and  religious 
polity.  Hut  its  earliest  effective  institutions  were  the  town  church, 
8upi)orted  by  the  taxes  of  all  the  people,  and  the  town  meeting,  to 
which  all  freemen  were  admitted,  and  which  regulated  all  municipal 
affairs.  Thus  more  than  a  century  before  a  thought  was  entertained 
of  a  free  and  indei)endent  nation,  separated  from  the  parent  country, 
the  citizens  of  the  Colonies  were  virtually  put  to  school  in  the 
knowledge  and  i)ractice  of  public  and  otHcial  duties  in  state  and 
church,  and  were  trained  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  nation 
in  peace  and  war. 

l)e  Toc(pieville,  in  his  '*  Democracy  in  America,"  the  best  work 
by  a  foreigner  ever  written  upon  our  institutions,  says:  **  In  New 
Kngland  political  life  had  its  origin  in  the  townships,  and  it  may  be 
said  that  each  of  them  originally  formed  an  independent  nation. 

**  In  the  American  township  power  has  been  distributed  with  ad- 
mirable skill  for  the  purpose  of  interesting  the  greatest  possible 
number  of  persons  in  the  common  weal. 

"  They  possess  two  advantages,  which  strongly  excite  the  interest 
of  mankind,  namely :  independence  and  authority. 

"•  It  is  incontestably  true  that  the  tastes  and  habits  of  republican 
government  in  the  United  States  were  first  created  in  the  townships 
and  the  provincial  assemblies." 

A  goo<l  illustration  of  this  public  spirit  and  interest  in  the  conmion 
weal,  which  was  strengthened  and  cherished  by  the  townshi})  system, 
is  found  in  the  records  of  the  town,  dated  »Iuly  lo  and  September 
H,  1774,  in  which  the  inhabitants  enter  into  a  covenant  of  non- 
importation and  non-consumption  of  British  goods.    This  instrument 
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is  given  ill  full  subsequently  in  the  chapter  on  the  ''  Revolutionary 
War."  It  seemed  a  trifling  thing  for  this  little  community  of 
fanner  i)eople,  perched  on  the  granite  hills  of  a  sparsely  inhabited 
state,  thus  to  fling  defiance  in  the  face  of  a  great  nation  and  its 
king,  but  it  had  its  serious  meaning  and  weight.  The  act  showed  a 
determination  to  repel  unjust  laws  by  sacrifices  of  comfort  and 
peace,  and  to  vindicate  the  cause  of  freedom  at  whatever  cost.  It 
also  showed  sympathy  and  made  common  cause  with  the  sister 
(colonies,  who,  sufTering  from  the  Stamp  Act  and  taxation  without 
representation,  and  other  invasions  of  the  rights  of  British  freemen, 
needed  the  support  of  brethren.  That  same  spirit,  acquiring  force 
as  it  proceeded,  sent  '*  the  embattled  fanners"  to  Bunker  Hill  and 
Bennington,  and  finally,  after  a  war  of  eight  years  with  one  of  the 
greatest  powers  of  the  old  world,  won  the  independence  of  the  new. 

TOWN     MKETIN<iS. 

These  were  usually  held  annually,  the  second  Tuesday  of  March. 
A  public  notice  was  posted  by  the  selectmen,  informing  the  people 
when,  where,  and  for  the  transaction  of  what  business  the  meeting 
was  called,  and  summoning  the  legal  voters  to  assemble  and  dis- 
charge their  legal  duties  as  freemen.  The  assembly  in  early  times 
was  held  in  the  church,  but  at  the  present  day  the  meetings  are  held 
in  a  Town  House,  or  hall,  built  for  the  purpose.  A  presiding  officer 
called  a  Moderator  was  chosen,  and  prayer  was  offered  by  the 
minister  of  the  church.  A  Town  Clerk  was  elected  to  record  the 
proceedings.  A  Board  of  Selectmen,  usually  consisting  of  three 
men,  was  chosen  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  town,  relating  to 
schools,  roads,  the  poor,  taxes,  etc.  A  representative  was  chosen 
to  the  (ieneral  Court,  or  State  Legislature,  also  a  town  treasurer, 
town  collector,  superintending  school  committee,  tithing  men,  con- 
stables, etc.  Reports  were  read  by  the  officers  of  the  preceding 
year  in  relation  to  roads,  schools,  taxes,  bridges,  and  aH  matters 
pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  town.  Thus  the  town  clock  was 
wound  up  to  run  another  year.  It  was  really  a  democratic  republic 
in  miniature.  All  i)ower  sprang  from  the  people,  and  was  refened 
directly  back  to  the  people,  as  the  legitimate  source  of  all  human 
authority.  In  these  political  schools  the  people  were  nurturetl  and 
strengthened  for  the  days  to  come,  the  '"  times  that  tried  men's 
souls."  And  the  permanen(^e  and  success  of  the  republican  system 
of  government  depend  to  a  considerable  degree  upon  the  extension 
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and  efficiency  of  the  public  town  meetinj^.     This  is  the  nest  egg 
of  the  political  system  of  America. 

One  who  long  filled  important  offices  in  town,  and  who  has 
l)een  a  careful  observer,  remarks :  '-I  am  unable  to  perceive  where 
we  have,  in  our  political  organizations,  ^ny  that  are  purely  demo- 
cratic,  except  in  the  towns  and  wards.  All  our  other  organizations, 
city,  country,  state,  etc.,  are  representative,  and  I  think  only  in 
New  England  is  the  pure  town  organization  still  retained."

The  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  church,  schools,  roads,  bridges, 
public  improvements,  the  poor,  etc.,  were  met  by  taxes  levied  on  all 
jiroperty,  real  and  personal,  collected  by  an  officer  appointed  for  the 
purpose,  and  paid  over  to  the  treasurer,  to  be  disbursed  by  orders 
signed  by  the  selectmen.  I'nfoi-tunately  in  many  states  since  the 
formation  of  the  government  the  township  system  has  fallen  into 
disuse,  and  so  there  has  been  in  some  respects  a  perceptible  decline 
in  municipal  liberty  and  spirit,  which  augurs  ill  for  the  future  of  the 
country.  Reports  of  public  affairs  are  now  printed,  not  read  before 
the  assembly  of  the  people  and  submitted  to  their  judgment.  There 
is  no  discussion  in  the  presence  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  interests 
of  the  jmblic.  And  the  caucuses  "'  cut  and  dry  "  the  measures  to 
he  adopted  and  select  the  men  to  l)e  chosen  to  office,  while  tlie  town 
meetings  only  ratify  what  has  been  determined  on  elsewhere.  The 
restoration  of  the  town  meeting  to  its  primitive  place  and  power, 
and  its  extension  to  all  the  states  of  the  In  ion,  would  be  a  most 
l>eneficial  ageuc}'  in  the  progress  of  America.  All  hail  the  town 
meeting !

CHAPTER  VII. 


MANNERS    AND    CUSTOMS. 

A  whole  world  of  habits  iiiul  usages,  once  in  active  exercise  in 
New  England  rural  life  has  passed  away  almost  entirely,  never  to 
return.  Increased  population,  centering  in  larger  villages  and 
cities,  labor-saving  machinery,  increase  of  manuf pictures,  the  di- 
vision of  lalK)r,  change  of  occupations,  rail-road,  telegraphic  and 
telephonic  intercourse,  the  influx  of  foreigners  witli  different  habits, 
:iiul  the  emigration  of  the  native-born  Yankee  to  the  west  and  south, 
have  disintegrated  and  swept  away  the  manners  and  customs  of 
fifty  or  a  hundred  years  ago.  The  pioneer  days  and  habits  are  gone. 
Society  has  grown  less  neighborly,  but  more  philanthropic.  Asso- 
ciation has  taken  the  place  of  individualism.  Man  has  lost  some- 
thing which  mankind  has  gained.  The  huskings,  quiltings,  wood- 
haulings,  chopping-bees,  sleigh-rides,  hunting-matches,  afternoon 
tea-parties,  raisings,  house-warmings, — all  have  passed  into  history. 
Instead,  we  have  picnics,  Sunday  school  and  otiierwise,  sea-side, 
mountain,  and  rail-road  excursions,  camping  out  for  pleasure  where 
once  it  was  extreme  necessity,  country  weeks,  granges,  lodges, 
summer  l)oarding,  the  European  or  Pacific  coast  trip,  church  sup- 
pers and  sociables,  fairs  and  expositions  to  the  end  of  the  chapter. 
Men  and  women  live  less  in  private  and  more  in  public.  Every- 
thing is  interviewed,  reported  and  published.  1'he  fierce  light  that 
once  beat  upon  thrones  ami  palaces  now  beats  upon  the  cottage  and 
the  cabin.  All  the  world  is  knowing  what  every  body  is  saying, 
doing,  and  planning. 

Hut  before  the  memory  of  the  olden  times  wholly  perisiies,  it  is 
well  to  record  the  picture  of  what  has  already  gathered  somewhat 
of  the  hoar  of  antiquity.  The  age  of  Puritanism  is  no  more.  The 
nineteenth  century,  even,  is  almost  closed.  New  leaves  are  turning 
an<l  new  pages  opening  in  life's  great  book.     The  institution  of 
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slavery  is  not  the  only  one  that  has' perished  in  America.  Other 
institutions  and  long-time  customs,  the  growth  of  centuries,  have 
yielded  to  modern  innovation  and  are  numbered  with  the  past. 
JUuiii  fit  it. 

In  this  chapter  the  recollections  of  Mrs.  Allan  and  Dr.  AblK)t 
portray  to  the  life  the  Puritan  age  of  New  England.  But  many 
things  have  escaped  their  recall. 

The  custom  of  hoarding  round  was  still  in  vogue  when  I*  kept  the 
district  school  two  winters,  in  my  dear  old  native  town  of  Wilton. 
By  this  means  the  term  of  instruction  was  lengthened,  and  the  fam- 
ilies of  the  district,  by  their  hospitality,  gained  a  better  acquaint- 
ance with  the  teacher.  In  the  evening  the  scholars  could  be  aided 
by  the  master  in  their  lessons.  The  l>est  the  house  afforded  was  set 
before  the  school  master,  and  it  was  well  if  he  did  not  contract 
dyspepsia  by  the  pies  and  cakes  and  rich  viands  that  were  urged 
upon  his  not  reluctant  appetite.  But  the  custom  of  boarding  round 
is  now  no  more,  unless  in  some  of  the  remote  districts. 

In  the  early  days  when  population  was  sparse,  and  the  neighboi*s 
few  and  far  between,  it  was  a  necessity  to  reinforce  the  individual 
strength  by  gathering  numbers  together  on  occasion  and  doing  the 
work  of  weeks  and  months  in  a  single  day.  When,  therefore,  the 
big  heap  of  corn  on  the  barn  floor  was  to  be  husked,  what  so  natural 
as  to  turn  the  drudgery  into  a  festival,  call  in  the  neighbors,  make 
a  feast,  have  a  good  time,  and  do  in  one  bright  evening,  with  young 
and  old,  and  in  brisk  activity,  a»id  scarcely  feeling  tlie  fatigue,  what 
would  have  otherwise  dragged  its  slow  length  along  for  days  and 
days  in  solitary  and  uncheered  task- work?  So,  too,  with  getting 
up  the  year's  wood-pile,  many  teams  and  many  liands  made  (|uick 
work  of  the  formidable  job,  and  tlien  a  l>ountiful  supper,  a  hearty 
expression  of  gratitude  by  the  host,  and  a  merry  dispersion  home- 
wards, relieved  the  monotony  of  hum-dnim  existence  and  eased  the 
hard  tasks  of  manual  labor. 

Especially  was  this  the  case  with  tlie  more  important  events  of 
raising  a  house,  barn,  or  church.  The  summons  went  forth  far  and 
wide.  Even  neighboring  towns  sent  their  volunteers.  The  coun- 
try side  was  astir  with  expectation.  On  the  eventful  day  people 
flocked  in,  in  wagons,  and  on  horse-back,  men,  women  and  children 
from  every  converging  road  and  forest  path  to  tlie  scene  of  interest. 
Old  friends  met  and  renewed  their  acquaintance,  young  lads  and 
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lassies  modestly  looked  at  oue  another  for  the  first  time,  and  made 
the  measurement  silently  of  character  and  worth.  The  business  in 
hand  went  rapidly  forward.  The  master  workman  and  his  men 
soon  raised  the  timbers  to  their  places  and  ''brought  forth  the  head- 
stone thereof  with  shoutings."*  The  mighty  roofs  of  the  olden 
time,  the  huge  beams,  the  king  posts,  the  heavy  sills  and  spars,  re- 
quired altogether  different  management  from  the  umbrella-like 
frames  of  modern  fashion.  The  first-growth  timber  was  solid  and 
gigantic,  and  the  buildings  were  made  to  stand  for  generations.  It 
demanded  the  co-operation  of  a  large  number  of  men  to  raise  a 
house,  l)arn,  or  church. 

And  in  doors,  as  well  as  out,  the  same  custom  of  union  in  work, 
and  of  converting  toil  into  festivit}'  was  adopted  by  the  Puritan 
daughters.  The  sewing-bee  and  the  <|uilting-party  were  fashiona- 
ble. Every  household  at  some  time  assembled  the  neighbors,  and 
devoted  the  afternoon  to  these  useful  works,  and  called  in  their  hus- 
bands and  brothers  to  a  social  tea  and  a  merry  evening.  Many  of 
the  ancient  houses  have  heirlooms  of  the  past  in  tiie  (jnilts,  counter- 
panes, and  homespun  carpets  wrought  in  these  industrious  merry- 
makings. 

So  simple,  yet  so  graphic,  a  picture  of  the  New  England  manners 
and  customs  of  the  earlier  times  is  given  by  one  of  the  honored  sons 
of  Wilton,  Dr.  Abiel  Abbot,  that  wo  quote  it  entire.  It  is  con- 
tained in  the  appendix  to  the  Wilton  Centennial  Address  : 

"•I  will  say  a  word  about  Siindjty  of  olden  tinu>s.  On  Saturday 
evening  the  work  of  the  week  was  finished.  My  fatiier,  after  wash- 
ing and  putting  on  a  skillet  of  water,  would  get  liis  razor  and  soap, 
sit  down  bv  the  tire  and  take  oft*  his  beard  ;  after  which  he  would 
take  his  Bible,  or  sometimes  some  other  book.  Mv  mother  after 
washing  the  iM)tatoes,  etc.,  and  preparing  for  Sunday  food,  used  to 
make  hasty-pu<lding  for  supper,  wiiich  was  eaten  in  milk,  or,  if  that 
was  wanting,  with  butter  and  molasses.  The  little  children  were 
put  to  bed  :  early  in  the  evening  my  father  read  a  cluipter  in  the 
Bible  and  offered  a  i)rayer,  soon  after  whicii,  tlie  younger  part  of 
the  family  and  the  hired  help  went  to  bed  ;  indeed  the  family  went 
to  rest  every  night  soon  after  supper,  especially  in  the  summer. 
Saturday  night,  and  Simday,  and  Sunday  night  a  perfect  stillness — 
no  play  going  on,  no  laughing.       Those  of  us  wlio  were  old  enough

took  the  Testament,  or  learned  tlie  Catechism  or  a  hymn ;  and  read 
in  the  Testament  or  Primer  to  father  or  mother,  in  the  morning. 
F'or  breakfast,  when  we  had  sntticient  milk,  we  had  bread  and  milk  ; 
when  this  failed,  beau  and  corn  porridge  was  the  substitute.  Some- 
time after  the  Revolutionary  war,  for  Sunday  morning  tea  and  toast 
were  often  used.  As  we  lived  at  a  distance  from  meeting  (nearly 
three  miles),  those  who  walked  set  out  pretty  soon  after  nine  o'clock, 
and  those  who  rode  on  horseback  were  obliged  to  start  soon  after 
them ;  the  roads  and  pole  bridges  were  very  bad,  and  the  horses 
always  carried  double,  and  often  a  child  in  the  mother's  lap,  and 
sometimes  another  on  the  pommel  of  the  saddle  before  the  father. 
All  went  to  meeting,  except  some  one  to  keep  the  house  and  take 
care  of  the  children  who  could  not  go  to  church  or  take  care  of 
themselves  at  home.  The  one  that  staid  at  home  was  instructed 
when  to  put  the  pudding,  pork  and  vegetables  into  the  pot  for  sup- 
per after  meeting.  Those  who  went  to  meeting  used  to  put  into 
their  pockets  for  dinner  some  short-cake  or  doughnuts  an<l  cheese. 
We  used  to  get  home  from  meeting  at  four  o'clock,  often  much 
later.  Immediately  the  women  set  the  table,  and  the  men  took  care 
of  the  horses,  and  in  the  winter,  of  the  cattle,  sheep,  pigs,  etc.  In 
the  short  days  it  would  often  be  sundown  before,  or  very  soon  after, 
we  got  home.  The  sled  with  oxen  was  often  used  for  meeting 
when  the  snow  was  dee[»,  or  by  those  who  <lid  not  keep  a  horse. 
After  supper  the  children  and  younger  i)art  of  the  family  were  called 
together  and  read  in  tiie  Testament  and  Primer,  and  if  there  was 
time,  said  their  Catechism  (the  Assembly's)  and  some  short  hymns 
and  prayers.  Soon  after  this,  in  the  summer,  before  my  father  read 
in  the  Hible  and  offered  prayer,  the  cows  were  brought  from  the 
pasture  and  milked.  No  work  was  i)erformed  (»xcept  what  was 
absolutely  necessary  ;  the  dishes  for  breakfast  and  supi)er  were  left 
unwashed  till  Monday.  Kvery  person  in  the  town  able  to  go  to 
meeting  went ;  if  any  were  al)sent,  it  was  noti<ed,  and  it  was  sup- 
posed that  sickness  was  the  reason.  If  anyone  was  absent  three  or 
four  Sundays,  the  tytiiing-man  would  make  him  a  visit  :  this,  how- 
ever, was  a  rare  case.  'I'he  Sabbatii  was  not  unpleasant  to  me; 
early  habit,  1  suppose,  rendered  the  restraint  by  no  mean  sirksome. 
1  do  not  recall  feeling  gloomy,  or  disposed  to  play,  or  wishing  Sun- 
day was  gone  or  would  not  come.  I  do  not  think  of  anything  more 
to  say  about  Sunday,  except  that  the  meeting-house  was  well  lille<l. 
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"Now  what  more^ shall  I  say?  A  word  about  schools.  These 
were  poor  enough.  We  used  to  read,  spell,  write  and  cipher  after  a 
sort.  Our  teachers  were  not  taught.  The  Primer,  Dilworth*s  spel- 
ling book,  and  the  Bible  or  Testament  were  the  l>ooks.  No  arith- 
metic ;  the  ciphering  was  from  the  master's  manuscript.  My  fa- 
ther became  sensible  that  the  schools  were  useless,  and  in  the  win- 
ter of  1 782  hired  Mr.  John  Abbot,  who  was  then  a  sophomore  in 
college,  to  teacli  a  month  or  five  weeks  in  his  vacation,  and  invited 
the  district  to  send  their  children  gratis.  This  gave  a  new  com- 
plexion to  the  school  in  the  south  district ;  and  for  a  numl)er  of 
years  after,  qualified  teachers  were  employed  al)Out  eight  weeks  in 
the  winter,  usually  scholars  from  college.  Soon  after  the  improve- 
ment in  the  south  district,  some  of  the  other  districts  followed  in 
the  same  coui-se.  To  this  impulse,  1  think,  we  may  impute  the  ad- 
vance of  Wilton  before  tlie  neighlx)ring  towns  in  education,  goo<l 
morals  and  sound  theology.  I  venerate  my  father  and  mother, 
more  for  their  anxiety  and  sacrifices  to  give  their  children  the  best 
education,  literary  and  religious,  in  their  power,  than  for  anything 
else.  And  it  gives  me,  as  I  have  no  doubt  it  did  them,  and  must 
you  and  all  the  rest  of  their  descendants,  the  highest  satisfaction  tliat 
their  desires  were  so  well  gratified,  and  their  labors  successful. 
Their  children,  grand-children,  and  so  on  to  the  twentieth  genera- 
tion will  have  reason  to  bless  the  memory  of  parents  of  such  true 
worth. 

"  Now  for  something  else.  For  breakfast  in  olden  times  were 
bread  and  milk,  as  soon  as  the  cows  were  milked,  for  all  the  family. 
When  milk  failed,  bean  porridge  with  corn.  About  nine  o'clock 
there  was  a  "baiting"  or  luncheon  of  bread  and  cheese,  or  fried 
pork  and  potatoes.  For  dinner  a  good  Indian  pudding,  often  in  it 
bluebemes  and  suet ;  pork  and  beef  through  the  winter  and  spring  : 
lK)tatoes,  turnip  and  cabbage,  etc.  At  four  or  five  o'clock  p.  m., 
in  the  summer  some  bread  and  cheese  or  the  like.  For  supper 
bread  and  milk.  When  milk  failed,  milk  i)orridge,  hasty  pudding 
and  molasses,  bread  and  molasses,  bread  and  beer,  eti*.  When 
there  was  company  to  entertain,  chocolate  for  breakfast ;  uo  coffee. 

"  Pewter  basins  or  porringers  and  sometimes  wooden  bowls  were 
used  when  spoons  were  required  ;  trenchers  or  wooden  plates  were 
used  at  dinner ;  when  a  friend  dined,  pewter  plates  were  used  by 
father  and  mother  and  the  friend.  You  probably  remember  the 
pewter  platters  and  plates  usually  standing  on  the  shelves.      None 
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but  pewter  spoons.  The  cup  for  beer  was  pewter.  After  which 
came  the  brown  mug.  If  a  neighl)or  came  in  for  any  purpose,  he 
was  asked  to  drink  beer  or  cider.  When  women  visited  their  neigh- 
l)or8,  they  went  early  in  the  afternoon,  carried  their  work,  and  re- 
turned liome  before  sundown  to  take  care  of  milking  the  cows,  and 
so  forth.  Their  entertainment  was  commonly  shortcake  baked  by 
the  tire,  and  tea,  except  in  the  early  part  of  the  Revolutionary  war. 
For  the  visit  they  often  put  on  a  clean  chequered  apron  and  hand- 
kerchief and  short  loose  gown. 

''  In  the  winter  several  of  the  neighl)ors  would  meet  for  a  social 
evening,  and  would  have  a  supper.  There  were  no  select  parties ; 
all  were  neighbors  in  the  Scripture  sense.  The  maid  and  l>oy  hi  the 
family,  the  same  as  the  children  in  all  respects.  1  do  not  recollect 
ever  hearing  a  profane  word  in  my  father's  family  from  any  of  his 
hired  men,  nor  at  school  at  Wilton  or  Andover  academy.  I  do  not 
thuik  that  profane  language  was  used  by  any  in  the  town  till  after 
the  Revolutionary  war.  Industry  and  economy  were  the  order  of 
the  times.  I  do  not  remember  seeing  my  father  or  motlier  angry  ; 
they  were  sometimes  displeased,  no  doubt.  My  father  in  the  win- 
ter used  to  go  to  Salem  or  Marblehead  to  market  with  shooks, 
hogshead  staves,  rye,  pork,  butter,  etc.,  and  procure  salt,  molasses, 
tea,  rum,  etc.,  for  the  year,  as  tiieiv  were  no  traders  in  the  new 
town.  Rum  was  not  used  except  in  iiaying  and  Imrvest,  and  on 
particular  occasions  of  hard  service  an<l  exposure,  siicli  as  washing 
sheep,  burning  large  i)ieces  of  woodland,  etc.  Intoxication  was 
very  rare  :  I  do  not  remember  more  than  one  man  ])eing  intoxicat- 
ed. Rum  was  connnonly  used  at  raising  buildings  :  half  a  gill  was 
a  good  dram.  After  raising  a  building,  if  finished  before  night,  the 
amusements  were  wrestling,  goal,  quoits,  etc.  (ioal  was  the  favor- 
ite play  with  boys  the  day  after  Thanksgiving,  and  election  days, 
which  were  all  the  holidays  1  remember.  (Jood  humor  and  cheer- 
fulness  always  prevailed  in  our  family,  and  it  was  generalh'  so,  I 
believe." 

Speaking  of  the  mothers,  the  same  writer  as  al)ove  says  :  *'  They 
came  to  houses  not  finished,  not  i)ainte<l,  not  ceiled,  as  we  see 
them  now  ;  they  had  no  parlor,  no  carpets,  no  curtains,  no  sofa : 
for  some  of  these  every-<lay  conveniences  they  had  no  word  in  their 
vocabulary.  Hut  they  were  happy, — hai)piness  is  the  property  of 
mind.  They  took  good  care  of  the  lionsehol<l.  They  wrought  tlax 
and  wool :  the  card,  the  spinning-wheel  and  the  loom  were  the  fur- 
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niturc  of  the  house.  All  were  dothe<l  with  domestic  prodiictn ; 
articles  were  also  made  for  the  market.  They  were  healthy  and 
strong ;  they  and  their  daughters  were  not  enfeebled  by  luxuries 
and  delicacies,  nor  with  working  muslins  and  embroidery ;  tea  and 
cake  were  rarely  used ;  coffee  was  unknown.  Their  dress  was 
plain,  and  adapted  to  the  season  and  their  business :  one  dress 
answered  for  the  day  and  the  week.  Their  living  and  dress  pro- 
duced no  consumption  as  now. 

•'  Our  fathers  and  mothers  were  benevolent,  hospitable  and  kind  ; 
the  stranger  was  received,  as  in  the  most  ancient  time,  with  a  hearty 
welcome.  In  their  own  neighborhood  and  town,  they  were  all 
brothers  and  sisters.  There  was  an  admirable  equality,  a  home- 
feeling  and  a  heart- feeling  among  all.  Their  visits  were  not  form- 
al, ceremonious  and  heartless,  but  frank,  cheerful  and  cordial. 
Their  sympathy  for  the  sick,  unfortunate  and  distressed  was  ex- 
pressed by  their  ready  assistance  and  kindly  affectioned  help. 
When  prosperous  all  partook  in  the  common  joy  :  when  sickness  or 
calamity  befell  any,  all  were  affected,  tlie  sorrow  was  mutual,  and 
aid  and  relief,  as  far  as  possible,  were  afforded.  They  were  indeed 
one  family — all  members  of  one  sympathizing  body.  " 

The  following  reminiscences  are  by  the  late  Mrs.  Achsali  (Saw- 
yer) Allan  of  Marion,  Maine:  *' I  received  a  postal  from  Wilton 
saying,  if  sufficient  encouragement  is  given  it  is  proposed  to  publish 
a  history  of  Wilton.  It  would  be  very  pleasing  to  me  to  read  the 
history.  Had  I  the  pen  of  a  ready  writer  in  my  advanced  age,  I 
should  enjoy  giving  to  the  history  early  recollections  of  my  life  in 
that  town.  The  little  I  can  give  in  my  capacity  is  meagre  compared 
with  able  writers,  and  what  I  write  mav  be  written  by  others,  thnt 
will  give  clearer  views  in  a  more  concise  manner,  yet  I  will  try  to 
state  some  of  my  early  recollections  from  a  child  to  twenty  years  of 
age,  when  I  left  for  one  of  the  eastern  counties  of  Maine. 

'*  My  father,  Nathaniel  Sawyer,  w  Revolutionary  soldier  of  three 
years,  married,  came  to  Wilton  in  1781,  commenced  on  the  farm 
now  owned  by  Ilenrv  (irav.  He  toiled  eiy^hteen  years  on  his  farm. 
Hon.  Jacob  Abbot  traded  in  the  town,  when  my  father  moved  there. 
He  kept  a  full  supply  of  goods  for  a  country  town.  He  was  a  man 
of  unblemished  character,  ever  ready  for  every  <?ood  work.     When

he  left  the  town  it  was  considered  w  great  loss  to  the  people.  The 
name  he  generally  went  by  was  •  Ksquire  .Jacob/  which  I  heard 
from  my  parents.     He  closed  iiis  business  about  17i>7.     My  father 
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begau  business  in  his  stead,  as  a  store  was  very  much  needed.  He 
built  the  store  which,  I  presume,  stands  close  to  the  dwelling  house 
of  Mr.  Gray,  and  about  1796  or  1797  he  filled  it.  The  old  books 
which  I  have  in  my  possession  show  that  his  trade  was  good.  I 
see  many  names  of  persons  from  all  the  surrounding  or  adjoining 
towns  who  traded  at  his  store,  or  rather  exchanged  produce  for 
goods,  such  as  butter,  cheese,  pork,  beans,  rye,  oats,  flax-seed, 
ashes,  etc.  Here  is  a  small  sample  of  a  bill  I  took  off,  of  charges, 
etc.,  dated  February,  1803  :

^'  Federal  money  had  not  taken  the  place  of  pounds,  shillings  and 
pence,  but  came  into  use  soon  after. 

'*  It  was  common  to  go  to  the  store  with  small  articles  of  produce 
to  exchange  for  goods.  It  was  often  a  little  stinuilant  would  be 
called  for,  with  tlie  luistaken  idea  that  it  would  lighten  the  cares, 
and  labor  would  be  more  easily  lx>rue.  Very  few  accounts  were  en- 
tered  without  many  charges  of  the  vile  beverage.  The  mug  held  a 
quart ;  the  half-mug,  a  pint,  hi  winter  flip  was  commonly  called 
for,  which  was  made  from  beer.  An  iron  called  the  '  bottle '  was 
kept  hanging  in  tlie  fire-place  to  have  it  (piickly  heated  to  warm  the 
beer.  West  India  rum  with  loaf  sugar,  a  toasted  cracker,  and  nut- 
meg grated  over  it,  made  ii  drink  worth  tlie  price.  '  To<ldy '  was  a 
mixture  of  rum,  sugar  and  water,  with  other  fixings  if  required. 
'  Blackstrap '  was  simply  rum  and  molasses.  Spirituous  liquors 
were  anciently  nuich  used  in  good  families.  No  collection  of  peo- 
ple, no  parties,  no  benefits  to  a  ueighlK>r  such  as  huskings,  etc., 
were  held  but  something  stronger  must  be  served  than  the  precious 
ale  which  was  drawn  from  the  well.  Who  would  have  thought  of 
holding  a  glass  of  pure  cold  water  to  the  lips  of  a  poor  sick  child  or 
friend  sick  with  a  fever?  No  cookiug  stoves  were  used  before  181 />, 
in  the  families,  but  tire-places  were  large  enough  to  admit  a  large 
log  at  the  back  with  another  not  so  large  on  the  andiron  in  front, 
with  a  good  supply  of  wood  on  the  top.     These  made  a  fire  that 
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was  a  joy  to  all  the  family,  aud  ofteu  a  i)inc  knot  would  be  au  addi- 
tion to  make  a  little  more  light  for  the  children  to  study  their  lessons 
by,  for  the  morrow's  school.  Our  brooms  were  made  from  the  yel- 
low birch,  stripped ;   at  times  we  had  to  use  small  hemlock  twigs. 

"  The  schools  were  well  attended,  considering  the  distance  to 
walk.  There  was  some  very  cold  weather,  which  made  cold  hands 
and  feet,  to  say  little  of  ears  and  noses.  Such  an  article  as  a  ther- 
mometer was  not  known  to  us  children.  No  doubt  we  had  zero 
weather  with  quite  a  number  of  degrees  below.  Children  were  not 
provided  with  the  warm  clothing  that  they  are  blest  with  now-a- 
days,  yet  they  were  punctual  at  scliool. 

"Teachers  many  times  boarded  in  different  families,  to  lengthen 
the  school.  The  summer  schools  passed  off  with  little  variation  ; 
sewing  was  taught  with  reading  and  spelling.  The  lesson  was 
learned  from  Perry's  spelling  \iook  ;  this  was  the  guiding  star  from 
1807  to  1812. 

"  The  larger  scholars  in  the  winter  schools  required  help  from  the 
teachers  more  than  the  small  ones  ;  they  had  to  be  a  grade  by  them- 
selves. The  school-house  that  was  built  near  the  old  meeting-house 
is  nearly  ninety  years  old.  I  attended  school  in  it  seventy-.eight 
years  ago.     The  district  was  large  then. 

"In  18U)  a  school-house  was  built  on  the  extreme  west  part  of 
Mr.  Oilman  Mansur's  field,  on  the  north  side  of  the  road  ;  since 
then  a  new  house  has  been  built  alK>ut  a  lialf  a  mile  toward  the 
French  village.  Such  a  thing  as  bringing  a  pail  of  water  into  i\ 
school-room  would  have  been  thought  out  of  order.  How  many 
times  the  scholars  had  to  run  to  the  well  which  belonged  to  the 
house,  later  owned  by  Dr.  Parkhurst ;  how  sweet  the  water  would 
taste  from  the  '  moss-covered  bucket '  tluit  hung  to  the  sweep. 
ready  to  drop  into  the  well.  AVe  couhlrestit  on  the  curb  and  slake 
our  thirst.     A  dish  or  tumbler  was  not  provided  in  those  days. 

''The  old  meetinjr-liouse  on  the  common  I  how  manv  have  wor- 
shipped  in  it.  I  can  see  them  now  in  imagination  almost  eighty 
years  ago. 

"  I  can  hear  the  voices  of  Mr.  Joshua  Blauchard,  Dea.  John  Bur- 
ton, Mr.  •leremiah  Abbot ;  what  alto  sounds  Mr.  Blauchard  and  Mr. 
Abbot  produced.  Deacon  Burton  had  a  strong  tenor  voice,  and  the 
pastor.  Rev.  Thomas  Beede,  was  one  that  could  perform  his  part 
well. 
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''The  old  meeting-house  where  our  fathers  worshipped,  how  sad 
that  it  was  destroyed  by  ruthless  hands  I  How  many  times  I  have 
sat,  when  quite  a  chihl,  looking  at  the  golden  dove,  wondering  she 
did  not  fly  and  tind  some  other  resting  place  than  on  the  sounding- 
lK)ard. 

*'  Many  times  I  sat  with  cold  hands  and  feet,  wishing  the  long 
sennons  would  end.  The  foot-stove  would  l>e  passed  from  one  to 
another,  to  keep  the  feet  comfortable  ;  yet  the  [)ew8  were  very  well 
filled,  very  few  staid  froni  church  in  those  days.  A  warmer  meet- 
ing-house was  not  conceived  of  then.  The  town  was  mostly  settled 
by  farmers.  Every  family  manufactured  their  own  cloth ;  they 
could  raise  tlie  wool,  and  the  female  part  of  the  family  could  card, 
spin  and  weave  it.  It  was  very  hard  work  for  the  shoulders  to  dra>»' 
tlie  wool  through  the  cards,  and  not  unfrefpiently  there  would  1)e 
parties  among  the  young  people  to  help  each  other  in  breaking  wool, 
which  was  considered  half  carded,  when  they  had  finisheil  their  aft- 
ernoon work. 

''  Then  Uncle  Nathan  Martin  would  find  his  way  to  the  house. 
Though  blind  he  could  fiddle.  Very  few  in  those  days  but  could 
trip  'the  light  fantastic  toe'  if  accompanied  by  I'ncle  Nathan's 
violin. 

*'  Every  day's  wear  was  of  home  manufacture.  Such  articles  of 
comfort  as  undershirts,  drawers,  and  even  lined  ])ant8  I  never  heanl 
mentioned  befoie  1812.  The  first  carding  machine  near  Wilton 
was  in  New  Ipswich,  not  earlier  than  \H{)H.  Wool  was  carried 
there  to  be  carded.  Flax  was  raised  by  the  majority  of  fanners. 
Summer  clothing  was  mostly  made  froni  fiax  luid  cotton. 

"'  Anciently  1  never  heard  of  any  dissension  of  religious  opinions 
until  1808.  The  first  minister  of  the  town  asked  his  dismission. 
Why,  1  never  heard,  ]>ut  I  always  heard  him  spoken  of  as  a  truly 
good  man.  He  never  wasted  words;  whatever  he  said  he  meant. 
He  was  once  conversing  with  a  friend  alnjut  the  cost  of  a  liberal  ed- 
ucation. Said  he,  '  Had  I  known  that  my  son.  whom  I  have  edu- 
cated,  would  have  chosen  a  legal  i)rofession,  I  never  should  have 
expended  so  much  for  him.  '  His  friend  made  answer  to  him,  '  It 
is  possible  for  lawyers  to  bt*  Christians.'  *I  believe  it, '  said  he, 
'  but  it  is  very  rare.' 

''  His  death  was  very  sudden.  Soon  aftci  he  had  retired  one 
night  something  unusual  appeared  in  his  breathing.     His  wife  8iK)ke 
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to  liiin,  he  made  no  answer;  she  went  for  a  light,  and  when  nhe  re- 
turned life  had  departed.  He  was  the  first  [>ei'son  buried  in  the 
South  cemetery. 

Rev.  Al)el  Fisk  was  the  next  minister.  I  think  he  was  very  mufh 
l>eloved  by  the  people  and  they  felt  his  loss.  Rev.  Thomas  Recde 
was  the  next  ordained  minister.  Some  of  the  people  were  so 
pleased  that  they  expressed  themselves  as  havinjj;  their  loss  more 
than  made  up  to  them.  IVFr.  Reede  was  a  gentleman  who  rould  win 
the  youth  by  his  teachings  in  school,  and  out  of  school,  liis  kindness 
in  various  ways,  his  judicious  advice  in  little  diHlculties,  his  readi- 
ness to  render  assistance  to  tlie  needy,  which  if  it  conld  not  always 
be  in  deeds  was  always  in  words  of  encouragement  which  had  the 
effect  to  do  "rood.  How  many  have  been  blest  in  their  education 
by  his  efforts,  n(»t  only  for  minor  schools,  but  uuiuy  for  their  col- 
legiate course.  The  few  advantages  with  wliich  1  was  blessed  I 
owe  to  Mr.  an<l  Mrs.  Reede.  He  was  my  first  tea<'her  and  my  last, 
in  school. 

"Mrs.  Reede  was  a  lad}'  with  whom  one  coidd  lu^t  get  acquaint- 
e<l  without  loving  her  as  a  friend.  In  everything  good  she  was  ever 
active  :  in  disappointments  or  crosses  she  ever  gave  advice  charita- 
bly. In  IHII  Mr.  Reede  invited  all  the  children  who  would  like  t<» 
learn  to  sing  U)  meet  at  the  school-house  near  tiie  meeting-house, 
and  he  would  instruct  them.  At  the  day  appointed  there  was  a 
great  turnout.  The  school  was  (piite  a  success,  there  were  some 
most  excellent  voices.  It  did  not  take  long  to  learn  the  rules  for 
vocal  music  in  those  days ;  the  rising  and  falling  of  the  notes  were 
soon  accomplished.  The  fust  tune  practised  was  *  J/ittle  Marlbor- 
ough/ the  second  was  ^  Plymouth.'  When  we  could  call  the  notes 
to  those  times,  we  imagined  oinselves  quite  singers,  with  the  praise 
of  our  instructor.  Very  few  of  that  school  are  left  to  remember  it 
now.  In  the  ministry  of  Mr.  Fisk  they  had  what  is  tenned  congre- 
gational  singing.  They  sang  from  I)avi<rs  Psalms.  The  Deacon 
would  read  a  line,  conunence  the  tune,  all  the  people  would  follow 
him.  then  another  line,  and  they  w<mld  fhiish  the  psabu  in  that  way. 
At  last  the  younger  singers  wished  to  improve,  and  a  Mr.  Herriek 
was  hired  to  teach.  He  had  three  sessions  a  day,  the  funes  were 
lively  and  they  had  a  great  interest  iji  them.  After  a  while  fhey 
had  a  desire  for  instrumental  nmsic  w^ith  the  singing.  This  was 
most  bitterly  opposed  by  a  number  of  men  a<lvanced  in  years. 
They  would  leave  tiie  church  every  time  sinji^inj*:  connnenced.     Their 
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prejudice  was  so  strong  agaiust  it  they  would  not  stop  to  hear  it. 
One  said  he  did  not  wish  to  hear  the  devil's  fiddle  (bass-viol)  played 
on  at  any  place.  He  could  not  hear  to  hear  it  in  churc^h.  Another 
did  not  like  tlie  devil's  baboon  (bassoon).  At  last  one  of  these 
men  joined  the  Baptist  cliurch  in  Mason  ;  it  was  some  years  before 
the  Baptist  churcli  was  organized  in  Wilton. 

' '  There  was  one  veteran  wlio  was  very  much  prejudiced  against 
a  certain  minister  who  exchanged  with  Mr.  Beede.  The  old  gentle- 
man  did  not  mind  him  when  he  seated  himself  in  tiie  lK>dv  seats. 
He  staiiied  for  the  door,  as  soon  as  he  found  who  was  to  preach. 
As  he  passed  to  the  door,  a  man  said  to  him,  •  Stay  and  hear  tlie 
rest.'  He  replied,  '  The  de*il  a  bit  of  it,  I  have  heard  enough  of  it 
already.' "

The  preceding  copy  of  the  town  ^'doings"  diiriuir  the  eolouial 
period  suggests  .several  instructive  lessons.  Public  spirit  was  a 
marked  characteristic  of  the  foun<lers  of  Wilton.  Hard  as  were 
their  toils  and  sufferings  in  establishiug  their  little  commonwealth, 
they  did  not  forget  the  welfare  of  the  comnuiuitv.  while  striving 
for  their  private  and  personal  interests. 

1 .  They  expended  sums  yearly,  large  for  that  period,  for  pub- 
lic improvements  in  roads  and  bridges.  The  bridges  were  built 
over  streams  subject  to  annual  floods,  and  were  often  either  entirely 
carried  away  or  materially  injured.  The  roads  were  built  over 
steep  hills  or  along  water  courses,  where  they  were  badly  gullied, 
and  required  often  to  be  rei)aired. 

2.  'J'he  fathers  of  the  town  were  fully  alive  to  the  value  and 
necessity  of  education  for  their  rising  connnunity.  Schools  to 
them  were  as  nuich  ji  necessity  as  daily  bread.  If  the  iidiabitants 
of  Wilton  have  been  noted  for  their  intelligence,  and  for  the  large 
number  of  liberally  educated  pers«>ns,  it  is  due  to  I  lie  wise  care  and 
foresight  with  which  they  fostered  the  free  public  schools. 
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ii.  Nor  (lid  tliey  care  only  for  their  town  and  local  interests. 
They  had  an  eye  also  to  the  well-l»eing  of  the  state  and  nation. 
Patriotism  was  a  passion  in  the  breasts  of  these  pioneers  of  the 
wilderness.  They  early  chafed  under  the  i)etty  despotism  of  tiie 
inotlier  country.  They  perhaps  tirst  hinted  at  comi)lete  independ- 
ence, and  before  the  Mecklenburg  resolutions  of  North  Carolina,  or 
the  great  Declaration,  Inildly  proclaimed  the  idea  of  national  eman- 
cipation, and  the  free  United  States. 

4.  But  the  best  of  all,  and  crown  and  conservation  of  all  other 
interests,  was  their  devotion  U)  religion,  and  its  great  instruments, 
the  church  and  the  ministry.  The  original  charter  bon;  this  testi- 
mony, and  made  permnnent  provision  for  religious  institutions. 
Successive  meeting  houses  were  built,  and  pastors  ordained  for  this 
special  work.  The  whole  comnmnity  was  laid  under  contribution. 
It  w:i6  nuide  a  part  of  the  solid  business  of  the  town  to  see  that  re- 
ligion received  no  detriment  or  decrease  of  zeal  and  interest  in  the 
new^comnumity.  I'nity  of  purpose  prevailed.  Calvinist  and  Ar- 
niinian  alike  gave  of  their  substance  to  the  J.ord  and  His  })ublic 
service.  The  day  of  speculation  and  indifferentism  had  not  arrived. 
What  was  done,  was  done  with  a  will. 

Whatever  may  have  since  been  the  ways  and  works  of  the  town, 
it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  roots  of  public  spirit,  education, 
patriotism,  and  Christian  faith  struck  deep  into  the  primitive  soil, 
and  bore  abundant  fruit  in  the  institutions,  lives  and  characters  of 
succeeding  generations.  Kong  may  this  be  the  character  of  our  be- 
loved town  as  it  respects  these  important  interests  in  all  coming 
time ! 


CHAPTER   IX. 


THE    KEVOLITIOXARY  .WAR. 

The  United  States,  remote  as  they  are  from  the  old  world,  have 
been  harassed  l)y  repeated  wars  ever  since  their  settlement.  In  the 
early  colonial  period  the  Indian  guerilla  warfare  was  a  constant 
danger  to  the  pioneers.  Later  the  complications  of  European  pol- 
itics entered  into  the  problem,  and  the  French  and  their  savage 
allies  devastated  the  frontiers.  The  Revolution  of  1775-1783  fol- 
lowed, to  which  this  chapter  is  specially  devoted.  The  war  of  1812 
with  Great  Britain,  which  was  a  species  of  second  Revolutionary 
war,  was  next  in  succession.  Then  came  the  Florida  war  with  the 
Indians,  and  other  lK)rdcr  contests.  From  184.")  to  1H4^<  the  Mexi- 
can war  WHS  waged  to  extend  the  area  of  slavery,  and,  hence,  did 
not  awaken  enthusiasm  in  New  Kngland.  And,  last  and  greatest 
<){  all,  the  civil  war  of  isHl-l^or)  aroused  the  military  ardor  of  the 
whole  country,  north  and  south,  nud  ended  with  .the  glorions  result 
of  the  overthrow  of  slavery,  and  the  more  perfect  union  of  all  the 
states  and  territi)ries  in  one  American  nation. 

It  is  not  strange,  therefore,  that  military  affairs  should  engross 
a  large  share  of  attention  in  our  history.  Our  civil  and  religious 
liberties  have  been  purchased  and  maintained  by  the  price  of  blood 
and  sacrifices,  ''labors,  dangers  and  suft'enngs."  In  the  absence 
of  any  standing  army  of  imi)ortance.  the  institution  of  "  the  citi- 
zen soldiery"  has  taken  precedence.  Military  honors  have  often 
opened  the  way  to  the  chief  otlices  of  the  republic',  and  seven  gen- 
erals have  been  chosen  Presidents  of  the  I'nited  States. 

The  relations  of  the  colonies  in  177l-7."»  with  (ireat  Britain 
awakened  the  :iuxiety  and  interest  of  no  i>art  of  the  country  more 
intensely  than  of  New  Hampshire.  Nor  was  Wilton  backward  in 
patriotic  zeal,  whether  it  related  to  material  aid  of  men  and  means, 
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or  to  tliat  iiionil  sni)iK)rt  and  devotion  to  the  eanse  which  are 
«'^i[ually  necessary  to  carry  any  great  enterprise  to  success  an<l  vic- 
tory. 

'llie  foUowing  extracts  from  tlie  reooixls  of  the  town  of  Wilton 
^liow  in  detail  the  action  of  the  town  in  Kevolutiouary  uiattei'S.  In 
a  warrant  dated  .Inly  \K  1774,  the  second  article  is  as  follows:

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THE  COVENANT. 

We.  the  subwribers.  inhubitaIlt^i  of  the  town  ot  Wilton,  having  taken 
into  our  serious  consideration  the  preearious  state  of  the  liberties  of 
North  Anieriea,  anil  nioi-e  esiweially  tlie  pi-esent  distressed  condition  of  our 
sister  colonv  of  tlie  Massachusetts  Hav,  enibarnissed  as  it  is  i)v  several  Acts 
of  tlie  British  Parliament,  tending  to  the  entire  subversion  of  their  natu- 
ral and  charter  rights,  among  whicli  is  tlie  act  for  blocking  up  the  harbor 
of  Boston :  and  being  fully  sensible  of  our  in<lis|M>nsable  duty  to  lay  hold 
on  every  m<*ans  in  our  jjower  to  preserve  and  n»cover  the  injuiinl  <.'ou.«titu- 
tion  of  our  country,  and  I'onscious,  at  th«;  sanu»  Lime,  of  no  alternative  be- 
tween the  horrors  of  slavery  or  the  carnag<?  and  desolation  of  civil  war. 
but  a  suspension  of  all  coinmeirial  intei-course  with  the  Island  of  (i reat 
Britain;  do,  in  the  pn*sence  of  (iod.  solemnly  and  in  good  faith,  covenant 
and  engagt^  with  each  other: — 

First:  That,  from  henceforth,  we  will  suspend  all  commercial  inter- 
course with  the  said  island  of  Great  Britain,  until  the  Parliament  shall 
oeaj»e  tt)  enact  laws  imposing  taxes  on  the  cr»lonies  without  their  consent, 
and  until  the  pivtended  right  of  taxing  is  dn»pped,  and  Boston  Port 
openeil.  and  their  ami  ourconstitutiomil  rights  and  privileges  ixrv,  r<*store<l. 

.Skcond:  That  there  nniy  be  less  temptation  to  otheis  to  ccmtinue  in 
the  said  now  dangerous  commerce,  and  in  order  to  ])romote  industry, 
economy,  ails  and  manufactures  among  (»urselves,  which  air  of  the  last 
importance  to  the  welfaix*  and  well-being  of  a  community,  we  do,  in  like 
manner,  solemnly  <*ovenant :  That  we  will  not  buy,  i)urcha8e  or  consume, 
or  auft'er  any  i>erson  by,  for,  or  under  us,  to  i)urchase ;  nor  will  we  us<»  in 
<mr  families,  in  any  manner  whatever,  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandixe. 
which  shall  arrive  in  Amcricji  from  (ireat  Britain,  afonvsaid,  from  and 
after  the  lasi  day  of  August.  1774  (('xcei)t  only  such  articles  as  shall  be 
judged  absolutely  necessary  by  a  majority  of  tin*  signers  h<*i*eof),  and,  as 
much  as  in  us  lies,  to  prevent  our  being  interniptod  aiitl  defeate«l  in  thi;* 
only  peaceable  nieasun*.  entered  into  for  rho  recovery  and  pres4»rvation  of 
our  rights  and  the  rights  of  our  brethren  in  our  sister  Colonies,  we  agriM* 
to  bi'eak  oft' all  trade  and  commerce  with  all  persons  who,  pivferring  their 
private  interests  to  the  salvation  of  their  ii<>w  almost  perishing  country, 
shall  still  continue  to  import  goods  from  (^reat  Britain,  or  shall  puivhasc 
of  those  who  import  after  the  said  last  tlay  of  August,  until  the  aforesaid 
pretended  right  of  taxing  the  Colonies  shall  be  given  uj)  or  dropped  (ex- 
cept so  much  as  Christian  duties  re(|uire). 

Third:  As  a  refusal  tc^  come  into  this,  or  similar  agreiMnent,  which 
promises  deliverance  of  iniv  country  from  the  calamities  it  now  f<»els,  and 
which,  like  a  tonvnt,  an*  rushing  upon  it  with  incn*asing  violence,  must, 
in  our  opinion,  evidence  a  dispositi(Mi  inimical  to,  or  criminally  negligent 
of,  the  common  safety ;  it  is  agreetl  that  all  such  ought  to  be  considei*ed, 
and  shall  by  us  ))e  esteemed,  as  eneouragers  of  contumacious  importers. 

FofRTH:  We  hereby  further  engage  that  w<*  will  use  all  reasonable 
methoils    to    encourage    and    j)romote    tin*    production    of    nianufactuivs 
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among  ourselves,  that  this  foveiiaiit  and  onga^emoiit  may  he  as?  little  <l<*t- 
rimeiital  to  oiirs«'lvof*  and  ourfellow-foiintrymen  as  ]M>.«»sihle. 

Lastly  :  We  allow  ouri»elv<*!<  lilHTt y  to  comply  witli  th«»  t-osult  of  tlio 
lieneral  Congivss  at  Philadclpliia.  Also,  we  agivt*  to  make  sueli  alter- 
ationii  in  this  Covenant  as  shall  be  thought  suitabh*  by  tlie  majority  of 
signers,  after  notice  given  in  a  ])ublie  manner,  by  a  <'onnnittec  «*hosen  for 
that  purpose:  wliieh  notice  shall  Im»  eight  days  ))cf()re  the  meeting. 

''From  December,  1774,  to  April  following,"  says  I.  W.  Ham- 
mond in  the  Revolutionary  AVar  Kolls  of  New  Hampshire,  Intro- 
duction, pages  »*>1,  32,  '-the  people  were  counselling  among  them- 
selves, calmly  deliberating  upon  the  exigencies  of  the  times,  and 
energetically  preparing  for  the  crisis  which  they  felt  must  come. 

*'The  sentiment  which  pervaded  the  comnuinity  is  plainly  shown 
by  the  address  of  the  convention  of  delegates,  which  convened  at 
Exeter,  January  25,  177/),  in  which  they  counselle<l  the  ]ieople  to 
maintain  peace,  harmony  and  union  among  themselves,  to  practise 
economy,  to  promote  manufactures,  avoid  lawsuits,  im{)rove  them- 
selves in  such  military  arts  as  would  best  (it  them  for  real  action  in 
an  engagement,  and  to  imitate  their  forefathers  by  appealing  to  the 
Divine  Being  to  espouse  their  righteous  cause,  secure  their  liberties, 
and  fix  them  ^on  a  firm  and  lasting  basis.' 

''Companies  were  formed  and  drilled,  and  when,  on  the  l!)th  day 
of  April,  1 775,  the  crisis  came,  the  men  of  New  Hampshire  dropped 
their  implements  of  industry,  seized  whatever  they  could  of  imjde- 
ments  of  warfare,  and  by  companies,  by  tens,  ])y  fives  and  by  twos 
hurried  to  the  front.  The  same  spirit  pervaded  the  women,  many 
of  whom  spent  the  nights  of  the  10th  and  2()th  in  making  clothes, 
baking  bread,  and  moulding  bullets  for  their  husbands  and  sons, 
bidding  them  good-bye  at  daylight  with  a  (iod-sjieed  on  their  tremu- 
lous lips,  and,  while  the  men  went  forth  to  repel  the  invading 
army,  the  women  tilled  the  soil,  spun  the  yarn,  and  wove  the  cloth 
that  clothed  the  family.  The  number  of  men  that  went  from  this 
state  [New*  Hampshire]  to  Cambridge  at  that  time  is  unknown : 
many  were  not  organized  into  companies,  some  returned  after  being 
absent  from  one  to  two  weeks,  and  many  for  eight  months,  forming 
the  nucleus  for  the  regiments  of  Stark  and  Kt;e<l,  which  did  admir- 
able service  at  Bimker  Hill."

On  the  19tb  of  April,  1775,  came  the  first  dreml  shock  of  arms  at 
r^xington  and  Concord.  It  is  not  known,  nor  is  it  probable,  tbat 
any  Wilton  men  were  engaged  in  those  conflicts.  Bnt  the  whole 
country  was  roused,  us  later,  in  the  war  of  the  Hebellion,  by  the 
attack  on  Fort  Sumter.  From  that  first  blood  patriotic  ardor 
Idazed  with  intenser  heat,  and  military  pre[)arations  were  carried 
on  with  nciw  zeal  and  devotion.  I'he  patriots  were  not  daunted  b}' 
any  apprehensions  of  the  formi<lable  war  into  which  they  had 
plunged,  but  devoted  themselves  on  the  altar  of  their  country  with- 
out misgiving  or  doubt.  The  issue  proved,  after  an  eight  yeai*s' 
terrible  experien<»e,  tbat  their  faith  aud  self-sacrifice  were  not  in 
vain.

Small  as  was  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  the  town  at  that  time, 
only  al)ont  (KH),  Wilton  eontribnted  at  least  thirty-three  men  in  four 
different  companies  of  Col.  IJeed's  regiment  to  the  troops  that 
fought  on  that  eventful  day.

Thev  have  deceived  us  i^  their  otticers  bv  preten<linir 
there  wcmbi  be  no  difticnitv  wilb  them  till  thev  have  j^ot  so  near  the  close 
of  their  term;  and  now.  to  their  eternal  infamv.  demand  a  bountv  lo  in- 
dnce  tln*m  to  tarrv  onlv  the  three  weeks.     This  Is  *iucli  an  insnil  to  everv

American  that  we  are  deternnniMl  to  release  them  at  the  expiration  of 
their  term  at  all  hazards,  i^  find  ourselves  obliged  innnediately  lo  supply 
their  places  with  Troops  from  New  Hampshire  iS:  Massachusetts  Bay." 

The  numlxM' askeil  for  from  New  Hampshire  was  tbirty-one  companit>s. 
nf  sixtv-four  men  each.  includin«r  otlicers.  and  Ibev  were  lo  serve  until 
•lanuarv  1.").  177(5.  if  reoiilred.  The  (onnnitlee  of  Saf<'tv  met  l)ec.  2.  and 
gav(»  orders  for  enlisting  the  men:  and  the  busiuess  was  prosecuted  with 
the  usual  im]>ulsive  and  patriotic  vigor  of  fbc  New  Hampshire  men  of 
that  time.  The  thii1y-one  com]>anies  were  rai^^ed  and  forwarded  in  due 
time,  and  wer(»  highly  complimented  by  tieneral  Washington.  In  a  let- 
ter to  the  <*omnnttee  of  Safetv.  datetl  Dei*,  s.  I77.'>.  (ieiK'ral  Sullivan  savs: 

"(ieneral  Washin^rlon  and  all  the  other  otlicers  are  extrenndy  pleased 
it  bestow  the  highest  enconnums  on  you  and  your  trorips.  freely  ac- 
knowledofiug  that  New  Ham|)shire  Forces  for  bravery  and  resoluti(Mi  far 
surpass  the  otln'r  ('(>Ionies.  A'  that  no  Province  discovei<  s<f  much  zeal  in 
the  common  cause.** 

There  are  no  rolls  of  these  companies  in  the  Stale*  House,  anil  the  e<l-

This  regiment  was  raised  in  September,  1776,  for  the  purpose  of 
reenforcing  the  army  in  New  York,  the  terms  of  enlistment  "  be- 
ing one  Months  Advance  wages  to  the  Officers,  A  Bounty  of  Six 
pounds  to  each  non-Corn  missioned  Otliccr  and  private,  1  penny  pr 
Mile  'I'ravel,  and  one  penny  in  Lieu  of  Baggage  waggon."  The 
regiment  was  in  the  battle  at  White  Plains  Oct.  2S,  1776,  and  was 
dismissed  early  in  December  of  the  same  yeav-  In  the  Revolution- 
ary W^ar  Rolls,  page  416,  is  given  the  roll  of  Captain  Philip  Pnt- 
nam*s  company,  which  had  l>eeu  recruited  from  the  Sixth  regiment 
of  militia.

The  cause  of  this  eall  was,  that  the  terms  of  service  of  the  troops  in  gar- 
rison at  Fort  (ieorge  anil  Tieonderoga  would  expire  on  the  last  day  of 
T>€ceiiil)€r,  and  if  their  places  were  not  fllletl  tliose  posts  would  fall  into 
the  hands  of  Genenil  Sir  Ciuv  Carleton.

The  following  note  by  Mr.  Ilanmioud  is  taken  from  the  Revolu- 
tionary War  Rolls,  page  480  : 

The  preceding  rolls  show  that  the  State  of  N<'w  Hampshire  performed 
her  shaiT  of  the  work  of  1776  in  full,  as  she  had  tho  year  before,  respond- 
ing ably  and  patnotically  to  every  call  made  upon  her  for  men.  In  sev- 
eral instances  her  troops  rcnuiined  in  tlu;  service  beyond  their  terms  of 
enlistment,  notwithstanding  they  wen*  of  necessity  scantily  fed  and 
clothed,  and  poorly  providetl  with  protectiofi  against  the  inclemency  of 
the  weather.  In  no  instance,  when  the  exigency  of  the  occasion  seemed 
to  require  their  services  beyond  their  terms  of  enlistment,  weiv  they  ap- 
])ealed  to  in  vain.  Th<»  state  had  thriM*  reginuMils  in  th«*  regular  or  conti- 
nental army  under  Genenil  Washington,  vi/. :  Stark's,  Poor's  and  Reed's; 
a  reginuMit  in  the  Canaiia  si»rvic<*  under  Cnl.  Timothy  Heilcl :  Col.  Pierso 
Long's  regiment,  whicli  was  stationed  for  tin*  defence  of  Pisratacpia  har- 
bor until  it  marched  to  reenfonu'  the  garrison  at  Ticoiuleroga  in  Februa- 
ry, 1777:  and  in  addition  it  furnished  the  n'giinents  of  militia  as  reen- 
forcements.  viz.,  Wyman's  and  Wingate's  in  July  and  August.  Tash's  and 
Baldwin's  in  September,  and  (iilman's  in  December. 

Xew  Hampshire  troops  partici]»ated  in  the  battles  at  TiiMitoii  and 
Princeton,  ami  hon<u*e<l  themselves  and  the  ^tate  by  their  bravery  and 
gootl  conduct.  At  Trenton  the  reginuMit  un<ler  Stark  led  one  of  the  at- 
tacking columns  which  was  connnanded  by  (ieneral  Sullivan. 

Colonel  James  Keed.  of  Fit/williain.  commander  of  the  Third  Xew 
Hampshire  i*eginient  in  the  continental  service,  became  blind  as  a  result  of 
severe  sickness,  contract <mI  while  in  the  line  of  duty  at  Fort  (Jeorge.  about 
the  first  of  SeptendM»r.  177*>.  and  was  consef|ueiitly  obligiMJ  to  retire  from 
activi*  s<*rviee.  He  had  been  a  brave  and  efficient  ottieer,  and  the  loss  of 
his  sight  was  a  severe  one  to  him  and  the  cause.  Th<*  continental  con- 
gress elected  him  to  be  a  brigadi<*r-general.  August  !).  177<{.  and  on  the 
same  day  elected  John  Sullivan  to  be  a  maj(n-general. 
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The  following  note  by  Mr.  llainmoud,  and  the  accompanying 
charactAjristic  letter  of  (General  Snllivan,  are  taken  from  the  Revoln- 
tionary  War  Rolls,  p.  o'i'i  : 

Colonel  I >:ivi<l  (tihiian's  rc^iiniMit  was  euIisHMl  in  l>tH*tMiibiM\  177<J.  and 
ri'niainod  in  tin*  servifo  heviMid  the  time  for  which  tlie  men  wero  engapwi. 
at  the  earnest  ivcjuest  of  CitMieral  Sullivan.  It  participated  in  the  battles 
of  Trenton  and  Princeton,  and  tlid  excelliMit  service  in  both.  At  the  bat- 
tle on  the  2(i"'  of  l)eceni)»er.  which  n'snlteil  in  tlie  captnn»  of  the  lle.s^hin.^ 
at  TrcMiton.  New  .Jersey,  this  ivginient  was  a  p<»rtion  of  the  liglit  division, 
whicli  was  under  the  connnand  of  Major-<ieneral  .lohn  Snllivan.  llie 
conduct  of  the  New  llanipslnre  and  otiier  New  Kngland  trcM>ps  on  that 
<K'casion.  and  at  I*rincetofi  on  .fanuarv  .*{.  1777,  is  set  foith  in  the  follow- 
ing  extnict  (»f  a  letter  from  <ieneral  Sullivan  to  lion.  MesluH'h  Woaiv. 
dated  Chatlnnn,  February  l.'J,  1777: 

••I  luive  Iwen  so  full  of  Business  that  I  could  not  find  time  to  write; 
but  still  I  have  a  nioi-e  weighty  reason,  wliidi  is.  That  I  cannot  give  an 
account  of  a  vict<»ry  or  defeat  where  I  was  an  actor  witliont  saying  wmie- 
■Jdng  for  «u- against  myself:  and  I  liave  a  great  aversion  to  wiiting  against 
myself,  and  to  write  in  favor  would  be  eviilence  of  a  very  suspicions  kind. 
Indeed,  I  always  had  an  aversion  to  lighting  upon  paper:  for  I  have  never 
yet  foinid  a  man  well  versed  in  that  kind  of  fighting,  that  would  practisi* 
anv  <»tlier.  I*erhai>s  vou  nniv  want  to  kno\\  how  vour  men  (the  Yankees) 
tight:  I  tell  y«>uexce<Mlin«r  well  when  tliey  hav<*  ju'oper  olHcers.  I  have 
been  much  pleased  t«»sce  a  day  a]>proaching  to  try  tlw  iliflerence  between 
Yankee  cowanllce  and  southern  valor.  The  dav  has  or  rather  tlie  ilavs 
have  arrived,  and  all  the  (ieneral  Otticers  allowed  and  do  alh»w  that  the 
Yankees*  cowardice  assumes  tlie  «ihape  of  true  valor  in  tin*  field:  and  tlie 
Southern  valor  apiM'ar<  to  be  a  composition  of  boasting  an<l  conceit, 
(ieneral  Washington  made  no  scruple  to  say  publicly,  tin*  remains  of  the 
Kastern  Regiments  >\cre  the  strength  of  his  army.  thou«rh  then  their  mnn- 
>>ers  were,  comparatividy  sjM*aking.  but  <mall :  he  calls  them  in  front  when 
the  Knemv  are  then*:  he  sends  them  lo  the  rear  wIkmi  the  Enemv  threat- 
efis  that  way:  all  the  «reiieral  oflli-ers  jillow  them  to  be  the  best  of  Troops. 
The  Southern  officers  and  soIdiiT-' allow  i(  in  times  of  danger,  but  not  at 
all  other  tinn'>.  Helieve  me.  Sir.  the  ^  ankee^  took  Trenton  bef(M'e  the  other 
Troops  knew  anything;  of  the  matter  more  than  that  there  was  an  engage 
ment,  and  what  will  still  surprise  you  more,  the  line  that  att^icked  the 
Town  consisteil  of  eight  hundi-etl  Yankees  and  there  was  lOOO  HC88ians 
to  ojipose  them.  At  Princeton,  when  tin-  17"'  IJegiment  had  thrown 
.S.VH)  southern  nnlitia  into  the  utmost  confusion,  a  Kejrinieni  of  Yankees 
restored  the  day.  This  (ieneral  Mitllin  ctMjfes^ed  to  me:  though  the  Phil- 
adelphia paper>  tell  us  ,1  ditVerent  stnry.  It  mmmus  to  have  Im'cu  quite  for- 
got, that  while  the  17"'  IJe;:;inient  was  en«ra«rin«r  those  Troops  that  fM)(l 
Yankees  had  the  Town  to  take  against  the  4<M»'  and  5.'>«''  K'e^iments,  whleh 
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thoy  did  without  loj»s  owing  to  tho  lunnm^r  of  attack;  l)ur  enough  of  thi^; 
I  don't  wish  to  rt^flc^ct :  l)iit  l)eg  leav*'  to  a.ssun'  you  that  Xinvspapci*?*  and 
f?v(*ii  T^»tters  don't  always  spoak  th(»  truth.  Vou  may  wuturc  to  assun* 
your  friends  that  no  men  ti^ht  hotter  or  write  w(M"se  than  the  Yankees,  of 
which  this  letter  will  he  jjjood  evidence.

In  1777  the  three  continental  regiments  from  New  Hampshire 
were  reorganized,  as  Mr.  Hammond  explains  in  the  following  note 
taken  from  Revolutionary  War  Rolls,  page  T);)!  : 

Earlv  in  the  vear  1777  the  Lcj^jislature  antl  (.'ommitt(?e  uf  Safetv  of  this 
state  took  ertectual  means  to  recruit  an<l  itM)r<j;anize  th<'  tliree  continental 
nrgiments.  Onlers  for  the  cidistment  of  m<Mi  were  sent  to  oflicers  in  ser- 
vice in  the  regiments,  and  to  the  colonels  of  the  several  militia  regiments 
in  the  state.  Stark  n»signed  the  connnand  of  the  First  regiment;  I'oor  of 
the  Second  and  Reed  of  the  Third  were  promoted  to  be  brigadier-gener- 
als; and  many  clianges  were  made  in  the  line  olHcers  in  consequence  of 
nfsignations,  deaths,  sickness,  ttc,  although  most  of  those  who  weiv  in 
health  ivmained  in  the  tield,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  men  reenlisted  for 
three  years,  or  duiing  the  war.  As  n*organized  in  April,  Stark's  old  reg- 
iment retained  its  rank  as  the  First  New  IIam]>shir('  Regiment,  Reed's  ]w- 
came  the  Seconal,  an<l  Poor's  the  Third,  coinmandtMl  respectively  by 
.1ose]>h  Cilley  of  Nottingham,  Nathan  Hale  of  I'indge,  and  Alexander 
Scammell  of  Durham. 

In  order  to  fill  up  the  three  continent nl  regiments  it  was  necessa- 
ry to  raise,  from  the  militia  reginuMits  ()f  the  state,  three  battalions 
of  2<m;1  privates.  The  eightli  regiment  of  militia,  **  Moses  Nichols, 
P^s*!.,  Colonel,"  comprised  those  of  military  age  in  the  towns  of 
Amherst,  '"  Nottingham  west,"  Hollis,  Litchlield,  Dunstable,  Mer- 
riniac,  Wilton,  Raby  and  Mason.  In  March,  1777,  there  were  in 
these  towns  12r>2  men  from  sixteen  to  fifty  years  of  age  ;  128  of 
them  belonging  to  Wilton.  The  wlioU*  regiment  was  required  to 
furnish  l.')5  men.     These  were  enlisted  from  Wilton:

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EXTRACT  PROM  IRVINCi'S   LIFE  OF  WASHINOTON. 

At  leugtli  arrived  the  wij»he(l-for  news  of  iwaee.  A  general  ti*eaty  had 
been  i^igued  at  Parif*  on  the  20th  of  Jannary,  178;<.  An  arnie<l  vessel,  the 
Triamph,  )>elonging  to  Connt  d'  Estaing's  sqnadron,  arrived  at  Thlhidel- 
|)hia  from  Cadiz,  on  the  23d  of  March,  bringing  a  letter  from  the  Marcjuis 
de  T^ifayette  to  the  President  of  Congress,  eonnnnnieating  the  Intelli- 
^enee.  In  a  few  days  Sir  (tny  Carleton  informed  Washington  hy  letter, 
that  he  was  onleivd  to  proclaim  a  cessation  of  hostilities  hy  sea  and  land. 

A  similar  proclamation  issned  hy  Congi'ess,  was  i'ec(»ive<l  hy  Washing- 
ton on  the  17th  of  April.  Being  nnaccompanied  by  any  instrnctions  iv- 
s|)ecting  the  <lischarge  of  the  pa  it  of  the  army  with  him.  shonld  the 
nieasnre  be  deennnl  necessary,  he  fonnd  himself  in  a  jjerplexing  sit  nation. 

The  acconnts  of  peace  i-eceiveil  at  <lift*ei*ent  times,  had  raiseil  an  ex- 
l>ectation  in  the  minds  of  those  of  his  trooi)S  that  had  engaged  "  for  the 
war,"  that  a  speetly  discharge  mnst  ]>e  the  conse<|nence  of  the  proclama- 
tion. 

3Iost  of  them  conld  not  distinguish  betwe<*n  a  pr<K*lamation  of  a  cessa- 
tion of  hostilities,  and  a  definitive  declaration  of  peace,  and  ndght  con- 
sider any  further  claim  on  their  militarj'  services  an  act  of  injustice.  It 
was  becoming  difficult  to  enforce  the  discipline  necessary  to  the  coher- 
ence of  an  army.  Washington  represented  these  circumstances  in  a  let- 
ter to  the  pi*esident.  and  earnestly  entreated  a  prompt  iletennination  on 
the  part  of  Congress,  as  to  what  was  to  be  the  period  of  the  services  of 
these  men.  and  how  he  was  to  act  resj)ecting  their  <lischarg<». 

One  suggestion  of  his  b»tter  is  exi>ressive  of  his  strong  sympathy  with 
the  patriot  soldier,  and  his  knowledge  of  what  fonncd  a  matter  of  i)ride 
with  the  \Htor  fellows,  who  had  served  and  snflVM-ed  under  him.  lie  urged 
that,  in  discharging  those  who  Innl  been  engaged  •*for  the  war,"  the  non- 
commissioned officers  and  <oldi(M*s  should  be  allowed  to  take  with  them, 
as  their  own  projierty,  and  as  a  gratuity,  their  arms  and  accoiitrements. 
••This  act,"  observes  he.  **woul<l  raise  pleasing  sensations  in  the  minds  of 
these  worthy  and  faithful  men,-  who,  fnun  their  early  engaging  in  the 
war  at  motlerate  bounties,  and  fr(»ni  their  patient  continiiance  under  in- 
numenible  distresses,  have  M<>t  oulv  deserved  uoblv  of  th«*ir  countrv.  but 

•  •  • 

have  obtained  an  honorable  distinction  over  those  who.  with  shorter 
terms,  have  gainiMl  large  peciniiary  rewards.  This,  at  a  com])aratively 
small  expense,  would  be  deemed  an  honounible  testimonial  from  Congivss 
of  the  n»gard  they  bear  to  these  distinguished  worthies,  and  the  sense 
they  have  of  their  sufVering  virtues  and  services.  These  constant  com- 
l)anions  of  their  toils,  2)reserved  with  sacred  attention,  would  be  handed 
down  from  the  present  jyossessors  to  their  childreu.  as  honorary  badges 
of  bravery  and  military  merit  :  and  would  probably  be  brought  forth  on 
«ome  future  occasion  with  pride  and  exultation,  to  be  improved  with  the 
same  military  ardor  and  (MUtdation  in  the  hands  of  posterity  as  they  have 
been  used  by  their  forefathers  in  tin*  present  establishment  and  fouinla- 
tion  of  our  national  independeiu-e  and  gl(»ry."  This  letter  despatched, 
he  notified  in  general  orders  that  the  cessation  of  hostilities  should  be 
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proi'laiiijoii  at  iiooii  on  th<'  follo\viii«f  dny,  and  ivad  in  the  eveninoj  at  the 
head  of  every  n»«j:iinent  and  corps  of  the  army.  *•  after  which,"  adds  lie, 
*'tlie  chaplains  with  the  several  hri«jades  will  rentier  thanks  to  Alniijj:hty 
(f<Hl  for  all  Ills  nierci«»s,  particnlarly  for  His  overrulinjj;  the  wrath  of  man 
to  ITis  own  jflory.  and  causing  the  nijfe  of  war  to  cease  amon^  the  na- 
tions." 

] raving  noticed  that  this  anspicicuis  day.  the  I'.Hh  of  April,  complete<l 
the  eijjjhth  year  of  the  war,  ami  was  the  anniversary  of  the  eventful  con- 
flict at  TiCxin^ton,  he  went  on  in  j^eneral  orders,  to  imi>ress  iipon  the 
army  a  proper  idea  of  the  dignified  part  they  were  called  upon  to  act. 
"'The  j^enerons  task  for  which  we  first  Hew  to  arms  beino:  accomplished: 
the  liberties  of  our  country  bein^  fidly  acknowledja:ed,  and  tlrmly  secured, 
and  the  diaracters  of  those  who  have  persev«M*ed  throujifh  every  exti*einity 
of  hanlship,  sufterin^,  and  dan«:er.  bein*j  immortali/ed  by  the  illustrious 
appellation  of  the  j^atriot  army^  nothing  now  remains,  but  for  the  actors  of 
this  mighty  scene  to  pn»serve  a  i>erfect,  unvaryinjc  consistency  o\  charac- 
ter through  the  very  last  act,  to  I'lose  the  drama  with  aj>plause,  and  to  re- 
tire from  the  military  theatre  with  the  same  approbation  of  an«:els  and 
men  which  has  crowne<l  all  their  virtuous  actions." 

The  l<»tter  which  he  had  written  to  the  president  pnxluced  a  resolution 
in  (^mgress  that  the  service  of  th<'  men  enpi^iCfMl  in  the  war  did  not  expire 
until  the  ratification  of  the  definitive  articles  <»f  peace;  but  that  tlu*  com- 
mander-in-<'hief  nnght  grant  furloughs  to  such  as  he  th(»ught  ])roper,  and 
that  they  should  be  alloweil  to  take  their  arms  with  them. 

Washington  availed  himself  freely  of  this  itermission;  furbnighs  were 
granted  without  stint:  the  nnMi  set  out  singly  or  in  small  parties  for  their 
rustic  homes,  and  the  danger  and  inconvenience  were  avoide<l  of  disband- 
ing large  masses,  at  a  time,  of  unpaid  st»ldierv. 

Now  an<l  tlxMi  w<*i'e  to  be  seen  three  ov  four  in  a  group.  Ixmnd  probably 
to  the  sauM'  n<»igbborbond.  beguiling  the  \\:iy  with  j-amp  jokes  and  camp 
stories.  The  war  worn  soldier  was  alwavs  kindlv  reeeivetl  at  the  farm 
houses  along  the  road,  where  he  might  <boulder  \\\<  gun  an<l  tight  over  bis 
battles. 

The  men  thn>  dismissetl  mi  furlough  were  nevi*r  ealleil  upon  to  rejoin 
the  armv.  Once  at  home,  tlu'V  sank  into  domestic  life;  their  weapons 
were  hung  over  tbeii"  tireplaces:  military  trophies  nf  the  IJevolution  to  be 
l»rized  by  future  generaticms.*

CHAPTER   X. 


ROADS    AND    BRIDGES. 

The  facilities  for  travel,  intercourse  and  the  comniuuication  of 
intelligeuce  were,  of  course,  in  the  time  of  our  forefathers  of  the 
most  meagre  kind.  Koads,  one  of  tlie  tests  of  civilization,  were 
few  and  |X)or.  It  might  he  said,  as  in  the  time  of  the  judges  in 
ancient  Israel,  that -'the  highways  were  unoccui)ied,"or,  rather,  that 
highways  were  not  yet  opened,  and  that  ''the  travellers  walked 
through  byways."  Foot  paths  from  house  to  house,  trails  through 
the  forest  marked  l)y  blazed  trees,  were  the  first  (conveniences  of  the 
settlers.  Men  and  women  rode  on  horseback  through  the  woods. 
And  as  roads  for  carriages  were  gradually  opened,  fords  and  ferries 
were  slowly  succeede<l  by  bridges,  and  logs  and  rails  were  laid  down 
for  rough  corduroy  highways.  The  roads  ran  usually  over  the  hills 
and  shunned  the  valleys,  as  the  settlers  lived  oii  the  heights  and 
avoided  the  lowhmds  as  being  marshy,  <lamp  and  subject  to  Hoods, 
and  also  more  exposed  to  surprises  fn^m  the  Indians.  The  roads 
also  crooked  around  from  house  to  house,  without  reference  to  di- 
rectness, so  as  to  accommodate  the  settlers  in  the  best  way.  It 
was  rather  remarkable,  and  showed  the  high  aim  of  the  i)ioneers, 
that,  while  they  early  set  apart  a  portion  of  the  land  beforehand  for 
the  support  of  churches,  schools  and  public  improvements,  tliey 
left  the  roads  and  bridge-building  to  the  immediate  care  of  the 
settlers,  and  to  the  tardy  votes  of  the  town.  Roads  would  come  of 
themselves  by  stress  of  necessity,  l)Ut  the  minister,  the  teacher  and 
the  miller  must  be  put  bevond  <loubt  or  neglect.  Hread  for  the 
iKxly,  and  bread  for  the  soul,  must  be  subject  to  no  contingencies. 

So,  in  due  time,  the  roads  came  as  they  were  forced  upon  the 
public  attention.  Hut,  as  it  was,  there  were  ten  appropriations  for 
the  church  and  the  schools,   where  there  was  one  for  bridges  and 
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roads.  In  the  extracts  from  the  town  records,  previously  given  in 
Chapter  V'lII.  (pp.  69-71),  will  be  found  votes  of  the  town,  passed 
during  the  last  century,  for  the  appropriation  of  sums  to  he  ex- 
pended in  the  construction  and  repair  of  roads  and  bridges.  It 
will  be  observed  that  the  persons  taxed  for  these  improvements  had 
the  privilege  of  working  out  the  tax  at  rates  established  by  a  vote 
of  the  town,  and  that  those  who  furnished  oxen,  carts  or  ploughs 
were  allowed  credit  at  fixed  rates  for  their  use. 

At  a  later  period,  we  see  by  the  following  tabulated  appropria- 
tions, drawn  from  the  town  records,  how  heavy  a  drain  u^ion  the  re- 
sources of  the  town  was  made  by  maintaining  old  roads  and  bridges, 
and  opening  new  ones,  in  the  twenty-one  years  from  1825  to  1845 
inclusive.

The  foregoing  table  of  the  expense  of  the  town  of  Wilton  for 
making  new  roads,  improving  roads,  and  l)uilding  and  repairing 
bridges,  for  the  twenty-one  years  therein  stated,  does  not  include 
the  highway  tax.  The  town  raised,  the  same  years,  a  tax  for  repair- 
ing highways  of  from  six  to  eight  hundred  dollars  annually. 

The   account   from   which   the   foregoin<r  was  copied  was  made 
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in  184C,  by  Jonatlmu  Parkhurst  and  Oliver  Barrett,  at  that  time 
selectmen  of  Wilton,  and  was  found  in  the  ''Old  Chest"  of  records. 
The  labor  of  breaking  out  the  roads,  when  drifted,  and  of  keeping 
them  open  in  the  winter  during  those  years  was  voluntary,  and  that 
labor  and  expense  were  not  made  matters  of  record,  though  the 
amount  was  large. 

But  the  truth  al)out  the  Wilton  roads  has  lieeu  stated  so  forci- 
^>ly  by  Isaac  S.  Whiting,  Esq.,  in  his  address  at  the  dedication  of 
the  Town  Hall,  that  we  cannot  do  better  than  quote  his  words  : 

But  the  givatest  eorpunite  work  ol'  thr  viwly  days  was  the  roads.  No 
f>etter  mark  of  the  ])rogi'eKs  of  a  pcgplo  in  <*ivilixation  can  bo  had  than  its 
mean8  of  comnmnieation.  Judged  by  this  standilrd,  tlu>  early  inhabitants 
occupy  advanced  ground.  Hanlly  one  of  the  annual  lialfnlozen  town 
meetings  passed  without  accepting  a  roail.  The  rapid  settlement  of  th<^ 
lauds  necesgitated  the  occupation  of  i-eniote  districts.  The  whole  of  the 
town  was  settled  over  early,  and  roads  l>y  which  to  get  from  place  to  i)lace 
wen*  indispensable.  I)oul)tless  we  must  not  set  too  high  a  value  upon 
these  early  rond-makings.  Their  v«»ry  number  would  pn.'clude  nuich  ex- 
cellemn'.  an<l  tlien»  is  no  mention  of  ai>proi)riations.  Two  days'  work 
upon  the  roails  for  every  man  was  all  that  was  voted  to  ivjiair  tbem.  The 
trail,  or  the  rude  ])atliway.  was  all  that  was  needf'd  for  the  horse  with 
panniers.  (»r  for  the  ox-cart.  But  the  real  road  building  of  the  town,  an<l 
what  I  consider  its  greatest  work  until  no>v.  di<l  not  lu^gin  until  1825,  and 
ended  in  1H52.  Wagons  bad  now  come  into  general  ust».  and  the  old  roads 
leading  mostly  to  the  centre  of  the  town  had  be«*n  widened  and  smoothed, 
and  the  larger  xtn'ams  spanned  with  bridfres.  Hut  now  a  sjnrit  of  im- 
proveuH'nt  and  enterprise  sH  in.  and  new  roads  were  puslied  tbrou<;Ch  to 
open  new  lands,  and  serve  as  thoroughfares  foi-  ourselves  and  our  neigb- 
l)ors  above  to  Boston.  The  Peterborouj^b  roa«l,  the  Forest  road,  the  Mil- 
fonl  road  and  others  wen*  built  in  this  period,  and  the  «;rade  lessened  on 
«iome  <»f  the  old  ones.  Familiarity  with  these  means  of  travel,  that  most 
of  us  were  born  to.  blinds  us  to  their  importance  and  to  the  immense  la- 
bors f)nr  aui'cstors  endured  t(»  obtain  tbem.  If.  as  we  ri«le  alon*;  with  our 
sleigh  full,  we  would  but  consi«bM-  that  once  the  t)atbway  was  as  rough  as 
the  pastures  :in<l  wo<mIs  and  Ixmlder-^  on  eiiber  side,  we  sbould  realize 
the  debt  we  owe  to  (Mir  forerunner^.  AViibout  tbem  business  would  be 
impossible,  and  social  intercours<»  all  but  unknown.  The  records  are  not 
<*oni])lete,  and  my  examination  with  >[r.  Putnam  has  not  been  exhaustive, 
but  we  t1f[^ure  nj)  HsiKMK)  si>ent  in  thesr  years  for  construction  and  land  dam- 
ages. The  real  c(»st  must  have  been  several  thousand  more. — perhaps  not 
far  behiml  the  cost  of  this  buildin^^  [the  Town  llall,  $2(MM)()].  If  I  men- 
tion the  railroad,  which  was  built  by  private  enterprise,  I  have  mmu'd 
nearly  all  the  public  institutions  that  belonjj:  to  pioiu'cr  work. 

It  was  not  strange,  therefore,  that  a  \  igoious  opposition  should 
be  made  to  new  enterprises  in  road  building,  when  the  town  was 
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already  in  debt,  aud  a  large  outlay  must  be  made.  The  old  system 
of  going  over  the  hills  required  to  be  changed,  and  the  roads  must 
follow  the  valleys.  Teams  and  stage-coaches  demanded  lighter 
grades.  The  extension  of  better  roads  into  the  country  from  be- 
low, and  the  increase  of  the  transportation  of  heavy  merchandise 
by  the  establishment  of  manufactories  in  towns  above,  rendered 
new  valley  roads  a  necessity  of  the  times.  It  was  under  the  stress 
of  this  revolution  that  the  roads  by  the  Souhegan  River,  the  Gani- 
l)ol  Brook  and  Stony  Brook  were  made,  which  are  still  very  useful, 
though  the  immediate  occasion  that  called  them  into  ejdstence  has 
passed  away.  At  the  same  time  some  of  the  hill  roads  have  grad- 
ually been  discontinued  or  disused. 

Perhaps  no  better  picture  of  the  coiitlicts  of  parties  upon  the  road 
questions  of  sixty  or  seventy  years  ago  can  be  given  than  in  the 
gentle  satire,  written  at  the  time  by  a  native  female  bard,  which 
we  give  below.  No  embers  remaui  now  in  the  cold  ashes,  which  it 
might  be  dangerous  or  discourteous  to  disturb,  but  the  fun  and 
the  laugh  remain  as  we  recall  the  vigorous  contests  of  the  friends 
and  the  opponents  of  the  new  undertaking.

CHAPTER   XI. 


MAIL     ROUTES     AND     GAKKIEH8 — STAGING — POST    OFFICES     AND 

I»08TM  ASTERS. 

The  first  mail  route  through  Wilton  wh8  eHtabli&lied  about  17M8, 
and  ran  from  Keene  to  Portsmouth  over  the  old  county  road  through 
the  north  part  of  the  town.  The  first  jjost-rider  was  Ozias  Silsbee. 
He  was  succeeded  by  Messrs.  Wright,  Philips  and  Thayer.  The 
latter  died  very  suddenly  in  Amherst,  August 34,'1H07,  of  injuries 
received  in  a  playful  scuffle  with  Mr.  Cushiug,  the  editor  of  the 
Farmers*  Cabinet. 

Mr.  Daniel  Gibbs  succeeded  Mr.  Thayer  tiud  curried  tlie  niiiil  on 
horseback  for  about  eight  years.  The  inail-|)onch  was  about  two 
feet  long,  and  from  eight  to  ten  inches  wide,  l)nt  was  amply  suffi- 
cient to  carry  the  postal  matter  that  passed  over  the  load  at  that 
time,  llie  post-rider  had  also  a  pair  of  saddle-bags,  each  end  of 
which  would  hold  nearly,  or  quite,  half  a  bushel,  in  which  he  car- 
ried newspapers  and  express  packages.  He  passed  down  through 
Wilton  on  Sundays,  and  back  on  Thursdays.  During  the  W^ar  of 
1812  he  was  accustomed  to  call  out  the  news,  goo<l  or  l)ad,  to  those 
who  were  within  hearing,  as,  for  instance,  **(lIorious  news  I  Com- 
modore Perry  has  captured  the  whole  British  fleet  on  Lake  Erie ;" 
or,  if  the  news  were  bad,  with  a  melanclioly  exi)ression  he  doled  out, 
^' Bad  news  I  The  British  have  captured  and  burned  Washington." 

About  181 T),  Mr.  Gibbs  coninienced  drivinjr  a  wagon;  he  did  a 
good  deal  of  express  business  an<l  had  some  [)assengers.  He  was 
prompt  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  Mr.  (iibbs  died  in 
Peterborough,  September  2."),  1H24,  at  the  age  of  seventy-three,  from 
being  thrown  from  his  wagon  on  the  rocks  beneath  the  great  bridge 
over  the  Contoocook,  his  horses  l»acking  otT  the  bridge.  Mr.  (^ibbs 
lived  but  a  short  time  after  the  accident. 
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Before  the  establishment  of  the  post  office  in  181B,  a  number  of 
copies  of  the    New  Hampshire  Patriot,  published  at  Concord  by 
Isaac  HUl,  an<l  one  or  two  copies  of  the  New  Hampshire  Sentinel, 
pub\iB\iei\  at  Keene  by  John  Prentiss,  were  brought  to  subscribers 
in  Wilton  by  Mr.  Gibbs.     But  the  majority  of  the  people  took  the 
Farmera'  Caliinet,  published  at  Amherst  by  Richard  Boylston.     Each 
subscriber,  m  his  turn,  went  to  Amherst  for  the  papers  on  Satur- 
day, and  distributed  them  on  Sunday.     Mr.  Boylston  kept  the  tally, 
and  marked,  each  week,  the  paper  of  him  whose  turn  came  next. 
Letters,  too,   were  forwarded  to  the  one  whose  turn  was  next  in 
saccession,  and  thus  readied  the  post  office  at  Amherst.     Verily, 
those  were  primitive  times. 

About  the  time  of  Mr.  Gib!)8'!=»  death  the  route  was  changed  from 
the  north  road  to  the  road  through  the  middle  of  the  town.  Mr. 
Gibbs's  son  took  the  route  and  soon  conniienced  running  a  two- 
horse  carriage,  which  continued  until  the  seventh  of  July,  1828, 
when  the  four-horse  coach  line  from  Keene  to  Nashua  was  started.

The  "team"  from  Nashua  to  Milford  was  owned  by  Mr.  Fred- 
eric Love  joy ;  the  team  from  Milford  to  West  Wilton,  by  Mr. 
Joseph  Holt ;  that  from  West  Wilton  to  Peterborough  was  owned 
by  Mr.  Samuel  Smith,  Mr.  Silas  Winn  and  Mr.  John  Holt,  and  the 
team  from  Peterborough  to  Keene,  ))y  Messrs.  Senter  and  Cunning- 
ham. In  a  few  years  Mr.  John  Holt  and  Mr.  lx)vejoy  owned  the 
line  from  Peterborough  to  Nashua,  and  Mr.  Holt  was  the  driver. 
About  1883,  an  accommodation  line  was  started,  and  then  there 
was  a  coach  each  way  through  town  daily.  On  the  opening  of  the 
Boston  and  Lowell  Railroad  to  Lowell,  the  stage  line  was  extended 
to  Lowell,  and  so  continued  untU  the  railroad  was  built  to  Nashua. 
The  line  was  shortened  as  the  railroad  was^extended  to  Danforth*s 
comer,  Milford  and  Wilton.  The  railroad  was  opened  to  Wilton 
in  December,  1851. 

The  drivers  who  had  served  the  longest  terras  up  to  that  time 
were  Mr.  John  Holt,  Mr.  John  Leach,  Mr.  Benjamin  P.  Cheney, 
who  has  since  been  extensively  engaged  in  the  express  business  and 
is  now  a  wealthy  man  in  Boston,  and  Capt.  Porter.  The  line  had 
\)een  for  a  number  of  years  in  charge  of  Col.  Fox  of  Nashua. 

After  the  opening  of  the  railroad  to  Wilton,  the  proprietors  ran 
their  stages  from  Wilton  to  Peterborough  until  October,  1870,  when 
they  sold  out  to  the  railroad  company ;  the  line  was  then  continued 
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under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John  Dane  of  Hancock,  as  agent,  until 
the  opening  of  the  railroad  to  Greenfield,  about  the  first  of  January, 
1874,  took  the  last  stages  from  Wilton. 

The  Forest  road  in  Wilton  was  built  in  1831.  In  the  spring  of 
1832,  Mr.  Joy  of  Nashua  started  a  coach  on  the  Forest  road  and 
the  line  was  continued  to  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire.  Prior 
to  1837,  there  were  connected  with  the  lower  section  of  the  line, 
that  between  Wilton  and  Hancock,  beside  Mr.  Joy,  either  as  pro- 
prietors or  drivers,  Mr.  Tram  Woods,  two  young  men  by  the  name 
of  Wyman,  Mr.  Pennock,  Mr.  Nathan  Dane,  Mr.  George  W.  Tar- 
bell  and  probably  others;  Mr.  Dane  and  Mr.  Tarbell  being  the 
proprietors.  In  December,  1837,  Hon.  Hiram  T.  Morrill,  now  of 
Nashua  (1885),  bought  Mr.  Tarbell's  interest,  and  soon  after  Mr. 
Dane  sold  his  to  Mr.  Phelps,  and  in  1840  or  1841,  Mr.  Phelps  sold 
to  Mr.  Hall. 

Mr.  Hall  retained  his  interest  but  a  short  time,  when  Mr.  H.  R. 
Howison  and  Mr.  Howland  Prouty,  both  now  of  Milford,  became 
partners  of  Mr.  Morrill.  After  a  few  years  Mr.  Prouty  sold  to 
Morrill  and  Howison,  who  ^'etained  their  interest  in  the  line  until 
they  sold  it  in  October,  1870,  to  the  railroad  company,  who  ran  the 
line  until  the  railroad  was  opened  to  Greenfield.  Among  the  drivers 
on  this  line,  other  than  the  proprietors,  were  Charles  Leavitt,  El- 
bridge  Harris,  Ezra  Pettengill  and  Mr.  Sanborn.  During  the  time 
the  stages  ran  through  Wilton  they  were  well  patronized,  and  at 
times  had  to  run  extras. 

While  Morrill  and  Phelps  owned  the  line  an  accident  happened, 
about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  the  depot,  at  a  corner  in  the  road 
near  the  foot  of  a  moderate  descent.  Water  had  flowed  over  the 
road  and  had  frozen  ;  one  of  the  horses  slipped  upon  the  ice,  and 
horses  and  coach  were  precipitated  from  the  bank  i\\x)n  the  river 
ice,  three  feet  below.  The  driver  and  the  passengers  escaped  with 
slight  injuries,  one  horse  and  the  coach  were  considerably  damaged, 
and  the  town  had  to  pay  something  over  one  hundred  dollars  for 
damages. 

The  road  from  Gray's  corner  to  Greenville  was  completed  in  1843. 
Soon  after  a  mail-route  was  established  from  Manchester  to  New 
Ipswich,  passing  through  Wilton.  A  part  of  the  time  four-horse 
teams,  and  some  of  the  time  two-horse  teams,  have  been  used  on 
the  route.  A  few  years  since,  that  part  of  the  route  between  Mil- 
ford  Village  and  East  Wilton  was  discontinued.  The  names  of  some 
of  the  drivers  through  Wilton  were  Porter,  Thomas,  Sanborn,  Batch- 
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elder.     At  the  present  time,  1884,  the  mail  is  carried  with  one  horse 
and  carriage. 

Soon  after  the  railroad  was  opened  to  Greenfield,  the  route  from 
West  Wilton  to  East  Wilton  was  established,  and  Mr.  Abiel  Frye 
had  the  contract  for  carrying  the  mail  daily  over  the  route  until  his 
decease,  June  21,  188().

CHAPTER  XII. 


SOCIETIES,    LODGES,    GRANGE,    AND    GRAND   ARMY   POST. 

A  great  change  has  takeii  place  in  the  community  during  the  last 
fifty  years  in  regard  to  social  life.  In  the  earlier  times,  when  the 
population  was  sparse,  and  families  lived  remote  from  one  another, 
and  the  means  of  communication  from  neighborhood  to  neighbor- 
hood were  more  difficult,  the  opportunities  of  social  intercourse 
were  more  rare  than  in  this  day  of  railroads  and  steam  navigation. 
In  country  towns,  too,  the  improved  roads  and  carriages  and  in- 
creased facilities  for  neighborly  intercourse  liave  multiplied  the  ties 
of  human  acquaintance  and  brotherhood.  Hence  a  multitude  of 
clubs,  societies,  lodges  and  granges  lias  sprung  up,  and  has  in- 
augurated what  may  be  called  "  the  social  age  '*  or  *^  the  age  of  as- 
sociation." This  has  come  to  be  what  may  be  called  a  species  of 
secular  church.  It  is  the  forerunner  of  the  more  perfect  spiritual 
union  of  mankind,  established,  not  merely  on  grounds  of  temporal 
but  of  eternal  interest  and  of  diviner  brotherhood. 

THK    LITEKARY    AND     MORAL    SOCIETV. 

One  of  the  earliest  movements  of  this  kind  was  the  establish- 
ment, in  1815  or  IHIH,  of  the  Wilton  "  Literary  and  Moral  Socie- 
ty" by  the  pastor  of  the  town.  Rev.  Thomas  Beede.  He  was  aided 
in  this  undertaking  by  a  num})er  of  intelligent  and  public-spirited 
young  men  and  women,  who  desired  a  higher  education  and  a 
culture  beyond  what  the  schools  and  academies  could  give.  A  de- 
scription of  this  institution  can  best  be  given  in  the  language  of 
one  of  its  members,  Rev.  Warren  Hurtou  : 

The  nieinbersi  of  this  early  society  cousisteii  of  yoim^  geutlenien  and 
ladies,  and  there  were  a  few  boys,  like  myself,  who  had  a  literary  taste 
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<>uch  as  to  udinit  them  to  u  coinpanionflhip  with  their  i>iiperior8.  We  met 
at  fln»t  oiu»«»  a  week  or  fortnight  at  Mr.  BeeiioV  hoiiM>.  and  then  in  a  par^ 
lor  in  the  Bums  EIou!*e  (or  liotel),  mh  it  une<l  to  he  called.  Wo  fihould  have 
been  loj*t  in  the  jipaeiousness  of  a  hall. 

Then*  our  revereii  iwstor  pi*esided  over  us  under  the  title  of  Instruct- 
or, if  I  rijijhtly  renieniher.  We  diseussed  lltenirv  and  nionil  questions 
oRilly  or  by  writing.  Indeed,  subjects  wen>  jjiven  out  at  each  meeting  to 
1m*  written  u]>on  against  the  next,  nn<l  the  essays  weiv  n»ail  before  the  M>- 
eiety  and  then  put  into  the  Ininds  of  the  Instructor  to  1m*  epiTeeted. 
Thes«*  wen*  to  me,  and  I  doubt  not  to  the  i*est,  delightful  meetings.  Im- 
pulses wen*  given  there,  which  in  the  chain  of  causes  nnist.  I  think,  have 
l)een  of  valuable  <'onse(|uence. 

Atiiong  those  whose  names  can  now  he  recalled  as  belonging  to 
this  early  society  are  Samuel  Abbot,  Sanuiei  Barrett,  Pha»be  Abbot, 
Sarah  W.  Ijvennore,  the  Misses  Kockwoo<l,  Warren  Burton,  Abner 
Flint  and  others,  besides  tin*  family  of  the  [mstor.  Rev.  Thomas 
Beede. 

TIIK    LVCKIM. 

The  next  association  was  the  Wilton  Lvceuni.  This  was  a  more 
general  and  iK)pular  organization,  designed  not  for  a  special  few 
but  for  the  benefit  of  the  imblic  at  large.  Its  organization  was 
simple,  and  its  meetings  were  held  in  what  was  called  the  "  Brick 
Hall,"  over  Messrs.  Haskell  and  Whitney's  store.  A  chairman,  a 
secretary  and  a  treasurer,  with  a  board  of  directors,  constituted  the 
management.  The  employment  of  home  talent  was  encouraged, 
and  seldom,  if  ever,  was  any  paid  lecturer  called  to  the  stand.  A 
certain  person,  then  a  student  in  Harvard  College,  recollects  giving 
a  lecture  on  -^The  Diffusion  of  I'seful  Knowledge,"  and  another 
lecture  on  **The  Prussian  System  of  Popular  Kducation,"  before 
this  august  Inxly.  Debates  (m  the  questions  of  the  day  sometimes 
took  the  place  of  a  formal  address.

The  next  step  in  the  siwial  an<l  educational  development  of  the 
t^>wn  was  the  still  more  popular  assembly,  gathered  to  hear  some 
distinguished  lecturer  from  abroad,  a  C'hapin,  a  King,  a  Giles, 
a  Parker,  a  Mann,  a  Taylor,  or  a  (Tougli,  either  sent  out  by 
some  Lecture  Bureau,  or  coming  on  his  own  resi)on8ibility.  But, 
in  general,  the  expense  of  these  lecturers  from  abroad  was  too 
heavy  for  small  country  towns.  Still  later  the  system  has  been 
worked  up  to  the  establishment  of  courses  of  lectures,  interspersed 
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with  musical,  humorous  and  dramatic  entertainments.  Circulars 
are  issued  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter  campaign  and  cK>urses  are 
arranged  for  the  season.  Tickets  are  issued  for  the  season  at  a 
fixed  price.  In  some  towns  the  method  is  adopted  of  replenishing 
the  church  treasury  by  resorting  to  such  courses  of  lectures.  Thus 
the  concert  and  the  theatre  are  subsidized  in  the  support  of  religious 
institutions. 

By  all  these  methods  the  sociability  and  intelligence  of  society 
have  been  advanced.  A  new  leaf  has  been  turned  over  in  civiliza- 
tion, and,  if  great  and  crying  evils  exist  in  society,  we  cannot  tell 
how  much  more  general  and  malignant  they  would  be  if  no  social 
methods  were  put  in  train  for  the  improvement  and  cordial  under- 
standing of  society,  regardless  of  church,  caste  or  party. 

MASONIC. 

The  first  Masonic  service  in  Wilton  of  which  we  have  any  ac- 
count was  the  funeral  of  Deacon  John  Burton,  who  died  Novem- 
ber 18,  1816,  aged  78  years. 

Rev.  Thomas  Beede  (a  brother  Mason)  preached  a  sermon  at  the 
meeting-house,  and  conducted  the  other  customary  services ;  then  a 
procession  was  formed,  which,  to  the  music  of  three  or  four  clar- 
ionets, two  bassoons,  a  fife  and  a  muffled  drum,  proceeded  to  the 
north  cemetery,  where  the  Masouic  ceremonies  were  performed. 

lie  was  one  of  the  first  deacons  of  the  church  in  Wilton,  and  sat 
in  the  deacons'  seat,  and,  for  many  years,  took  the  lead  of  the 
singing.  He  had  a  clear,  strong  tenor  voice,  and  was  noted  for 
song-singing,  "  Burns's  Farewell  "  being  his  favorite.  Probably  no 
resident  of  Wilton  ever  rode  so  little  in  proportion  to  what  he 
walked  as  did  Deacon  Burton.  His  interest  in  Masonry  was  well 
exemplified  by  his  habit  of  walking  to  Amherst  to  attend  Lodge 
meetings,  it  being  not  less  than  ten  miles  from  his  home. 

The  following  notice  was  published  in  the  Farmers'  Cabinet : 

MISICAL    AND    MASONIC. 

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  there  will  be  a  public  exhibition  of  Sacred 
Music  at  Wilton  on  Monday,  the  28th  day  of  I)eceinl>er  next.  The  pieces 
selected  for  the  occasion  are :  ''  Stand  Tp,  nij^  Soul,"  '•  Blow  the  Trump- 
et,-' ''The  Dying  Chiistian,"  ^'Shettleld,'"  ''The  Heavens  are  Telling,''  and 
"  Strike  the  Cymbal."  A  dinner  will  be  provided,  and  a  discourse  is  ex- 
pected from  Rev.  Mr.  Fay  of  Harvard,  Mass.  The  brethren  of  Bethel 
Tiodge,  No.  24,  and  of  Benevolent  Lodge,  No.  7,  will  celebrate  the  birth 
of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  at  the  same  time  and  place. 
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The  following  officers  are  appointed  to  preside  over  them  on  that  day, 
viz. :

lers; Rev.  Mr.  Fay,  Orator,  and  IJev.  Mr.  Hill,  Substitute. 

The  procession  will  l>e  formed  at  the  Hall  of  Messrs.  Haskell  and 
Whitney,  precisely  at  eleven  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  will  move  to  the  meet- 
ing-house where  the  services  will  l>e  performed.  Dinner  is  to  be  on  the 
table  at  half-past  two,  P.  M. 

Brethren  of  neighboring  Loiiges  are  invited  to  join  in  the  celebration; 
and  all  Masons  are  requested  to  giv<»  a  punctual  attendance  with  their  ai>- 
propriate  Jewels  and  clothing. 

Tickets  for  the  dinner  mav  be  had  at  the  store  of  Messrs.  Haskell  and 
Whitney  on  the  dav  of  the  celebration  at  one  dollar  each. 

Wilton,  Nov.  2()th,  1818. 

On  the  day  of  the  celebration  the  meeting-house  was  full.  Dea. 
N.  D.  Gould,  then  of  New  Ipswich,  the  most  celebrated  singer  of 
his  time  in  these  parts,  led  the  singing.  Of  the  Masons  present, 
many  of  them  wore  the  Royal  Arch  insignia. 

The  early  Masons  of  Wilton  were  Dea.  Burton,  Rev.  Thomas 
Beede,  Col.  Jonathan  Burton,  Capt.  John  Burton,  Joel  Abbot, 
Esq.,  Dr.  John  Putnam,  John  Dale  and  probably  others. 

In  1825,  several  machinists  came  to  Wilton,  who  were  engaged  in 
setting  up  the  machinery  for  the  old  factory,  of  whom  George  Kin- 
son,  Ira  Bliss,  John  A.  Burnbam  and  Joseph  Putnam  were  Masons. 

AlxMit  1826,  Asa  Jones,  Epliraim  Brown,  Moses  and  Charles 
Spalding,  Joseph  B.  Howard,  P^liphalet  and  Abiel  A.  Putnam  and 
Luther  Dascomb  were  made  Masons  in  Benevolent  Lodge,  No.  7, 
at  Milford. 

At  the  annual  session  of  the  (iran<l  Lodge  of  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire  in  June,  1827,  a  charter  was  granted  to  organize  a  lodge 
in  Wilton,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  ')2.  The 
hall  over  the  brick  store,  now  the  house  of  Mrs.  Henry  Newell, 
was  fitted  up  to  accommodate  the  Lodge,  and  November  30th,  1827, 
the  Lodge  was  consecrated  and  the  officers  were  installed. 

The  officers  were :

.Jacob  Lovejoy  and  Joseph  B.  Ilowanl.  Stewards;  Moses  Spalding,  Mar- 
shal, and  Kphndm  Brown,  Tyler. 
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The  first  work  in  the  Lodge  was  at  the  regular  communication, 
January  2d,  1828,  when  Samuel  King,  William  Emerson  and  Sew- 
all  Putnam  were  initiated  in  the  Kntered  Apprentices'  Degree. 
They  each  subsequently  took  the  Fellow-Crafts'  and  Masters'  De- 
grees. 

The  Ix)dge  flourished  for  a  year  or  two,  when  the  Morgan  ex- 
citement gave  Masonry  a  cheek.  The  Lotlge  continued  to  meet  for 
about  five  years,  but  there  was  little  or  no  work  done  after  the  first 
two  years.  Those  who  were  Masters  of  the  Lodge  during  that 
time  were.  Rev.  Thomas  lieede,  (George  Kinson,  Elijah  Stockwell, 
Ephraim  Brown  and  Eliphalet  Putnam. 

There  were  no  meetings  of  the  Lodge  for  about  twenty  years, 
when  the  Lodge  was  reorganized  under  the  original  charter,  was  re- 
consecrated, and  the  officers  were  installed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  M. 
W.  Alfred  Greele,  Grand  Master. 

The  Jxnige  has  had  its  times  of  prosperity,  as  also  of  adversity ; 
twice  the  hall  that  it  occupied  has  been  burned,  with  its  furniture, 
and  its  records  prior  to  February  2d,  1^67,  have  been  destroyed. 

Of  those  who  have  held  the  office  of  Master  of  the  Ixxige  since 
its  reorganization,  are  Madison  Templeton,  Caleb  W.  Hodgdpn, 
Lewis  Howard,  Charles  H.  Burns,  Thomas  H.  Dillon,  Edmund  1*. 
Hutchinson,  William  A.  Davis,  (ieorge  S.  Neville,  David  A. 
(4regg,  Daniel  Cragiii,  David  W.  Russell,  John  (iage,  William  H. 
Barnes,  Rufus  F.  Stowe,  Frank  E.  Hutchinson,  William  H.  Put- 
nam and  Frank  P.  Martin. 

On  examination  of  tlie  records  of  tlie  Lodge,  now  extant,  ample 
evidence  is  found  that  the  Ixnlge  has  not  been  derelict  in  its  duty 
to  the  widow,  the  orplmn  and  the  needy. 

AI»VAN(  K    <;KAN(iK. 

Early  in  the  year  1H74  the  necessary  [>apers  for  tlie  preliminary 
steps  in  the  organization  of  subordinate  granges  were  placed  in  the 
hands  of  one  of  our  fanners,  who,  <m  receiving  them,  called  upon 
another  prominent  farmer  and  found  him  ready  to  engage  in  the 
work.  They  started  together  to  circulate  a  petition  for  a  charter,  and 
found  most  of  those  whose  attention  they  called  to  the  subject,  ready 
to  sign  at  once.  A  few  hesitated  on  account  of  the  existence  of  a 
farmers'  club,  which  was  tlieu  in  a  tlourishiug  condition.  These 
subsequently  waived  their  objections,  and  the  leading  members  of 
the  clul)  became  charter  members  of  the  grange.  On  the  after- 
noon of  February  20,  1874,  Worthy  Brother  Deputy  C.  C.  Shaw  in- 
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stituted  Advance  Grange  with  thirty  members,  the  maximum  num- 
ber then  allowed  as  charter  members.     Their  names  are  as  follows  :

Many  others  were  desirous  of  joining,  Imt  could  not  he  received 
at  that  time,  being  excluded  by  the  rules.  These  persons  took  au 
early  op[)ortimitv  to  present  applications  in  the  prescribed  form, 
and  were  accepted.  At  the  aiuuud  meeting  for  (choice  of  otficers 
for  the  year  187;"),  the  old  lx)ard  was  reelected  entire.

Abiel  A.  Livermore  Post,  No.  71,  (Jrand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
was  organized  at  Depot  Hall,  Wilton,  New  Hampshire,  ou  Thursday 
evening,  September  <>,  lHX;i,  with  seventeen  charter  niemhers. 

The  following  oHicers  were  chosen  :

Commander.  ('.  H.  Ham;  Adjutant.  Henry  O.  Sargent;  (Quartermaster, 
C.C.Spalding;  Surgeon,  J.  1*.

Oftlcer  <rf  the  Day.  1.  X.  Hutchinson;  Oftlcer  of  the  (Inard,  D.  Mahoney; 
Sergeant  Major,  Lucius  A.  Way;  (.Quartermaster's  Sergeant.  T.  H.  Hurley. 
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The  records  show  that  at  this  time,  1887,  the  Post  has  consisted 
of  thirty-seven  comrades.     One,  T.  H.  Hurley,  has  deceased. 

Soon  after  the  close  of  the  war  a  large  part  of  the  survivors  left 
Wilton,  and  have  since  resided  in  other  places ;  others  have  died. 

We  copy  from  the  record  of  the  memorial  service  held  in  1884  : 

Post  met  at  12.30  at  Post  room  to  attend  decoration  services.  The  pro- 
eession  immediately  formed  in  the  following  order :  The  Post  under  the 
command  of  the  ofticer  of  the  day,  I.  N.  Hutchinson;  the  commander  in 
command  of  the  procession ;  tlie  junior  vice  commander  at  the  head  of 
the  band;  the  scholars  of  District  Xo.  4  with  their  teachers,  and  the  I'ep- 
resentatives  of  other  schools  in  town. 

The  procession  moved  down  Main  to  Forest  street,  halting  at  the  hotel, 
where  the  orator  of  th(j  day  was  received;  thence  to  the  depot,  thence  up 
Park  street  to  the  Unitarian  church,  where  the  memorial  services  of  the 
(i.  A.  R.  were  perfonned,  which  consisted  of  reading  the  oniers  for  me- 
morial services  from  National  and  Department  Headquarters,  i-eadiug  of 
the  Scriptures  by  Rev.  A.  E.  Tracy,  oration  by  Rev.  S.  C.  Fletcher, 
colonel  of  6th  Maine  Volunteers,  afterward  colonel  of  1st  Maine  Veterans. 
The  oration  was  listened  to  with  much  attention,  was  well  delivered  and 
well  received;  in  fact,  was  full  of  solid  shot.  Patriotic  songs  by  the  choir 
under  the  leadershij)  of  Comrade  C.  \V.  Edwards,  remarks  by  Rev.  I. 
S.  Lincoln,  prayer  by  Rev.  II.  1).  Dix. 

Services  at  the  church  being  ended,  the  procession  was  reformed  in  the 
same  order  as  before,  and,  accompanied  by  citizens  in  carriages,  marched 
to  the  cemetery  on  the  hill,  where  prav(M'  was  ottered  bv  Rev.  A.  E. 
Tracy,  and  the  memorial  service  was  performed  by  decorating  with  a 
wreath  and  shield  each  grave  of  those  of  our  ccnnrades  that  have  gone  be- 
fore. Thence  to  the  south  yard,  where  Rev.  (i.  ('.  Trow  made  the  prayer, 
and  the  graves  were  visited  by  th<*  whole  Post,  jind  floral  oft'erings  were 
placed  upon  the  mounds.  Thence  to  the  north,  or  Vale  End,  cemetery, 
where  like  services  were  performed.  The  i*ost  took  carriages  and  met  at 
Depot  Hall,  thence  marched,  escorted  by  the  band,  to  the  l*(»st  room, 
where  a  resolution  was  passed  thanking  the  spenker  for  his  able  and  elo- 
quent address,  the  scholars  for  turning  out  so  bountifully,  and  the  citizens 
for  their  timely  contributions  and  other  favors,  ami  last,  though  not  least, 
the  band,  which  exceeded  our  most  sanguine  expectations  in  assisting  us 
in  making  the  occasion  a  glorious  success;  in  fact,  a  red-letter  day  in  the 
history  of  the  good  old  town  of  Wilton.

May  11,  1885.  By  the  hivitaticm  of  the  Rev.  (J.  I).  Black  of  the  Tnita- 
rian  church,  the  Post  voted  to  attend  divine  service  there  on  Memorial 
Sunday,  May  24.  l*ost  met  as  per  order  of  the  last  meeting  at  10.80 
o'clock.  The  Post  marched  to  the  rnitarian  church,  when*  the  Sundav 
memorial  services  were  held,  the  sermon  by  i»ev.  G.  I).  Black.  The 
church  was  packed — a  pleasant  though  sad  reminder  of  the  days  that  an* 
passed. 
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May  30,  1885.  The  order  of  the  services  was  the  same  as  tlie  year  prt*- 
vioiis;  siugiDg  by  a  double  male  quartet,  omtioii  !>y  Hon.  C  H.  Burns, 
who  gave  one  of  his  best  addresses,  and  the  closing  prayer  by  Rev.  D.  E. 
Adams.  After  the  (^lose  of  the  services  tlie  procession  was  reformed,  and 
proceeded  to  the  several  cemeteries,  wliere  the  decoration  services  were 
appropriately  perfornuMl. 

May  11,  188i).  Comrade  Kev.  A.  E.  Tracy,  having  severed  his  relation- 
ship with  the  Second  Congregational  cliurcli  and  being  about  to  remove 
from  town,  presenteil  a  n»quest  for  a  discharge,  which  was  granted  him. 

SAD    EVENT. 

March  1,  1886.  As  Mr.  Timothy  H.  Hurley  was  driviug  a  load 
of  wood  down  the  hill  near  Mr.  Pierce  Gage's,  the  yoke  by  which 
his  horses  held  the  load  broke,  and  he  fell  forward,  the  sled  running 
upon  him.  AVheu  he  was  discovered,  his  neck  was  broken  and  his 
body  so  mangled  that  it  was  evident  that  liis  deatli  must  have  been 
instantaneous.  Mr.  Hurley  was  a  charter  member  of  A.  A.  Liver- 
more  Post,  No.  71,  G.  A.  R.,  and,  at  its  organization,  was  elected 
(Quartermaster's  Sergeant,  and  held  the  ottice  until  his  death.

A.  K.,  May  8, 188({, 
the  death  of  Comrade  Hurley  was  announced  by  the  Adjutant,  and  eulo- 
gistic remarks  wen*  mad<'  by  conn*adcs.  and  th(^  following  resolutions 
w  ere  adopted  by  the  Post :

UcsoUeth  that  it  is  but  a  just  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  departed  to 
say  that,  in  regretting  bis  removal  from  our  midst,  we  mourn  for  one  who 
was  in  every  way  worthy  of  our  ri'spect  and  n*ganl. 

Mesolred,  tliat  in  the  (U'ath  of  our  ctnnradc,  this  Post  laments  the  loss 
of  one  of  its  most  active  members,  whose  utmost  endeavors  were  exerted 
for  its  welfare  and  prosj)erity. 

Resolved^  that  we  tender  to  th«»  widow  and  the  children  in  their  great 
attiiction  our  kindest  sympathy,  and  would  exjiress  the  hope  that  their 
grief  may  in  a  measure  bo  assuaged  by  th<»  knowledge  that  his  life  liad 
not  been  lived  in  vain,  but  that  both  as  a  soldier  and  a  citizen,  he  was 
honest,  upright,  and  faithful  to  every  trust.

Voted^  that  the  Quarteruia>«ter's  Sergeant's  badge,  being  property  of 
the  Post,  be  given  to  his  widow  and  his  boys  as  a  keepsake. 

KKCORDS   OF    MEMORIAL  Sl'XDAY. 

May  30,  1886.  Post  assembled  at  the  middle  (»f  the  town,  where  they 
were  i-eenforeed  bv  twenty  romrad«»s  of  Post  \u.  15,  and  attended  ser- 
vices  in  Pev.  Mr.  Trow's  church,  which  was  completely  tilled  by  comrades 
and  their  friends.  Kev.  Mr.  'JYow  conducteti  the  services  in  a  highly  im- 
pressive and  satisfat'tory  manner.  A  collation,  consisting  simply  of  cof- 
fee and  crackers,  was  furnished  at  (Itizens'  Hall  by  the  Post.  At  2 
o'clock  the  I*ost,  with  visiting  comrades  and  friends,  tilled  the  Unitarian 
church  at  the  C-entix*  and  listen«»<l  to  a  stirring  and  patriotic  address  from 
Professor  H.  H.  Lincoln. 

RK<'0«I)S   OF    DECORATION    DAY. 

May  31,  1S8(>.  Post  met  at  the  Post  room  and  formed  a  procession,  and 
at  1.15  P.  M.  marched  down  Maple  street  to  the  ivsidence  of  Mr.  S.  X. 
Center,  whei-e  Kev.  I).  K.  Adams,  the  orator  of  the  day.  was  taken  in, 
countennarched  up  Maple  street,  taking  in  on  the  way  Kev.  I.  S.  Lincoln, 
then  marched  to  the  Town  Hall,  which  was  tilled  by  an  appreciating 
audiem*e. 

The  order  of  the  services  at  the  hall  was  tlu*  same  as  in  previous  years. 
The  procession  was  reformed,  and  i>nHM'eded  to  the  several  cemeteries 
and  garlanded  the  graves  with  wreaths  and  flowers.  In  the  south  yard  a 
sad  picture  was  ines<»nt(Mi  to  the  l*ost :  the  wiilow.  with  her  children 
around  her.  bowed  in  grief  at  the  grave  of  Comrade  Hmley.

CHAPTER  XIII. 


CHURCHES   AND   ECCLESIASTICAL   AFFAIRS. 

The  history  of  religion  in  any  community  or  nation  is  one  of 
the  best  keys  to  understand  the  character  and  aim  of  that  commu- 
nity or  nation.  But  this  is  especially  true  of  our  New  England 
towns,  for  the  fundamental  motive  of  their  settlement  was  religion. 
Our  forefathers  came  to  America,  not  for  trade  or  mines  of  silver 
and  gold,  but  for  freedom  to  worship  God  after  the  dictates  of  their 
hearts  and  consciences,  unawed  by  king  or  priest.  Nor  does  it 
make  any  difference  that  they  held  very  narrow  views  of  the  real 
nature  of  religious  liberty,  and  were  more  anxious  for  their  own 
liberty  than  for  securiug  it  to  all  mtMi  on  an  impartial  basis.  Their 
liberty  was  thus  limited  to  what  may  be  called  Puritan,  Congrega- 
tional freedom,  not  (Quaker,  Baptist,  Episcopalian,  or  universal 
freedom.  Still,  so  far  as  it  went,  it  was  true  liberty,  and  it  has 
proved  the  germ  of  our  ever  enlarging  toleration  and  liberty  in  all 
directions,  civil,  religious  and  social,  until  it  has  burst  all  ecclesiasti- 
cal bounds  and  has  separated  church  and  state,  emancipated  the 
slaves  and  made  America  the  glorious  synonyme  of  liberty  to  all  the 
world. 

In  taking  up,  therefore,  a  brief  sketch  of  the  history  of  religion  in 
our  good  town  of  Wilton  for  the  past  one  hundred  and  fifty  years, 
since  it  had  a  name  to  live,  the  idea  of  religious  liberty  has  been 
the  genius  of  the  place.  This  idea  has  opened  the  door  to  freer 
forms  of  faith  and  to  more  toleration  of  sentiment.  The  principle 
is  the  old  doctrine  of  Martin  Luther,  of  ''  the  right  of  private  judg- 
ment;"  it  is  what  Roger  Williams  called  '*  soul-liberty,"  that  every 
one  should  have  the  privilege  and  l)e  encouraged  to  worship  God 
according  to  his  own  conscientious  views,  with  none  to  molest  or 
to  make  him  afraid.     This  i)rinciple  inaugurated   'Hhe   voluntary 
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system,"  which  has  proved  a  better  way  of  supporting  religious  in- 
stitutions than  the  old  method  of  compulsive  taxation.  Both  civil 
and  religious  liberty  have  worked  well  in  our  country. 

The  religious  interests  of  the  Puritans  were  their  supreme  in- 
t«re8t«.  For  these  they  lived,  labored,  prayed  and  suffered.  Jf 
other  lands  and  climes  can  boast  of  richer  soils,  milder  skies,  more 
precious  mines,  it  is  the  glory  of  New  P^ngland  that  the  motto  of 
her  homes  and  her  churches,  her  states  and  her  schools  and  colleges 
has  been  "  Christo  et  ecdeskr^''  •'  To  Christ  and  the  church." 

CHIJKCHE8    ANI>    rHLIK<  H    BUILDINCJS. 

We  have  already  seen  tlie  origin  of  the  religious  history  of  the 
town  in  the  provision  made  by  the  original  grantors  to  establish  a 
town  church,  as  was  customary  in  those  days.  This  town  church, 
to  the  support  of  which  all  contributed  by  annual  taxes,  and  on 
whose  services  almost  all  the  inhabitants  regularly  attended,  was 
for  many  years  the  only  church  in  town,  and  went  under  the  name 
of  the  Congregational  Church,  that  being  the  form  of  the  church 
government. 

The  foresight  of  the  original  proprietors,  who  made  grants  and 
encouraged  the  first  settlers,  is  shown  also  in  making  provision  for 
education  by  setting  apart  a  share  of  two  huucb'ed  and  forty  acres 
for  schools,  and  a  like  generous  provision  for  the  first  minister  of 
one  share,  and  for  the  church  of  one  share.  The  latter  was  called 
glebe  land,  so  that  a  goodly  amount  of  the  laud  was  consecrated  to 
education  and  religion  ;  a  noble  testimony  to  the  api)reciation  of  these 
twin  agencies  of  civilization  and  human  welfare.  Should  we  have 
the  public  spirit  to  do  as  much  now  in  a  like  situation? 

The  conditions  of  ministerial  settlement  were  a  bonus  of  sixty 
pounds  sterling,  to  l>e  paid  down  ;  a  share  of  two  hundred  and  forty 
acres  of  land  in  perpetual  ownership  :  forty  pounds  sterling  annual 
salary,  to  be  successively  raised  to  forty-five  and  fifty  pounds,  as 
the  settlers  should  increase,  and  tliirtv  cords  of  wood,  cut  and 
brought  yearly  to  the  minister's  house. 

'  The  same  grantors  had  also  made  it  a  condition  in  the  original  in- 
strument of  settlement,  that  a  church  building  should  be  erected  by 
Noveml)er,  17r)2.  This  condition  was  fulfilled,  and  a  log  church 
was  ]>uilt  on  the  common  at  the  Centre,  not  far  from  the  spot  where 
the  Unitarian  church  now  stands.  Little  is  known  of  its  history, 
though  venerable  as  the  house  of  worship  of  our  forefathers.  It 
continued  to  be  used  for  about  twenty-one  years  and  was  then 
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taken  down.  For  some  years  transient  preachers  perfonned  the  re- 
ligious services,  two  of  whom  were  invited  to  settle,  but  declined. 
The  fii*8t  minister  was  Rev.  .Jonathan  Livennore,  a  son  of  Deacon 
Jonathan  Livennore  of  Northborough,  Massachusetts.  lie  was 
born  December  18,  1721>,  graduated  from  JIarvard  College  in  1760, 
was  ordained  December  14,  ITfi;},  resigned  in  February,  1777,  and 
died  July  20,  180iK  A  sketch  of  his  life  and  character  is  given 
elsewhere.  Not  much  clew  has  ])eeii  found  to  the  ordination  ser- 
vices, except  a  list  of  the  churches  invited  to  aid  in  them.* 

The  second  meeting-house  was  a  large  two-story  building,  situ- 
ated a  little  to  the  north  of  the  old  one  on  the  connnon.  It  was 
built,  like  the  first  house,  at  the  expense  of  the  whole  town.  It  had 
a  porch  at  the  east  end  and  one  at  the  west  end.  It  had  a 
high  pulpit,  after  the  manner  of  the  times,  over  which  was  sus- 
pended a  huge  sounding-board.  Two  rows  of  large  windows  ex- 
tended round  the  building.  The  pews  were  scjuare,  with  seats  that 
were  turned  up  in  prayer  time,  and  were  let  down  with  a  distinct 
emphasis  of  sound  at  the  close.  In  front  of  the  pews  l)efore  the 
pulpit  were  open  seats  for  the  aged  and  deaf,  and  directly  under  the 
high  pulpit,  the  deacons'  seat  and  the  communion  table.  Galleries 
were  built  on  three  sides  of  the  church,  supijorted  by  pillars  planted 
in  the  church  floor.  They  were  divided  into  pews,  and  the  gallery 
opposite  the  pulpit  was  provided  with  seats  for  tlie  singers.  In  the 
early  days  the  attic,  to  which  there  was  lui  ascent  by  a  trap  door, 
was  the  powder  arsenal  of  the  town  ;  the  eartlily  and  the  heavenly 
ammunition  being  thus  stored  under  one  roof.  Originally  there  was 
no  bell,  but  one  was  placed  in  the  east  tower,  or  i)orch,  in  the  year 
1832. 

At  the  raising  of  the  church  on  September  7,  177;J,  a  terrible  acci- 
dent occurred.  When  the  frame  was  nearly  up,  one  of  the  central 
beams  broke  and  fell,  because  the  post  that  supported  it  was  rotten 
or  worm-eaten  at  the  core.  A  large  body  of  timber,  boards  and  tools, 
such  as  axes,  iron  bars,  hammers,  adzes,  etc.,  and  upwards  of  fifty 

persons  standing  on  the  beams  in  the  middle  of  the  frame,  all  fell 

• 

to  the  ground,  nearly  thirty  feet  below.  Three  men  were  instantly 
killed,  two  died  soon  after  of  their  wounds,  others  were  crippled 
for  life,  and  of  the  fifty-three  that  fell  not  one  escaped  without 
either  broken  bones,  terrible  In-uises,  or  cuts  from  the  axes  and 
other  tools.     As  many  of  them  were  picked  men  from  the  town

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and  its  vicinity^  and  were  beads  of  families,  it  can  \ye  imagined 
vvhat  was  the  consternation  and  grief  in  the  sparse  population  on 
that  day,  and  how  great  was  the  loss,  not  only  to  Wilton,  but  to 
the  neighboring  towns.  Upon  reflection  on  the  event  in  later  times, 
it  has  been  not  unnaturally  conjectured  that  possibly  a  previous 
vote  of  the  town,  providing  for  a  large  amount  of  spirituous  liquors, 
may  have  had  something  to  do  with  it,  and  that  it  was  not  alto- 
gether an  accident,  but  the  result  of  too  much  good  cheer  and  con- 
sequent self-confidence  on  the  part  of  the  master  workman  and  his 
associates. 

The  following  verses,  composed  '*  on  the  unhappy  accident  which 
happened  at  the  raising  of  Wilton  meeting-house,"  exhibit  a  curious 
mingling  of  old-time  theology  and  quaint  lamentation.  Tn  giving 
this  poem  we  follow  a  copy,  found  by  a  resident  of  Topsham,  Ver- 
mont, among  the  papers  of  his  father,  who  received  it,  when  a  boy 
in  Massachusetts,  from  his  teacher,  a  one-legged  man,  name  un- 
known, who  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  author. 


Attentiou  j^ive,  uiiil  you  shall  hear 

A  melancholy  theme. 
It's  (>uch  an  instance  as  there  it* 

But  very  seldom  seen. 

In  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-three, 

September,  seventh  day, 
At  Wilton  did  Almighty  God 

His  anger  there  display. 

Of  men,  a  great  collection  met,

The  people,  however,  recovered  their  courage  and  completed  the 
church,  which  was  dedicated  January  .">,  1775.  The  pastor.  Rev. 
Jonathan  Liverniore,  preached  a  sermon  from  1  Chronicles  29  :  14, 
which  has  since  been  published. 

This  church  was  struck  by  lightning  on  Friday,  July  20, 1804,  and, 
according  to  the  narrative  of  Rev.  Thomas  Beede,  then  pastor  of 
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the  church,  "  One  of  the  middle  po8ts  at  the  east  end  was  rent 
from  top  to  bottom,  the  windows  were  burst  out,  and  pieces  of  lath 
and  plastering  were  sent  from  the  east  to  the  west  end  of  the  house 
with  a  force  suthcient  to  ])reak  glass.  AVhen  the  charge  reached 
the  ground,  it  took  a  horizontal  direction  and  left  visible  marks 
upon  the  surface  for  several  rods  before  it  was  conducted  into  the 
earth.  There  was  no  lightning  rod  then  attached  to  the  house. 
One  was  afterwards  put  upon  it." 

The  second  minister  of  the  church,  lit»v.  Abel  Fisk,  was  born 
in  Pepperell,  Massachusetts,  in  17r>2,  graduated  at  Harvard  College 
in  1774,  was  ordained  in  Wilton  November  18,  1778,  and  remained 
the  pastor  of  the  church  until  his  death,  April  21,  1802. 

He  was  succeeded  by  Kev.  Thomas  Heede,  who  was  born  in  Pop- 
lin, now  PVemont,  New  Hampshire,  in  1771,  graduated  at  Harvard 
College  in  17i»<,  was  onlained  in  Wilton  March  2.  1803,  and  re- 
signed his  charge  January  ir>,  1829. 

The  services  at  his  ordination  were  :

The  organization  of  tlie  church  was  at  first  by  a  covenant,! 
agreeably  to  the  method  of  .New  England  Congregationalism,  not 
by  a  specific  creed.  The  first  church  in  Plymouth,  where  the  Pil- 
grims landed,  was  organized  in  that  way,  and  still  retains  its  cove- 
nant. During  Mr.  Heede's  ministry  a  creed  was  adopted,  but  sub- 
sequently it  was  dropped,  and  the  church  reverted  to  the  original 
methoil  of  a  covenant.  This  caused  dissatisfaction  among  some 
of  the  members,  and  n  set'ond  Congregational  church  was  formed 
July  l«,  182.*i,  holding  Trinitarian  views,  and  consisting  at  first  of 
seventeen  members. 

Rev.  Stephen  A.  Barnard  was  ordained  over  the  First  Church 
January  l:»,  18:^0,  juid  resigned  his  oflico  April  2;"),  183:5.  Rev. 
Abner  I).  Jones  suciieeded  Mr.  Barnard,  and  was  ordained  January 
1,  1834.  He  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Nathaniel  Whitman,  who  was 
installed  October  r>,  1830,  and  continued  pastor  of  the  church  till 
1843.

During  this  period  several  other  ministers  have  for  a  short  time 
supplied  the  pulpit. 

The  venerable  ancient  meeting-house,  which  was  built  during 
the  ministry  of  Mr.  Livermore,  and  at  whose  raising  the  fatal 
catastrophe  before  related  occurred,  was  burned  December  s,  18r>lK 
in  the  night,  soon  after  a  children's  concert  given  ]>y  Miss  Mary 
Thurston.  So  great  was  tlie  regret  of  tlie  towni  at  its  loss,  that  a 
committee  was  chosen  to  investigate  the  matter.  'Hieir  report 
throws  much  light  on  the  history  of  tlie  town,  and  reveals  the  feel- 
ings of  the  inhabitants  aljout  the  destruction  of  the  church ;  but 
no  certain  conclusion  was  reached  as  to  the  cause  of  the  fire, 
whether  it  was  intentional  or  accidental,  but  that  probably  it  was 
the  work  of  an  incendiary.  The  present  Tnitarian  Congregational 
church  was  erected  in  its  place,  and  was  dedicated  January  1*>. 
1861.  The  dedication  sermon  of  the  old  church,  ])V  Rev.  Jonathan 
Livermore,  January  .*>,  177r»,  and  the  dedication  sermon  of  the  new 
church,  January  10,  lHr>l,  by  his  grandson.  Rev.  Abie!  Abbot  Liv- 
ermore, were  published  in  a  [>anii)hlet  together.

The  second  religious  society  of  Wilton  wns  esttiblished  by  the 
Universal ists  in  1 «!.'».  It  had  only  occasional  i>reaching,  and  no 
settled  pastor,  and  no  meeting-house  It  was  customary  for  the 
members  to  meet  in  the  Brick  Hall,  and.  in  later  years,  they  had 
their  services  in  the  First  Congregational  Church.  Rev.  Messrs. 
Ballou,  Skinner,  Streeter  and  others  olliciated  on  these  occasions, 
gathered  large  audiences,  and  i)r<>clai!ue(l  the  doctrine  of  universal 
salvation,  of  the  future  holiness  an<l  hap)>iness  of  the  whole  human 
race.  The  society  has  long  ceased  to  exist,  luit  its  sentiments  are 
widely  diffused.

The  Baptist  church  in  Wilton  was  constituted  April  7,  1H17,  with 
eleven  members:    Peirce   Gage,   Josei)h   Holt.   William    Mansur, 
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Kbenezer  Chandler,  William  Howard,  Jabez  Goldsmith,  Joseph 
Smith,  Abigail  Smith,  Lucy  Smith,  Mary  Goldsmith  and  Chloe 
Bales.  The  last  survivor  of  these  was  Deacon  Joseph  Smith,  who 
died  March  If),  1H8.S,  aged  ninety-four  years  and  five  months.  He 
was  made  deacon  very  soon  after  the  church  was  constituted,  and 
held  the  ofKce  till  his  deatii.  He  was  a  man  of  deep  piety  and  fully 
consecrated  to  Christ.  Associated  with  him  in  the  deacon's  office, 
(luring  most  of  his  active  life,  was  Deacon  Timotiiy  Gray. 

The  same  dav  the  church  was  constituted,  six  were  added  to  its 
inembei*ship  by  letter,  and  seven  by  baptism  ;  by  letter,  William 
(ioldsniith,  Hannah  (roldsmith,  Anna  Upton,  Betsy  Holt,  Esther 
Holt  and  Sally  Mansur ;  by  baptism,  William  Bales,  William  L. 
Bales,  'J'iniothy  (iray,  John  Peabofly,  Susannah  Smith,  Nancy 
Gray  and  Sally  Peabody. 

For  some  \eai>i  previous  to  this,  a  few  residents  of  W'ilton  had 
embraced  Baptist  principles  and  had  united  with  the  Baptist  church 
in  Mason.  'I'he  pastor  of  that  church,  Rev.  William  Elliott,  fre- 
cpiently  visited  Wilton  and  preached  to  the  people  assembled  in  pri- 
vate houses,  the  school-houses  in  town  being  closed  against  him. 
The  tnith,  however,  could  not  be  bound  ;  quite  a  number  received 
it  gladly,  and,  embracing  the  same,  became  consistent  Baptists. 

During  the  winter  of  IHKi-lT,  imder  the  labors  of  Rev.  George 
Kvaiis,  the  Spirit  was  poured  out.  Some  were  converted,  and  the 
desire  to  have  a  church  in  Wilton,  whicii  iiad  boon  for  some  time 
1  Ml  ruing  in  tiie  iiearts  of  the  faithful  few,  was  so  much  strengthene<l 
that  they  resolved  to  organize  a  church,  and  did  so,  as  above  stated. 
TIjc  church  thus  <'onstituted  had  no  pastor  for  fourteeu  months,  but 
was?  supplied  a  part  of  tiie  time  by  Brother  Benjamin  T.  Lane. 
Eleven  were  added  t^>  the  church  during  this  time.  In  June,  181H, 
I^ev.  Ezra  Wilmoth  was  settled  as  pastor,  the  church  then  number- 
ing thirty-five.  He  baptized  foity-nine.  He  was  succeeded  in 
February,  1H23,  by  Rev.  Beuel  Lathrop,  who  served  one  year. 
After  this  for  a  while  the  church  was  supplied  by  the  neighlx>ring 
pastors.  From  February,  1X2:^,  to  October,  l«27,  twenty-five  were 
baptized. 

In  1H27  the  church  and  society  built  its  present  nioeting-house 
at  Wilton  Centre.  November  7th  it  was  ilodicated,  and  the  same 
dav  Brother  Simon  Fletc^her  was  ordaine<l.  He  served  the  church 
three  years  and  bai)tized  three  persons,  and  was  succeeded  in  1830 
by  Brother  Caleb  Brown.  Uo  was  ordained  and  served  the  church 
two  yeai-s,   and  during  the  time  eleven  were  baptized.     In  1833 
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Brother  Harrison  Strong  was  ordained.  He  served  two  years  and 
baptized  nine  persons.  He  was  succeeded  in  June,  1835,  by  Rev. 
John  Cannon,  who  served  one  year  and  baptized  seven  persons. 
After  this  Rev.  Ezra  Wilmoth  again  served  the  church  for  a  season 
and  baptized  seven.  In  August,  1838,  Rev.  N.  W.  Smith  became 
pastor ;  he  served  eighteen  months  and  baptized  two  persons. 
About  this  time  fourteen  members  were  dismissed  to  fonn  a  church 
in  Lyndeborough.  Thus  the  church  in  Wilton  is  mother  as  well  as 
daughter.  In  June,  1840,  lie  v.  J.  1\  Appleton  was  settled  as  pas- 
tor. He  baptized  twenty-nine.  He  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Henry 
Tonkin  in  April,  1843,  who  served  seven  years  and  baptized  eight 
persons.  In  1850  Rev.  Horace  Eaton  became  pastor,  who  served 
four  years  and  baptized  eighteen.  From  1H54  to  1860  the  church 
had  no  pastor,  but  during  this  time  three  were  baptized.  In  Au- 
gust, 1860,  Rev.  Nelson  B.  Jones  became  pastor.  He  baptized 
eleven,  and  closed  his  labors  in  1864.  In  December,  1866,  Brother 
S.  C.  Fletcher  was  ordained  as  pastor,  served  the  church  seven  years, 
and  baptized  forty-nine  persons.  In  1867  the  church  and  society  built 
a  parsonage  at  Gray's  corner.  In  1874  Brother  William  Libbey  was 
called  to  be  pastor,  and  was  ordained  in  October  of  that  year.  He 
baptized  four,  and  closed  his  labors  in  March.  1877.  The  church  at 
once  extended  a  call  to  Rev.  ,].  H.  Lerned,  who  commenced  his 
labors  in  May.  He  held  the  pastorate  sixteen  months,  but  his 
health  pennitted  him  to  occupy  tlie  pulpit  only  a  few  months.  Two 
were  baptized.  February  17,  1881,  Brother  George  C.  Trow  was 
ordained  and  installed  pastor  of  the  church.  Five  were  baptized 
up  to  this  time,  October,  18H3. 

The  church  has  existed  sixty-six  years  and  has  had  sixteen  pas- 
tors. It  has  witnessed  many  precious  revivals,  and  has  had  baptized 
into  its  fellowship  two  hundred  and  forty-four.  Four  of  these  are, 
or  have  been,  preachers  of  the  gospel. 

HISTORY    OF    THK     SECOND     CONUREGATIOVAI.     <'HrRC'II,    BY    REV.    A.    K. 

TRACY. 

The  Second  Congregational  Church  of  Wilton  was  organized  July 
18,  1823.  It  consisted  of  seventeen  members,  five  males  and 
twelve  females.  It  resulted  from  the  conviction  that  the  views  and 
teachings  of  the  pastor  of  the  church  of  which  these  persons  were 
members  were  not  in  accordance  with  the  Bible ;  the  chief  differ- 
ence of  opinion  being  in  respect  to  the  doctrine  of  the  person  of 
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Christ.  The  new  church  retained  the  confession  of  faith  and  cove- 
nant of  the  old  church,  thus  showing  that  they  were  not  dissenters, 
but  held  firmly  to  the  old- time  creeds.  Previous  to  the  formation 
of  the  church  an  ecclesiastical  society  had  been  organized  May 
IG,  IH23.  It  consisted  of  those  persons  who  afterward  joined  in 
the  organization  of  the  church  and  some  others.  Public  worship 
was  held  for  a  time  in  what  was  known  as  tlie  *'  Hrick  Hall.'*  It 
was  over  a  store  at  the  (centre  of  Wilton.  I'he  church  was  without 
an  installed  pastor  until  December,  1830,  when  Mr.  William  Rich- 
ardson of  Andover  Seminary  was  ordained  and  installed  pastor  of 
the  Second  Congregational  Church  of  Wilton.  During  the  more 
than  fifty-seven  years  since  its  organization  public  worship  has  been 
maintained  ;  sometimes  bv  the  aid  of  a  minister,  often  a  sermon 
was  read  and  other  acts  of  worship  conducted  by  the  beloved 
physician,  Ebenezer  Rockwood,  M.  D. 

The  first  meeting-house  of  the  Second  Congregational  society 
was  erected  in  1829  at  Wilton  Centre.  It  was  dedicated  January 
1,  1830.  The  pastorate  of  Rev.  William  Richardson  continued 
till  October  27,  1840.  Rev.  Humphrey  Moore  was  then  invited  to 
l)ecome  the  pastor.  He  declined  the  call,  but  served  as  acting  pas- 
tor for  nearly  two  years.  Rev.  Charles  Whiting,  second  pastor  of 
the  church,  was  ordained  and  installed  .January  4,  1843  ;  he  was 
dismissed  February  13,  18r>0.  Soon  after  Iiis  removal  an  attempt 
was  made  to  unite  the  two  societies.  This  proved  nnsuccossful  and 
the  church  again  opened  its  house  of  worship. 

In  the  summer  of  18;>1  an  invitation  was  given  this  society  to  re- 
move its  place  of  worship  to  Kast  Wilton,  where  there  was  no  meet- 
ing-house. September  l!i,  18r>l,  it  was  decided  to  accept  this 
proposal.  A  house  of  worship  was  erected  at  once,  which  was 
de<licated  .June  10,  18r)2.  From  Rev.  ("harles  Whiting's  dismissal, 
February  13,  18;>0.  until  February  21,  18r>f;,  when  Rev.  Ebenezer 
S.  Jordan  was  called,  the  church  was  without  a  settled  minister. 
Rev.  H.  H.  Winchester  was  with  the  church  two  years  of  this  time, 
but  declined  to  be  settled.  Mr.  Jordan  resigned  November  1 , 
18.')J>.  Rev.  Daniel  K.  Adams  of  Bangor  Seminary  was  ordained 
and  installed  pastor  December  r>,  1860.  His  was  the  longest  pas- 
torate the  church  has  had,  terminating  May  3,  187G.  Rev.  J. 
Newton  Brown  commenced  labor  as  acting  pastor  December  1, 187fj, 
and  served  the  church  till  August  15,  1878.  The  present  pastor. 
Rev.  A.  K.  Tracy,  began  his  services  September  1,  1879,  as  acting 
pastor,  and  was  installed  May  3,  1880.     The  deacons  of  the  church 
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have  been  Burleigh  French,  chosen  January  19,  182i  ;  Abel  Fisk, 
chosen  September  2,  18.S1  ;  Oliver  Barrett,  elected  September  2, 
1830  ;  Hermon  Abbot  and  William  Sheldon,  elected  June  6,  1852  ; 
Charles  Wilson  and  Asa  B.  Clark,  chosen  December  10,  1875. 

Very  soon  after  tl>e  formation  of  the  church  a  Sabbath  School 
was  organized.  About  twenty  members  comprised  its  whole  num- 
ber ;  now  it  includes  more  than  200.  It  very  soon  collected,  and 
has  ever  since  maintained,  an  interesting  and  useful  library.  The 
whole  number  connected  with  the  church  since  its  organization  up 
to  Januar}'  1,  1885,  was  486.  The  membersiiip  at  that  date  was 
147.  An  addition  of  twenty  pews  was  made  U>  the  meeting-house 
in  1857,  and,  later,  an  addition  was  made  to  receive  the  tine  pipe 
organ,  the  gift  of  individuals  to  the  society.  In  1858  a  vestry  was 
built  for  social  meetings ;  this  was  sold  and  made  into  a  pleasant 
home,  now  occupied  by  N.  I).  Foster,  Esq.  The  present  two- story 
chapel  was  built  in  1807. 

The  Ladies*  Sewing  Circle,  the  Mistletoe  Band  and  the  Young 
People's  Christian  Endeavor  Society  are  among  the  benevolent  or- 
ganizations of  this  church.

Rev.  William  Richardson,  first  pastor  of  the  Second  Congregation- 
al church,  was  born  in  Gilmanton,  New  Hampshire,  March  4,  1801, 
graduated  at  Andover  Seminary  in  18:50,  was  ordained  pastor  De- 
cember 15,  1880.  He  was  pastor  of  this  church  from  18.S()  to  1840, 
acting  pastor  at  Lyndel)orough  from  IH-IO  to  1841,  and  pastor  at 
Deering,  New  Hampshire,  from  1842  to  1H4(>.  His  eyes  failed  him 
and  he  lived  in  Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  from  1840  until  his 
death  there  September  (J,  18G1).  His  wife,  Olive  Tilton  of  Gilmau- 
ton,  is  still  living.     She  is  a  lady  of  superior  (puilities. 

Rev.  Charles  Whiting,  the  second  pastor  of  the  churchy  was  born 
in  Lyndeborough,  New  Hampshire,  July  2.*5,  1813.  He  graduated 
at  Dartmouth  College  in  1881),  and  at  Andover  Seminary  in  1842. 
He  was  ordained  January  11,  1842,  was  pastor  of  this  church  from 
1843  to  1850,  and  acting  pastor  from  1^50  to  IH51.  He  was  settled 
in  Fayetteville,  Illinois,  from  1851  till  his  death,  May  8,  1855.  His 
wife,  Sarah  Wyman  of  (ireentield,  New  Hampshire,  survived  him, 
but  is  now  dead. 

Rev.  Ebenezer  S.  Jordan,  third  pastor  of  the  church,  was  a  na- 
tive of  Maine,  as  was  his  wife.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Bowdoin 
College  and  of  liangor  Seminary,  and  for  a  time  a  resident  licen- 
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tiate  at  Andover.  He  was  ordained  at  Wilton,  December  17,  18.'* 7, 
and  dismissed  December  .>,  I'^fiO.  He  is  now  settled  at  Brownfield. 
Maine,  where  he  has  been  pastor  since  1874. 

Rev.  Daniel  E.  Adams  was  born  in  Camden,  Maine,  in  18:^2.  He 
graduated  at  Bangor  Seminary  in  18«;(i,  was  installed  i)astor  in  Wil- 
ton December  5,  181)0,  and  was  dismissed  May  ."5,  l'<7«5.  He  went 
directly  to  Ashbiirnham,  ^Massachusetts,  as  acting  pastor,  and  fi*om 
there  to  JSouthboro',  Massachusetts.  His  wife,  Ellen  F.  Kings- 
bury, of  Keene,  New  Hampshire,  died  in  May,  l'*<«*i.  He  was  mar- 
ried in  Februar}',  1884,  to  Miss  Marion  E.  Center  of  Wilton. 

Rev.  Alfred  E.  Tracy  was  l)oni  in  West  Brooktield,  Massachu- 
settB,  July  2,  1X4.5,  graduated  at  Amherst  College  iu  \xt\*J,  and  at 
Andover  Seminary  in  1^<72.  He  was  ordaine<l  and  installed  at  Har- 
vard, Massachusetts,  September  4,  1872,  was  (lismisse<l  in  Septem- 
ber, 1874,  and  was  pastor  at  Oconomowtn-,  Wisroiisin,  from  1^74 
to  1878.  He  supplied  the  church  at  Wilton  in  June.  1h7J».  com- 
menced as  acting  pastor  Septeml»er  1,  187i».  and  was  installed  May 
1.3,  1880.  His  wife  is  Kate  S.  Harwood,  lK)ru  ui  Bennington,  Ver- 
mont;  her  home  at  the  time  of  their  marriage  was  Nortii  Spring- 
field, Missouri.

LINCOLN. 

This  church  was  organized  in  the  East  village  of  this  town,  two 
miles  from  the  Centre,  in  IxtWi.  Its  church  editict*  was  erected  and 
<ledicated  the  same  year.  It  contains  the  usual  inodern  improve- 
ments, including  a  vestry  in  the  basement,  a  lecture-room,  a  Sun- 
day-school room,  a  ladies'  parlor  and  a  kitchen  willi  all  its  needful 
accompaniments:  also  a  furnace,  a  line  organ  and  a  hell.  Its  site 
is  very  tine,  being  in  every  respect  one  of  the  best  iu  town.  The 
whole  cost  about  ten  thousand  dollars.  In  the  organized  platform 
of  this  church,  the  words  '^  church  ''  and  *'  society  "  are  used  in  the 
same  sense.

Tlie  preceding  is  an  extract  from  the  records  of  tlie  sc>ciety. 

Names  of  settled  ministers:  Anbrev  M.  Pendleton,  from  Marcii, 
18()9,  to  1875;  Charles  H.  Tindell,  from  April,  1877,  to  November, 
187H ;  James  J.  Twiss  from  November,  l«7i>,  t^)  April,  1^84. 
Frank  L.  Phalen  was  ordained  in  18S()  and  is  the  present  pastor. 
Several  others  have  preached  here  as  supplies  for  a  limited  time 
during  the  past  sixteen  years.  The  salaries  hitherto  paid  to 
ministers  by  the  society  average  about  one  thousand  dollars  per 
anmim. 

The  audience  room  of  the  clmrch  has  sittings  for  three  hundred. 
The  society  is  now  free  from  debt,  and  has  a  good  amount  of  pe- 
cuniary ability,  though  its  membership  is  not  large. 

HISTORY    OF    THE     CATHOLIC    CHrRCH,     BY     KKV.     KI»MrNl)     K.     lifCKLK. 

The  first  Catholic  service  ever  held  in  Wilton  was  in  18(^7  bv 
Kev.  Father  0*I)onnell,  then  residing  in  Nashua.  The  entire  Cath- 
olic population  at  that  time  was  seventeen  families.  At  this  period 
there  was  already  a  small  Catholic  Church  in  Milford,  whore  services 
were  held  regularly  once  a  month  l>y  Hev.  Fatiier  O'Donnell.  In 
187J)  Rev.  V:  llolohan  was  phu^ed  in  charge  of  the  Catholic  popu- 
lation of  Milford,  Wilton  and  (Greenville,  then  Mason  villaure.  Fa- 
ther  llolohan  resided  in  Milfonl.  From  that  tiine  Catholic  services 
were  held  in  Wilton  twice  a  month.  In  four  vears  the  Catholic 
population  of  Wilton  trebled  itself.  In  1.S77  Kev.  K.  K.  Huckle 
was  appointed  to  the  above  mission.  Father  llolohan  going  to 
Keene.  In  the  autumn  of  IHHI  a  Catholic  Church  was  built  in 
Wilton  by  Kev.  K.  F.  Buckle,  who  took  up  his  residence  there. 
The  Catholic  population  at  this  day  is  ai>out  live  hundred  souls.* 

HELLS. 

The  first  church  bell  in  Wilton  was  procured  by  subscription  and 
donated  to  the  town  on  certain  conditions.      I'he  town  erected  a

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tower  at  the  east  end  of  the  old  meeting-house  in  which  it  was  hung 
in  the  autumn  of  1882.  After  the  meeting-house  was  burned  in 
1860,  w^hat  could  be  saved  of  tlie  metal  was,  bv  vote  of  the  town, 
with  other  metal  to  make  the  weight  equal  to  the  old  bell,  recast 
and  hung  on  the  new  Town  House,  now  Citizens'  Hall,  and  still 
hangs  there.  When  the  Second  Congregational  society  built  their 
church  at  East  Wilton,  they  put  a  bell  on  it,  which  after  a  few 
years  was  cracke<l,  and  was  replaced  by  a  new  one,  which  is  still 
•sound  and  in  use.  When  the  Cnitariau  Church  at  Kast  Wilton  was 
built,  a  bell  was  procured  by  subscription  ;  Dr.  Fleeman  and  the 
Messrs.  Whitings  were  among  the  largest  subscribers.  The  bell  on 
the  Town  House  was  the  gift  of  Dr.  F.  M.  Pevey. 

Thus  there  have  been  erected,  first  and  last,  eight  houses  of  pub- 
lic worship  in  town.  Probably  at  least  fifty  ministers  have  ofiSciat- 
ed  in  these  churches  as  pastors  during  the  one  hundred  and  fifty 
3'ears  of  the  existence  of  the  town.  A  generous  endowment  was 
extended  at  the  outset  by  the  wise  and  far-seeing  proprietors  to 
encourage  Christian  institutions  here.  Much  has  been  expended 
since  from  year  to  year.  The  treasury  of  the  Lord  has  not  lacked 
either  the  rich  man's  offerings  or  the  widow's  mite.  Once  the 
means  for  supi)orting  religious  institutions  were  raised  l)v  taxation, 
and  when  there  was  but  one  church,  as  was  the  fact  for  many  years, 
all  contributed  to  the  common  established  Congregational  Church,  the 
favorite  New  England  method  of  churcii  government.  The  minis- 
ter was  settled  and  paid  by  the  towu,  but  wiien  the  people  began  to 
wince  at  the  burden,  they  were  for  a  time  still  taxed,  but  were  al- 
lowed to  choose  to  what  church  service,  Baptist,  Congregational  or 
ITniversalist,  etc.,  their  money  sli()uld  be  appropriated.  Still  later, 
the  support  of  each  religious  society  was  left  to  the  voluntary  con- 
tributions of  its  members,  as  is  explained  in  the  following  passage, 
copied  from  L.  A.  Morrison's  History  of  Windham.  New  Hamp- 
shire : 

The  year  1819  was  an  oventful  one  in  tho  relipous  history  of  tho  state. 
A  new  order  of  things  was  established  in  regard  to  the  support  of  re- 
ligious institutions.  Jn  the  progress  of  events  and  advancement  of  public 
opinion,  and  as  an  expression  of  public  opinion,  the  *•  Toleration  Act  " 
was  passed  bj'  the  Legislature  of  that  year,  and  apj>n>ved  by  the  govern- 
or July  1,  1819.  The  public  mind  had  long  been  in  a  troubled  condition 
under  the  compulsory  support  of  the  nunistry.  The  two  important  pro- 
visions of  this  law  are  here  given  : 

*"* Provided^  that  no  person  shall  be  compelled  to  join  6r  support,  or  be

classed  with,  or  asf^ociated  to,  any  congrejjation,  churoh  or  religious  so- 
ciety, without  his  consent  first  had  and  obtained. 

**Provi(lcfl^  also,  if  any  person  shall  choose  to  sepamtc^  himself  from 
such  society  or  association  to  which  he  may  belong,  and  shall  leave  a 
written  notice  thereof  with  the  clerk  of  such  society  or  association,  he 
shall  thereui)on  be  no  longer  liable  for  any  future  expenses  which  may 
be  incurred  bv  said  society  or  assoi'iation." 

This  act  put  an  end  to  taxing  an  unwilling  people  by  the  town  for 
the  support  of  tlie  church.  It  stopi)ed  those  endless  bickerings  between 
churches  and  towns,  and  the  amount  contribute*!  for  public  worship  was 
not  diminished. 

We  have  giveu,  so  far  as  we  could  obtain  them,  the  facts  relating 
to  the  eeveral  religions  organizations  of  Wilton.  But  the  real  his- 
tory of  the  churches,  the  spiritual  life  of  the  church  of  Christ  in  this 
town,  cannot  be  given  here.  It  must  he  read  in  the  lives  and  char- 
acters of  many  men  and  women,  the  living  and  the  dead.  We 
must  call  to  mind  the  benefits  which  this  administration  of  the 
Christian  religion  under  its  various  beliefs  and  forms  has  aflPorded 
in  moulding  the  characters  and  lives  of  the  young  men  and  women 
of  the  town  as  they  have  gone  out  into  the  world.  Who  shall  com- 
pute how  man}'  temptations  it  has  armed  them  to  meet  and  over- 
come? How  many  motives  it  has  given  them  to  lead  a  righteous, 
holy  and  useful  life  !  What  ideals  of  noble  conduct  and  benevolent 
action  it  has  set  before  them  !  What  sorrows  it  has  comforted,  and 
what  hopes  of  another  and  immortal  life  it  has  inspired.  When 
we  think  of  all  these  things  wc  are  ready  to  say,  God  bless  all  the 
churches  of  our  town,  and  of  our  conunon  country.  Mav  they  all 
work  together  in  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  and  the  bond  of  peace  ! 
May  they  help  to  hasten  forward  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of  God 
on  earth,  and  make  the  great  rei)ublic  of  America  the  joy  and  glory 
of  the  whole  earth.*

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SCHOOLS,    SUNDAY    SCHOOLS,     COLLEGE     GRADUATES,     PROFES- 
SIONAL  MEN,    ;^UTHORS    AND    INVENTORS. 

One  of  the  earliest  interests,  to  wliieh  the  emigrants  to  tliis  tiien 
forest  wilderness  paid  an  earnest  attention,  was  tliat  of  the  ednca- 
tion  of  their  children.     Next  to  religion,   for  tiie  free  exercise  of 
which  the  Pilgrims  and  Puritan  fathers  had  left  their  homes  in  the 
old  world,  stoml  the  institution  of  the  free  school.     Martin  I^uther, 
the  Reformer,  is  said  to  have  been  the  originator  of  the  plan  of  the 
untaxed  public  school,  supported   by  the  public  treasury,  open  to 
all,  without  money  and  without  price.     Parish  schools  and  public 
schools  had  existed  liefore  those  of  New  England,  but  not  to  our 
knowledge  could  their  privileges   be  enjoyed  without  the  payment 
of  a  certain  small  tuition.     The  original  grantors  of  Wilton  gave 
one  share  out  of  forty-six,  or  two  hundred  and  forty  a<Tes,  to  help 
support  free  schools.     The  land  was  i?old  .lune  1,  ITOli,  and  the  in- 
terest of  the  money,  which  amounte*!  to  iV)  '.>s.  ."i^d.,  hiwful  money. 
was  devoted  to  the  support  of  tiie  schools.      In  \lHi  and  thereafter 
the  school  fund  amounted  to  HM   l<>s.,  ecpml  to  S22r).(iO.     The  in- 
terest on  this,  and  ohi  the   Literary  Fund  ^iven  by  the  state,  is  de- 
voted  to  the  support  of  free  si^hools.      In   \H:\[K  ?<)00  were  applied 
to  the  schools.     There  were  at  that  time  nine  school  districts  and 
ten    school    houses.     Now    there    nre   ten    school   districts,  eleven 
school  houses  and  a  room  finished  in  the  Town  House  for  the  High 
School.     The  average  length  of  the  snnnner  schools  is  ten  weeks, 
and  of  the  winter  schools  ten  weeks.       In  former  years  the  winter 
schools  were  usually  taught  by  male,  and  the  summer  schools  by 
female,  teachers,  but  at  present  most  of  the  schools,  summer  and 
winter,   are   taught  by  women.     The  brunches  usually  taught  are 
reading,  writing,  spelling,  history,  arithmetic,  griunmar,  algebra, 
geometry,  natural  philosophy  and  physiology.     Sometimes  the  lan- 
guages are  added,  and,  it  may  be,  other  studies.    'I'he  Bible  is  usually 
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read  at  the  opening  of  the  school,  either  bv  the  teacher  or  the 
pupils,  one  or  both.  It  is  optional  with  the  teacher  to  offer  a  prayer 
or  not.  But  no  sectarian  views  of  religion  are  taught,  only  those 
principles  which  are  common  to  all  denominations  of  Christians. 

Miss  Dale,  eldest  daughter  of  John  Dale,  the  first  settler,  taught 
the  firet  school  in  town,  and  for  some  years  was  the  only  female 
teacher.  She  was  succeeded  in  the  course  of  time  by  others,  both 
men  and  women,  whose  names  are  too  numerous  to  mention,  who 
have  kept  unbroken  the  long  and  honorable  line  of  educators,  and 
who  have  tended  to  preserve  the  high  standard  of  intelligence  and 
the  love  of  sound  learning  for  which  the  town  has  always  been 
noted.  The  names  of  Putnam,  Abbot,  Spalding,  Livermore,  Das- 
comb,  Burton,  Barrett,  Beede,  Smith,  Kimball,  Russell,  and  of 
many  others  will  occur  to  our  readers  as  among  the  school  teachers 
of  Wilton  either  of  an  earlier  or  a  later  day.  But  of  one  we  can- 
not  forbear  to  give  a  longer  sketch  from  the  testimony  of  one  of 
his  pupils,  contained  in  the  Centennial  Address,  pages  89  and  90. 
This  teacher  was  Rev.  Thomas  Beede,  and  this  scholar  was  Rev. 
Warren  Burton : 

With  what  i^rofouiid  droad  was  it  that  I  took  my  way  for  the  lirst  timo 
to  the  winter  school ;  for  the  awful  school-master  whom  I  was  to  meet 
was  no  other  than  the  still  moi*o  awful  minister — that  ^i-oat.  tall  man, 
(in'ssed  in  black,  who  preacluMl  and  pray«'d  in  such  solemn  tones  on  the 
Sabbath.  Uow  mv  heart  failed  me  and  bow  mv  little  frame  trembled  as 
I  entered  the  sehool-bous<»  door.  But  how  ditlerent  was  my  experience 
from  what  I  anticipated.  That  awful  man  ree(;ive<l  me  with  so  sweet  a 
smile,  and  spoke  in  such  tender  tones,  and  in  all  thin<|:s  treated  me  and  all 
the  rest  so  gently,  tliat  my  feelings  w(M*e  at  once  changed  to  those  of  con- 
fidence and  love.  Xever  sliall  I  forget  the  deligbtt'ul  imj)i'essions  wbicb 
this  new  intercourse  made  on  my  ten<ler  nnnd.  Me.  too,  fitted  me  for 
college,  and  through  all  my  earlier  life  my  mind  received  good  influences 
from  him.  His  benignant  countenance  and  gladdeinng  smile  will  be 
among  the  last  images  tliat  will  fade  from  my  reuHMubrance. 

He  did  not  go  on  exactly  in  tbe  old  ways  in  bis  capacity  as  a  school- 
master. He  introduced  new  subjects  of  att<Mition  and  excited  an  uncom- 
mon  interest  among  his  j)upils.  'I'o  him  als<»  as  an  examiner  of  tbe 
schools  thev  owed  mucb. 

Mr^  Burton  is  the  author  of  ''The  District  School  us  It  Was," 
one  of  the  most  faithful  and  graphic  pictures  of  that  institution 
which  has  ever  been  written,  and  which  may  truly  be  called  a  classic 
of  New  England  life. 
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The  first  school  house  in  District  No.  1  stood  at  the  northeast 
corner  of  the  common.  It  was  probably  built  within  a  few  years 
after  the  incorporation  of  the  town.  It  was  a  very  rude  and  incon- 
venient structure,  having  no  proper  writing  desks,  but,  instead,  two 
large  movable  tables  with  long  forms  for  seats.  There  were  no 
seats  with  backs  except  low  benclies  around  the  walls  of  the  room. 
This  building  was  burnt  about  the  year  171>7.  The  "school- 
ma'ams  ''  of  those  times,  as  they  were  always  called,  wore  white 
muslin  caps,  either  to  distinguish  them  from  other  young  ladies,  or 
to  make  them  have  a  more  dignified  appearance.  About  the  year 
171)5  a  young  lady  came  as  a  teacher  from  New  Ipswich,  who  had 
an  umbrella,  which  was  cpiite  n  curiosity,  as  there  was  no  other  in 
use  in  the  town.  She  afterwards  married  Mr.  Aaron  Appleton  of 
Keene,  and  lived  to  a  good  old  age,  an  honored  Ciu-istian  woman. 

The  compensation  of  teachers  in  those  days  is  indicated  by  the 
following  receipt,  found  among  the  old  papers  : 

Wilton,  Marc'li  31,  1792. 

I  n^eeivi'd  of  Mr.  .Joliu  Dale  fivo  Dollars  in  full  Pay  for  teachiuij  a 
school  one  month. 

Witnt'ss  niv  hand.  .lanics  Pnncharil. 

Mr.  (ieorge  L.  Dascombe,  prominent  as  a  school  teacher  in  Wil- 
ton, gives  the  following  sketch  respecting  education  in  town  : 

''  Wilton  was  tirst  settled  in  1 7.*^!»,  and  was  incorporated  as  a  town 
in  17(52.  Recognizing  the  prevailing  sentiment  of  New  England 
respecting  the  importance  of  free  schools,  the  grantors  of  the  land 
constituting  the  principal  part  of  the  township,  in  order  to  encour- 
age settlements,  set  apart  one  share,  which  consisted  of  two  hun- 
<lred  and  forty  acres,  for  the  use  of  schools.  This  land  was  sold 
before  the  town  had  become  so  fully  populated  as  to  render  it  very 
valuable,  and  the  proceeds  invested  as  a  small  fund,  the  annual  in- 
come of  which  was  appropriated  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
designed. 

The  tirst  record  which  we  tind  respecting  schools,  excepting  tiie 
locating  of  the  school  lots  of  land,  was  in  I7r)7,  when  the  town 
voted  to  raise  six  i)Ounds,  lawful  money,  for  a  school  this  year, 
and  chose  the  selectmen  a  committee  to  provide  said  school. 
For  the  next  ten  years  about  the  same  amount  was  annually  raised. 
and  the  schools  were  kept  in  dwelling  iiouses,  in  ditTerent  parts  of 
the  town,  as  would  best  accommodate  the  inhabitants. 
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In  the  midst  of  the  trials  and  embarrassments  of  the  Revohition 
the  interests  of  education  were  not  neglected  ;  provision  was  made 
every  year  for  the  maintenance  of  schools.  From  the  close  of  the 
war  till  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century,  a  larger  sum  was  appro- 
priated for  schools  than  for  town  expenditures,  and  down  to  the 
present  time  the  amount  raised  for  the  free  education  of  the  chil- 
dren of  the  town  has  always  been  largely  in  excess  of  that  required 
by  law. 

SCHOOL    DISTRICTS. 

In  1787  a  committee  consisting  of  nine  persons  divided  the  town, 
which  comprised  twenty-five  square  miles  of  territory,  into  "  five  dis- 
tricts for  the  purpose  of  building  or  repairing  school  houses  at  the 
expense  of  each  disti-ict."  In  1807  the  selectmen,  by  vote  of  the 
town,  reconstructed  the  districts  and  constituted  eight,  which  were 
thenceforward  designated  by  numbers.  Subsequently  two  addi- 
tional districts  were  formed  from  portions  of  these,  so  that  the  town- 
ship now  contains  ten  districts,  having  eleven  school  houses,  con- 
taming  thirteen  school  rooms. 

SCHOOL    HOUSES. 

The  school  edifices  of  the  early  times  seem  to  have  been  designed 
to  withstand  the  vandalism  of  the  boys,  rather  than  to  afford  com- 
forts and  conveniences  for  the  pupils.  They  were  warmed — so  far 
as  they  were  made  warm  at  all  in  winter — by  huge  open  fire-places  in 
which  green  wood  was  usually  burned,  and  there  was  no  need  of 
any  special  arrangements  for  ventilation.  The  seats  and  desks 
were  made  of  plank  from  an  inch  and  a  half  to  two  inches  in  thick- 
ness, the  dimensions  of  which,  however,  were  soon  materially 
diminished  under  the  operations  of  the  busy  jack-knives  of  idle 
scholars. 

The  first  school  house  of  improved  construction  was  built  in  1843, 
in  the  district  of  which  Rev.  Warren  Burton,  who  will  be  noticed 
hereafter  in  this  narrative,  was  a  native.  The  seats  in  this  house 
consisted  of  chairs  graduated  in  height  and  size  to  correspond  with 
the  varying  ages  of  the  pupils,  and  firmly  fixed  to  the  floor.  Ample 
space  was  afforded,  means  of  ventilation  were  furnished  and  the 
house  was  the  first  to  be  warmed  by  a  furnace  in  the  basement. 
School  houses  on  a  similar  plan  were  soon  after  built  at  the  centre 
of  the  town  and  at  Kast  Wilton,  the  principal  village,  and  those  in 
other  districts  have  been  replaced  by  new  ones,  or  have  been  remod- 
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eled,  till,  at  the  present  time,  there  are  only  two  which  are  not 
adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  designed,  and  even 
these  are  a  decided  improvement  upon  those  of  fifty  years  ago. 

COURSES   OF   STl'DY    ANI>    METHODS    OF   INSTRUCTION. 

One  hundred  years  ago  the  branches  of  study  were  limited  to 
reading,  spelling,  writing  and  arithmetic.  The  methods  of  instruc- 
tion even  in  these  were  extremely  imperfect.  The  pupils  had  no 
text  books  in  arithmetic.  The  school-master  usually — not  always 
— |K)8sessed  one.  He  conmiunicated  a  rule  orally  to  his  pupils, 
who  wrote  it  out  in  their  manuscripts,  which  generally  consisted  of 
a  few  sheets  of  coarse  paper  stitched  within  a  brown  paper  cover. 
Then  an  example  under  that  rule  was  given,  which  the  scholars 
solved,  and  then  they  copied  the  operation  into  their  manuscripts 
below  the  rule.  When  a  sufllcient  number  of  examples  had  been 
disposed  of,  another  rule  was  given,  and  so  on  till  the  mathematical 
education  of  the  student  was  completed. 

The  branches  of  study  now  pursued,  even  in  our  rural  schools, 
include  reading,  spelling  and  defining,  penmanship,  arithmetic, 
grammar,  including  analysis,  geography,  including  physical  geog- 
raphy as  a  distinct  branch,  history  of  the  United  States,  physiol- 
ogy, algebra,  geometry,  book-keeping,  natural  philosophy  and 
sometimes  chemistry  and  botany. 

TEACH  EKS?. 

Until  within  the  last  thirty  years  school-masters  were  almost  in- 
variably employed  in  the  winter,  ami  school-mistresses  in  the  sum- 
mer. If  a  woman  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  winter  school  she  was 
always  one  possessing  masculine  traits.  A  change  has  gradually 
taken  place,  and  at  the  present  time  our  schools,  with  very  few  ex- 
ceptions, are  taught  by  females. 

Many  of  the  teachers,  both  men  and  women,  who  have  assisted 
in  forming  the  intellectual  and  moral  character  of  successive  gener- 
ations of  youth  in  Wilton  have  been  eminently  fitted  for  their  voca- 
tion. In  17H2  an  intelligent  and  public-spirited  citizen  of  the  town, 
convinced  that  the  schools  were  nearly  worthless,  hired  a  student 
from  college  to  teach  during  his  vacation  and  invited  his  neighbors 
to  send  their  children  to  the  school  free  of  charge. 

•'This,''  reconls  the  K<»v.  Abiol  Abbot,  I).  D.,  a  son  ol  tho  citizen  re- 
ferred to,  '"gave  a  new  complexion  to  tlie  school  in  the  south  district ;  and 
for  a  number  of  years  after,  qualified  teacliers,  usually  students  from  col- 
lege, were  employed  eight  weeks  lu  tlie  winter.     Soon  after  the  improve- 
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iiioiit  in  llie  soutli  di!*tri('t.  soiiio  of  tlu*  olhoiMlistrict.s  followed  in  the  same 
I'ourse.  To  tliis  impulse,  I  ttiiiik.  we  nuiy  impute  tlie  advanee  o^f  Wilton 
])efore  tlie  nei«^lil)()nn«:  towns  in  education  and  <^o(mI  monils." 

Among  those  who  at  various  times  taught  in  the  district  schools 
of  the  town  and  afterwards  became  widely  known  as  public  men, 
were  Prof.  John  Abbot  of  Bowdoin  College ;  Henjamin  Ablx)t, 
LL.  I).,  for  many  years  principal  of  Phillips  Academy  at  Exeter, 
New  Hampshire;  Josiah  Burge ;  Rev.  Samuel  Barrett,  I).  D.,  of 
Boston  ;  Rev.  Samuel  R.  Hall,  first  principal  of  the  Teachers*  Sem- 
inary at  Andover,  Massachusetts  ;  and  Rev.  Warren  Burton,  author 
of  "The  District  School  as  It  Was,"  and  in  his  later  years  eminent 
for  his  labors  in  the  cause  of  "Home  Education.'*  Of  these,  Mr. 
Barrett  and  Mr.  Burton  received  the  rudiments  of  their  education 
in  the  schools  of  Wilton. 

In  1803  Rev.  Thomas  Beede  was  installed  as  minister  of  the 
town  and  remained  in  that  capacity  till  182!).  He  was  a  ripe  schol- 
ar, a  man  of  genial  manners,  and  deeply  interested  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  young.  In  addition  to  his  pastoral  labors  he  some- 
times taught  one  of  the  district  schools,  and  also  gave  instruction 
to  advanced  students  at  his  home.  His  influence  in  promoting  the 
educational  interests  of  the  town  was  incalculable.  A  remarkably 
large  number  of  the  young  men  of  Wilton  acquired  a  liberal  educa- 
tion during  his  ministry. 

TKXT    IUM)Ks. 

The  text  books  of  a  century  ago,  as  recorded  by  one  who  attend- 
ed school  at  that  time,  were  the  Bible  or  Testament,  the  primer  and 
Dilworth's  spelling  book.  As  the  wants  of  the  schools  have  re- 
quired, new  books  have  been  introduced.  When  imi)rovements 
have  been  demanded  those  improvements  have  been  adopted.  But 
the  town  has  never  been  given  to  frequent  eluinges.  When  a 
thoroughly  good  book  was  in  use,  it  has  not  been  discarded  merely 
because  something  new  has  been  olTered.  Adams's  Arithmetic, 
under  its  successive  forms  of  The  Scholars'  Arithmetic,  Adams's 
New  Arithmetic,  Adams's  New  Arithmetic  (Revised  PMition)  and 
Adams's  Improved  Arithmetic,  was  used  for  nearly  seventy  years, 
and  Warren  Coli)uru*s  Mental  Arithmetic  for  about  lifty  years.  It 
was  in  1875  that  these  works  were  su[)erseded. 

sri'KKVISlON    OF    SCHOOLS. 

P^or  more  than  twenty  years  before  the  state  made  any  provision 
for  the  supervision  of  schools,  tlie  town  of  Wilton  annually  chose 
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some  of  its  best  qualified  citizens  ''a  committee  to  inspect  the 
schools."  It  is  wortliy  of  note  that  our  educational  interests  have 
always  been  kept  free  from  any  connection  with  party  politics  or 
religious  sects.  The  citizens  have  left  the  appointment  of  superin- 
tending school  committees,  since  that  oflice  was  established  by  the 
law  of  the  state,  to  the  selectmen  :  and  those  ofHcials,  to  their  hon- 
or be  it  recorded,  have  never  seemed  to  be  influenced  by  partisan 
feelings  in  makin<>;  their  selections. 

SKLKCT     S<  II4K)LS. 

At  various  times  for  seventy-live  years  i)ast  skilful  teachers  have 
opened  private  schools,  for  one  term  in  a  year,  whicli  have  partaken 
more  or  less  of  the  character  of  high  schools,  'i'hese  have  been 
largely  instrumental  in  raising  the  standard  of  education  in  the 
town.  There  has  been  for  some  time  a  select  school  at  the  princi- 
pal village  continuing  through  the  year,  which  affords  advantages 
equal  to  those  which  are  found  at  respectable  academies.  This 
school  gives  promise  of  being  a  permanent  institution. 

So  far  Mr.  Dascomb^.  It  may  be  added  that  Rev.  Samuel  R. 
Hall  from  Andover  Seminary  conducted  a  High  school  at  the  Cen- 
tre for  several  seasons,  which  was  largely  attended.  Miss  Sarah 
W.  Livermore,  also,  with  Miss  Abigail  Kimball  as  assistant,  kept  a 
pnvate  l)oarding  and  day  school  at  iier  own  iiouse  for  a  number  of 
years  for  pupils  of  both  sexes  from  abroad  and  in  town.

The  following  i)etition  wms  addressed  to  the  General  Court  in 
June,  1788  : 

The  petition  of  us  tho  Subsi-rilMM-s  IfimiUly  Shcwoth :  That  a  law  of 
this  Stat.0,  ontitltMl  ati  art  for  the  scttlciiKMit  niul  !*upport  of  %(iranmiar 
^4chool»  obliges  every  town  of  the  State,  eonsistiii*::  of  a  hundred  faunlies, 
to  maintain  yearly  a  graniuiar  school ;  and  for  every  month's  uegleet  im- 
l)OSOS  a  tine  of  t<Mi  Pouuds.  That  the  town  of  Wiltou,  s<»veral  years  last 
past,  has  uiade  peeuliar  provisiou  for  tin*  instruetioii  of  its  youth.  It  lias 
employed,  from  the  s<»at  of  the  Muses,  several  well  aeeouiplished  young 
gentlemen,  and  some  age<l  experieuei'd  geutleuieu  of  literary  aeeonij)lisli- 
ments,  for  the  spaee  of  twenty  years  last  past.  And  it  has  exj)euded  for 
a  number  of  years  upon  sehooliiig  eighty-sev<Mi  pounds,  and  souietimes  it 
has  assessed  more,  at  least  a  sum  suftieient  to  support  here  two  jjranmiar 
schools  annually. 

Apprehending  the  <'ud  of  law,  iu  jjeneral,  to  he  the  interest  and  hap- 
j>iness  of  its  suhjeets,  and  the  end  of  the  sehool  law,  iu  particular,  to 
he  tliegood  edueatioii  of  youth,  we  presumed  a  eoui)dianee  witli  tlie  spirit 
of  this  law  wouhl  atone  for  a  small  deviation  from  the  letter,  especially 
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a8  this  deviation  has  facilitated  tlie  progress  of  our  youth  and  gratified 
the  wishes  of  their  i)arents  and  guardians. 

The  town  of  Wilton,  >>ith  this  view  of  the  matter,  and  from  a  view  of 
its  local  situation — mountainous  land,  long  winters,  deep  snows,  Inhab- 
itants scattei-ed,  town  divided  hy  a  rapid  stream,  rendering  a  passage  to 
its  centre  at  some  seasons  of  the  year  inconvenient  and  impracticable — 
from  a  view  of  public  expenses,  the  scarcity  of  specie,  the  inability  of 
the  people  to  provide  necessary  sclioollng  In  the  extreme  parts,  when 
obliged  to  support  a  grammar  scliool  in  tlie  centre,  our  annual  expenses 
for  the  supi)ort  of  a  number  of  bridges  over  rapid  streams,  building  a 
convenient  and  decent  house  for  public  worship,  the  charge  of  which  is 
not  entirely  settled,  the  importance  of  the  labor  of  our  youth  and  of  their 
being  Instructed  In  agrlcultuiv  and  the  manual  arts,  Vot^d,  to  rals(» 
money  sufficient  to  support  two  grammar  schools,  to  divide  the  town  Into 
as  many  districts  as  was  convenient,  and  to  appoint  Committees  In  each 
district  to  see  that  the  money  was  faithfully  improved  in  the  instruction 
of  their  youth.  This  method  of  education  we  have  found  by  many  years' 
experience  very  beneficial.  The  state  of  Learning  In  Wilton  suftlclently 
evinces  the  expediency  of  it. 

Notwithstanding,  one  month  i)receding  the  general  session  of  the 
peace  in  the  County  of  Hillsborough  In  September  last  past,  being  desti- 
tute of  a  grammar  school,  the  grand  jury  found  a  bill  against  the  select- 
men, and  they  were  accordingly  cited  to  appear.  Though  the  sessions 
were  convinced  we  had  adopted  a  more  advantageous  method  of  educa- 
tion, than  we  should  have  pnictlsed  had  we  adhered  to  the  letter  of  the 
law,  yet  the  penalty  of  that  law  !)eing  absolute,  they  could  not  acquit  us 
or  lessen  the  fine.  We  therefon*  pi*«y  your  Honors  for  leave  to  biing  In 
a  bin  acquitting  us  from  the  mulct  impo>icd  on  us  l)y  the  general  sessions. 

Apprehending  from  expcnence  that  the  method  of  (»ducation  we  have 
adopted  might  be  beneficial  to  many  towns,  we  beg  leave  to  suggest,  with- 
out presuming  to  dictate,  and  with  humble  deference  to  your  Honors' 
authority  and  distinguished  abilities,  the  possibility  of  advantage  to  the 
public  by  a  revisal  of  rh(»  aforesaid  law,  and  an  in  duty  bound  will  ever

ACTION   OF   THE  OKNEKAL   COIRT. 

.lune  9"'  1788.  A  joint  Committee,  consisting  of  Mr.  Shepherd  and  Mr. 
Webster  of  the  Senate*  and  Mr.  Rogers,  Mr.  Emerson  and  Mr.  Murphy  of 
the  House,  was  niised  to  consider  the  petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  Wilton 
and  i-eport  thereon. 

.Tune  12»'«.  The  Connnittee  reported  :  That  although  the  town  of  Wil- 
ton have  not  strictly  adhered  to  the  letter  of  the  law,  yet  it  appears  to 
your  connnittee,  that  they  have  ])een  at  great  expense  for  the  education 
of  their  youths,  and  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  connnittee  that  the  flue 
b<»  remitted,  and  that  they  have  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  accordingly; 
.Signed.  Amos  Shephenl  for  the  connnittee.  Which  re])ort  being  read  and 
considered.  Voted,  that  it  be  rec(»ived  and  accepted. 

We  pass  now  to  a  much  later  period  and  make  extracts  from  the 
Report  of  the  Hoard  of  Education  of  the  town,  for  the  year  ending 
March  1,  18H7  : 

The  Legislatun*  of  1885  ])assed  a  school  law,  which  effected  a  radical 
change  in  the  management  of  our  educational  institutions.  The  district 
system  was  superseded  by  the  establishment  of  the  town  system,  subject 
to  th<*  direction  and  control  of  a  lioard  of  Education. 

At  the  tirst  annual  meeting  of  the  district,  called  in  [)ursuance  of  the 
recently  enacted  school  law,  and  held  March  2,  1880,  Mr.  Philander  King 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  for  the  term  of  three  years,  Mrs. 
Sanih  E.  Hunbar,  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  Mr.  (^eorge  E.  Bales, 
for  the  term  of  one  year.  Subsetpiently,  the  Board  organized  by  the  se- 
lection of  Mr.  Bales  as  Chairman,  Mr.  King  as  Treasurer,  aiul  Mrs.  Dun- 
bar as  Secretary.  The  duty  of  supervision  was  apportioned  among  the 
members  of  the  Boai*d.  Aware  of  the  fact  that  manv  looked  with  distrust 
upon  the  new  departuiv,  and  believing  that  a  conservative  course  would 
best  tend  to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  schools,  we  avoided,  so 
far  as  practicable,  any   serious  deviation  from  existing  methods.      An 
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4»arly  iiifapectioii  of  the  schools  revealed  a  condition  of  affairs  in  the  main 
satisfactory.  <'xcei)t  tliat.  cnibaiTasseil  by  tlie  lack  of  sufficient  f unds,  sev- 
v\".\\  schools  suffered  souiovhat  in  couiparisou  with  those  more  fortunate 
ill  tliis  rcsiH'ct.  Herein  api)ears  one  of  tlie  generally  acknowledged  ad- 
vantages of  tlie  new  system,  to  wit :  less  inequality  in  the  money  availa- 
ble for  scliool  i)uri>oscs.  Although  the  law  may  in  some  cases  work  hard- 
ship, particularly  in  localities  furnishing  a  limited  numl>er  of  scholars, 
w<*  believe  that,  selfishness  aside,  if  the  law  is  administered  in  a  spirit  of 
justice  to  all,  it  will  connnend  itself  to  all  reasonable  men.  The  i*eeently 
enactetl  scliool  law  will  be  of  substantial  l»enefit  to  our  town  in  one  par- 
ticular at  least:  it  has  made  possible  the  establishment  of  a  high  school 
on  an  enduring  basis.  We  think  much  has  already  been  accomplished  in 
the  right  dinvtion.  The  school  has  been  [)laced  in  the  hands  of  an  ac- 
comidished  instructor.  Mr.  L.  .T.  Tuck,  a  gniduate  of  Williams  College, 
who  enjoys  the  entire  good-will  and  respect  of  those  under  his  charge, 
and  the  confidence  of  the  jx'Ople  of  the  town.

The  first  Sundav  -cbool  was  ('stai)lis]ic(l  in  Mav.  iSlG.  was  coiniected 
with  the  ('ongn»gational  church  of  which  tin*  INn.  Thomas  Beede  was 
pastor,  and  was  held  in  the  Centi-e  school  house.  Two  ladies.  Miss  l*lieb<' 
Abbot,  afterwards  the  wife  of  Kzra  Abl)Ot.  Ks<i..  of  .lackson.  Maine,  and 
tli«' mother  of  Prof.  Kzra  Abbot  of  Ihirvard  Iniversity,  and  Miss  Sarah 
White  Liverinore  uere  leadeis  in  this  enterpri-e.  This  school  was  one 
of  the  lirst,  if  not  the  lirst.  in   the  country   to   be  devoted  esueciallv  and 
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wholly  to  religious  iuiatructiou.  Seventy  children  attended  the  llrsit  sea- 
son. The  book  nsod  waft  the  Bible,  and  the  Bible  only.  Snnday  schools 
are  now  establifthed  in  all  the  chnivlieia  in  town.*

A  striking  t^st  of  a  community*?*  ai)i)rociation  of  the  advantages  of  ed- 
ucation is  the  eagerness  with  which  the  higher  instruction  and  mental 
iliscipline  of  academies  and  colleges  are  sought,  and  with  which  sacrifices 
are  nnide,  even  by  thos4»  of  limited  means,  to  secure  such  advantages.

CHAPTER  XV, 


LIBRARIES,    READING    ROOM,    AND    READING    CLUB. 

The  opportunities  for  readiug  in  the  early  days  were  rare.  The 
age  of  magazines  had  not  arrived.  Even  professional  libraries  of 
law,  medicine  and  theology  were  meagre.  Juvenile  literature  was 
almost  unknown.  The  Bible  and  a  few  school  books  were  the  chief 
reliance  for  moral  and  intellectual  stimulus.  Hut  the  Hebrew  and 
Christian  Scriptures  contained  an  education  in  themselves,  and,  as 
Prof.  Huxley  has  declared,  formed  the  basis  of  our  English  civiliza- 
tion. Watts's  Psalms  and  Hynms  and  Bunyan's  Pilgrim's  Prog- 
ress were  in  most  iiomes,  and  they  were  no  small  factors  in  mould- 
ing the  character  of  the  New  England  people,  liut  variety  is  the 
spice  of  life,  and  soon  tastes  wore  develo])ed  which  demanded  n 
wider  intellectual  range  and  n  more  generous  culture.

The  Columbian  Library  was  incorporated  June  \K  180;i ;  Ebene- 
zer  Rockwood,  Jonathan  Burton  and  Philip  Putnam  being  the 
corporate  members.  I'he  records  and  catalogue  of  the  library  have 
not  been  found.  Among  the  books,  which  are  recalled,  were  Hunt- 
er's Sacred  Biography,  Miss  Edgeworth's  Tales,  and  John  Adams's 
Defence  of  the  Constitution  of  the  I'nited  States,  in  three  volumes. 
About  the  year  1820  the  company  was  dissolved  and  the  books  were 
sold  or  divided  among  the  stockholders.

The  Free  Sunday  Reading  Room  was  established  about  1H.'5(),  by 
the  exertions  of  a  few  public-spirited  persons,  in  the  hall  of  Has- 
kell <&  Whitney's  brick  store  near  the  church.  It  was  designed 
especially  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  lived  at  a  distance  and  could 
not  return  home  durin<»:  the  short  intermission  on  Sundav  ]>etween 
the   forenoon   and   afternoon  services.      l>ooks  and  tracts,   chietiv 
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uiK)n  moral  and  religious  subjects,  were  provided,  and  were  open 
to  the  use  of  all  without  payment.  Afterwards  the  books  were  re- 
moved to  the  church,  and  what  remained  were  merged  in  the  Sun- 
day School  Library,  which  also  furnished  reading  for  young  and  old. 
All  were  destroyed  when  the  old  meeting-house  was  burned. 

MINISTERIAL    LI  BRAKY. 

The  Ministerial  Library,  connected  with  the  First  Congregational 
Church,  and  designed  especially  for  the  use  of  the  pastor,  was 
established  and  incorporated  Dec.  22,  1824  ;  the  corporate  members 
iHjing  Rev.  Thomas  Beede,  Eliphalet  Putnam,  Ezra  Abbot,  Samuel 
Abbot  and  Timothy  Parkhurst.  The  active  mover  in  this  matter  was 
Rev.  Abiel  Ablx)t,  1).  1).,  of  Peterborough,  who  was  also  one  of  the 
earliest  founders  of  free  public  libraries  in  this  country.  The  library 
is  placed  in  charge  of  five  trustees,  who  till  their  own  board.  The 
annual  income  of  an  endowment  fund  is  devoted  to  the  purchase  of 
books.  The  number  of  volumes  is  over  1000.  The  library  is  kept 
in  the  parsonage  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  and  is  open  to  the  use 
of  all  the  ministers  of  the  town  of  whatever  denomination,  and  also 
to  citizens  of  the  town  by  payment  of  a  small  subscription. 

PARISH     LIllRARV. 

A  Parish  Library,  also  connected  with  the  First  Congregational 
Church,  and  accessible  to  all  the  members  of  tiie  parish,  was 
opened  for  circulation  in  October,  18:)8.  It  contained  about  four 
hundred  volumes.  It  was  kei)t  in  the  old  ineeting-housc,  and  when 
the  house  was  burned  the  books  were  all  destroyed. 

.'SLNDAV    S('HO(U.    LIliKAUIKS. 

The  Sunday  School  Libraries,  belonging  to  the  several  churches, 
contain  a  large  number  of  volumes,  which  are  for  the  use  of  the 
teachers  and  scholars  of  the  Sunday  schools  of  the  religious  socie- 
ties. 

KKKK    PLBLIC    LIBRARY. 

This  enterprise  was  due  originally  to  the  labors  of  Rev.  Aubrey 
M.  Pendleton,  pastor  of  the  Unitarian  Church  in  East  Wilton  from 
1801)  to  1875.  Mr.  Pendleton  had  previously  been  actively  con- 
cerned in  the  Free  Public  Library  of  Peterborough.  In  March,  1871, 
he  Ijegan  to  collect  funds,  and  continued  to  <lo  so  during  that  and 
the  following  year,  1872.     The  subscription  paper  read  as  follows: 

In  order  to  (».stjiljlish  and  maintain  a  l*uhHc  Library  in  Wilton,  we,  the 
luidersigned,  agree  to  givi*  tln'  suni8  scjvorally  set  against  our  names;  said 
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Library  to  be  located  in  the  village  of  Eas»t  Wiltou,  and  to  be  held  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  all  the  inhabitaiitg  of  the  town  on  such  tenus  and  condi- 
tions ar*  shall  be  hereafter  determined  by  the  subscribers. 

The  whole  amouut  raised  was  $2059,  and  almost  all  of  it  was  giv- 
en by  residents  of  Wilton.  Mr.  Pendleton  collected  $1500  ;  Hon. 
Charles  H.  Burns  and  Mr.  Pendleton  together,  $151  ;  Mr.  Burns 
alone,  $145;  Mr.  P.  II.  Putnam,  $174;  while  $20  or  $30  came 
in  without  solicitation. 

A  Library  Association  was  then  formed  and  nine  trustees  were 
chosen,  three  of  whom  were  elected  annually,  as  three  went  out  of 
office  each  year.  A  room  was  hired,  and  all  the  funds  were  ex- 
pended in  books  and  furniture.  The  library  was  then  opened  to 
the  subscribers  of  the  fund,  of  whom  there  were  two  hundred. 

In  Maich,  1872,  the  town  of  Wilton  voted  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate $500  annually  for  the  library,  and  it  was  opened  to  all  the  in- 
habitants of  Wilton,  and  to  non-resident  subscribers.  The  vote  of 
the  town  was  as  follows : 

•  Voted^  That  the  sum  of  $500  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  sup- 
port and  improvement  of  the  Wilton  library ;  the  sum  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen  and  the  trustees  of  the  Wilton  Li- 
brary Assoi'iation ;  and  the  said  library  to  be  open  to  the  free  use  of  all 
the  citizens  of  said  town  in  consideratitm  of  said  appropriation. 

Rev.  Mr.  Pendleton  and  Hon.  C.  H.  Burns  were  the  principal 
managers,  and  a  fine  selection  of  books  was  made.  While  it  was 
adapted  to  popular  wants,  standard  authors  only  were  admitted, 
and  trash  was  resolutely  kept  out.  It  was  pronounced  by  compe- 
tent judges  to  be  the  best  village  library  they  had  seen.  The  town 
appropriated  SoOO  ii  year  for  two  years.  Two  thousand  volumes 
were  collected,  and  a  catalogue  was  prepared  and  printed.  The 
annual  circulation  of  books  reached  about  7000  volumes  to  750  per- 
sons. 

But  December  2,  1874,  a  lire  broke  out  in  a  building  adjoining 
the  library  and  destroyed  almost  all  the  improvements  that  had 
been  made  in  the  village  for  iifteen  years.  The  library  was  one  of 
the  victims.  The  book  cases,  part  of  the  furniture,  nearly  the 
whole  edition  of  the  printed  catalogues  and  7oO  volumes  of  books 
were  destroyed,  to  the  value  of  81271.  The  insurance  made  good 
two-thirds  of  this  loss,  so  that  the  actual  money  loss  was  about 
$400.  This  was  a  most  disheartening  set-back  to  the  library,  and 
a  great  disconragejiient  to  its  chief  founders  and  helpers,  among 
whom  Mr.  Pendleton  was  the  devoted  leader. 
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The  town  failing  to  continue  its  appropriation  of  $500  annually, 
the  library  was  endowed  with  1^2000,  of  which  a  friend  of  Mr.  Pen- 
dleton contributed  $1200.  The  sum  of  $500  was  set  apart  from 
the  insurance,  and  $300  was  procured  elsewhere.  A  dollar  a  year 
was  then  charged  for  the  use  of  the  library,  and  the  enterprise  was 
put  upon  its  feet  again.  By  March,  1870,  tlie  library  had  an  in- 
come of  $350  a  year.  The  charge  to  users  of  tlie  library  was  re- 
daced  to  seventy-five  cents  a  year.  Other  donations  were  made 
and  the  endowment  rose  to  83000,  and  later  to  $4200.  The  annual 
tariff  for  users  of  the  books  was  reduced  in  1876  to  fifty  cents.  In 
1877  the  town  appropriated  8300  a  year,  on  the  guarantee  of  $200 
for  it«  support  by  the  founder  of  the  library,  and  subsequently  $250 
on  the  guarantee  of  $250  from  the  same  source.  As  soon  as  the 
town  made  appropriations,  the  library  was  made  free  to  all  the  citi- 
zens, and  so  continued  till  the  time  it  was  destroyed.  New  books 
were  added,  and  at  the  close  of  1880  they  numbered  3100  volumes. 

But  January  20,  1881,  came  another  devastating  fire.  The  li- 
brary was  entirely  destroyed,  not  a  book  or  other  article  escaped, 
except  what  chanced  to  be  outside  of  the  building.  As  the  books 
had  been  called  in  for  the  annual  examination,  but  a  small  number 
remained  in  the  hands  of  the  readers.  The  property  destroyed  was 
worth  more  than  $4000,  and  as  the  insurance  iiad  lapsed,  it  was  all 
irretrievably  lost.  Various  propositions  liave  been  offered  and  at- 
tempts made  since  the  fire  to  revive  the  library,  ])ut  tluis  far  noth- 
ing has  been  accomplished.  The  remaining  effects  and  the  unex- 
pended funds  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  five  trustees.  It  is 
understood  that  measures  will  be  taken  ere  long  to  reestablish  a 
free  public  library. 

THK    LADIKh'    KKADlNCi    CLUB. 

The  literary  society  known  as  tlie  Ladies'  Heading  Club  was 
organized  February  10,  1H8(*),  for  the  purpose  of  mutual  improve- 
ment and  amusement.  The  meetings  are  held  fortnightly  on 
Wednesday  evenings  from  (October  to  July.  The  officers  con- 
sist of  a  president,  vice  i)resideut,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  and 
an  executive  committee  of  three,  all  of  whom  hold  their  respec- 
tive offices  for  six  consecutive  meetings.  The  librarian  is  elect- 
ed for  one  year.  The  yearly  membership  fee  is  twenty-five  cents 
for  active  members  and  fifty  cents  for  honorary  memV)ers.  A  li- 
brary of  one  hundred  and  fourteen  volumes  has  been  purchased 
with  the  money  received  from  the  membership  fees,  and  from  the 
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proceeds  of  a  public  entertaiumeut  given  April  28,  1887.  Thero 
is  also  a  balance  in  the  treasury.  The  whole  number  of  members 
for  the  year  ending  June  i^O,  1887,  was  forty-six. 

The  following  list  gives  approximately  the  number  of  volumes  in 
each  of  the  libraries  remaining  in  Wilton  :

There  aiv  also  valuable  libraries  iu  town  bclouj^iujjf  to  professioual  men 
and  other  citizens. 


CHAPTER  XVI. 


MILLS,    MANUFACTURES    AND    INDUSTRIES. 

When  BenjaniiD  Franklin  travelled  through  New  England  more 
than  a  hundred  years  ago,  he  forecast  its  destiny,  for  he  predicted 
that  its  numerous  and  rapid  streams,  with  their  immense  water- 
power,  would  make  it  a  great  manufacturing  community.  The  dis- 
tinctive qualities  of  the  inhabitants,  their  intelligence,  skill  and  in- 
ventiveness, lead  to  the  same  conclusion.  The  mechanical  power 
and  the  character  of  the  people  both  combine  to  make  mechanics 
and  manufactures  leading  interests.  Water  and  wind  will  usually 
be  cheaper  propellants  than  steam  and  electricity.  The  course  of 
events  since  Franklin's  time  has  justified  his  sagacity.  For  the  oc- 
cupations of  countries  are  largely  determined  by  climate,  geological 
formation,  and  the  race  of  men.  The  sea-coast  and  islands  make 
a  community  of  sailors,  merchants  and  fishermen.  The  plains  and 
prairies  destine  men  to  husbandry  ;  the  liills  and  mountains,  to  graz- 
ing and  mining ;  the  brooks  and  rivers,  to  manufactures,  and  so  on 
to  the  end  of  the  chapter. 

The  early  settlers  of  Wilton  had  to  contend  with  many  difficul- 
ties. They  had  no  mills,  no  boards,  no  clapboards,  no  shingles. 
The  first  burial  was  in  a  rude  coffin,  hollowed  out  of  a  tree,  with  a 
slab  hewn  from  the  same  tree  for  a  lid.  The  houses  were  built  of 
logs,  and  earth  supplied  the  place  of  mortar.  The  axe  was  the 
chief  tool.  For  glass,  mica  was  used  ;  for  floors,  the  ground  ;  for 
window-frames,  lead ;  for  chimneys,  clay ;  for  plates,  wooden 
platters ;  for  roofs,  split  rails  and  earth ;  for  guide-boards,  blazed 
trees,  and  for  road-beds,  ''corduroy,''  or  logs  and  poles.  At  first 
there  was  no  mill  to  grind  the  corn  nearer  than  Dunstable,  and  aft- 
erwards Milford.  The  pioneer  must  travel  miles  and  miles  along 
a  solitary  path  through  the  wild  woods  witii  his  bag  of  grain  on  his 
back,  or  on  a  sled,  to  reach  a  grist  mill,  and  must  return  the  same 
weary  way  to  supply  breadstuffs  for  his  wife  and  children. 
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Tlie  grantors  of  the  town  set  apart  two  lots  of  eighty  acres  each 
to  encourage  the  building  of  mills.  The  first  mill  in  Wilton  was 
the  grist  mill  at  Barnes's  Falls,  built  by  Samuel  Greele,  the  grand- 
father of  Deacon  Samuel  Greele  of  Boston.  It  was  on  lot  number 
14,  in  the  fourth  range,  being  one  of  the  lots  drawn  for  mills.  The 
first  saw-mill  was  that  of  Jacob  Putnam,  situated  a  short  distance 
west  of  the  southeast  corner  of  lot  number  15,  and  was  very  near 
the  line  between  the  lots  numbered  14  and  lo  in  the  fifth  range. 
A  saw  and  grist  mill  was  built  by  Captain  Nathan  Hutchinson  at 
the  East  village  on  the  same  s|x>t  where  one  stands  now.  On  lot 
number  20  in  the  fourth  range,  on  the  brook  that  flows  by  the  pres- 
ent glass-house  at  South  Lyndeborough,  a  few  rods  above  where  it 
unites  with  Stony  River,  a  grist  mill  was  erected  by  Dea.  John  Bur- 
ton. These  mills  were  all  erected  before  the  Revolution.  At  the 
West  village  on  Gambol  Brook,  near  where  the  knob  factory  of 
Samuel  Smith  now  stands,  was  formerly  a  mill  for  grinding  grain 
and  fulling  cloth  which,  was  owned  by  Uriah  Smith.  It  was  burned 
in  1781  or  1782,  but  the  remains  of  the  dam  may  yet  be  seen. 
Rev.  Jonathan  Livermore  built  a  saw  mill  on  Gambol  Brook  about 
the  time  of  the  Revolution.  His  son  Nathan  carried  on  the  milling 
business  for  many  years.  The  site  is  still  occupied  by  his  descend- 
ants for  a  saw  mill,  with  machinery  for  making  shingles  and  staves. 

At  the  time  of  the  ceutennial  celebration  in  18.5!),  the  following 
record  was  made  of  the  industries  of  the  town  : 

There  are  lunv  ei^i^hl  saw  mills  in  oiK'ration;  live  ^rist  mills:  three 
liiniienes:  two  fulliiiji:  mills:  one  hobbin  fnetory :  one  eotton  faetory, 
burnt  in  18;Jt),  and  not  yet  rebuilt :  one  stareli  faetory.  owned  ami  earned 
on  l>y  i)eoi»le  from  Wilton  [Messrs.  Ezra  and  Samuel  Abbot]  l)Ut  itself  in 
the  border  of  Mason  :  four  l)Iaeksmiths.  ten  slioemakers.  ineludinji:  jour- 
neymen :  two  eabinet  makers:  one  hatt<'r:  three  stores:  two  taverns. 

One  of  the  most  serious  clitiuges  in  the  industries  of  the  country 
has  been  the  virtual  abolition  of  the  system  of  ii[)preuticeship. 
When  otu*  forefathers  (.-ame  over  the  sea,  they  brought  the  Euro- 
pean method  of  initiation  into  the  industrial  trades  b}'  a  long  period, 
ustially  seven  years,  of  careful  training  and  practice.  When  an  ap- 
prentice, or  negro  boy,  ran  iiway  it  was  ciistonuiry  to  advertise  him 
and  offer  one  cent  reward.  It  is  (iuestiona])le  whether  mechanical 
work  is  as  thoroughly  done  under  the  present  system  as  under  the 
old  one,  where  years  of  careful  training  and  practice  under  experi- 
enced master  workmen  iiabituated  the  apprentice  to  accuracy  and 
skill  in  every  detail  of  his  trade. 
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ORIGIN    OF  THE   MANUFACTURE   OF   POTATO   STARCH,    BY   ARIEL    ABBOT. 

Before  the  War  of  1812  potatoes  were  easily  raised  in  this  region, 
with  lai^er  crops  per  acre  than  at  present.  But  there  was  little 
sale  for  them,  and  the  low  price  did  not  admit  of  transporting  them 
far  to  a  market.  These  facts  suggested  to  the  mind  of  Samuel  Ab- 
bot, Esq.,  the  desirableness  of  obtaining  the  more  valuable  part  of 
the  potato  in  a  fonn  less  bulky,  and  suited  to  a  greater  variety  of 
important  uses.  Discussion  of  the  matter  with  his  brother.  Deacon 
Ezra  Abbot,  led  them  to  consider  by  what  means  this  might  l>e  ac- 
complished. Experiments  to  obtain  sugar  resulted  only  in  grape 
sugar,  or  glucose  ;  and  this  idea  was  a]>andoned.  Starch  in  small 
quantity  for  domestic  use  had  been  previously  obtained  from  pota- 
toes by  means  of  a  hand  grater  and  subsecjuent  washings.  But  to 
obtain  it  in  large  quantity  with  machinery  and  a  greater  power  was 
not  known  ever  to  have  been  attempted.  To  do  this  successfully 
would  not  only  create  a  better  market  for  potatoes,  but  it  promised 
remuneration  for  expense  by  furnishing  a  valuable  article  for  ex- 
tensive consumption.  Mutual  interchange  of  ideas  on  the  subject 
finally  led  to  action. 

Early  in  the  fall  of  IHU,  as  appears,  a  building  about  twenty 
feet  square  was  erected,  at  his  own  expense,  by  Ezra  Abbot,  near 
his  house,  the  lower  story  for  a  horse  to  turn  a  shaft  connected  in 
the  second  story  with  machinery  for  washing  and  grating  the  pota- 
toes ;  the  same  story  to  have  apparatus  for  cleansing  the  starch 
with  water  made  to  tlow  in  from  a  small  ])rook,  also  a  set  of  wide, 
shallow  drawers  with  tire  imderneatli  for  drying  it,  the  whole  cost- 
ing about  S20().  Months  passed  ])efore  the  machinery  was  all  in 
place.  Meanwhile  its  object  excited  nuich  wonderment  in  the 
neighborhoixl.  From  an  evasive  answer  to  some  inquisitive  per- 
son, that  it  was  '"to  nuike  Free-masons  l)y  water,"  it  was  styled 
''Free-masons'  Hall."  After  it  was  started  ''no  adnfiittance  "  on 
the  door  continued  the  mystery  some  time  longer. 

The  first  starch  seems  to  have  been  made  in  the  spring  of  1812  ; 
and  for  five  or  six  years  Ezra  Abbot  continued  to  manufacture 
starch  in  mild  weather  of  fall  and  spring,  from  potatoes  only  of  his 
own  raising,  kept  in  winter  in  his  house  cellar  and  taken  to  the  mill 
as  wanted.  He  had  nuichinery  to  work  only  about  a  dozen  bushels 
at  a  time,  and  did  not  work  every  day :  he  made  one  year  about 
f>0O0  pounds  of  starch,  at  the  rate  of  eight  pounds  of  starch  to  each 
bushel  of  potatoes.     For  a  market,  he  made  repeated  visits  to  Bos- 
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ton,  Salem,  Ne.wburyport,  Andover  and  other  towns,  selling  some  and 
leaving  some  to  be  sold  on  account ;  he  sold  at  eight  cents  a  i)ound, 
but  traders  often  put  it  as  high  as  twenty  cents.  It  was  used  in  fam- 
ilies for  puddings  and  otherwise,  and  was  recommended  by  drug- 
gists as  a  delicate  food  for  invalids.  Al)out  1817  John  Smith,  Esq. , 
of  Peterborough,  after  many  failures,  succeeded  in  making  of  it 
good  size  for  use  in  cotton  manufacture  ;  and  about  the  same  time 
Mr.  Paul  Moody  at  Waltham  experimented  with  it  for  the  same 
purpose,  long  in  vain,  but  with  hints  from  Mr.  Smith,  and  having 
a  lot  of  it  on  hand,  persevered  till  he  succeeded  and  wanted  more. 
Ezra  Abbot's  first  mill  was  an  experiment,  to  try  machinery  and  a 
market.  Being  now  well  assured  of  both,  Ezra  and  Samuel  Abbot 
decided  to  build  on  a  larger  scale. 

In  1818  the  site  of  an  old  disused  sawmill  in  the  near  border  of 
Mason  was  purchased,  and  much  labor  expended  in  preparing  the 
spot  by  blasting  out  rocks  to  make  room  for  potatoes,  building  a 
stone  dam,  quarrying  other  stone  for  the  mill,  <Jtc.  Up  to  this  time 
Samuel  Abbot  had  been  in  practice  of  the  law  at  Dunstable  and 
afterwards  at  Ipswich,  Ma^achusetts.  But  in  November,  1818,  he 
removed  to  Wilton,  and  hence fortli  the  brothers  gave  their  united 
energies  to  the  business  under  the  firm  name  of  E.  &  S.  Abl)ot. 
For  many  months  they  were  much  together,  especially  in  evenings 
and  far  into  the  night,  consulting  and  devising  the  requisite  machin- 
ery, much  of  which  differed  from  tliat  in  the  first  mill  and  involved 
the  application  of  new  principles.  As  their  plans  became  settled, 
the  construction  of  the  machinery  was  put  in  the  hands  of  different 
mechanics  under  l)onds  not  to  divulge.  As  the  spring  of  1X11^ 
opened,  the  farmers  of  adjacent  towns  were  engaged  to  plant  more 
or  less  land  with  potatoes,  and  in  the  fall  to  bring  them  the  crops 
at  a  fixed  price  per  bushel.  Meanwhile  the  building  was  erected, 
60  by  30  feet,  the  lower  story  of  stone,  with  an  L  for  storing 
starch.  To  get  in  all  the  machinery  and  properly  adjust  it,  they 
found  to  be  a  work  of  time.  It  was  Marcii,  1820,  when  they  com- 
menced operation  on  their  three  thousand  ])ushels  of  potatoes,  and 
before  all  were  worked  up  the  watei*  became  warm  and  required  the 
use  of  ice.  At  first  they  received  potatoes  i)y  measuring  loads  for 
cubic  inches  and  reducing  to  bushels,  in  a  year  or  two  by  weighing 
loads  and  empty  carts  in  a  frame,  but  in  a  few  years  they  changed 
the  frame  for  Fairbanks's  platform  scales.  There  being  no  law  for 
the  weight  of  a  bushel  of  potatoes,  they  adopted  as  an  average  of 
weighings  by  themselves  and  neighbors,  the  rule  of  sixty-four  pounds 
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to  the  bushel.  As  crops  were  light  or  abundant,  their  stocks  of  pota- 
toes varied  in  quantity ;  being  for  seven  years  less  than  six  thou- 
sand bushels  a  year ;  for  eleven  years,  between  six  and  ten 
thousand ;  for  seven  years,  from  ten  to  fifteen  thousand ;  in  other 
years  more  ;  their  largest  stock,  in  1830,  was  over  twenty-six  thou- 
sand bushels.  Farmers  within  six  or  eight  miles  or  more  found  it 
a  cash  market  for  their  potatoes.  The  crops  of  different  seasons 
differed  in  quality :  and  some  kinds  were  richer  in  starch  than 
others.  *'  T-ong  Reds/'  for  instance,  yielded  well  per  acre,  but  not 
so  well  in  starch. 

Experience  and  observation  gradually  taught  the  partners  im- 
proved processes,  especially  in  securing  tlie  finer,  lighter  starch, 
which,  being  of  nearly  tlie  same  specific  gravity  as  the  light  part  of 
the  refuse  or  *' grains,"  had  been  difficult  to  separate.  But  their 
best  skill  did  not  suffice  to  obtain  all  the  starch  of  the  potato.  Of 
the  ten,  twelve  or  more  pounds  in  a  bushel,  according  to  quality, 
more  or  less  escaped  w^ith  the  '*  grains,"  to  be  fed  to  cattle  and 
hogs,  and  more  or  less  flowed  off  with  the  potato  juice  into  the 
brook  to  double  and  trel)le  the  hay  crops  in  the  meadows  below. 
The  amount  of  starch  obtained  per  bushel  in  different  years  ranged 
from  seven  and  one-tliird  to  nine  and  two-thirds  pounds ;  being  in 
five  years  less  than  eiglit  pounds,  in  seven  years  more  than  nine 
pounds,  and  averaging  about  eight  and  one-half  pounds  per  bushel 
of  ()4  pounds.  The  quantity  of  starch  manufactured  also  varied 
greatly,  from  lOJ  tons  in  1H20  to  Hi* J  tons  in  1 830-31  ;  being  in 
the  first  six  years  1(51  tons,  in  the  next  six  years  357  tons,  and  in 
the  seven  years  1840  to  1848,  255  tons.  The  data  for  several  years 
are  not  found.  There  was  immediate  demand  for  their  starch  at 
Peterborough  and  at  Waltham.  In  a  year  or  two  cotton  mills  were 
erected  in  Lowell,  Nashua  and  other  places,  which  called  for  starch, 
and  there  was  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  all  they  could  make. 
The  wholesale  price  ranged  at  different  times  from  three  and  one- 
half  to  five  and  one  half-cents  a  pound. 

In  the  afternoon  of  Friday,  December  20,  182«,  the  starch  mill  was 
burned  ;  and  Ezra  Abbot  by  inhaling  hot  smoke  brought  on  a  long 
and  severe  illness  of  lung  fever.  The  mill  was  partially  insured. 
Some  iX)tatoes  were  spoiled ;  but  the  larger  portion  remained  good, 
and  the  mill  was  rebuilt  in  time  to  work  them  all  up  before  too  warm 
weather.  A  second  time  the  mill  was  burned  in  the  night  after 
December  1 7th,  1831).  When  the  fire  was  first  seen  at  2  A.  M.  by 
a  neighbor  half  a  mile  away,  the  main  building  was  already  burnt 
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down  ;  there  was  no  insurance,  and  the  loss  was  estimated  at  $3000. 
Of  9000  bushels  of  potatoes,  2000  had  been  worked  up,  4000  were 
in  an  outer  cellar,  and  of  3000  bushels  there  in  the  mill,  some  were 
ruined,  others  good.  The  mill  was  at  once  rebuilt  and  all  the  good 
potatoes  were  worked  up. 

From  the  beginning  Messrs.  E.  &  S.  Abbot  were  cautious  of  ad- 
mitting strangers  to  view  their  works.  They  intended  to  procure 
patents  of  parts  of  their  machinery,  wrote  to  Washington,  and  pre- 
pared specifications,  models,  &c.  But  as  this  modo  of  maintaining 
their  rights  might  require  lawsuits  with  expense  of  money,  time  and 
trouble,  they  concluded  to  protect  themselves,  as  they  best  could, 
without  patents.  They  had  knowledge  of  clandestine  attempts  to 
examine  their  machinery.  A  starch  mill  was  started  in  New  Ips- 
wich, but  in  a  yeai*  or  two  proved  a  failure.  One  young  man  pro- 
posed to  join  them  in  putting  up  a  mill  alx)ut  fifteen  miles  away ; 
and  they,  finding  it  a  good  location,  acceded  to  the  arrangement  and 
had  considerable  machinery  prepared  by  their  mechanics,  when  he, 
having  thus  acquired  some  knowledge  of  the  business,  dropped  off 
and  went  north,  where  starch  mills  afterwards  appeared.  But  oth- 
er parties  honorably  compensated  them  for  information  and  assist- 
ance. In  1831  Messrs.  O.  <&  E.  Prescott  engaged  them  to  super- 
intend the  constiTiction  of  their  mill  at  JaflPrev  ;  which  Samuel  Ab- 
bot  subsequently  rented  and  operated  in  liis  own  name,  while  Ezra 
Abbot  operated  the  Mason  mill,  still  in  the  name  of  K.  &  S.  Ab- 
bot, their  customers  being  supplied  from  either  mill  as  most  con- 
venient. This  continued  till  the  burnins:  of  the  Jaffrev  mill  and  the 
lamented  death  of  Sanuiel  Ablx)t,  January  2d,  18.'V.i.  Of  the  pota- 
toes, about  2300  bushels,  damaged,  and  324.'»  bushels,  sound,  were 
sold.  The  remainder,  3800  bushels,  w(M-e  transported  to  the  ^lason 
mill ;  of  which  Ezra  Abbot,  by  purchase  from  the  heirs  of  his  broth- 
er, became  sole  proprietor.  Five  or  six  parties  from  the  state  of 
Maine  at  different  times  applied,  and,  for  a  consideration,  received 
information  and  assistance.  In  one  case,  Ezra  Abbot  left  his  mill 
in  charge  of  workmen,  went  to  Maine  and  spent  several  weeks  there 
initiating  the  party  into  the  business.* 

In  later  years  the  potato  disease  interfered  much  with  the  busi- 
ness, discouraged  planting,  rendered  the  stock  of  potatoes  received 


•lu  a  speech  recently  delivered  before  the  Senate  ol"  the  United  Statei*  by  Hon.  W.  I*. 
Frye,  senator  from  Maine,  it  i«  stated  that  1,700,000  huchels  of  potatoes  are  annually  used 
in  that  state  for  the  manufacture  of  starch.  The  same  uianufHcture  is  nlt^o  exteuHlvely  car- 
ried on  in  the  states  of  the  northwest  and  in  C*anada. 
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at  the  mill  less  in  quantity,  and  of  less  value  for  starch,  the  best 
being  wanted  for  domestic  use.  In  the  bad  year,  1845,  in  a  stock 
of  about  r>500  bushels,  Dea.  Abl>ot  estimated  his  loss  by  the  disease 
as  equal  to  more  than  HUM)  bushels;  it  reduced  the  yield  for  that 
year  to  only  six  and  one-fifth  pounds  per  bushel. 

In  the  season  of  184(1  P>.ra  Abbot,  from  failure  of  health,  was  able 
to  visit  the  mill  only  once  or  twice,  and  devolved  the  charge  of  it 
on  his  son,  Abiel  Ablx)t.  On  his  decease,  April  M^  1847,  his  sons, 
Abiel  and  Harris  AblK)t,  became  joint  owners  under  the  name  of 
A.  &  H.  Abbot,  'i'hey  continued  the  manufacture  of  starch  four 
or  five  yeai*s  with  stocks  of  potatoes  diminishing  from  the  united 
effects  of  the  disease  and  of  the  coming  of  railroads  ;  l)oth  causes 
combined  to  raise  greatly  the  price  of  potatoes  for  general  con- 
sumption. The  last  stock  received  was  between  one  and  two  thou- 
sand bushels.  The  mill  was  sold  and  converted  into  a  saw  and 
stave  mill. 

COTTON    ANI»    WOOLLEN     FACTOIMKS. 

The  first  cotton  and  woollen  factory  was  incorporated  June  16, 
1814  ;  William  Bales  and  Amos  Holt,  Jr.,  corporators. 

The  Wilton  Manufacturing  Company  was  incorporated  June  23, 
1829  ;  Amos  Dickey,  Abiel  Lovejoy,  Silas  Bullard,  Royal  Wallace 
and  Abraham  Whittemore,  corporators.  This  mill  was  burned  in 
1839. 

With  the  same  charter  and  the  same  title  a  company  was  formed 
in  1848,  with  a  capital  of  .")0,00()  dollars.  Joseph  Newell,  Elipha- 
let  Putnam,  Ziba  Gray,  Daniel  Abbot,  Ksq.,  William  D.  Heasom, 
Clark  C.  Boutwell,  Royal  Southwick,  Klbridge  Reed  and  Tappan 
Wentworth  were  the  principal  stock liolders.  The  mill  was  built  in 
1849,  the  wheel  and  shafting  were  put  in  in  18.')0,  and  the  manu- 
facture of  carpet  yarn  was  begun  April  r>,  18r)l.  'j'he  mill  was  of 
wood,  98x40  feet,  and  contained  two  stories  with  a  basement.  A 
wheel-house  was  built  of  one  story,  32x30  feet,  with  a  basement 
for  washing  wool ;  one-half  of  the  room  above  was  used  for  a  re- 
pair shop.  The  wheel  was  a  breast  wheel,  24  feet  in  diameter,  with 
buckets  12  feet  long.  A  drying-house,  a  wool-house  and  a  double 
cottage  were  also  built,  and  these,  with  the  old  boarding-house, 
were  all  the  buildings  at  first  owned  by  the  company. 

The  first  lot  of  machinery  consisted  of  six  spinning  frames,  three 
twisters,  drawing  frames,  pickers  and  other  small  machinery  to 
match  ;  also  one  set  of  cards  and  one  jack  for  making  filling.     From 
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this  small  beginning  new  machinery  was  added  from  time  to  time 
until  the  mill  contained  fourteen  spinning  frames,  seven  twisters 
and  a  corresponding  increase  of  new  and  moilern  machinery,  includ- 
ing English  combers.  The  machinery  was  increased  for  making 
filling  from  one  to  four  sets.  While  this  increase  of  machinery  was 
going  on  the  building  had  to  be  correspondingly  enlarged.  In  18')8 
forty  feet  were  added  to  the  length  of  the  mill,'  making  it  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight  feet  long.  In  1865  another  addition  was 
made  in  L  form,  fifty  by  seventy-two  feet,  and  one  of  Swain's  tur- 
bine wheels  of  130  horse-power  took  the  place  of  the  old  breast 
wheel  and  was  run  until  the  mill  was  burnt,  March  G,  1872.  In 
May,  1851,  forty-nine  hands  were  employed  and  the  pay  roll  of 
that  month  amounted  to  $788.84.  In  January,  1872,  116  employes 
were  paid  $2371.41.  The  mill  was  in  operation  twenty  years  and 
eleven  months.  The  first  superintendent  was  Mr.  Ripley.  He  was 
soon  succeeded  by  Mr.  Elbridge  G.  Woodman,  who  acted  so  long 
as  the  mill  was  in  operation. 

The  following  account  by  Mr.  Woodman,  one  of  the  most  active 
promoters  of  the  prosperity  of  East  Wilton,  will  be  read  with  deep 
interest,  as  sketching  a  half  century's  growth  in  a  New  England 
village : 

When  I  first  came  to  Wilton  iu  1839  I  went  to  view  the  ruins  of  the  old 
ootton  mill,  and  the  sight  of  those  rnins  and  of  the  beantiful  location 
gave  me  a  feeling  of  sadness,  and  I  asked  myself  if  it  was  not  possible  to 
have  those  ruins  restored  and  the  hoi>es  and  anticipations  of  a  disappoint- 
ed people  made  bright  again.  At  that  time  there  were  twenty-four 
houses  in  the  village  and  fonr  in  Pine  Valley;  today  there  are  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six  houses  in  this  village,  and  about  thirt}'  in  the  Valley. 
I  speak  of  Pine  Valley,  although  just  over  the  line  in  Milford,  because  all 
there  is  there  todav  is  the  result  of  what  was  done  in  Wilton  bv  the  Wil- 
ton  Company. 

I  came  to  Wilton  in  1844  to  reside  a  cou])le  of  years,  and  during  that 
time  held  long  and  frequent  consultations  with  Mr.  Joseph  Xewell,  try- 
ing to  devise  some  way  to  get  up  a  company  to  build  a  mill  where  the  old 
one  stood,  but  this  was  no  easy  matter.  In  the  first  i>lace,  the  stock  or 
shares  of  the  old  company  must  be  bought  up;  this  was  a  ditficult  opera- 
tion, as  this  stock  was  scattered  far  and  wide,  and  soiue  of  its  owners, 
thinking  something  was  to  be  done,  wanted  fabulous  prices  for  tiieir 
stock,  and  had  these  first  eftbrts  been  undertaken  by  a  less  cool  and  per- 
severing man  than  Mr.  Xewell,  nothing  would  have  been  done,  and  this 
village  would  not  be  what  it  is  today. 

Finally  it  was  arranged  that  Mr.  Xewell.  with  the  assistance  of  Mr. 
Rliplialet  Putnam  and  Mr.  Abiel  FiOvejoy  of  Milford,  shoidd  go  to  work 
to  buy  up  the  old  .stock,  and  get  others  interested,  while  my  part  of  the 
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business  wa.s  to  go  back  to  Cbebnsford,  aud,  if  I  could,  get  (lay  &  Silver 
interested,  as  tbey  could  furnisb  the  machinery.  The  next  thing  to  do 
was  to  get  Royal  Southwick,  then  agent  of  the  Baldwin  Company  at 
Chelmsford,  to  take  hold  and  help,  as  he  had  money  and  influence ;  this 
was  Anally  accomplished  after  more  tlian  a  year's  talk  and  some  prett.v 
sharp  diplomacy. 

Daniel  Abbot,  Kscj..  <if  Nashua  was  next  appealed  to,  and  he  procured 
an  act  of  incorporation  witliout  personal  liability,  or,  rather,  had  the  o'rig- 
inal  act  renewe<l.  Hut  now  came  the  tug  of  war  when  stockholders  were 
wanted.  They  said  it  was  too  far  away  from  the  railroad,  and  besides 
tliey  had  no  interest  hi  Wilton,  but  if  they  knew  the  railroad  would  go 
to  Wilton  they  would  take  stock.  And  the  railroad  people  said  if  they 
were  sure  the  mill  would  be  ]>uilt  the  railroad  should  go  to  Wilton,  and 
t<Mlay  Wilton  is  reaping  the  advantages  of  these  early  eflorts.  Finally, 
after  long  and  discouraging  eft'orts,  a  company  was  organized,  the  stock 
($50,000)  was  taken  and  a  mill  built,  going  into  operation  A])ril  .*M,  1851. 
At  tliis  time  the  mill  wa**  100  feet  long,  44  feet  wid<'.  and  two  stories  higli 
with  basement. 

After  speaking  of  the  machinery  and  its  gradual  improvementH, 
Mr.  Wocxlroan  continues  : 

In  185H  it  paid  a  town  tax  of  a'J^H),  with  a  pay  roll  of  about  S500  month- 
ly, and  when  destroyed  in  IS73  it  paid  a  tax  of  about  81400,  with  a  pay 
roll  of  about  81 5(K)  monthly.  .Vnd  lH»re  let  it  be  remembered  all  of  this 
increase  had  been  made  from  the  earnings,  and  no  assessments  had  ever 
been  made  on  the  stockholder^.  And  b<»n*  it  is  but  just  to  sav  that  this 
fine  showing  was  not  due  wholly  to  skilful  management,  for  during  the 
war  evervbodv  made  inonev.  Nevertheless  the  intluence  of  the  old  Wil- 
ton  Company  was  having  its  ett'ect,  and  the  result  was  that  Mr.  Joseph 
Newell  built  the  Newell  mill,  and  that  Mr.  II.  A.  Daniels  was  able  to  get 
up  the  Pine  Valley  Company  an<l  t<»  erect  a  larg(?  and  substantial  mill, 
which  ttxlay  has  a  large  pay  roll,  and  sends  out  a  great  amount  of  goods. 
.Mthough  the  null  is  in  Milford,  it  is,  with  the  exce])tion  of  its  taxes,  pn»- 
cisely  the  same  to  the  people  of  Wilton  as  if  it  wen^  standing  just  a  little 
nearer  to  the  village  over  the  line,  for  here  come  all  the  people  belonging 
there  to  do  all  their  trading,  and  here  in  the  village  are  their  church,  post 
office,  &c.  This  flue  property  is  now,  and  has  long  been,  under  the  skil- 
ful and  pnuient  numagenuMit  of  Mr.  Nash  Simons,  and  long  may  it  exist 
to  bless  those  empl(»yed  there  and  to  contribute  as  it  has  done  to  the 
prosperity  of  Wilton.

The  Davis  Manufacturing  Company  was  incorporated  July  i)th, 
18f);5.  Joseph  Davis,  Royal  Soutlnvick,  Charles  B.  Jones,  Jasper 
Kelley  and  William  S.  Bennett  were  tiic  corporate  mem])ers.  They 
manufactured  carpet  warp  and  filling.  The  mill  was  in  successful 
operation  until  October  4tii,  l.sr»ll,  when  :i  Hood  swept  across  the 
road  and  entirely  destroyed  the  mill. 

About  three  years  after  this  Hood,  Dr.  J.  (i.  (craves  and  others 
built  a  canal,  about  forty  rods  long,  on  the  east  side  of  the  river, 
from  the  dam  to  an  eligil)le  site,  and  erected  a  Iniilding  but  never 
filled  it  with  machinery.  The  buiUling  luis  for  several  years  been 
used  by  H.  W.  Hopkins  and  V.  B.  French  for  the  manufacture  of 
writing  desks  and  fancy  boxes. 

The  Newell  Manufactming  Company  was  incorporated  «July  7th, 
18G().  Joseph  Newell,  (ieorge  A.  Newell  and  Charles  H.  Burns 
were  the  corporate  members.  They  soon  erected  ji  mill,  and  a 
track  was  laid  from  the  railroad  to  their  store-house.  They  manu- 
factured carpet  warp  and  filling.  For  some  cause  the  business  was 
not  successful.  About  18«0  the  machinery  was  sold  and  the  plant 
went  into  the  possession  of  Daniel  Warner  iV:   Sons,  who  put  in 
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machinery  for  making  cotton  yam  and  twine.  They  ran  the  mill 
about  two  years. 

The  Wilton  Company  has  a  capital  of  $30,000.  Hon.  Charles 
H.  Bums  is  president,  Hon.  John  A.  Spalding,  treasurer,  and 
Charles  A.  Bums,  clerk.  On  January  1st,  1^8.*5,  they  commenced 
the  manufacture  of  cotton  warps,  yarns  and  druggists*  and  mer- 
chants* twines.  They  run  2240  spindles  spinning  and  8«2  twist- 
iog.  They  use  l)oth  water-power  and  steam,  and  the  mill  is  heated 
by  steam  and  lighted  by  gasoline. 

The  Messrs.  Whiting  have  a  saw-mill  that  they  run  several 
months  in  the  year,  in  which,  l)esidesthe  hoard-saw,  they  have  box- 
board  and  stave  saws,  and  saws  for  sawing  wood,  planing  machines, 
and  machinery  for  making  keg  and  barrel-heads,  and  for  preparing 
the  l>ox  stock  ready  to  be  nailed  together.  They  grind  in 
their  grist-mill  alx)ut  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  car-loads  of 
corn  annually,  most  of  which,  with  about  one  hundred  car-loads  of 
feed,  is  sold  to  the  milk-raisers.  In  addition,  they  have  a  large  run 
of  custom  grinding.  Their  power  is  furnished  by  a  steam  engine  of 
eighty  horse-power  and  a  water  wheel  of  seventy  horse-power. 
They  also  sell  about  five  hundred  tons  of  coal  and  three  hundred 
and  fifty  cords  of  wood  annually.  Their  trade  in  milk,  cheese  and 
butter  will  be  detailed  under  a  separate  head. 

Levi  Putnam  has  a  saw-mill,  a  planing  machine  and  turning 
lathes,  and  manufactures  trunks  and  trunk  stock.      Power,  water. 

Daniel  (.'ragin  has  a  saw-mill  and  machinery  fov  manufacturing 
knife  trays,  dry  measures,  and  sugar  boxes.  lie  employs  about  six 
hands.     Power,  steam  and  water. 

Nathan  Barker  has  a  grist-mill. 

Hermon  Ho}>kins,  a  saw-mill,  clapboard  and  shingle  nuichinery 
and  turning  lathe. 

Henry  H.  Livermore,  a  saw-mill,  s^hingle  and  stave  nuichinery. 

James  H.  Holt  &  Son  manufacture  knobs  and  milk  can  stopples, 
and  have  a  cider  mill. 

Henry  O.  Sargent,  a  saw-mill  and  turning  machinery. 

Samuel  W.  Smith  manufactures  knobs.

TANNKRIKS. 

There  have  been  four  tanneries  in  Wilton.  The  first  was  on  the 
place  now  owned  by  Mr.  George  S.  Buss.  It  was  stai-ted  bj^  Mr. 
Uriah  Smith,  but  the  date  that  lie  commenced  it  has  not  been  as- 
certained. He  sold  to  Asa  Chandler,  deed  dated  July  23,  177S. 
After  Chandler  came  (ieorge  Abbot,  Benjamin  Barrett,  William 
Parker,  Asa  Jones,  Marden  &  Mills,  Asa  Pollard  and  Benjamin  T. 
Foster.  Mr.  Foster  commenced  business  in  the  yard  in  February, 
18J^6,  and  carried  it  on  successfully  for  thirty-two  years. 

The  site  for  the  next  yard,  known  as  the  Stockwell  yai*d,  was 
purchased  of  John  Farrington  by  William  Blaney,  deed  dated  No- 
vember i;^,  1799.  The  subsequent  owners  were  Oreenleaf  Stevens, 
John  Nutting  and  Elijah  Stockwell.  Mr.  Sylvester  Simonds  was 
the  last  th[it  did  business  on  it. 

Capt.  Isaac  Spalding  came  to  Wilton  from  New  Ipswich  in  1800. 
He  probably  built  his  tannery  soon  after  coming  to  Wilton.  It  was 
kept  in  operation  more  than  forty  years,  the  only  occupants  !)eing 
Capt.  Spalding  and  his  son,  Mr.  Moses  Spalding. 

In  \H():\  Messrs.  Andrew  J.  and  Artemas  Putnam  built  a  tannery 
at  the  East  village  in  which  they  did  l)usiness  for  several  years. 
!)ut  owing  to  financial  embiirrassments  it  is  now  unoccupied. 

TIIK    MKSSKS.    ( OLONV,     MAM  K.\(  TrUKKS. 

In  the  manufacture  of  woollen  goods  in  New  Ilami)shire,  probably 
no  other  name  is  so  i)rominent  as  is  that  of  Colon  v.  Josiah  Colon  v. 
the  first  of  the  name  to  engage  in  woollen  manufacturing,  was  born 
in  Keene,  April  H,  17in,  and  died  June  .'>,  l.S<;7.  He  was  ))orn 
on  the  farm  where  his  father  was  born  and  died,  and  where  his 
grandfather  lived  a  considera))le  portion  of  his  life  and  died.  He 
commenced  nninufacturing  in  Keene  in  company  with  PVancis 
Faulkner,  under  the  name  of  Faulkner  «&  Colon v,  and  the  firm 
name  continues  today,  although  the  interests  are  represented  by  the 
third  generation  on  one  side  and  the  second  on  the  other, — (ieo.  T). 
Colony  and  Horatio  Colony  representing  tlieir  father's  interest  on 
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the  Colony  side.  All  his  sons*  have  been  interested  in  the  manu- 
facture of  all-wool  flannels  and  dress  gooils. 

On  June  28,  1850,  a  manufacturing  property  situated  in  llarris- 
ville  and  purchaseil  by  Josiah  Colony,  was  incorporated  under  the 
name  of  Cheshire  Mills,  and  soon  after  Timothy,  Henry,  Alfred  T. 
and  John  E.  Ijecame  stockholders.  Henry  was  at  the  time  of  hi^ 
death,  and  had  been  for  many  years,  the  treasurer  of  Cheshire 
Mills.  Cheshire  Mills  at  the  present  time  is  owned  by  Timothy 
Colony's  estate,  John  E.  Colony's  estate,  and  by  Horatio  Colony, 
who  purchased  Henry's  interest. 

The  number  of  hands  employed  in  a  dannel  mill  is  snuiU  as  com- 
pared with  some  other  branches  of  woollen  manufacture. 

Faulkner  &  Colony  run  six  sets  of  machinery,  employ  some 
sixt\'-two  or  sixty- three  hands,  consume  from  five  to  six  lumdred 
thousand  pounds  of  unwashed  wool  (wool  in  the  grease,  or  before 
scouring),  and  produce  from  750,000  to  800,000  yards  of  daimel. 

Cheshire  Mills,  in  Harrisville,  run  nine  sets  of  machinery,  employ 
ninety-four  or  ninety-five  hands,  consume  from  eiglit  to  nine  hun- 
dred thousand  pounds  of  wool  (before  scouring),  and  produce  from 
1,100,000  to  1,200,000  yards  of  flannel  and  dress  goods. 

The  foregoing  account  was  kindly  furnished  by  Hon.  Horatio 
Colony  of  Keene. 

The  mill  at  Wilton  is  owned  and  operated  by  Frank  H.  Colony, 
Fred.  Colony  and  James  Colony,  sons  of  Henry  Colony.  The  firm 
name  is  "Colony  Bros."  The  mill  has  seven  sets  of  machinery,  is 
four  stories  high  and  is  built  of  stone  and  brick.  'I'lie  main  mill  is 
1 17x54  feet ;  dye  house,  of  one  story,  (lOx-H)  feet ;  ))oiler  house,  en- 
gine room  and  picker  building,  three  stories,  :)()x40  feet.  The  tirm 
began  to  build  in  1882  and  commenced  business  February  1,  188;). 
They  make  flannels  and  dress  goods,  produce  yearly  1, ()()(), 000 
yards  and  employ  seventy- five  hands.

CHAPTER  XVII. 


PAUPERISM    AND    INSANITY. 

In  the  earlier  stages  of  New  England  civilization  the  condition  of 
the  abnormal  members  of  the  community,  such  as  paupers,  the  in- 
sane, slaves  and  criminals,  was  a  hard  one.  Puritanism  made  men 
and  women  stern,  resolute,  firm,  severe,  but  not  particularly  gentle, 
compassionate,  sympathetic,  or  humanitarian.  God  Himself  was 
looked  upon  as  King  and  Judge,  rather  than  as  the  universal  Fa- 
ther. If  men  suffered,  the  feeling  was  that  they  ought  to  suffer. 
It  was  the  Hebrew  code  rather  than  the  Chiistian  ;  an  eye  for  an 
eye,  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth.  The  Indians  were  regarded  and 
treated  as  the  children  of  the  devil,  and  worthy  of  extermination. 
They  were  often  sold  into  slavery.  Slaves  were  made  even  of 
white  men.  Little  compassion  was  felt  for  those  who  fell  out  of 
line,  and  did  not  keep  step  with  the  luarc-li  of  society.  The  poor 
were  sold  at  auction  for  their  mainteuauce  to  the  lowest  bidder. 
The  insane  were  regarded  with  su[)erstitious  awe,  and  were  often 
shut  up  in  cold  and  filthy  outhouses,  sometimes  chained,  without 
fire,  suitable  clothing,  proper  food  or  medical  attendance.  In  one 
town  in  New  Hampshire  a  man  was  confined  in  a  cage  for  thirty 
years,  from  which  he  had  never  been  out  but  once  I  The  treatment 
of  criminals  was  harsh  and  vindictive,  and  the  condition  of  jails 
and  lock-ups  was  a  reproach  to  civilization  and  to  Christianity. 
Orphan  children,  apprentices  and  the  friendless  often  experienced 
little  mercy  or  commiseration  from  those  who  had  them  in  charge, 
or  from  the  community.  Domestic  and  school  discipline,  even  to 
the  more  favored,  was  grounded  on  the  proverb  of  **  sparing  the 
rod,  and  spoiling  the  child."  Such  was  the  general  character  of 
the  times,  to  which  there  were,  of  course,  many  notable  exceptions, 
worthy  of  all  commendation. 

But  all  these  features  are  so  changed   now   that  they  appear  al- 
most incredible  to  later  times.     There  have  been  no  reforms  more 
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remarkable  than  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  and  life  of  the 
weak  and  Buffering  classes.  The  leaven  of  Christianity  has  been 
leavening  the  whole  lump  and  reaching  out  to  the  very  outskirts  of 
society.  The  spirit  of  Him  who  came  not  to  destroy  men's  lives, 
but  to  save  them,  and  to  seek  and  save  the  lost,  is  I  becoming 
the  corporate  spirit  of  states  and  cities.  When  we  consider  the 
progress  of  the  last  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  in  the  direction  of 
humane  and  benevolent  activity,  we  cannot  but  hope  for  still  great- 
er and  more  beneficent  changes  in  the  near  future. 

Lecky,  in  his  **  European  Morals/'  remarks  that  the  merciful 
treatment  of  animals  is  one  of  the  surest  tests  of  an  advanced 
Christian  civilization.  The  mission  in  this  country  of  Henry  Bergli 
to  prevent  cruelty  to  animals  has  accomplished  ii  great  revolution 
of  sentiment,  and  his  recent  decease  has  called  forth  noble  testi- 
monies to  his  disinterested  labors  for  those  creatures  of  Ood  which 
have  no  articulate  speech  to  plead  their  own  cause. 

The  Centennial  Pamphlet  tells  us  of  the  early  paupers  : 

The  first  pauper  hi  towu  waif*  by  thi*  naiiM*  of  St  rat  tun,  who  rcfi'ivt'tl 
aid  from  the  town  l>efore  the  Revolution.  From  this  tinit*  till  18.'<()  then* 
were  but  s^even  familieH — and  these  but  in  part — who  wen'  supported  by 
the  town.  Some  other  individuals,  but  v<»rv  few  in  nninb(>r,  have  occa- 
sioually  received  aid.  In  1830  a  farm  for  the  poor  was  purchased,  and 
was  carried  on  bv  the  town  for  sonn*  voars.  The  i>rodncts  of  this  farm 
weiv  n<*arly  suffleient  in  most  years  to  pay  the  wa;i:es  of  the  overseer  and 
family,  and  for  the  support  of  the  poor. 

l»KO<KKI>INGS    IN    KKLATION    TO    TlIK    TOWN     KAKM. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March,  IH.JO,  the  town 

VoUd,  to  pureliase  a  farm  on  which  to  sni)p<U"t  the  poor.  .Joel  Abbot. 
Oliver  Perhani  and  Dainel  Batehelder,  seleetnien,  and  Jonathan  Parkhurst 
ami  Jonathan  Livermore  were  a)»pointed  a  eonnuittee  to  purchase  a  farm. 
"itock,  tools  and  furniture  for  the  same,  and  to  employ  a  man  and  his  wife 
to  manage  the  s;une. 

The  paupers  were  supported  on  this  farm  thirty-eight  years. 

At  the  anuual  town  meeting  in  March,  18H8,  the  town 

Voted,  that  the  sele<'tnien  appoint  a  ('(Mnnnttee  of  three  to  disjiose  of 
and  sell  the  town  farm. 

Voted,  that  this  eonmiittet*  s(dl  th«*  perstuial  property  on  the  town  farm 
on  the  first  day  of  April  next. 

Voted,  that  this  committee  b«*  authorized  and  emi)owered  to  dispose  of 
sell  and  convey  said  farm  antl  to  jfive  a  deed  of  the  same. 
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The  farm  comprised  lot  No.  8  in  the  eighth  range  and  about  three- 
fourths  of  lot  No.  8  in  the  ninth  range  of  original  lots.  It  had  l)een 
formerly  owned  by  Nathan  A.  Whiting.  After  the  town  sold  the 
farm,  the. paupers  were  provided  for  by  contract,  as  before. 

PROCEEDINGS    IN    KEOARH    TO    HILLSBOROUGH    COUNTY   FARM. 

The  increase  of  manufacturing  at  Manchester,  Nashua  and  other 
villages  in  the  county,  and  the  law  passed  in  1841,  making  void 
all  settlements  gained  in  the  towns  prior  to  1796,  added  much  to 
the  number  of  the  paupers  to  be  supported  by  the  county. 

The  county  judges,  Hon.  Jacob  Whittemore  of  Antrim  and  Hon. 
Jesse  Carr  of  GoflPstown,  at  that  time  had  the  superintendence  of 
all  matters  relating  to  the  county  paupers.  For  the  purpose  of 
lessening  the  expenses  to  the  county  of  maintaining  the  paupers, 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1849  they  purchased  of  Noyes  Poor, 
Esq.,  of  Goffstowu,  a  farm  for  which  was  paid  $10,000.  In  Febru- 
ary, 1 850,  the  judges  notified  the  several  towns  that  the  establish- 
ment was  ready  to  receive  paupers.  The  first  report  of  the  justices 
was  dated  September  <'),  1850,  the  institution  having  been  occupied 
about  six  months.  During  that  time  there  had  been  176  paupers  at 
the  farm,  88  having  been  the  largest  number  at  any  one  time,  and 
77  being  the  average  number.  From  the  same  report  we  obtain  the 
following :

At  the  session  of  the  Legishiture  of  18.')],  the  representatives  of 
Hillsborough  County  met  in  convention  for  the  purpose  of  examin- 
ing the  tinancial  iilfairs  of  the  county,  and  the  following  resolve  was 
passed :

said  Clement  have  power  to  send  for  person^  and  papers  in  making  said 
investigation:  which  resolutit)n,  having  Immmi  considered  hy  tin' conven- 
tion, was,  on  m(»ti<Mi.  adopted  hy  a  unanimous  vote. 

Mr.  Clement  submitted  his  report  to  the  convention  of  repre- 
sentatives of    Hillsborough   County   nC  the    session  held  in  June, 
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1852.     From  tliat  report  we  obtain  the  following  statement  of  the 
expense  of  the  county  for  paupers  for  the  years  named  in  the  report :

The  law  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  185'),  remodelling  the  ju- 
diciary, abolished  the  oMlees  of  county  justice  and  road  commis- 
sioners, and  created  the  ollice  of  county  conunissioners,  with  the 
duties  and  powers  previously  belonging  to  county  justices  and  road 
commissioners. 

The  report  of  the  commissioners,  dated  December,  1857,  gives 
the  expenses  for  iiaupers,  during  the  previous  year,  as  follows :

The  Legislature  in  IHCA)  or  18r)l  passed  a  law  making  void  all 
settlements  gained  prior  to  1840,  which  threw  the  support  of  most 
of  the  i)aupers  upon  the  county  and  caused  the  sale  of  the  town 
farms,  on  which  paupers  had  been  [)reviously  supi)orted. 

Late  in  the  year  1«0G  the  buildings  at  the  farm  in  Goffstown, 
with  the  exception  of  the  barn,  stable  and  corn-barn,  were  destroyed 
])y  fire. 

The  representatives  of  the  towns  of  Hillsborough  County,  in  con- 
vention at  Manchester,  in  January,  18G7,  instructed  the  county 
commissioners  to  sell  the  County  Poor  Farm  at  Goffstown,  and  such 
parts  of  the  personal  property  connected  with  the  farm  as  they 
deemed  advisable,  and  authorized  them  to  purchase  the  Whiting 
farm  in  Wilton,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  Si 2,500, 
and  to  erect  such  buildings  thereon  as  might  be  necessary  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  county,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $10,000. 

The  county  took  possession  of  the  farm  April  1st.  1807,  and  a 
suitable  building  was  erected  of  wooden  material,  eighty-two  by 
forty  feet,  three  stories  high,  with  a  cellar  under  the  whole  having  a 
cemented  bottom.  The  farm,  proper,  contains  4?3G  acres,  and  is 
bounded  on  the  west  by  Temple,  while  the  north  line  is  one-half  of

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Rev.  T.  S.  Lincoln,  former  pastor  of  the  Unitarian  Cliurch,  says : 

Since  the  establinhmeiit  of  the  County  Farm  in  this  town  in  1868,  there 
have  been  offleially  eonneetod  with  it  two  very  able  and  sucoef»sful  super- 
iutendeutr^,  with  their  cooperating  wives;  namely.  Captain  G.  O.  Bum- 
pus  and  C.  A.  Stilc;*,  Esq.  There  have  been  ali*o  three*  chaplain^«,  two  of 
whom  wer«  worthy  Baptist  pn^achers.  One,  the  He  v.  S.  C.  Fletcher, 
was  my  jiredeceMsor,  and  the  other,  the  Kev.  Georj^e  Trow,  is  mj'  success- 
or and  the  pn»sent  lncumt)ent.  Myself,  a  Cnitarian  preacher,  held  the 
office  of  chaplain  for  ten  years,  more  than  half  the  time.  The  following 
is  my  closing  report  for  the  year  ending  Ai)nl  .*W,  188.'^ :

Gextlemkn  :— I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  my  otticial  duties  at  the 
County  Home  have  been  the  past  year  performed  with  increasing  inter- 
e-st;   both  the  otHcers  and  inmates  of  th(»  institution  have  manifested  a 
most  kindly  inten»st  in  my  appropriate  work  as  their  chaplain,  and  also 
hei»au8e  I  feel  (piite  sun*  that  my  otflcial  inlluence  has  a  direct  liearing  on 
the  l)est  inten»sts  of  humanitv.    The  Christian  reliijion,  which  it  is  mv 
duty  and  highest  pleasun*  to  pn^ach  and  practise,  is  th<*  Divine  charter 
that  guarantees  to  all  beings  their  rights  and  true  interests.     And  this 
fact  furnishes  the  most  searching  test  (»f  genuine  religion,  hence  an  emi- 
ncMit  clergyman  once  saitl  **that  ])erson's  religion  is  worthless  whose  dog 
and  cat  are  not  better  for  it."    Solomon,  in  his  wisdom,  has  truly  said  "  A 
righteous  man  regardeth  the  life  of  his  beast."     If  this  is  ebaracteristic  of 
a  righteous  man  to  kindly  treat  animals,  how  much  more  readily  will  he 
so  treat  all  iiasses  of  human  beingsy    For  our  Savior  -^ays  on  this  point. 
••How  much  better  is  a   man    than   ;i    sheep.**     Now   this  religion,  this 
Christian  princi))le  and  spirit,  are  needed  eyeryxNhere,  ))Ul   very  specially 
in  almshouses  and  n»formatory  institutions:  needed  as  a  governing  spirit 
in  the  hearts  of  all  concerned  in  the  manag^Miienl  of  those  «'stablishments; 
for  these  an*  the  strong  ones,  clothed  with  power  ov«*r  their  weak  depend- 
ents.    Without  this  guiding  spirit,  or  witlnKil  the  restraint  of  civil  law  or 
circumstances,  their  weak  depenilents  are  liable  to  sutler  from  an  invasion 
of  their  rights  and  a  (lisregard  of  their  true  interests.     These  institutions 
aiv  built,  or  should  be,  in  the  int«Mests  both  of  the  iinnates  and  the  com- 
nmnity.     In  th«'se  institutions  the  poor,  the  diseased,  the  insane,  ignorant, 
homeless  children  and  criminals  tind  a  temporary  home,  where  provision 
is  made  to  meet  their  needs.     Here  certain  classes  of  criminals  are  sent 
for  a  limited  time;    such  establishments  should  be  mad(>,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, h(mies  of  reform,  that,  under  certain  intluence.  they  may.  through  re- 
pentance and  reformation,  lay  aside  all  their  bad  habits  and  form  all  those 
go<Kl  ones  that  shall  tit  them  to  be  good  citizens,  so  that  when  their  sen- 
tence expires  they  may  not  return  to   the  den«i  of  iniquity  from  which 
they  came,  only  ndieved  of  certain  physical  burdens  brought  with  them, 
or  cured  of  tUsease  at  the  public  expense.     No,  these  institutions  should 
Ik?  made  n»formatory  under  the  application  of  Christian  influence  to  far 
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<;rcjit<*r  extent  than  whal  they  are.  This  i>  essential  to  the  hij|;hest  well- 
?)ein;r  of  al]  ehiss^'s  <»f  the  eonunuiiitv.  These  institutions  sliould  i)e  so 
pervatled  and  eontrolled  i)y  Christian  influenees.  felt  and  yielded  to,  that 
the  angels  <»f  eai1h  and  the  anjjels  of  Heaven  shall  here  liave  ahundant 
oecasion  to  rej<»iee  over  the  n*jMMitanee  «»f  sinn(Ms.  In  eonelnsion.  let  me 
say  that  I  have  n<»t  heen  led  into  the  preeeding  trains  of  thought  hy  way 
of  critieisin«x  this  institution,  hut  heeause  I  have  recently  learned  tliat 
some  other  institutions  of  a  similar  eharaeter  are  o])en  to  very  severe  eril- 
icism  on  aeeounl  of  the  manner  in  whieh  they  are  mauag^'d.  From  the 
])ad  examples  of  others  similarly  situated  with  ourselves,  it  is  well  for  us 
to  take  warning  and  tlius  shun  evil.  The  old  maxim  still  holds  *fo(Ml : 
''An  ounee  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  eure."

INSANITY. 

Comparutively  few  iiistiiiices  of  instinity  or  idiotisiu  have  occiiiTed 
in  towu  duriiij^  its  lonjr  history  of  a  century  and  a  half.  Contrary 
to  the  usual  oi)inion  among  scientilic  men,  that  the  farmer  i)opulation 
are  peculiarly  suhject  to  mental  aberration,  the  experieiue  of  our 
little  commonwealth  i)roves  that  no  class  is  less  liable  to  this  ca- 
lamity than  the  hardy  sons  of  the  soil.  Mrs.  Alvah  Russell,  Israel 
Holt,  Abner  Flint,  Simon  Sheldon,  Mrs.  .Joseph  1*.  Howard,  Alvin 
Avery,  Mrs.  Taylor,  and  .Joseph  Melendy,  .Ir.,  are  the  principal 
names  that  occur  in  this  connection.  In  some  instances  the  de- 
rangement was  only  temporary,  and  soon  yielded  to  proper  hospital 
treatment.  There  have  been  some  other  cases  of  mental  disorder, 
but  these  are  the  prominent  ones. 

The  Asylum  for  the  Insane  at  Concord,  erected  under  the  inspi- 
ration and  zeal  of  Miss  Dorothea  L.  Dix,  lately  decease<l,  is  open  to 
the  unfortunate.  The  pauper  insane  of  the  county  are  i)laced  al 
the  comity  farm  in  Wilton. 


CIIAPTEK   XVIII. 


CRIMK    AND    PUNISHMENT. 

In  the  time  of  our  ftithers  whii)i)in<>:  was  a  coinmoii  punishment 
for  minor  offences,  such  us  pett}'  hirceny,  and  assault  and  battery. 
Public  sentiment,  however,  in  process  of  time  has  revolted  against 
its  brutality,  and  it  is  now  iuHicted  in  but  few  comnumities.  -The 
cat-o'-nine-tails  has  been  thought,  in  this  country  and  in  Kngland,  to 
be  the  proper  intliction  for  that  contemptible  class  of  criminals 
called  wife-beaters,  and  in  some  states  of  the  I'nion  the  whipping- 
j)08t  has  l)een  rei^stablished.  In  general,  however,  cruelty  begets 
cnielty,  and  liarbarous  punishments  do  more  to  harden  than  to  re- 
form the  transgressor.  Probably  to  prohibit  li(pior-making  and 
liquor-selling  would  do  more  to  diminish  crime  than  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  severest  laws. 

At  the  county  court  hehl  in  Amherst  in  October,  1771,  Jonas 
Stepleton  was  sentenced  to  be  whipped  twenty  strii)es  on  the  naked 
back  for  theft,  and  to  i)ay  a  fine  of  I'l  1,  or  ten-fold  the  value  of  the 
g(H>ds  stolen  and  the  costs  of  court,  or,  in  default  of  payment,  to 
be  sold  as  a  slave  for  seven  vears.  An  oak  on  the  Wilton  connnon 
was  in  the  early  times  the  whii)ping-[)ost.  A  culprit,  condemned  to 
undergo  this  punislnnent  for  stealing  clothes  hung  out  to  dry,  nuule 
his  shrieks  heard  across  the  valley  a  mile  away.  An  old  lady  re- 
lates that  at  a  later  period  a  whii)ping-i>ost,  eight  or  ten  feet  high, 
stood  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  connnon.  Here  justice  was  ad- 
ininisteretl  on  violators  of  the  law  and  disturbers  of  the  peace  of 
the  community.  The  same  i)ost  was  also  used  as  a  bulletin  board 
for  public  notices. 

The  worst  crimes  have  been  very  rare  in  the  history  of  our 
t^)vvn.  Instances  of  graves  being  robbed  occurred  at  one  time  many 
years  ago,  but  the  offenders  could  not  be  identified,  though  certain 
individuals  were  suspected  of  being  guilty.      A  detective  agent  was 
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employed,  but  no  arrests  were  made,  and  the  criminals  wei*e  never 
brought  to  justice.  In  l8Cr>  a  supposed  horse  thief,  passing  through 
town,  was  arrested  and  indicted  under  the  name  of  W.  J.  Hunter, 
(ih'n^  George  Brown,  but  the  evidence  was  not  sufficient  to  convict 
hhn,  and  he  was  discharged.  Some  years  ago  an  altercation  took 
place  on  the  public  street  in  East  Wilton  on  Sunday,  in  which 
Thomas  Broderick  of  Milford  struck  a  man  by  the  name  of  Doyle 
on  tlie  head  with  the  edge  of  a  board.  Doyle  fell  and  died  in  a 
few  minutes.  Broderick  was  convicted  of  manslaughter,  and  sen- 
tenced to  the  State  Prison  for  a  term  of  years.  After  about  one 
year's  imprisonment  he  was  pardoned  by  the  Governor  on  a  petition 
signed  by  a  large  number  of  tlie  citizens  of  Milford.  About  the 
year  1868  two  young  men,  named  Newgent  and  Howard,  commit- 
ted several  burglaries  in  East  Wilton  and  were  arrested  in  Peter- 
borough. They  were  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced  to  the  State 
Prison  for  three  years.  Less  than  a  month  elapsed  between  their 
crune  and  their  sentence.  About  the  year  1870  a  man  by  the 
name  of  Barry  was  convicted  of  committing  a  burglary  in  East  Wil- 
ton, and  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  for  two  or  three  years. 

But  the  greatest  shock  ever  given  to  the  public  morals  and  the 
honorable  repute  of  the  town  was  by  the  repeated  crimes  and  the 
execution  of  Klwin  W.  Major.  Major  was  a  native  of  GofTstown 
and  about  thirty  years  old.  He  had  removed  with  his  parents  at  five 
years  of  age  to  Randolph,  N'ermont,  thence  went  to  Manchester, 
New  Hampshire,  when  nineteen  years  old,  and  worked  there  for 
some  time,  and  then  removed  to  Iowa.  He  returned  east,  worked 
for  a  time  in  (ioffstown,  tlien  went  to  Wilton  to  work  in  a  mill  and 
cabinet  shop.  Afterwards  he  worked  on  a  farm,  and  married  the 
daughter  of  the  i)roprietor,  and  lived  in  Wilton  Centre.  On  the 
2()th  of  December,  1874,  his  wife,  Mrs.  Ida  Major,  was  taken  sud- 
denly and  violently  ill,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day  she  died. 
She  was  buried,  but  her  su(l<len  and  stnuige  death,  coupled  with 
other  circumstances,  awakened  strong  susi)icions  of  foul  play,  and 
led  the  town  authorities  to  investigate  the  case.  The  result  was 
clear ;  strychnine  had  been  purchased  and  administered  and  was  the 
undoubted  cause  of  death.  Further  investigation  led  to  the  strong 
belief  that  Major  had  been  guilty  of  several  other  murders.  He  was 
arrested  and  imprisoned,  and  after  two  trials  he  was  convicted  of 
murder  by  the  court,  and  sentenced  to  be  hung.  He  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  county  jail  to  the  State  Prison  at  Concord,  and  on 
January  o,  1870,  was  executed,  protesting  his  innocence  to  the  last. 
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Some  attempts  at  burglary  in  East  Wilton  have  occurred,  which 
have  been  prevented  by  the  timely  interference  or  resistance  of  the 
citizens.  George  Peacock  in  187H  or  1H7D  was  convicted  of  burg- 
lary and  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  for  three  years,  but  after 
one  year's  imprisonment  ho  was  pardoned  out  )iy  the  Governor  on 
petition. 

The  old  meeting-house  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  investigation 
resulted  in  the  belief  that  it  was  the  work  of  an  incendiary.  But 
there  was  not  suflicient  evidence  to  produce  conviction  at  law,  and 
no  arrests  were  made. 

So  far  as  is  known  none  of  the  above  criminals  were  natives  of 
Wilton.  If  this  chapter  of  the  history  is  short,  therefore,  it  speaks 
well  for  the  morality  and  intelligence  of  the  town,  and  of  the  sur- 
i*ounding  community. 


CHAPTER   XIX. 


FIRES,    FLOODS    AND   CASUALTIES. 

Wiltou  has  not  escaped  the  destroyers^  which  attack  our  modern 
civilization.  Her  losses  ])y  (ire,  especially,  have  been  comparative- 
ly very  great.  Uesides  the  destruction  of  single  houses,  barns,  or 
mills,  in  the  tlu'ee  notable  instances,  in  1874,  18«1  and  1885,  ex- 
tensive conrtagrations  have  swept  over  the  business  centre  of  the 
East  village,  laying  waste  the  principal  stores  and  public  buildings. 
But  the  sufferers  have  uniformly  rallied  with  fresh  courage  and  en- 
ergy to  repair  their  losses,  and  have  rendered  the  place  more  beau- 
tiful than  before.  New  stores  and  dwellings  have  tilled  the  vacant 
lots,  and  a  substantial  and  elegant  Town  House  now  occupies  the 
site  of  the  on(,*e  spncious  Whiting  House,  destroyed  by  tire. 

Hut  it  has  become  a  serious  (luestion  how  the  ravaires  by  tire  can 
be  stayed.  We  have  exiiausted  all  the  ai)plian(!es  :ind  inventions 
of  modern  times  to  arrest  the  fearful  devastation,  such  as  steam 
tire  engines,  paid  tire  dei)artments,  lire  extinguishers,  hydrants,  tire 
signals,  l)ut  millions  ui)on  millions  of  i)r()perty  :ind  scores  of  lives 
are  destroyed  everv  year  in  our  land.  This  waste  of  society  is 
alone  sutlicient  to  account  for  much  of  our  poverty  and  misery.  It 
partially  explains  why  the  average  gain  per  capita  is  so  slow,  not- 
withstanding the  innnense  enterprise  :nid  industry  of  the  American 
people.  A  more  ellicient  cure  for  this  evil  must  probably  besought, 
not  so  nmch  in  improyed  methods  of  putting  out  tires,  as  in  im- 
proved methods  of  constructing  buildings  which  shall  i)revent  them, 
or,  at  least,  shall  greatly  rettn'd  the  i)rogress  of  tlames.  He  will  ])e 
a  true  benefactor  to  society  who  shall  devise  and  introduce  a  mode 
of  building  reasonably  secure  against  tire  and  not  too  costly  to  \hi 
generally  ado[)ted. 
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FIRES. 

The  following  buildings  have  been  Inirned  :  Hezekiah  Hamblet's 
house  on  the  west  side  of  the  road  southeast  of  Abiel  Flint's  house  ; 
James  Dasconib's  barn,  1774,  on  tlie  soutii  side  of  the  road  north- 
east of  ^Irs.  Francis  Whitin<r's  buihlings  ;  Uriah  Smith's  grist  mill 
and  clothing  mill,  1781  or  17«2,  near  the  site  of  Sanmel  Smith's 
knob  shop;  a  school  iiouse  near  where  Mrs.  Henry  Newell's  house 
now  stands;  Deacon  John  Flint's  house,  April,  1810,  northeast  of 
3Irs.  Charles  White's  ])arn  :  Colonel  I)ascond>'s  shoj),  March  21, 
1820;  John  Parker's  house,  ISIay,  183:i;  the  factory  of  the  Wilton 
Company,  February,  \x:V,)  \  J.  Newell's  first  store  in  Fast  Wilton; 
Deacon  Fzra  Abbot's  house,  1840  ;  Deacon  William  Sheldon's  shop 
and  dry  house  nt  West  Wilton,  1844  ;  second  tire,  July  21,  18C4  ; 
Theron  Hussell's  house,  John  F.  Russell's  house,  Josei)h  Holt's 
house,  the  Hatchelder  house  on  the  hill  east  of  Joseph  W.  Stiles's, 
David  Whiting's  liarrett  house,  Henry  Futnam's  house  and  ^Irs. 
Charles  Howard's  house  and  barn  ;  Abiel  Fisk's  cider  mill,  farming 
tools  and  grain.  May,  18');}  ;  Jonathan  Snow's  house.  18/);). 

The  old  meeting-house  at  the  Centre,  the  second  built  in  town, 
was  burned  I)eceml>er  8,  18.jl».  A  juvenile  concert  had  taken  place 
t!ie  same  evening.  The  fire  was  generally  believed  to  be  set  by  an 
incendiary,  and  it  broke  out  about  midnight.  '*Our  holy  and  beau- 
tiful house,  where  our  fathers  praised  Thee,  was  burned  up  with 
fire,  and  all  our  pleasant  things  were  laid  waste."  The  following 
buildings  were  burned  at  different  times:  Mrs.  Chandler's  house, 
opposite  Oardner  Hlanchanrs  :  Stock's  house,  in  which  two  children 
were  burned:  Nahum  Child's  building,  where  the  butter  factory 
now  stands:  the  factory  r)f*  the  Wilton  Company,  .March,  1872; 
Peter  H.  Putnam's  store-house;  W.  P.  Duucklee's  shop,  on  the 
site  where  C.  \.  ik  H.  L.  Kmersou's  sho^)  stands:  Si>alding's 
cooper-shop  :  John  Herlihey's  house  :  Freeman's  mill,  built  and  for- 
merly owned  bv  Philii)  Putnam  :  Mrs.  O'Neil's  house  aiul  barn, 
18  <  ;>. 

(Jn  December  2,  1874,  a  destructive  conflagration  swept  over  the 
l)rincipal  street  of  East  Wilton.  Hegiiming  at  a  store  and  dwell- 
ing, it  laid  in  ashes  .Masonic  Hall,  the  Public  Library,  Whiting's 
Hotel,  stores,  houses  and  other  buildings.  The  cause  of  the  fire 
was  sui)posed  to  be  the  spontaneous  combustion  of  oil  and  painters' 
rags.  The  loss  amounted  to  about  81t).'),8(»),  the  insurance  to 
??.'):>, (H)U.     J.  Newell's  and  S.   N.  Center's  buildings  were  burned 
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March  15,  187fi  ;  .lolin  II.  Frye's  stable,  opposite  the  depot,  and 
Jeremiah  Driscoirs  house  and  barn  in  1871K 

On  January  20,  18H1,  East  Wilton  liad  a  second  great  fire,  de- 
Htroying  many  of  the  newly  erected  buildings.  Masonic  Ilall,  the 
Hank,  the  J^iblic  Library,  and  houses  and  stores  along  the  most 
tliickly  settled  part  of  Main  Street  on  the  same  site  as  that  of  the 
great  fire  of  1874.  The  losses  were  estimated  at  $r)0,000,  arid  the 
insurance  at  about  $;U>,0()0.  In  188-2  the  CJoss  Mills,  formerly  the 
French  Mills,  were  burned  ;  on  June  27,  188.S,  Harvey  A.  Whiting's 
barn  and  in  the  same  year  his  house. 

Hut  these  misfortunes  were  not  to  be  the  last,  as  will  be  seen  by 
the  following  extract  from  the  Wilton  Journal  of  December  8,  188') : 

Wrdnewlay  oveniiig,  DectMiihor  2,  188.5,  will  long  he  reiiieml>ered  a.«  :i 
iiioHt  unfortunate  one  for  this  euterprisiug  New  Hampshire  village. 
Though  accustomed  to  a  certain  extent  to  i-everses  of  this  uatui'c,  the  con- 
fiagration  of  last  week  will  loug  leave  its  dreadful  impress  upon  the  busi- 
ness interests  of  the  town  of  Wilton.  For  the  fourth  time  a  portion  of 
the  business  street  has  been  laid  in  ashes.  Shortly  after  ten  o'clock,  fire 
was  discovered  in  S.  A.  Spalding's  meat  market,  In  the  office  located  in 
the  rear  of  the  market.  Imniediatelv  the  alarm  was  oriven  and  the  wholo 
town  was  aroused.  The  firemon  responihid  quickly,  but  theiT*  was  some 
d<»lay  in  g<*tting  a  stream  of  water  on  the  fire,  and  ere  this  was  accom- 
plished the  fire  had  gained  siieh  headway  that  it  was  evident  that  it  eonld 
not  be  subdued.  The  buildin<i:s  being  const rueted  ot  wood,  the  fire  wa^ 
quickly  eonnnunieated  to  the  blocks  on  either  <ide.  .nul  soon  all  adjoining 
buildings  were  a  mass  of  llames.  'i'o  stay  the  i)roo:ress  of  the  fiendish 
(dements  was  an  impossibility,  of  sut*li  conil)ustible' materials  were  the 
buildings  composed.  The  liremen  worked  heroically:  baninir  the  delay 
at  the  outset,  no  criticisui  could  be  offered. 

Th<'  fire  gradually,  but  surely,  worked  westward,  and  soon  Kiniif's  Veg- 
etable And>rosia  manufactory.  S.  K.  Foster's  tin  shop  and  the  stable 
occupied  by  F.  V.  Kent  were  enveloped  in  flames.  In  the  meantime 
Kamsay's  Block,  in  which  the  fire  had  ori<j:inate<l  ami  which  was  occupied 
by  S.  A.  Spalding  and  S.  N.  Center,  'id,  wms  bein«;  burned  to  the  ground. 
It  was  indeed  most  fortunate  that  no  wind  prevailed  at  the  time,  (dse  th<' 
(b'struction  would  have  been  threefold.  Several  Ijuildiniifs  were  more  or 
less  endangered,  and  for  a  time  the  destruction  of  the  railroad  bridge 
seemed  inmiinent.  Aid  was  in  conscMpience  sunnnoned  from  \ashua.  and 
was  promptly  sent,  but  its  service^j  were  not  needed,  the  local  department 
a-sisted  by  the  Messrs.  Colonys  hydrants  afiording  sufiicient  protection. 
Th(?  fire  was  under  complete  control  by  12  o'clock.  The  loss  is  variouslv 
estimated,  but  proliably  82(),(HM»  will  covei-  the  amount  :  A.  A.  Ifamsay's 
building,  loss  ^.VlOt).  insured  for  sJOtM);  S.  N.  Center,  2d.  groceries,  los-^ 
g8r>(H).  insured  f or;;$22.")0 ;  S.  A.  Spalding's  [meat  market.  loss'82(KK),  in- 
sured for  .SbMH):  1*.  King's  Andn-osia  manufactory.  1(k<  .siiooo.  insured  for 
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$1600;  8.  K.  Foster,  tin  wan*,  loss  ^JOOO,  insured  for  $1500;  A.  11.  Smith, 
jewelr>',  loss  8500,  insured  for  ^^00;  S.  B.  Cotton,  owner  of  the  stable, 
loss  82000,  insured  for  $10(K):  Hanisay  &  Blanehard,  apples,  loss  $7(K). 
F.  P.  Kent  also  lost  several  hundreil  dollars'  worth  of  property.  A  large 
amount  of  valuables  was  stored  in  th<'  basement  and  upper  story  of  Ram- 
say's building,  all  of  whioli  was  l)urned.  'l'h(»  fire  doid»tless  originated 
from  an  over-heated  stove  in  Spalding's  ofilce,  and  was  purely  accidental. 
The  fiY^  must  of  necessity  crii»])le  the  hidustry  of  the  town,  but  Wilton 
pluck  is  manifesting  itsolf  in  tin*  erection  of  new  buildings  on  the  burned 
territorv. 

FUESIIET. 

The  greatest  Hood  ever  known  in  Wilton  took  place  on  Monday, 
October  4,  1869.  Rain  had  fallen  on  Sunday  and  Sunday  night, 
and  on  Monday  forenoon,  but  no  apprehensions  of  a  very  high 
freshet  were  felt  until  noon,  when  the  windows  of  Heaven  seemed 
to  be  opened  and  i>oured  down  sheets  of  water  such  as  had  never 
been  seen  before.  In  a  very  short  time  the  streams  rose  to  a  fear- 
ful height,  sweeping  away  bridges,  dams,  logs  and  mill  stuff,  mills 
and  factories,  gullying  roads,  and  flooding  fields  and  meadows. 
Brooks  became  raging  mountain  rivers.  Torrents  swept  down  the 
hills.  A  cloud  seemed  to  have  burst  over  the  devoted  region.  It 
continued  to  pour  until  half-past  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
when  the  storm  broke  away  and  the  sun  came  out.  Only  one  bridge 
in  town  escaped  injury.  Koads  were  impassable  for  weeks.  Trav- 
ellers were  obliged  to  cross  the  fields  and  to  ford  streams.  The 
woollen  factory  at  French  Village  was  undermined  and  swept  down 
stream.  The  cost  to  Wilton  of  repairing  roads  and  bridges  was 
$00, ()()().  In  consideration  of  the  loss,  ten  thousand  dollars  of 
taxes  were  remitted  to  the  town  by  the  county  of  IIillsl)orough. 
Other  towns  suffered  from  the  Hood.  Permanent  marks  were  left 
in  the  hills  and  valleys  l)y  the  terrible  deluge  of  IHGO. 

PKCrXIAKY    LOSSE.S. 

Many  business  misfortunes  have  from  time  to  time  fallen  upon 
the  inhabitants.  The  Daniels  defalcation  sunk  from  S80,000  to 
8100,000.  The  Milford  Hank  robbery  cost  the  people  of  the  town 
about  $10,000.  ]\y  the  failure  of  the  Pine  Valley  Company  the 
owners  lost  al)out  Sf)0,000,  and  grocers  and  other  traders  suffered 
from  bad  debts  contracted  by  the  operatives. 

LUSSKS    BY    LKJIlTNIX(i. 

A  barn  belonging  to  Mr.  Wood,  on  the  place  now  owned  by  Mrs. 
C.  Blood,  was  struck  by  lightning  and  consumed,  in  the  evening  of 
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August  9,  1779.  The  old  meeting-house  was  struck  by  lightning 
July  20,  1804,  anil  one  of  the  centre  posts  at  the  east  end  was  split 
from  top  to  })ottom.  About  tlie  year  18:57,  in  .June,  the  barn  of 
Mr.  Sijneon  Holt  was  struck  by  lijrhtning  and  burned,  and  on  Au- 
iTust  27.  1Kb'),  the  barn,  corn-barn  and  shed  of  Mr.  David  Whiting. 
In  the  latter  instance,  one  hundred  tons  of  hay,  a  large  (juantity  of 
barley,  fanning  tools  and  a  wagon  were  destroyed.  In  August. 
IH.'iI),  the  lightning  struck  a  rock-nuiple  tree  in  the  pasture  of  Mr. 
Samuel  Sheldon,  and  killed  six  cows.  July  11.  lK7r»,  the  house  of 
Mr.  James  II.  Holt  at  the  West  Village  was  struck,  and  his  wife. 
Mrs.  Lucv  II.  Holt,  was  instantly  killed.  June  'is,  1879,  the  house 
of  .Mr.  Charles  K.  liarrett  was  struck.  .Mr.  Charles  II.  Burns,  who 
had  just  entered  the  house,  was  wounded  in  the  face  by  Hying  splint- 
ers, and  the  health  of  .Miss  Jennie  Barrett  was  seriously  impaired 
by  the  shock.  In  the  suuuner  of  \XHi\  the  lightning  kille<l  a  vahui- 
ble  cow  belonging  to  .Mr.  Henry  X.  Blnnchard  of  Wilton  Centre. 

<  ASIAI/riES. 

On  September  2."),  171»^<,  as  Captain  Sanniel  (ireele  Was  riding  on 
horseback  from  his  home  in  the  southwest  jmrt  of  the  t^>wn  to  attend 
a  public  meeting  at  the  Centre,  he  was  struck  from  his  horse  by  a 
tree  l)lown  over  bv  the  hiuli  wind,  and  was  klHed.  The  accident 
occurred  on  the  load  l>etween  .Mr.  Kussell's  an<l  Mr.  Livermore's. 
The  sons  of  the  decease(l,  Deacon  Sanniel  (ireeU',  of  Boston,  and 
Angnstns  (ireeh*,  of  New  York,  erected,  hy  the  side  of  the  road,  a 
marble  nionnnient,  enclosed  hv  an  iron  fence,  and  b(»arinii:  a  snita- 
ble  inscription. 

At  the  raisinu  of  the  honse  of  .lohn  Dale,  one  ot"  the  early  settlers 
of  the  town,  a  man  was  instantly  killed  l»v  an  iron  bar  accidentally 
fallini;  on  his  head  from  the  hands  of  a  num  above  him  on  the 
fiiune.  As  already  related,  there  were  live  men  killed  and  nearly 
lifty  wonnded  at  the  laisinu  of  the  frame  of  the  old  meetinir-house. 
Some  died  in  conscipience,  and  others  bore  the  marks  of  their  in- 
juries as  lonu  as  they  lived.  On  April  ."),  IsT'.L  Mr.  (ieorge  Blanch- 
ard,  while  at  work  at  Whit  inn  ^V.  Sons'  saw-mill,  was  severelv 
wonnded  in  the  foot  by  the  circnlar  snw.  and  amputation  was  aft- 
erward re(|nired.  As  mentioned  before  in  the  acconnt  of  the  (irand 
Army  l*ost  of  Wilton,  one  of  its  members.  Mr.  Hnriey,  was  sud- 
denly killed  bv  an  accident  while  cnuaiicd  in  sleddinu  woo<l. 


CHAPTER  XX. 


TEMPKRANCE,     HYGIENE,     EPIDEMICS,     LONGEVITY,     AND     MOR- 
TALITY. 

Before  the  Hevoliitionary  war  the  habits  of  eonntry  people,  the 
oarly  settleris,  were  simple  aiul  temperate.  Ardent  spirits  were 
used  moderately,  Init  chietly  on  piihlic  and  social  occasions.  We 
have  already  taken  note  of  the  honntiful  sni)ply,  provided  by  a  vote 
of  the  t<>wn,  for  the  raising  of  the  frame  of  the  meeting-house  in 
177;3,  and  it  was  not  unreasonably  supi)Osed  that  it  was  one  of  the 
principal  causes  of  the  terrible  disaster  at  that  time.  At  funerals, 
at  weddings,  itt  ministers'  meetings,  at  town  meetings,  at  balls  and 
parties,  it  was  custonuvry  to  treat  with  sonu»  kind  of  spirituous  liq- 
uors. Yet  in  spite  of  this  custom  temperance  was  the  general  rule. 
Hut  the  war  of  the  Revolution  made  some  change  in  the  public  mor- 
als. Drinking,  NUioking  and  tlic  use  of  profane  language  increased. 
The  army  is  not  a  school  of  moraUty  nr  of  religion.  Society,  as 
popidation  and  wealth  increased,  became  more  luxurious  in  its 
tastes,  and  the  old  hardy  virtues  ^ave  way.  Then  as  the  orchards 
were  planted  and  came  to  nnalurity,  cider,  the  native  wine  of  New 
England,  became  a  connuon  beveiage.  It  was  a  common  saying 
that  a  cider  drunkard  was  more  cross  and  unbearable  than  any 
other. 

In  the  course  of  tiuu*  a  new  feature  was  introduced  among  the 
farming  popidation,  the  distillation  of  cider,  i)roducing  what  was 
called  cider  brandy  or  ai)ple-iack.  This  was  thought  to  be  a  wise 
eccmomy,  to  turn  the  old  hard  cider  in  the  faruu*r's  cellar  into  this 
fascinating  beverage.  For  the  tiuu'  being  it  gave  (piite  a  backset 
to  habits  of  sobriety  an<l  i\w  cause  of  temperance.  Hut  i^radually 
a  reaction  took  i)lace,  and  it  was  seen  that  this  domestic  alcohol 
was  the  same  old  enemy  under  a  new  name. 
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As  the  old  orchards  of  native  fruit  decayed  and  broke  down, 
choice  grafts  were  introduced,  and  apples  began  to  be  sold  as  an 
important  article  of  exportation.  Apples  at  home  came  more  into 
use  as  a  healthful  article  of  diet.  Cider  mills  and  cider  distilla- 
tion have  gone  comparatively  out  of  date,  and  drunkenness  by  the 
use  of  cider  is  virtually  a  thing  of  the  past. 

The  Wilton  Temperance  Society,  organized  in  1834,  numbered  in 
1839  between  300  and  400  members,  but  the  pledge  of  the  mem- 
bers was  only  to  abstain  from  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors.  Since 
that  time  total  abstinence  societies  have  been  formed,  and  a  large 
number  of  members  have  been  enrolled.  I'nion  temperance  meetings 
are  held  monthly  at  the  different  churches,  and  the  pastors  and  mem- 
bers are  active  in  the  work  of  reform.  The  sale  of  all  intoxicating 
liquors  is  prohibited  in  the  town  of  Wilton,  and  there  is  no  place 
where  they  are  legally  sold.  But  that  this  law,  like  other  good 
laws,  is  not  perfectly  obeyed  is  well  known,  and  no  evil  can  be  ab- 
solutely extinguished  even  in  the  most  Christian  and  civilized  com- 
munities. 

The  change  in  the  drinking  usages  of  country  communities  is 
something  wonderful.  Whereas  formerly  liquors  were  in  every- 
day use,  now  they  are  an  unknown  article  in  most  families  except 
for  medical  or  mechanical  purposes.  They  do  not  habitually  pass 
the  lips  of  the  young,  and  drunkenness  as  a  town  vice  is  unknown. 
A  passage  like  the  following,  taken  from  a  former  storekeeper's  ac 
counts,  could  not  now  find  a  place  in  any  Wilton  ledger.  Here  is 
the  record  of  one  month  to  one  man  : 


One  hundred  and  thirtv-one  cents  for  drinks,  and  one  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  cents  for  other  goods  ! 

But  apart  from  any  temporary  customs  or  habits  uufavoral)le  to 
health,  on  the  whole  the  town  is  noted  for  its  sound  hygienic  con- 
ditions. Simplicity  of  life,  agricultural  and  mechanical  pursuits, 
exemption  from  the  luxury  of  wealth  and  the  extreme  hardships  of 
poverty,  freedom  from  malaria,  and  a  tonic  climate  have  served  to 
produce  a  hardy  and  long-lived  people.  In  no  community  can  we 
find  the  conditions  of  longevity  better   fulfilled  than  in  Wilton  and 
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other  New  England  towns.  If  we  include  all  classes  and  occupa- 
tions no  people  are  better  fed,  better  clothed  and  Ijetter  loilged,  to 
promote  physical  well-being.  Particular  classes  in  other  countries 
may  enjoy  better  hygienic  conditions,  but  not  the  whole  population. 
It  will  be  our  own  fault,  then,  if  the  rate  of  mortality  is  not  the  low- 
est, and  the  average  of  longevity,  the  highest. 

EPIDEMICS. 

Seldom  has  Wilton  been  visited  by  any  of  those  fatal  epidemics 
which  sometimes  almost  depopulate  a  comnuuiity.  Rev.  Thomas 
Beede  in  "  A  Topographical  and  Historical  Description  of  Wilton," 
in  Farmer  &  Moore's  Collections,  volume  1,  No.  2,  says  : 

No  uncoiuinoii  sicklies?*  has  c^ver  been  known  liere  except  in  the  year 
1801,  when  a  very  malignant  and  contagious  fever  prevailed  very  gener- 
ally among  the  people  for  a  number  of  months  and  in  many  eases  jiroved 
mortal.  It  is  conjectured,  perhaps  not  without  reason,  that  the  contagion 
was  introduced  in  a  parcel  of  old  featliers,  whicli  had  been  brought  in 
and  sold  by  peddlers,  just  before  the  fever  made  its  appearance. 

The  small  pox  has  nuide  its  appearance  at  several  times,  but, 
owing  to  careful  measures  of  precaution,  it  has  not  spread  to  any 
great  extent.  Mrs.  David  Cram  died  of  this  disease  in  1853  or 
1854. 

LONGEVITY. 

Owing  to  the  causes  above  stated  the  longevity  of  the  town  has 
been  remarkable.  In  1880  Wilton  iuid  1747  inhabitants;  107  of 
them,  or  about  six  per  cent.,  had  reached  the  age  of  seventy  years. 
In  a  carefully  prepared  list,  taken  by  Mr.  Sewall  l*utnam  from  the 
public  records  of  the  town,  it  appears  that  from  17IH  to  1884  one 
hundred  and  twenty-nine  i)ersons  have  died  between  the  ages  of 
eighty  and  ninety  years.  During  the  same  period  twenty-five  per- 
sons have  died  between  the  ages  of  ninety  and  one  hundred  years, 
namely :

1834,  aged  92.  This  couple  had  lived  together  in  married  life  09  years. 
Mrs.  Hannah  Morgan,  April  30,  1839,  aged  92;  Mrs.  Huldah  Jiurton,  Sep- 
tember 1.'),  1839,  aged  91;  Mrs.  Mary  Spaldinjr,  November  19,  1839,  aged 
90;   Mrs.  3Iary  Flint,  May  20,  1844,  aged  IM);   Mr.  Ephraim  Woodward, 
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Fi^biuary  S,  isr>0,  jurrd  IMh  Mr.  Josopli  Molciuly.  August  12, 18G3,  ag(Ml 01 : 
Mrs.  StopliiMi  Mausur,  May  11,  1W».5,  aged  01 ;  Mrs.  Sarah  Cout(»r,  Ortohcr 
27,  18<»7,  ag<Ml  03:  Mrs.  Lui-y  Hurton,  April  11,  1874,  aged  01;  Captain

One  centenarian,  Mrs.  Sarah  A.  Holt,  reached  the  age  of  one 
hundred  and  three  years,  two  months  and  twenty-live  days,  and  de- 
ceased October  0,  1854.

The  population  of  Wilton  was,  in  1850,  IIGI  ;  18f>0,  13(>0  ;  1870, 
1074;  1880,  1717;  average  of  population,  15r»5.  The  yearly 
average  of  deaths  for  the  thirty-three  years  given  above  is  25.7; 
the  average  number  of  deaths  to  eacli  thousand  of  inhabitants, 
about  U5. 1. 


CHAPTER  XXI. 


BURIAL   PLACES   AND    CEMETERIES. 

Besides  the  four  cemeteries  at  present  in  Wilton,  namely,  the 
North,  South,  East  and  County  Farm  cemeteries,  there  are  four 
private  burial  places  where  a  few  lx)dies  have  been  interred. 

The  first  of  these  is  the  grave  of  John  liadger,  the  first  white 
person  who  died  on  the  territory  now  included  in  Wilton.  Its  exact 
locality  is  not  known,  but  an  intelligent  informant  states  that  it  is 
"  a  little  north  of  the  road  running  east  from  the  Dale  place,  either 
in  the  field  or  the  pasture,  probably  in  the  pasture."  Philip  Put- 
nam, Esq.,  a  few  years  before  he  died,  built  a  tomb  near  his  house, 
in  which  he,  his  wife  and  his  two  sous  were  buried.  Lieut.  John 
Hutchinson,  his  wife  and  two  sons  were  buried  in  the  lot  back  of 
his  house  in  the  East  village.  Mrs.  David  Cram,  who  died  of  small 
\yox  in  1853  or  1854,  was  buried  on  the  farm  belonging  to  the 
family. 

NOKTH,     OK     VALK     END.     CEMKTEKY. 

The  following  measures  were  early  taken  by  the  town  to  provide 
suitable  interment  for  the  dead  : 

.Time  27, 1771,  Voted,  to  niiso  £1  IGs.  to  provide  :i  l)uryiii<^  cloth  for  said 
town  and  cliose  Xathaii  Blanehard  and  Abiior  Stiles  a  coininittee  to  pro- 
vide said  cloth. 

The  first  allusion  to  the  Inirying  ground  in  the  town  records  is 
foimd  in  a  warrant  for  a  town  meeting,  dated  September  17,  1772, 
of  which  article  fifth  reads  as  follows : 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  clear  aud  fence  the  burying  gronnd  in 
said  town,  and  to  raise  money,  and  (choose  a  committee  for  that  purpose. 

At  the  meeting  held  October  5,  the  fifth  article  was  dismissed. 
In  a  warrant  for  a  town  meeting,  dated  May  20,  177:],  is  the  fol- 
lowing : 

WTiereas  Mr.  John  Cram  proposes  to  make  a  present  of  cue-half  of  an 
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acre  of  land  for  a  burying  placo  for  said  town,  this  is,  therefoix*,  Fourth- 
ly, to  SCO  if  the  town  will  pay  Mr.  John  Cram  eighteen  shilUngs,  L. 
money,  for  one  otlier  half  aci*e  of  land,  adjoining  the  old  burying  place  in 
said  town,  andJor  a  privilege  of  a  road  or  highway  to  the  same  on  his 
giving  a  conveyance  of  the  same. 

At  a  meeting,  held  June  3,  1773,  it  was  voted  to  allow  Mr.  John  Cram 
eighteen  shillings  L.  M.  for  one-half  acre  of  land,  adjoining  the  old  bury- 
ing place  in  said  town,  and  the  privilege  of  a  highway  to  the  same  upon 
his  giving  conveyance  of  the  same. 

It  appears  from  the  subsequent  action  of  the  town  that  the  fore- 
going vote  was  not  carried  into  effect,  for,  at  a  town  meeting  held 
December  5,  1780,  the  following  votes  were  passed: 

Put  to  see  if  the  Town  will  purchase  I^and  for  a  Burying  Yard  and 
Fence  the  same ;  it  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Voted^  to  Fence  with  Stone  Wall. 

Vbted^  to  chusc  a  Connnittee  of  five  men  to  Purchase  and  Fence  said 
Yard.  Messrs.  Jonathan  Burton,  Joseph  Holt,  Abner  Stiles,  Jacob  Put- 
nam Jun.  and  Nathan  Ballard  were  chosen  for  said  committee. 

Voted^  that  said  Committee  clear  said  Yard  and  make  a  road  to  the 
same. 

The  above  vote  is  the  last  found  relative  to  the  old  burying  yard. 

The  road  was  eight  or  ten  rods  west  of  where  the  gate  now  is. 
The  northeast  corner  of  the  first  yard  was  a  short  distance  north- 
easterly from  the  grave-stones  of  Mr.  .lohn  Dale,  Sen.,  and  wife. 
The  gate  was  near  where  the  reniaius  of  Rev.  Warren  Hiirton  and 
family  are  interred.  I'lie  original  yard  was  in  the  south  part  of 
lot  No.  14,  in  the  fifth  range,  and  contained  but  little  more  than  an 
acre.  With  the  exception  of  Jolni  Hadger,  it  is  not  known  that 
any  person  was  buried  in  any  other  part  of  Wilton  until  1809,  sev- 
enty years  after  the  first  settlement.  In  1817  the  land  lying  north, 
between  the  burying  ground  and  the  highway,  was  taken  in  and  di- 
vided into  lots.  The  bank  wall  from  near  Mr.  Peabody's  house  to 
the  gate  was  built  by  Messrs.  John  J.  Holt  and  Ilermon  Batchelder. 
Papers  found  in  the  *^  Old  Chest"  show  that  the  town  paid  for  the 
wall,  gate  posts,  wooden  gate  and  labor  for  lotting,  876.10. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March,  1861),  it  was 

Voted,  that  the  town  purchaso  (»f  Charles  H.  Burns  about  two  acres  of 
land  adjoining  the  north  burying  ground  for  enlarging  the  same. 

Voled^  that  a  conmiirtoc  of  three  hv  chosen  to  procure  a  deed  of  the 
land  to  be  purchased,  and  s(m»  that  the  same  is  enclosed  and  lotted  out, 
and  a  plan  of  the  sanu'  made,  and  also  to  ai)praiso  the  lots  and  note  the 
price  on  the  plan.  Moses  Clark,  Asa  Stiles  and  Sewall  Putnam  were 
chosen  to  act  as  said  committee. 
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Soon  after  this  last  annexation  to  the  cemetery,  Mr.  Andrew  N. 
Barton  interested  himself  in  raising  the  means  for  improving  the 
North  cemetery.  Mr.  Burton,  Mr.  Benjamin  Baker,  Hon.  Isaac 
Spalding  of  Nashua  and  Hon.  8.  G.  Mack  of  Lowell,  each  sub- 
scribed fifty  dollars,  and  many  others  who  had  friends  interred 
there  contfibuted  liberally  in  labor.  An  organization  was  formed, 
and  was  in  existence  until  the  grounds  were  much  improved.  At 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  town  in  1H71  it  was  voted  that  the  bury- 
ing ground  at  the  north  part  of  the  town  be  known  as  the  ''  Vale 
End  Cemetery." 

On  a  small  slate  head-stone,  in  the  northeast  part  of  the  old 
burying  ground,  is  the  following  inscription  ;  "Here  lies  y''  body  of 
Phebe  Cram,  y^  Daughter  of  M""  John  and  M"  Sarah  Cram,  who  died 
Ag-  y«  29»»^  A.  D.  1752  being  ID  days  old." 

It  is  the  earliest  date  found  on  any  stone  in  the  yard,  and  the 
death  is  the  first  in  Wilton  (except  Mr.  Badger's)  of  which  we  have 
found  a  record. 

SOLTTU    CEMETERY. 

The  town  l)Ought  between  two  and  three  acres  lying  on  the  east 
side  of  the  highway  leading  from  the  Centre  to  the  south  part  of 
the  town,  and  situated  in  the  south  part  of  lot  No.  10  in  the  fifth 
range.  It  was  fenced  with  wall  and  lotted,  and  the  first  body 
buried  there  was  that  of  Rev.  »Jonathan  Livennore,  who  died  July 
20,  1801). 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  iu  \H7{]  the  town  voted  to  raise  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  South  and 
Vale  End  cemeteries,  and  authorized  the  selectmen  to  appoint 
agents  to  expend  the  sum.  About  two  and  one-fourth  acres,  lying 
east  of  the  South  cemetery,  were  purchased  of  Mr.  Henry  Gray  for 
fifty  dollars  ;  the  deed  was  dated  October  1^<,  187G.  The  remainder 
of  the  appropriation  was  expended  in  improving  the  South  and  Vale 
End  cemeteries. 

EAST    CEMETEKY. 

Mr.  Leonard  Pettengill  and  Mr.  Elbridge  F.  Perkins  purchased  a 
tract  of  land,  forming  tlie  southeast  part  of  lot  No.  12  in  the  second 
range.  It  was  lotted  out  for  a  burial  ground  September  4,  18r>4, 
and  the  next  day  Mrs.  Hannah  W.  Spalding,  wife  of  Mark  N. 
.Spalding,  Escj.,  was  interred  there,  and  Rev.  E.  N.  Hidden,  then 
of  Milford,  performed  a  dedicatory  service.  Soon  after  the  sur- 
vey of  the  Pettengill  and  Perkins  lot,  Mrs.  Samuel  Spalding  had  a 
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lot,  which  joined  that  on  the  south,  surveyed  and  divided  into  lots. 
These  persons  sold  lots  as  they  were  called  for  until  most  of  them 
were  disposed  of.  The  lirst  mention  of  the  East  cemetery  to  be 
found  in  the  town  records,  is  in  the  following  article  of  the  warrant 
for  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1864  :  "To  see  if  the  town  will  ac- 
cept of  the  graveyard  near  the  premises  of  Mrs.  Samuel  Spalding 
as  a  town  burying  yard,  and  keep  the  same  properly  fenced  and 
cared  for." 
At  the  meeting  the  town 

Voted^  that  a  committee  of  three  be  chosen  to  see  what  action  is  need- 
ed to  be  taken  by  the  town  in  reference  to  a  public  burying  ground  at 
East  Wilton  and  to  report  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

Voted,  that  the  committee  be  appointed  by  the  chair:  the  chair  ai>- 
poiuted  Moses  Clark,  Benjamin  T.  Foster  and  K/.ra  Bales  as  said  commit- 
wce. 

At  a  meeting  held  November  4,  1864,  the  town,  after  hearing  the 
report  of  the  committee  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting, 

Voted,  to  instruct  said  committee  in  behalf  of  the  town  of  Wilton  to 
purchase  the  amount  of  land  of  Mrs.  Sanmel  Spalding  and  Mr.  Henchman 
Sylvester  as  recommended  by  the  conmiittee  appointed  at  the  last  meet- 
ing, also  to  fence  the  yard  now  occupied  and  the  addition  recommended. 

Voted,  also,  that  said  committee  be  authorized  to  survey,  prize  and 
dispose  of  the  lots. 

The  land  enclosed  in  the  Vale  F^nd,  South  and  Flast  cemeteries 
amounts  to  about  sixteen  acres. 

Immediately  after  the  county  took  possession  of  the  Whiting 
farm,  the  county  commissioners  located  on  lot  No.  20,  in  tlie  eighth 
range,  a  lot  for  a  burial  ground  for  the  use  of  the  County  Poor 
Farm. 


CHAPTER    XXII. 


MILITIA    AND    FIRE    DErARTMENT. 


An  act  was  passed  by  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature,  December 
27,  1772,  by  which  the  militia  of  the  state  was  orgauized,  and  the 
22d  Regiment  was  thus  designated  : 

The  companies  in  the  towns  of  New  Ipswich,  Sharon  and  Mason  shall 
constitute  the  first  battalion,  the  companies  in  tlie  towns  of  Peterborough, 
Temple  and  Wilton  shall  constitute  the  second  battalion,  which  shall 
constitute  the  22<*  Regiment.* 

The  act  organized  twenty-seven  regiments  in  the  state.  Philip 
Putnam  of  Wilton  was  appointed  Colonel  of  the  22d  Regiment; 
Jonathan  Burton  was  Captain,  Edward  Herrick  First  Lieutenant, 
and  Jacob  Putnam  Second  Lieutenant  of  one  company  in  Wilton. 
Whether  the  other  company  was  organized  at  that  time,  or  who  its 
first  officers  were,  we  have  been  unable  to  learn,  but  the  letter 
from  the  selectmen  to  Colonel  Wheeler,  given  below,  shows  that,  in 
1798,  there  were  two  companies  in  Wilton,  commanded  by  Captain 
William  Hales  and  Captain  William  Pettengill.  The  line,  dividing 
the  town  for  the  two  companies,  commenced  at  the  Milford  line  on 
the  old  County  road,  continued  on  that  road  to  Baker's  corner, 
thence  by  the  Davis  place  and  Gardner  Rlanchard's  to  the  old  com- 
mon, thence  on  the  old  Temple  road  by  Moses  Lovejoy's,  George 
Parkhurst's,  Rosalvo  Smith's  and  Abner  N.  Holt's  to  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  roads  at  the  Temple  line,  at  the  corners  of  lots  No.  11 
and  No.  12  in  the  ninth  range.  Those  on  the  north  of  the  above 
described  roads  constituted  the  third  company,  those  on  the  south 
constituted   the   seventh    company,    of    the    22d   Regiment.      The

their  just  proportions  of  men,  and  bear  an  equal  burden  of  public  charges 
with  their  fellow  Citizens,  but,  as  they  find  their  proportion  to  be  so  much 
larger  than  what  it  was  in  the  last  requisition,*  or  what  have  been  called 
for  in  other  towns,  they  wish  you  to  make  inquiry  into  the  matter,  if  our 
Captains  have  made  unlawful  returns,  by  i*eturning  those  that  are  six- 
teen years  old  and  upwaixls  to  the  age  of  forty  years,  as  they  expect  the 
law  of  this  State  requires,  they  wish  to  liave  the  matter  explained,  or  if 
other  Captains  have  made  unlawful  i-eturns,  we  wish  to  have  the  matter 
explained  also; — Therefore,  Sir,  if  you  see  oause  to  make  inquiry  into  the 
matter  and  find  the  disproportion  has  arisen  from  ununiform  returns  in 
your  Regiment,  we  hope  you  will  take  such  measures  as  that  our  griev- 
ances may  be  redressed  and  the  minds  of  tlie  j)00])le  in  this  part  of  your 
Uegiment  once  more  set  at  ras^':  And  finthcr  if  yon  see  cause  to  jj^ratify 
our  HMpiest  we  wish  yon  to  inform  ns  the  first  oi)i)ort unity.

ARMS    AND    E<^11I'MKNTS. 

The  following  extract  from  the  ''  Law  passed  June  24th,  1786," 
will  show  the  contrast  between  the  urms  and  ecpiipnients  required 
then  and  those  of  the  present  time  : 

All  captains  and  subalterns  must  be  furnished  with  a  half-pike  or  es- 
pontoon  or  fusee  and  bayonet,  and  also  with  a  sword  or  hanger;  and  they 
nmst  provide  themselves  with  these  arms  within  one  month  after  n»ceiv- 
ing  their  commissions,  \inder  i)enalty  of  beinj^  cashiered  by  sentence  of  a

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court  martial.  Each  company  is  to  be  mustered  four  times  a  year.  Each 
uon-commissioiied  officer  and  soldier  shall  he  provided  with,  and  have  con- 
stantly in  readiness,  a  good  nmsket  and  a  bayonet  fitted  thereto,  with  a 
good  scabbard  and  belt,  a  worm,  a  priming  wm  and  brush,  a  cartridge 
box  that  will  hold  at  least  twenty-four  rounds,  six  flints,  and  a  pound  of 
powder,  forty  leaden  balls  fitted  to  his  gun,  a  knapsack,  a  blanket  and  a 
eauteen  that  will  hold  a  quart.

200  HISTORY   OF   WILTON. 

TRAININGS    AND    MUSTERS. 

The  customs  of  annual  trainings  and  musters  were  a  part  of  the 
militia  system  of  our  fathers.  The  trainings  occurred  on  the  com- 
mon at  the  Centre  of  the  town,  usually  in  the  spring  of  the  year  or 
early  summer.  The  several  companies  were  marshalled  on  the  vil- 
lage green,  and  displayed  their  tactics  to  the  admiration  of  the  peo- 
ple and  especially  of  the  boys.  It  was  a  holiday,  and  the  elders 
gathered  to  witness  the  show,  and  told  the  deeds  of  other  days 
when  they  perchance  were  led  by  General  Gates  or  General  Wayne 
to  victory. 

The  muster  was  a  more  important  affair.  It  usually  took  place 
in  the  fall  after  harvest,  and  interested  all  the  country-side  weeks 
before  the  event.  It  consisted  of  tlie  review  of  a  regiment  or  of  a 
brigade  by  the  Governor  or  Major  General.  It  was  held  on  some 
convenient  plain  which  permitted  military  movements  or  evolutions, 
and  drew  a  great  crowd  of  both  sexes.  Many  popular  shows  were 
attracted  to  the  place.  It  was  supposed  that,  by  these  glittering  dis- 
plays of  *'  the  pomp  and  circumstance  "  of  military  glory,  the  patriot- 
ic ardor  of  the  people  would  be  kept  alive,  while  at  the  same  time 
something  would  be  done  to  drill  the  soldier  in  the  art  of  war.  The 
early  associations  of  the  New  England  boy  were  vividly  connected 
with  these  holidays,  which  broke  the  monotony  of  farmer  life,  and 
recalled  what  he  had  heard  from  father  or  grandfather  of  the  days 
of  the  Revolution.  This  impression  was  carried  to  its  climax  by 
the  ''sham  fight,"  in  wliieh  some  battle  was  imitated,  and  it  re- 
quired but  little  imagination  to  see  in  some  General  Colby  or  Gen- 
eral James  Wilson  the  tall  form  of  Washington  leading  his  troops 
to  victory  at  Trenton.  Hut  the  ancient  trainings  and  musters  have 
long  been  numbered  with  the  things  of  the  past,  and  novv  exist  but 
as  a  tradition. 

KIKK    DErARTMENT. 

The  first  step  toward  the  formation  of  a  fire  department  in  Wil- 
ton was  the  purchase  of  a  fire  engine,  prior  to  1870,  with  money 
subscribed  by  residents  of  East  Wilton,  of  whom  the  most  promi- 
nent was  the  firm  of  A.  J.  &  A.  Putnam.  This  engine  was  after- 
ward presented  to  the  town  and  the  gift  was  formally  accepted  De- 
cember 23,  1874.  The  first  eflleient  action  by  the  town  in  regard  to 
a  fire  department  was  taken  at  the  annual  meeting  in  1873,  when  it 
was  voted  that  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  be  raised  and  ex- 
pended by  the  selectmen  for  hose,  &c.,  for  the  fire  engine.     At  a

town  meeting  held  December  23,  1874,  immediately  after  the  fire 
which  destroyed  the  Whiting  House,  stores  and  other  buildings,  the 
following  votes  were  passed  : 

Voted^  to  organize  a  Fin'  Departuieiit,  and  authorize  tho  selectmen  to 
appoint  three  or  five  fire  engineers,  and  to  organize  one  or  more  fire  com- 
panies. 

Votnl^  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  jirovide  a  suitable  place  to  keep 
the  fire  engine  and  for  the  assembling  of  tlie  firemen. 

Voted^  that  the  town  accept  the  fire  engine  now  in  the  village  of  East 
Wilton. 

Voted^  to  autliorize  the  selectmen  to  provide  suita!)le  places  to  take 
water  in  case  of  fire. 

Voted^  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  another  fire  engine. 

Vided^  to  authorize  tlie  purcliase  of  liook  and  ladder  apparatus. 

The  selectmen  appointed  David  Whiting,  Peter  H.  Putnam, 
George  S.  Neville  and  Oeorge  H.  Preble  lire  engineers,  and  they 
were  (pialified  January  1,  lM7r>. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  March  !),  187'),  it  was 

Voted^  that  the  sum  of  $ii,0(K)  be  raised  for  the  fire  department,  whicli  is 
t€>  be  used  in  carrying  out  tlie  votes  of  the  precedin;^  meeting. 

Voted,  to  raise  ^25  to  pnrchase  the  engine  house  at  the  French  village 
of  Peter  H.  Putnam,  and  the  same  to  be  used  for  the  acconnnodation  of 
the  fire  company  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

In  1881,  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  the  sum  of  $2000  w^as  ap- 
propriated to  provide  a  better  supply  of  water  in  case  of  fire,  and 
the  expenditure  of  the  money  was  left  to  the  selectmen  and  the  fire 
engineers.  The  appropriation  was  expended  in  the  purchase  of  a 
fire  pum|),  four  hydrants  and  water  pipe,  and  in  placing  them  in  a 
situation  to  be  used.  The  pump  is  located  in  the  wheelpit  of  the 
grist  mill  belonging  to  D.  Whiting  &  Sons,  who  provide  the  power 
to  operate  it.  One  hydrant  is  near  the  railroad  at  the  end  of  the 
Messrs.  Whiting's  fiour  and  feed  store  ;  one,  near  the  hotel  stable, 
and  two  are  on  the  east  side  of  Maple  street ;  one  of  them  opposite 
the  Town  House  and  the  other  at  the  corner  of  Harvey  A.  Whiting's 
lawn.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  1884,  the  town  authorized  the  fire 
engineers  to  purchase  one  thousand  feet  of  hose.  In  March,  1887, 
the  town  appropriated  four  hundred  dollars  for  the  expenses  of  the 
fire  department  for  tlie  coming  year.  From  the  organization  of  the 
fire  department  until  1882,  tlie  firemen  had  each  been  paid  three 
dollars  for  a  year's  service  ;  in  1882  the  town  voted  to  pay  each 
fireman  live  dollars,  and  in  1888  the  town  voted  to  pay  three  dol- 
lars, for  a  year's  service. 
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By  the  report  of  the  engineers  in  1886  it  appears  that  the  fire  ap- 
paratus belonging  to  the  town  was  ample  and  in  good  condition. 
The  department  had  enlisted  from  eight  to  ninety  men  who  were 
paid  for  their  services.  But  some  difficulties  have  occurred  in  re- 
gard to  the  amount  of  remuneration,  and  also  a  question  has  arisen 
as  to  the  legality  of  certain  measures  adopted  by  the  authorities. 
Without  detailing  all  the  facts  of  the  case,  or  presuming  to  decide 
upon  questions  respecting  which  we  have  few  data,  we  can  only 
earnestly  hope  that  after  the  sad  experience  of  so  many  disastrous 
fires,  the  Wilton  fire  department  will  soon  be  equal  in  efficiency  to 
the  other  institutions  of  the  town.

CHAPTER  XXIII 


THE  LAST  WAR  WITH  ENGLAND  AND  THE  REBELLION. 

The  soldiers  from  Wilton  in  the  war  of  1812  were  Lieut.  Abiel 
Wilson,  Jim.,  Privates  Timothy  Mclntire,  Oliver  Wilkins  and 
Aaron  Wilkins.  Thev  served  on  the  northern  frontier ;  Mclntire 
was  slain  in  battle  in  1814  ;  Aaron  Wilkins  was  out  alx)ut  two 
years,  and  the  others  served  during  the  war.  At  the  tirst  call  for 
troops  to  defend  Portsmouth,  in  August,  1814,  Aaron  Wilkins,  John 
Currier,  Aaron  Holden  and  Samuel  Holt  went  from  the  South  com- 
pany of  militia,  and  Abner  Flint,  James  Wilsou,  Emery  Foster, 
and  Abner  Shattuck  from  the  North  company.  They  were  out 
about  ten  weeks.  At  the  second  call,  Seth  P.  Tyler,  Henjamin  N. 
Fiske,  Joel  Severenc6  and  Timothy  B.  Abl)ot  went  from  the  South 
company,  and  Ensign  Putnam  Wilson,  Eliab  Tapley,  Ambrose  L. 
Farnum  and  Asa  Fletcher  from  the  North  company.  They  were 
out  about  seven  weeks.  Foster  died  at  Londonderry  when  on  his 
way  home.  Those  in  the  first  call  were  in  Captain  Timothy  Put- 
nam's company  of  Colonel  Fisk's  regiment.  Those  in  the  last  call 
were  in  Captain  William  Gregg's  company  of  Colonel  John  Steele's 
regiment.  The  town  gave  to  those  in  tiie  first  call  a  bounty  of  ten 
dollars  each,  and  to  those  in  the  last  a  bounty  of  six  dollars  each. 

THE  WAR  wrrii   MKXicc),    184r)-1848. 

It  is  not  known  that  any  soldiers  from  Wilton  enlisted  in  this 
war.  The  popular  impression  in  tiie  eastern  states  that  this  war 
was  waged  in  the  interest  of  slavery  prevented  any  general  enthusi- 
asm for  it. 

THE    CIVIL    WAR    OF     1861-1805. 

In  this  great  conflict  Wilton  did  its  honorable  part  by  contribut- 
ing both  men  and  money.  The  votes  of  the  town  were  earnest  and 
patriotic  in  maintaining  the  I'nion.  while  the  mothers,  wives,  daugh- 
ters and  sisters  at  home  bravely  and  faithfully  did  their  part  to 
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assist  those  iu  the  field  by  sending  them  clothing,  food,  medicines 
and  home  comforts  of  every  description,  and  by  keeping  up  the 
home  farms  and  households. 

The  town  was  generous  in  paying  lH>unties,  and  the  nation  has 
since  l)een  munificent  in  giving  pensions  to  those  wounded,  diseased 
or  crippled  by  the  war,  and  to  tlieir  families.  The  sublime  specta- 
cle of  a  great  nation  rising  at  tlie  emergency  to  maintain  the  I'niou 
and  to  destroy  slavery  is  one  of  the  greatest  events  in  the  history 
of  the  world,  and  cannot  fail  to  have  its  moral  and  jjolitical  effect 
upon  all  future  generations  of  the  American  Republic.

CHAPTER   XXIV. 


SOCIAL   AMUSEMENTS,    FESTIVALS    AND   CELEBRATIONS. 

Willi  all  the  gravity  and  sternness  of  the  New  England  Puritan 
there  was  always  mingled  no  little  of  dry  wit,  and  a  social,  festive 
spirit.  He  had  his  joke,  and  too  often  also  his  pipe  and  his 
mug.  The  huskings,  the  raisings,  the  wood-haulings  and  bees,  the 
quiltings,  the  weddings,  the  balls,  the  sleigh-rides,  the  wrestling  and 
hunting  matehes,  the  trainings  and  musters  testify  to  the  hilarious 
side  of  the  pioneer  character.  Many  of  these  are  now  known  only 
in  tradition.  New  customs  have  sprung  up  in  place  of  the  old 
ones.  ''  New  wine  Aas  l)een  put  into  new  l)ottles."  The  old-fash- 
ioned sleigh-ride,  when  a  large  part  of  the  inhabitants  took  a  fine 
winter  day  to  make  an  excursion  to  a  neighboring  town,  to  take 
dinner,  perhaps  to  have  a  dance  and  to  return  home  in  the  evening 
by  moonlight,  is  among  the  things  tiiat  were.  If  they  go  to  merry- 
makings now  it  is  by  railroad.  Balls  and  weddings  are  per- 
manent institutions.  Of  old  there  were  no  festivals  like  our  modern 
Sunday  school  excursions,  and  the  picnic  was  not  known  to  the  fa- 
thers. Hees,  quil tings,  huskings  and  raisings,  and  other  neighbor- 
liooil  gatherings  are,  for  the  most  part,  done  with.  Wood-haulings 
for  the  parson  or  for  a  decayed  brother  are  superseded  by  donation 
and  surprise  parties.  The  "  Willing  Workers*'  and  the  *'  Cheerful 
'Workers,"  the  benevolent  ''sewing  circles"  and  the  "sociables** 
of  the  churches  have  ste})})ed  in  to  occupy  the  place  once  filled  by 
more  boisterous  entertainments. 

Children  have  more  festivities  than  of  old  and  go  earlier  into  so- 
ciety. Lo<lges,  granges,  soc*ieties,  excursions  are  nuiltiplying  on 
c»very  hand.  The  passion  for  resorting  to  cities,  and  for  giving  up 
the  farm  for  the  shop,  the  exchange,  the  bank  and  the  professions, 
is  due  chiefly  to  two  things ;   namely,  the  desire  to  make  money 
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faster  than  the  country  fanning  or  mechanic  life  will  allow,  and  the 
eagerness  to  have  more  social  life.  These  are  the  sirens  that  be- 
witch our  day.  Besides,  as  communities  have  grown  larger,  they 
have  split  up  into  cliques  and  coteries,  and  the  old  hearty  neighbor- 
liness  has  been  exchanged  for  fashion  and  gilt-edged  snobbery. 
Wealth,  not  manhood  or  high  character,  is  the  open  sesame  to  gen- 
teel society,  so  reputed.  The  farmer's  frock,  the  mechanic's  apron 
or  the  house-wife's  home-spun  dress  has  no  more  any  beauty  that 
man  or  woman  should  desire  it.  Service  is  still  a  long  way  be- 
hind show,  as  a  key  to  open  the  chief  places  at  feasts  and  the  high 
seats  in  the  synagogues. 

But  if  society  has  grown  more  exclusive,  it  has,  strange  paradox, 
grown  more  philanthropic.  The  humanities  and  amenities  flourish 
apace.  A  world  of  good  is  done  to  the  less  fortunate  of  our  race. 
If  men  and  women  have  hardened  into  greater  selfishness  and  ex- 
clusiveness  on  one  side  of  their  nature,  they  have  softened  into 
wider  sympathy  and  helpfulness  on  the  other  side.  Never  probably 
did  wealth  feel  its  responsibility  more  to  society,  or  distribute  its 
means  with  a  more  generous  hand,  than  now,  be  it  to  schools,  col- 
leges, libraries,  churches,  missions,  philanthropies,  hospitals,  asy- 
lums, or  to  the  humbler  and  more  private  charities  of  society. 

A     SLKKiH-lllDE    PAKTY. 

As  good  a  specimen  of  the  ancient  sleigh-ride  as  could  be  se- 
lected is  that  which  escorted  Rev.  Thomas  Heede  and  his  bride  on 
their  wedding  trip  from  Harvard  to  Wilton.  He  was  married  to 
Miss  Nancy  Kimball  of  Harvard,  Massachusetts,  January  20,  180.3. 
The  Farmers'  Cabinet  of  Amherst  gives  the  following  account : 

Oil  till.'  following  (lay.  when  Mr.  Boede  was  rctuniiiij^  with  hijs  lady  to 
Wilton,  he  was  ])olitely  aeronipauicd  by  ten  slei<i:lis  from  Harvard.  On 
thoir  arrival  at  Hollis  they  were  inot  by  eight  sleiglis  from  AVilton.  Hav- 
ing refreshed,  both  parties  joined  in  escorting  Mr.  Beede  and  lady  to 
Adams's  in  Amlierst,  where  they  were  met  by  a  large  ooUeetion  of  gentle- 
men and  ladies  from  Wilton  in  readiness  to  receive  them.  An  elegant 
dinner  was  prepared  by  ^Ir.  Adams,  and  the  whole  eompany  dined  to- 
gether. Soon  after  dinner  the  eomi)any  from  Harvard  n'tnrned,  and  the 
ladies  and  gentlemen  from  Wilton  aeeomi)anied  Mr.  l$eede  and  lady  to  his 
house,  where  all  needed  refreshment  was  pr(»pared,  and  having  tarried 
about  an  hour,  the  whole  company  returned  to  their  respective  home?. 
It  should  l)e  particularly  noticed  that  the  conii)any  from  Wilton  generous- 
ly defrayed  the  whole  expenses  of  the  entertainment,  both  on  the  road 
and  at  Mr.  Bced<»'s  ow  n  house.  The  tine  weather  and  the  excellent  sleigli- 
iiig  added  brilliancy  and  joy  to  the  festive  scene. 
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FOURTH    OF   JULY   CELEBRATION. 

The  followiog  account  of  a  Fourth  of  July  celebration  during 
President  Monroe's  administration,  in  1817,  is  taken  from  the 
Farmers*  Cabinet : 

The  auuiversary  of  AiiHM-ifiin  Iiuh'poiidc'nce  was  celebrated  in  Wilton 
ou  the  4th  inst.  \o  previous  arraiigcinents  haviu^  beou  made,  a  company 
of  gentleuKMi  in  that  town  and  from  the*  adjoining  ones  assembled  for  the 
l)uri)0«e  of  (loin^  honor  to  th<»  day  which  «i:ave  Ini-th  to  a  nation's  freedom 
and  independence  to  these  Tnited  States.  After  having  read  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence,  Major  A.  Wilson  was  chosen  toastmastt'r,  who,  after 
havinji:  made  a  short,  bnt  pertinent,  address,  produced  the  following 
toasts,  in  which  all  parties  appeared  to  i)articipat«? : 

TOASTS. 

7.  The  Diiij  We  Cflebrate :  May  it  )>e  hand(*d  down  from  father  to  son 
to  the  latest  posterity. 

2.  James  Monrot: : 

"Colnmbia's  guide,  with  upright  skill  r(»tined. 
To  check  the  rage,  and  cure  the  public  mind; 
The  north  he  visits  iu  the  connnon  cause. 
That  he  may  guard  their  ri^jhts  with  equal  laws." 

3.  James  Monroe:  O  ye  innnortal  [unvers,  that  guard  the  just,  watch 
over  him  in  retirement ;  soften  his  rej)ose:  in  fond  remembrance  cherish 
his  virtues,  and  show  nninkind  that  j^oodness  is  vour  care. 

4.  New  Hnmpshirv :  I.ik(»  her  own  native  mountains,  though  storms 
and  temi>ests  hav<»  thundered  on  her  l)row.  taction  lie^  [)rostrate  at  her 
feet  ;  she  stands  unmoved  and  <::Iones  in  her  hei»;;ht. 

.■5.  William  Phtmer :  Discord  and  her  advocates  may  attempt  to  sub- 
vert, he  has  the  power  to  save  and  the  constancy  to  preserve. 

6*.  Our  Union:  May  it  be  perpetuated  till  the  moon  shall  cease  to 
give  her  light,  and  the  bri*i:ht  sun  himself  be  extinguished;  yea,  till  tlie 
•jfiobe  shall  l)e  annihilated,  and.  like  the  meteor's  transitory  j^leam,  be  lost 
ill  chaotic  darkness. 

7.  The  Soldier  of  '76 :  IJemenduT  this  anniversary  was  purchased  as 
it  were  with  the  price  of  his  blood  :  then  let  us  cherish  his  age,  supply  his 
wants,  and  follow  his  exami)Ie  in  loving  his  country. 

8.  The  Star  Siytngled  Tianner :  Hefore  the  stars  and  stripes  shall  ever 
cease  to  wave,  land  must  turn  t(»  sea,  and  sea  into  a  ^rave. 

i).  The  Patriots  of  South  Ameriro :  Mav  thev  be  recnforced  bv  the 
(fOd  of  annies,  that  the  republic  in  the  north  may  ♦^reet  her  sister  in  the 
south. 

VOLl'NTKKK   TOASTS. 

By  A.  Wilson,  Es>/. :  The  President  of  the  Tnited  States;  the  profound 
statesman ;  we  ibdight  to  honor  great  and  good  men  ;  may  his  tour  througli 
tlie  Union  have  a  happy  influence  ou  the  people. 
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orator  for  the  day,  to  invite  guests  from  abroad  and  those  natives 
of  the  town  who  had  removed  elsewhere  to  join  in  the  festival,  and, 
in  short,  to  make  all  the  needed  preparations.  The  day  appointed 
was  September  25.  The  several  sub-committees v  appointed  under 
the  authority  of  the  general  committee  to  erect  a  pavilion,  provide 
a  dinner,  prepare  toasts,  appoint  speakers,  and  }u*ocure  music,  at- 
tended faithfully  to  their  duty. 

The  ofhcers  of  the  da}'  were,  President,  Ezra  Abbot ;  Vice  Presi- 
dents, Abram  Whittemore,  Jonathan  Livermorc,  Jonathan  Burton, 
Timoth}^  Parkluu'st,  Timothy  Abbot,  Daniel  Batchelder  and  Oliver 
Whiting  ;  Chief  Marshal,  Jonatliau  Parkluu'st ;  Assistant  Marshals, 
Samuel  King,  David  Wilson,  Ilermou  Pettengill,  Calvin  Gray, 
Oliver  Barrett  and  Moses  Spalding ;  Toastmasters,  Eliphalet  Put- 
nam and  Zebadiah  Abbot. 

The  day  was  bright  and  auspicious.  A  hirge  nuiltitude  of  the 
townsmen,  and  visitors  from  abroad,  near  and  far,  gathered  to- 
gether. Tlie  Miller  Guards,  under  command  of  Colonel  Samuel 
King,  did  escort  dut}^  conducting  the  procession  from  the  Brick 
Hall  to  the  old  meeting-houso  at  the  Centre.  The  programme  of 
exercises  was  as  follows  : 

VoUnitary,  by  the  ])aiul;  invocation,  by  Rov.  A])iol  A])bot,  D.  D.,  of 
PeteHmrou^h ;  anthem,  'Hlroat  is  the  Lord,"  &v..  snnji:  '>y  tho  choir;  selor- 
tions  from  the  Scriptures,  by  Rev.  Warren  Burton:  ''The  Nativity."  sung 
by  the  ehoir;  prayer,  by  I»ev.  Abiel  A.  T/ivermore  of  Keene;  '*  Marseilles 
Ilynui,"  sung  by  the  ehoir;  address,  by  Kev.  Epbraim  Pea  body  of  New 
Bedford;  an  original  hymn,  sung  by  the  eboir  and  the  assembly:  prayer, 
by  Rev.  Samuel  Barrett  of  Boston:  «crand  '*  Hallelujah  Chorus,"  sung  by 
the  choir:  benediction,  bv  Rev.  Nathaniel  Wbitman  of  Wilton.  The  nuisic 
was  under  the  charjje  of  Mr.  C'barles  Abbot.  Original  hymns  were  con- 
tributed by  l?ev.  Lid)im  B.  Rfukwood  and  Miss  Sarah  W.  Livermore. 

At  the  close  of  the  exercises  in  the  church,  ladies  and  gentlemen 
formed  a  procession  to  the  pavilion  on  the  common,  where  Rev. 
William  Richardson  of  Wilton  invoked  the  Divine  blessing,  and 
al>out  five  hundred  persons  partook  of  a  dinner  })rovided  by  Mr.  Jo- 
sei)h  Newell.  The  company  rose  from  the  table  at  the  prosi)ect 
of  rain,  and,  after  tlie  return  of  thanks  by  Rev.  A.  1).  Jones  of 
Brighton,  the  procession  marched  back  to  the  church.  Here  the 
afternoon  was  spent  in  toasts,  speeches  and  songs,  all  of  which,  to- 
gether witli  the  elociuent  address  of  Dr.  Peabody,  incidents  of  the 
history  of  the  town,  and  other  items  of  interest,  are  recorded  in  the 
Centennial  pamphlet,  published  at  the  time. 
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It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  1889  the  one  hnndred  and  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  settlement  of  the  town  will  be  celebrated  as  spiritedly 
and  patriotically  as  the  former  festival. 


CHAPTER    XXV. 


TOWN    HOUSES. 

As  already  seen,  the  original  Town  House  was  the  old  meeting- 
house of  the  Congregational  church.  Both  civil  and  religious  af- 
fairs were  transacted  under  the  same  roof.  The  moderator  of  the 
town  meeting  and  the  town  clerk  occupied  the  deacons'  seat  directly 
under  the  lofty  pulpit ;  the  voters  filled  the  pews,  and  the  specta- 
tors the  galleries.  But  the  burning  of  the  meeting-house  in  1859 
led  to  the  building  next  year  of  the  Town  Hall,  situated  on  the  com- 
mon at  the  Centre  just  south  of  the  site  of  the  old  church. 

PKO('EEl)IN(iS   OF   THE  TOWN.

VoU'd^  to  hear  tho  rPi)ort  of  tlu?  coinmittcM'  ch(>sfMi  to  investigate  the 
cauMc  of  tho  tiro  o(Ta.*ioning  tho  dost  ruction  of  tlio  town's  niooting-house. 

Voted,  to  aocopt  an<l  adopt  tho  report  of  said  conniuttoo,  and  that  tho 
town  clork  ho  instructed  lo  ontor  said  ropoit  on  tho  records  of  tho  town. 

Voted^  that  fiv<*  hundred  copies  of  said  roi)ort  ho  printed  at  tho  expense 
of  the  town. 

Voted,  that  the  chairman  of  tho  investigating  committee  cause  to  1)0 
printed  and  distrihutc'd  to  tho  inha))itants  of  Wilton  five  hundred  copies 
of  said  rei>ort. 

Voted,  that  th<'  (piostion  of  building  a  Town  House  ho  taken  h}^  ballot. 
Proceeded  to  ballot,  and  voted  to  build  a  Town  flouso  on  the  site  of  the 
old  meeting-liouse. 

Voted,  that  a  connnittoo  of  three  bo  appointed  to  carry  into  oftect  the 
last  vote. 

Votf'd^  that  a  connnittoo  of  tive  bo  appointed  by  the  moderator  to  nom- 
inate said  committee.  Bonjanun  Baker,  Benjamin  T.  Foster,  Joel  Ilessel- 
ton,  Samuel  Sheldon  and  HcMiry  ^»ray,  Jun.,  wore  appointed  a  committee 
to  nominate,  wlio  roi)orted  to  the  mooting  William  Emerson,  Joel  Ilossel- 
ton  and  Henry  (iray,  Jun.,  for  said  building  committee.  Chose  William 
Emerson,  Joel  Ilosselton  and  Henry  Gray,  Jun.,  a  committee  to  build  a 
Town  House. 
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Voted^  the  committee  be  authorized  to  expend  a  sum  of  money  not  ex- 
ceednig  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

At  a  legal  meeting?  holden  at  tin*  Baptist  meeting-house  in  Wilton 
January  21,  1860,  Jonathan  Livermore  was  chosen  moderator. 

Vote(U  that  we  now  proceed  to  ballot  on  the  second  article  by  votes 
nnirked  Yes  or  No.  All  tliose  in  favor  of  building  now  upon  the  old  site 
i*ecently  oivupied  by  the  town's  meeting-house  will  carry  votes  marked 
yes^  and  all  oi)posed  to  that  will  carry  votes  marked  no.  On  this  question 
a  ballot  was  taken  with  the  following  result:  Yeas^  100;  Noes,  144.  So 
the  town  voted  to  build  a  Town  House  uj)on  the  old  site  recently  occupied 
bj'  the  town's  meeting-house. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  holden  at  Wilton  on  Tuesday,  Marcli  V.U 
1S0(),  Jonathan  IJvermore,  moderator, 

Voted^  to  recast  the  bell  and  add  tbe  amount  of  weight  lost,  and  to 
place  the  bell  on  the  new  Town  House. 

Voted,  to  lease  to  tlie  Congregational  society  a  site  on  the  town's  com- 
mon for  the  purpose  of  building  a  church,  and  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  locate  said  site.  Chose  TA»wis  Howard,  Joseph  Burtt  and 
Zebadiah  Abbot  a  connnittee  to  locate  a  site  for  a  church,  and  also  a 
site  for  a  Town  House.  Chose  Lewis  Howard  a  connnittee  to  execute,  in 
behalf  of  the  town,  a  lease  to  the  Congregational  society  of  the  site  desig- 
nated. 

.\t  the  animal  meeting  of  the  town  held  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteentli  day 
of  March,  1806,  on  the  (piestion :  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  i-eniove 
the  Town  House  to  the  East  village  this  present  season,  it  was  voted  that 
the  vote  on  the  removal  of  the  Town  House  Ix'  written  on  the  state  ticket. 
Yes  and  A^o,  and  at  the  close  of  the  |)oll  the  moderator  declai*ed  tbe  voto 
as  follows:    in  favor  of  removing,  101  votes;    against  n'moving,  17J)  votes. 

At  tlH»  annual  town  nieetinjj  on  Tncsdav.  the  tenth  dav  of  March,  180S. 
Samuel  Barrett,  moderator. 

Voted,  that  the  selectmen  be  authorized  to  sell  the  Town  House  with 
the  land  owned  by  the  town.  In  favor  of  selling.  24!)  votes;  against,  ISO 
votes. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  at  Depot  Hall  in  Wilton  March  t). 
180!),  Samuel  Barrett,  moderator,  on  the  question  :  To  see  if  the  town  will 
vote  to  hereafter  hold  all  town  ni<*etinirs  at  the  hall  near  the  eentre  of  the 
town,  it  was  decided  by  a  fjcs  and  no  \o\v:  the  whole  nunil)er  of  votes  in 
favor  of  holding  tin'  meetings  at  tin*  eentre  (jf  the  town  was  100;  in  favor 
of  continuing  in  Depot  Hall  was  ISd. 

The  town  meetings  were  afterwards  held  at  Depot  Hall  until  the 
new  Town  House  was  built. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  March  l.S.  lSS;i.  (ieorge  O.  Whiting 
was  chosiMi  moderator.  The  ninth  article  of  the  warrant  had  been:  ''To 
s«M»  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  Town  House  upon  the  •  Whiting  Hou<e 
lot,*  so  called,  or  take  anv  action  relative  thereto."  At  the  town  meet- 
ing    the   following   resolution,    presented    by    Hon.   Charle<    II.    Burns. 
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Tva8  voted  on  by  ballot  and  was  adoptcil  by  th<»  followinj?  vote :   whole 
nmnl>er  voting  wo,  142 ;  whole  nunil>er  voting  yes^  KM; : 

"  Tliat  the  agents  or  conuuittee,  which  may  be  chosen  under  the  eleventh 
article  of  this  wan-ant,  shall  In*  and  are  autliori/ed  to  contnict  with  n'lia- 
blc  and  responsible  parties  for  the  building  of  a  'J'own  House  upon  tlie 
'  Whiting  House  lot,*  so  called,  in  said  Wilton,  for  the  convenient  transac- 
tion of  the  public  business  of  the  town,  and  upon  a  plan  substantially  like 
the  one  submitted  to  the  meeting,  and  with  such  details  as  said  agents  or 
committee  may  determine,  provided  and  upon  the  express  conditions, — 
First,  that  tlie  Messrs.  Whiting  shall  make  and  deliver  to  said  town 
forthwith  a  gooil  and  sufficient  deed  of  warranty  of  the  wiiole  of  said 
Whiting  House  lot,  fi*ee  of  all  cost  or  ex^KMisc  to  said  town  and  without 
any  condition,  except  that  a  Town  House  suitable  for  town  purposes,  and 
at  a  cost  of  not  less  than  twelve  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  erected  and 
maintained  upon  said  lot:  and  Second,  that  the  sums  agi-eed  to  be  paid 
shall  not  in  the  whole  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  tliousund  dollars  for  said 
Town  House  complete.  The  selectmen,  after  notice  in  writing  from  the 
building  agents,  that  they  have  made  a  binding  contract  with  reliable  and 
responsible  parties  for  the  building  of  such  Town  House  complete,  for  a 
smn  or  sums  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  shall  be 
and  are  hei-eby  authorized  and  directed  to  hire  such  sum  or  sums  of  money 
as  shall  be  neces.sary,  not  exceeding,  with  the  sum  which  may  be  raised  im- 
der  the  tenth  article  of  this  warrant,  said  sum  of  tifteen  thousand  dollars; 
and  said  selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  and  enii)owered  and  directed  to 
issue  bonds  for  said  amount,  with  coupons  for  interest  payable  semi- 
annually at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent.,  which  said  bonds  shall  be  payable 
at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  said  town,  at  such  times  as  shall  distribute 
the  amount  to  become  due  annually  equally  through  fourteen  years.*' 

VoUd^  that  if  the  selectmen  shall  so  determine,  instead  of  issuing  said 
bonds,  they  may  hire  the  aforesaid  sums  of  money  upon  the  credit  of  the 
town,  and  upon  the  same  terms  as  aforesaid,  and  give  tbo  note  of  the 
town  with  the  same  nite  of  interest  <»f  four  per  cent. 

On  article  tenth  it  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  is 
hereby  raised  and  appropriated  towards  the  building  of  said  Town  House, 
to  be  expen(l(Ml  by  the  agents  referred  to  in  the  vote  under  the  foregoing 
ninth  article  of  the  warrant,  ui)on  the  conditions  and  with  the  limit  at  i<ms 
of  the  use  of  the  same  expesseil  in  said  vote. 

On  the  eleventh  article  of  the  warrant  it  was  voted  that  David  Whit- 
ing, Frank  M.  Pevey  and  James  L.  Hardy  are  hereby  chosen  building 
agents,  with  the  authority  expressed  and  the  limitations  in  the  vote  under 
the  ninth  ailide  of  the  warrant. 

At  the  town  meeting  held  November  4,  1884,  a  report  of  the  building 
connnittec  being  called  for,  l>r.  F.  M.  Pevey  of  said  connnitt(M'  made  a 
statement  of  the  progress  niadc^  on  the  Town  House,  and  of  the  amount 
of  money  received  and  expended  for  the  same,  to  wit  : 

'*  The  architects  were  Merrill  &  Cuth'r  of  Lowell,  Massachusetts.  The 
contractors  were  James  L.  Hardy  for  wood  and  iron  w(uk,  and  Charles 
Hesselton  for  stone  and  brick   work.      The   amoiuit  of  J.  L.  Hardy's 
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contract  was  $9,813;  the  amount  of  Charles  IlesseltonV  contract  was 
$8,279.93;  total,  $18,092.93.  After  the  couti-acts  were  fulfilled  the  hall 
was  fitted  up  with  steam  apparatus  for  heating  at  an  expense  to  the  town 
of  about  $700.  Gas  apparatus  for  lighting  was  furnished  by  the  town, 
costing  about  $400.  All  the  gas  fixtures  in  the  building  were  furnished 
and  donated  to  the  town  by  the  several  sons  of  II.  A.  Whiting.  Tlie  sui>- 
per  room  was  finished  with  the  proceeds  of  the  dedication  festival,  amount- 
ing to  $500.  The  stained  glass  windows  were  donated  by  several  ladies 
of  Wilton.  The  inside  blinds  were  furnished  by  Hon.  J.  H.  Spalding  of 
Nashua,  Mrs.  D.  Whiting  of  Wilton,  Mrs.  Geo.  Newell  of  Boston  and  Mrs. 
Geo.  O.  Whiting  of  Lexington.  The  desk  for  the  stage  was  donated  by 
Hon.  Charles  H.  Burns  of  Wilton ;  the  clock  for  inside  of  hall,  by  Dr.  J. 
Flecman ;  the  stone  steps  at  the  end  of  the  building,  by  citizens.  The  en- 
gine and  selectmen's  rooms  were  finished  by  the  town,  estimated  expense 
$400.  The  table  and  chairs  for  selectmen's  room  were  given  by  Mr,  Geo. 
I.  Doe ;  the  town  clock,  by  Dr.  F.  M.  Pevey.  The  amount  of  the  several 
donations  exceeds  $2,500.'- 

On  motion  of  C.  H.  Burns,  voted  to  accept  the  following  ofter  made  the 
town  by  the  Messrs.  Whiting,  and  to  approi)riate  five  hundi-ed  dollars  for 
the  same  : 

"  ITie  sons  of  Harvey  A.  W^hiting  ofter  to  pipe  the  whole  building  for 
gas,  so  far  as  it  can  be  piped  as  it  now  stands,  and  to  furnish  with  fixt- 
ures that  part  of  the  building  that  is  finished,  on  condition  that  the  town 
furnish  and  set  up  the  gas  machine  and  its  appurtenances  and  maintain 
the  whole  lighting  appanitus." 

AIjsO  voted  that  the  building;  coiiinnttcc  he  stutlKui/.od  and  onipowcred 
to  carry  out  the  above  vote. 

On  motion  of  iJcv.  A.  E.  Tracy,  voted  that  tlie  timely  and  valuai)le 
present  of  a  town  clock  »^iven  ])y  Dr.  V.  M.  Pevey  be  aeeei)ted  with 
thanks.  The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  aiUnited:  IJesolved, 
that  the  conunittee  (jf  tlire<!  ])e  ehar^^ed  with  the  duty  of  investi«:;atiMg  the 
subject  of  heating  apparatus  for  the  lowu  hall  and  be  empowered  to  buy 
and  put  in  such  apparatus  as  upon  investigation  they  shall  think  best; 
also,  resolved,  that  said  committee  ])e  charged  with  the  subject  of  furnish- 
ing, and  be  empowered  to  buy  and  put  in  suitable  furniture. 

DKDirATlON    SERVICES . 

On  January  1,  1885,  the  new  Town  House  was  dedicated  with 
appropriate  exercises,  an  eloquent  address  was  delivered  by  Isaac 
Spalding  Wliitiug,  Esij.,  and  the  entcrtaiinncut  and  festivities  of 
the  occasion  were  particii)atcd  in  by  a  large  number  of  tlie  [)eople 
of  Wilton  and  the  neighboring  towns.  Wc  ([iiotc  the  following  ad- 
mirable advice  from  this  address,  which  points  the  way  to  what  we 
may  yet  do  to  make  our  town  still  more  beautiful,  patriotic  and 
flourishing : 

Jf,  now,  our  fathers'  time  was  the  time  of  pioneer  work,  and  if  theirs 
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was  the  period  of  the  struggle  for  exii*teace,  it  wouhl  seem  that  it  was 
our  duty  to  adyauce  u|)ou  tlieir  state  aud  create  !ier  some  of  the  prochiets 
of  a  later  aud  more  civilized  tiuie.  With  the  completion  of  the  rough 
work,  and  increase  of  property,  we  must  have  time  and  strength  left  free 
from  bread-earning,  for  cultivation  of  self,  and  improvement  and  adorn- 
meut  of  the  town.  I  know  I  trench  here  upon  doubtful  ground.  I  know, 
too,  that  what  was  true  in  the  forty's  and  fifty's  is  not  true  today.  At 
that  time,  with  a  constant  and  growing  market  in  New  England,  which 
could  be  supplied  with  agricultural  products  only  from  New  England,  our 
prospects  were  bright  for  increase  of  population  and  of  wealth,  and  the 
thiugs  they  bring.  But  the  Texan  steer  stalked  suddenly  out  of  the  mist, 
and  our  tended  and  housed  cattle  could  not  stand  up  against  him.  The 
railroads  stretched  their  arms  into  the  West,  and  brought  back  grain  from 
lands,  the  richness  of  which  was  fabulous  to  the  rock-born  Xew  England 
farmer.  The  application  of  steam  to  machinery  stole  away  from  us  the 
advantage  we  had  in  our  thousands  of  streams,  even  before  we  had  our- 
selves wantonly  destroyed  them  by  cutting  oft*  the  forest  that  fed  them. 
Moreover,  the  rapid  development  of  the  resources  of  the  country  called 
away  to  the  cities  a  class  of  men  whose  great  works  there  are  but  cold 
comfoit  to  the  towns  who  have  lost  their  help.  I  believe  tin;  New  Eng- 
land farmer  of  thirty  or  forty  years  ago  is  dead  without  successor.  I  con- 
ceive him  to  have  been  a  man  of  liberal  mind,  of  acute  interest  in  i)ublic 
aflairs,  who  worked  half  a  day  in  the  tiehl,  and  the  other  half  in  law,  r(»- 
ligion,  politics  or  business;  who  gave  himself  time  for  social  works,  aud 
for  the  observation  of  the  world's  doings.  But  the  need  of  lawyers,  doc- 
tors and  merchants  soon  called  for  the  whole  thn(*  of  all  that  had  anv 
ability  for  those  things.  Although,  perhaps,  the  present  fanners  are  bet- 
ter tillers  of  the  soil  than  their  fathers,  yet  the  diverse  abilities  and  inter- 
ests of  the  old(rr  men  would  have  made  themselves  felt  in  the  villages  in 
one  social  or  business  attraction  or  another,  wbih^  the  leisure  and  sim- 
plicity of  the  times  must  have  thrown  a  charm  about  the  farms  that  mod- 
ern conditions  have  dissipated.  Our  own  times  have  impose<l  limitations 
ui»on  us  thai  we  must  abide  by.  If  we  say  that  the  great  amount  of 
knowledge  in  all  departments,  combined  with  tierce  competition,  has  com- 
pelled him  who  would  succeed  to  devote  his  whole  soul  to  his  one  busi- 
ness, we  only  utter  a  platitude;  but  in  those  days  it  probably  was  not 
true,  certainly  not  stale.  1  suspect  that  while  those  men  of  the  old  time 
farmed,  they  were  but  half  farmers  and  half  something  else.  We  of 
today  have  learned  the  lesson  of  the  tim<?s,  aud  we  content  ourselves  with 
the  best  results  that  nature  and  our  conditions  permit.  From  thi»se 
causes:  loss  of  men,  opening  of  richer  lands.  ])rogn»ss  in  arts  and  science, 
the  New  England  towns  have  b<*en  cbecketl  in  their  ailvance.  We  have 
not  to  show  what  w(»  might  have  been  expected  to  sliow  in  my  father's 
early  life.  The  thiugs  thai  wealth  would  bring,  the  things  that  a  large 
poi)ulation  and  diverse  business  would  bring,  are  not  ours.  Moreover,  in 
my  own  time,  we  have  been  called  oft*  from  our  regular  work  to  repair  the 
frightful  ravages  of  flood  aud  ttre. 
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But  our  ri'sourtM's  and  twiiortts  an»  yet  jjjirat  and  socuiv.  Tho  railroad 
lias  been  our  friend  as  well  as  our  ciuMnv.  Thoujjh  it  has  wrcfttcd  from 
us  our  old  ])usiuess,  it  has  y<»t  developed  a  new  kind,  which  would  have 
!)cen  impossible  without  it.  The  j^iant  lines  that  stretch  into  the  Wcat 
and  South  contribute  to  our  support  no  less  than  our  own  Hhort  f9trip. 
Our  soil,  though  barren,  must  yield  a  competence  in  the  production  of 
those  i>erishable  articles  that  will  not  bear  days  and  weok^  of  trausporta- 
tion  from  the  richer  lands.  And  in  the  moral  i*ealm,  the  p08)^'Af*ion  of  the 
Xew  England  towns,  are  things  that  will  hold  the  body  of  her  people  to 
her,  against  all  the  attnictions  of  the  world.  There  still  live  here,  as  of 
old,  pride  in  lionie  and  town,  self-respect,  disposition  to  improve,  thrift 
and  conservatism.  We  possess  the  indissoluble  jmyver  that  home  and- 
tradition  exert.  The  i>leasures  of  friendship,  and  the  thousand  small  Joys 
and  benefits  of  an  established  comnnniity.  aiv  ours  tieyond  the  i>088iblllty 
of  loss. 

And  if  we  would  hold  our  own  and  advance,  these  atVections  and  long- 
ings i)oint  out  the  way.  If  there  exists  a  great  natnnil  attniction  in  the 
soil  of  the  West,  we  nmst  create  artificial  ones  here?.  So  far  as  the  West 
apiK'als  to  the  love  of  gain,  we  must  appeal  to  the  love  of  home  and  so- 
ciety. We  must  throw  out  into  contrast  the  manners  and  cons4*rvatism  of 
the  East  and  the  radicalism  and  roughness  of  thc»  West.  If  the  South  al- 
lures us,  we  must  !)e  made  to  compare  carc»fully  its  squalid  and  slovenly 
villages  with  our  neatness  and  kemptness.  The  invisible  chains  that  link 
to  home  must  be  made  so  abundant  an«l  so  strong  that  they  cannot  bt^ 
t)roken. 

Such  a  purpose  would  seize  upon  all  the  improvements  of  th(»  age  that 
wei*e  indicated  by  our  conditions.  Think  for  a  momcMit  where  the  town 
would  be  toilay  if  iberc  bad  not  been  ent('rpri«*c  enough  here  to  build  the 
railroad.  Then*  would  be  no  village  where  we  now  stand,  and  litlh*,  if 
any.  manufacturing.  Witli  a  diinini^bing  t'arniing  population,  and  no  other 
industry  to  take  the  place  ot  tanning,  the  current  of  progress  would  have 
left  us  stranded  high  and  dry,  feeblr  in  numbers,  and  of  no  diversity  in 
sentiment  and  judgment.  The  moral  inlluence  ot  the  railroad  will  be  it»c- 
ognized  by  every  man  who  but  conii)ares  bis  own  town  with  those  lying 
near,  who  from  any  reason,  good  or  bad,  <lid  not  H'ize  upon  the  oppor- 
tunity at  the  time  of  its  building  to  lift  thein<elye<  into  the  atmos])here  of 
the  new  life. 

If  I  were  to  name  >oi\H'.  of  tin*  things  that  hayr  oreurn'd  to  me  that  be- 
long to  our  time  to  do.  tlie  tirst  would  be  tlu'  building  of  a  library.  We 
want  historic^  to  t«'aeb  us  of  fornnT  experiment-  in  government,  ami 
<»f  the  rise  and  fall  of  parties;  we  want  uoyeW  to  take  us  out  of  our 
work-a-day  life,  and  to  put  us  into  the  life  o|  <»lber  elasses;  we  want  to 
learn  that  human  nature  i<  the  <dmo  in  palaee  aiul  eottage:  and  we  want 
poetry  for  our  darker  nionienis.  and  \i)  in-truel  the  imagination  with  fan- 
cies we  could  never  dream  of  alone.  I>ut  it  i>  a  wa>te  of  time  to  speak 
of  oui"  wan!  of  book>.  Our  former  p(>vses>ion  lia-  created  a  desire  that 
our  misfortune-  have  left   un>ati-tied.       NVe  are  all  ol   one  mind.      The 
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appropriate  word  of  today  is  patience  till  we  complete  the  shell,  and  till 
our  poeketbooks  are  replenished. 

iVnother  thing  we  might  do  is  the  shading  of  our  roads.  I  speak  not  of 
the  limits  of  the  village,  where  the  private  enterprise  of  each  individual 
has  adorned  his  immediate  premises  with  all  the  public  spirit  that  could 
be  desired ;  I  refer  to  the  roads  that  stretch  out  all  through  the  town. 
To  obtain  a  fair  result  we  nee<l  only  to  instruct  our  road  agents  to  cut  out 
with  care  the  small  stuff  that  grows  beside  the  road,  and  to  leave  stand- 
ing at  proper  intervals  such  trees  as  will  develop  into  throwers  of  shade 
in  the  summer  and  into  wind-breaks  in  winter.  Somebody  has  set  us  au 
example  of  this  cai*e  just  above  Mr.  Daniel  (.'ragin's.  But  to  accomplish 
the  best  result  we  umst  build  up  such  a  public  spirit  that  the  abutters 
will  leave  not  only  such  young  trees,  but  half  and  full-grown  trees,  when 
they  cut  their  forests.  With  generosity  among  the  owners,  and  recogni- 
tion of  it  among  the  travellers,  we  might,  in  a  dozen  or  twenty  years, 
have  a  substantial  attraction  and  comfort  to  ourselves  and  strangers,  and 
a  notice  to  travellers  the  moment  they  crossed  the  ^town  line  that  they 
were  within  a  progressive  town. 

Of  this  kind  of  work  is  this  building.  It  belongs  to  the  time  of  im- 
provement ;  of  striving  for  ideal  things.  As  a  matter  of  dollars  and  cents 
we  had  better  have  endured  the  old  hall.  Though  useful  and  comforta- 
ble, we  had  gotten  along  without  it.  Its  function  is  as  much  that  of  a 
model  and  exemplar  as  a  doer.  Its  beauty  and  simplicity  are  ever-present 
standards  by  which  to  judge  of  our  efforts  in  all  our  doings.  We  are 
among  the  last  of  the  towns  in  the  neighborhood  to  build  a  town  house. 
They  have  stimulated  us  to  put  our  best  foot  forward;  we  believe  they 
can  not  be  ashamed  of  our  acliievenicnt.  As  the  ancient  bell-towers  of 
Italy  were  placed  at  easy  intervals,  so  that  the  whole  people  might  be 
warned  to  i)e  up  and  doing  for  the  connnon  safety,  so  the  towns  of  New 
England  have  erecteil  town  houses  to  hv  ever-pr(?sent  warnings  to  every 
man  that,  in  her  system,  his  duties  are  never  done.  We  should  not  like 
to  be  behind  in  that  work.  We  should  not  like  to  see  broken  at  our  doors 
the  continuity  of  thc^  New  England  custom. 

It  is  the  product  of  our  best  enterprise  and  of  our  most  advanced  public 
spirit.  Horn  in  a  gift,  that  gift  has  j)rovoke<l  other  gifts,  and  so  on,  till 
everybody  has  brought  his  contribution  of  material  or  service  for  the 
ornamentation  of  our  eomnion  building.  It  has  lifted  us  into  heights  of 
generosity  that  w(^  never  dared  to  believe  we  could  climb.  It  has 
stnmgthened  us  with  tli(?  strength  that  comes  to  a  people  inspired  with  a 
(*ommon  thought,  and  working  for  a  common  ideal  end.  In  the  middle 
ages  the  people  wer<»  so  tilled  witb  religious  zeal  that  they  left  all  else  to 
carry  stones  and  mortar  for  the  erection  of  those  great  churches  and 
cathedrals  that  we  go  so  far  to  see.  In  the  beautiful  language  of  an  old 
writer,  *'  it  was  as  if  the  earth,  rousing  itself  and  casting  away  its  old 
robes,  clotlujd  itself  with  the  white  garment  of  churches.''  Our  clearer 
ideas  of  religion  stand  in  the  way  of  such  enthralling  devotion,  and  the 
multitude  of  creeds  divides  our  allegiance,  but  we  all  vie  in  devotion  to 
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one  common  state,  we  recognize  one  conmion  sovereignty,  and  we  all  lay 
our  hands  to  the  ui)building  of  h(»r  visible  representative. 

Wlio  knows  but  tliat  the  eliurch  may  once  more  unite  the  town  in  a  com- 
mon sentiment.  When  Oithoilox  and  Unitarians  shall  each  have  learned 
something  from  the  other,  and  when  two  attenuated  so<*ieties  have  u]>- 
proached  nearer  the  vanishing  point,  perhaps  they  will  come  together 
again  to  hear  the  great  principles  of  Cliristianity  which  they  both  Ixjlieve 
in.  Perhaps,  too,  when  they  shall  have  become  tired  of  lieating  and 
l)ainting  two  barn-like  churt*hes,  they  will  gather  again  into  tlie  town  hall 
and  marry  once  moi*e  the  long-divorced  church  and  state. 

It  is  in  such  things  as  tliis  building  and  in  moral  improvements  that 
our  way  lies  oiwn.  To  build  in  the  best  way.  even  to  fastidiousness,  what 
new  things  we  build,  to  improve  the  old,  to  attract  to  this  town  all  tliat 
would  come  to  the  country  to  live,  to  supplement  the  natural  scenery  with 
intelligent  and  agreeable  men  and  women,  are  our  task.  And  if  we  would 
keep  our  capital  of  youth  and  money  at  home,  it  must  be,  beyond  all 
question,  by  such  means  as  these.  It  has  l>een  said  that  it  is  our  duty  to 
send  them  out;  that  the  most  glorious  product  of  any  soil  is  its  men.  It 
may  be  the  patriot's  duty  to  plant  the  New  England  lieart  and  brain 
through  all  parts  of  our  connnon  country,  but  we  must  be  parental  befoiv 
we  are  patriotic.  If  they  will  but  be  satislled  with  a  competence  from 
our  barren  hills,  we  will  give  them  the  advantages  of  lu>me  and  society. 
But  if  they  nmst  make  money,  our  prayers  shall  follow  them  to  their 
western  isolation,  and  we  will  consent  to  be  patriotic  if  they  will  but  build 
up,  bit  by  bit,  a  new  New  England  village. 


CHAPTER  XXVI. 


STORES,    TRADE   AND    THE    MILK   BUSINESS. 

In  the  early  history  of  the  town  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  the 
luxuries,  what  few  were  indulged  in,  were  procured  directly  from 
the  lower  country  towns;  from  "down  below,"  as  the  familiar 
phrase  was.  The  home  custom  was  too  small  to  support  grocers 
alone  or  dry  goods  merchants  alone.  In  tlie  winter,  particularly, 
the  farmer  filled  his  sleigh  with  butter,  cheese,  beef,  pork,  grain, 
beans,  &c.,  and  journeyed  to  Hoston,  Salem,  Marblehead  or  New- 
buryport,  as  the  case  miglit  be,  and  bartered  away  his  farm  products 
for  groceries  and  goods  for  family  use  during  the  coming  year. 
The  roads  leading  from  Vermont  and  New  llampsliire  to  the  sea- 
port towns  were  lined  in  the  winter  with  long  processions  of  these 
loaded  teams  on  the  way  to  market.  At  night  they  rendezvoused 
at  tlie  country  taverns  along  the  route,  and  a  merry  time  they  had 
of  it  around  the  roaring  bar-room  fire,  what  with  a  stiff  mug  of  flip  or 
toddy,  and  a  story  or  jest  to  suit  the  hilarious  company.  They  re- 
turned with  ample  stores  for  the  family  of  tea,  coffee,  sugar,  mm, 
molasses,  spices,  codfish,  &c. 

But  the  time  came  when  the  increase  of  population  required  trad- 
ers nearer  home,  and  that  old  curiosity  shop,  the  country  store,  came 
upon  the  stage.  Some  of  the  earlier  storekeepers,  as  they  were 
called,  were  Jacob  Al)l)ot,  in  the  middle  of  the  town ;  Nathaniel 
Sawyer,  on  what  are  now  the  premises  of  Henry  Gray ;  Richard  T. 
Huss,  Nehemiah  II  ay  ward,  Nathan  Livermore,  Haskell  &  A\Tiitney, 
Harvey  Harnes,  Stephen  Abl)ot  and  Newell  &  Hopkins  at  the  Cen- 
tre. The  store  of  that  period  was  a  combination  of  grocery,  dry 
goods,  hardware,  wholesale  and  retail  saloon,  post  ofHce,  book  store 
and  news  room.  The  bar  was  well  patronized.  Treating  was  a 
general  custom,  and  the  counter  was  seldom  dry.  Ample  hogsheads 
of  Santa  Cruz,  Jamaica  and  New  England  rum  testified  to  a  brisk 
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trade.  The  fanners  brought  ttieir  home  prodacts  to  the  sUNre  and 
bartered  them  for  the  merchant'B  goods.  Here  they  retailed  the 
news  of  the  day,  and  came  for  their  weekly  papers.  Notices  of 
sales,  auctions,  estrays  and  advertisements  were  posted  on  the 
walls.  It  was  the  rendesvous  of  business  men.  Here  caucuses 
were  held,  and  politics  were  discussed.  Lodges  and  societies  held 
their  meetings  in  the  store  hall  above,  and,  in  the  winter,  singing 
schools,  dancing  schools  and  balls  gathered  the  young  people  to- 
gether. A  quite  universal  institution  was  the  old  country  store, 
and  some  feeble  likeness  of  it  may  still  linger  here  and  there  in  the 
back  settlements.  But  with  the  modem  division  of  labor  and  trade, 
the  introduction  of  railroads,  telegraph  offices,  public  libraries  and 
reading  rooms,  town  halls  and  post  offices,  its  glory  has  passed 
away,  and  has  been  distributed  in  a  dosen  different  directions.

THE   MILK   BUSINESS. 

WQton  furnishes  more  milk  than  any  town  in  the  state.  Mr.  T. 
W.  Wellington  of  Newton,  Massachusette,  was  the  first  to  buy 
milk  in  Wilton  for  the  Boston  market.  The  amount  first  prodaoed 
•was  very  small,  less  than  two  hundred  gallons  per  day,  and  for 
nearly  a  year  was  freighted  in  the  baggage  car.  Mr.  Wellington 
oontinned  his  business  about  a  year  and  then  disposed  of  it  to  Mr. 
David  L.  Pierce,  who  at  that  time  was  a  retail  milk  dealer  in  Bos- 
ton, and  through  him  the  business  increased  so  that  it  became 
necessary  to  have  a  car  built  and  run  expressly  for  milk.  Mr. 
Fierce,  after  continuing  in  the  business  for  three  or  four  years,  be- 
came financially  embarrassed,  and  in  18*57  sold  his  entire  interest 
to  the  senior  member  of  the  present  firm  of  David  Whiting  &  Sons. 
The  business  of  producing  milk  in  Wilton  and  in  towns  along  the 
line  of  the  Wilton  Railroad  has  steadily  increased  from  that  time  to 
the  present.  A  special  milk  train  is  now  run  daily  from  Hills- 
borough to  Boston,  with  one  ear  from  Hillsborough,  one  from  Wilton 
and  one  from  Milford.  One  car  from  Concord,  Massachusetts,  is 
also  added  to  the  train  at  Lexington,  and,  at  North  Cambridge 
Junction,  two  from  Harre  and  Hudson,  Massachusetts,  making  a 
train  of  six  cars  expressly  for  milk. 

In  the  early  days  of  milk  production  for  the  Boston  market,  one 
of  the  most  serious  objections  to  the  business  was  in  meeting  the 
ctmstant  variation  in  trade,  owing  to  the  larger  demand  on  some 
days  than  on  others,  so  that  a  farmer  who  sold  milk  was  obliged 
every  few  days  to  make  butter  or  cheese  of  his  surplus.  In  1864 
the  introduction  of  the  cheese  factory  did  away  with  this  serious 
objection,  and  at  once  placed  the  business  on  a  more  reliable  basis. 
Since  then  no  product  of  the  farm  is  more  sure  of  ready  sale.  The 
capacity  of  our  lirst  cheese  vat  was  sixty  gallons,  and  the  cheese 
WAS  manufactured  iu  a  back  room  of  Mr.  Whiting's  house.  The 
business  of  cheese  making  rapidly  increased,  and  when  it  was  de- 
cided to  order  a  new  vat  of  latest  improvement,  with  a  capacity  of 
two  hundred  aud  fifty  gallons,  the  climax  for  the  care  of  surplus 
■Hk  was  supi)osed  to  have  been  reached.  About  the  year  1875  the 
■inufacture  of  butter  was  found  to  be  more  satisfactory  than  that 
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of  cheese,  and  the  factory  and  fixtures  were  changed  accordingly 
to  their  present  location.  The  present  factory  has  a  capacity  of 
twenty-five  hundred  gallons,  and  the  business  is  fast  out-growing 
the  accommodations.  The  product  of  milk  was  never  lai^er  than 
at  present.  The  present  firm  pay  to  their  producers  annually  for 
milk  and  cream,  on  all  lines  oi>erated  by  them,  over  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars ;  and  it  is  but  reasonable  to  believe  that,  with  the 
inevitable  increase  in  the  population  of  Boston  and  vicinity,  and 
with  the  rapidly  increasing  appreciation  of  milk  as  a  wholesome 
and  nutritious  article  of  food,  the  product  will  be  in  still  greater 
demand,  and  will  continue  to  be  the  largest  and  most  valuable  of 
any  along  the  line  of  the  Souhegan  valley. 

Messrs.  Whiting  are  also  manufacturers  of  lumber  and  dealers  in 
cattle-feed  and  coal.  The  annual  product  of  their  lumber  mill  is 
500,000  staves  and  500,000  feet  of  lumber,  and  of  their  grist  mill 
is  1500  tons  of  corn  meal.  They  also  sell  about  2000  tons  of 
shorts,  middlings,  etc.,  and  700  tons  of  coal  per  annum.  Their 
farm  produces  about  75  tons  of  hay  and  their  hoggery  contains 
about  500  hogs  and  pigs. 


CHAPTER   XXVII. 


CENSUS    AND    STATISTICS. 


The  growth  of  tlie  town  for  many  years  was  very  slow.  The  re- 
sources of  the  place  were  limited  to  the  soil  for  agriculture,  the 
forests  for  wood  and  timber,  and  the  streams  for  water  power. 
Farming  and  mechanics  were  the  two  principal  careers  open  to  im- 
migrants. The  early  settlers  met  with  great  trials  and  liardships, 
as  we  have  seen.  No  very  flattering  prospects  were  open  to  the 
ambition  of  the  young.  As  young  men  and  women  came  upon  the 
stage,  many  sought  other  and  more  encouraging  opportunities  of 
making  their  livelihoo<l  and  fortune. 

According  to  the  report  in  the  Centennial  pamphlet  there  were 
two  families  in  1731) ;  70  people  in  1755  ;  240  in  17G3  ;  G23  in  1775  ; 
1013  in  1780;  1105  in  1700;  1017  in  1800;  1017  in  1810;  1070 
in  1820.  From  1790  to  1830  the  average  varied  very  little  from 
1100,  and  the  population  never  was  greater  than  in  1700.  There 
were  about  45  inhabitants  to  the  square  mile. 

Two  forces  have  acted  upon  the  population,  western  emigration 
and  factory  immigration.  One  has  served  to  drain,  and  the  other 
to  replenish,  the  population,  but  the  former  has  taken  away  the 
natives,  while  the  latter  has  brought  in  more  foreigners,  thus  af- 
fecting the  social  and  ecclesiastical  condition  of  Wilton.  In  1830 
the  number  of  inhabitants  was  1041  ;  in  1840,  1033  ;  in  1850,  llfil  ; 
in  1860,  13G9  ;  in  1870,  1074  ;  in  1880,  1747,  and  in  1888,  proba- 
bly 1800  or  more. 

In  17G3  there  were  5G  polls,  and  in  1870,  302.  In  1880  there 
were  132  farmers,  71  mechanics,  23  laborers,  28  merchants  and 
manufacturers  and  0  professional  men.  There  were  107  persons 
70  years  old  or  more.       In  1703  there  were  48  oxen,  GO  cows,

18  horses,  22  young  cattle,  126  acres  in  tillage,  163^  acres  in  mow- 
ing, 43  acres  in  pasture  and  41  houses.     Valuation,  £346  los. 

In  1850  the  number  of  oxen  was  224,  cows  417,  other  cattle  478, 
horses  143,  sheep  478,  swine  414,  value  of  live  stock  $41,283; 
acres  of  improved  land  11,426,  of  unimproved  land  2249,  cash 
value  of  farms,  $275,450,  value  of  farming  implements  $6388 ; 
amount  of  wheat  produced  636  bushels,  rye  620,  Indian  corn  6239, 
oats  2117,  peas  and  beans  164,  potatoen  12,655,  barley  603,  wool 
1566  pounds  ;  value  of  orchard  products  $730,  market  garden  $124  ; 
amount  of  butter  produced  53,587  pounds,  cheese  19,095,  beeswax 
and  honey  137,  hops  5835 ;  hay  2203  tons ;  value  of  animals 
slaughtered  $9811. 

In  1860  the  number  of  oxen  was  165,  cows  659,  other  cattle  228, 
horses  136,  sheep  138,  swine  231,  value  of  live  stock  $46,923; 
acres  of  improved  land  10,005,  of  unimproved  land  3652,  cash 
value  of  farms  $406,500,  value  of  farming  implements  $10,135 ; 
wheat  raised  1775  bushels,  rye  447,  Indian  com  6815,  oats  2036, 
peas  and  beans  172,  potatoes  11,042,  barley  484,  buckwheat  33, 
wool  464  pounds  ;  value  of  orchard  products  $2969,  market  garden 
$25  ;  amount  of  wine  produced  420  gallons,  butter  18,433  pounds, 
cheese  3650,  beeswax  and  honey  224,  hops  650;  hay  2611  tons; 
value  of  animals  slaughtered  $6715. 

In  1870  the  number  of  dwellings  was  330,  families  377;  chil- 
dren at  school  347,  persons  who  cannot  read  71,  canuot  write  H(> ; 
white  males  803,  white  females  H:jO  ;  foreign  males  146,  foreign 
females  156  ;  those  whose  father  was  foreign  born  454,  mother  for- 
eign born  449  ;  persons  21  years  of  age,  or  under,  392. 

The  census  of  Wilton  for  1850  was  taken  by  James  Scott  of 
Peterborough;  for  1860,  by  Charles  Richardson  of  Amherst;  for 
1870,  by  Major  David  E.  Proctor,  then  of  Ly n do Ix) rough,  now  of 
Wilton;  for  1880,  by  George  L.  Dasconibe. 

The  number  of  marriages  recorded  in  Wilton  from  1762  to  1H87 
is  622.  But  tliere  are  some  gaps  in  the  records  as  kept  by  the 
town,  so  that  the  number  recorded  is  not  complete.  For  many 
years  the  custom  was  to  cry  out  the  couple  in  the  Congregational 
church.  Just  before  the  congregation  was  dismissed  in  the  after- 
noon the  town  clerk  announced,  to  the  great  edification  of  the  peo- 
ple, that  such  or  such  a  couple  intended  marriage.  Tlie  law  required 
publication  two  weeks  before  the  event.  Subsequently  the  publica- 
tion was  made  by  posting  the  names  of  the  parties  intending  mar- 
riage in  some  public  place  on  a  bulletin  board.     It  appears  that 
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after  March,  1862,  the  town  clerk  recorded  only  the  intention 
of  marriage,  not  the  marriage  itself.  We  give  a  few  specimens  of 
early  reconis  of  publication  of  intention  to  marry,  all  belonging  U> 
the  year  1764 : 

Stephen  Pat  nam  of  Wilton  and  Olive  Vamuni  of  Andover  were  lawful- 
ly publifihod,  and  there  wan  no  objootiouft  against  their  proceeding  in  mar- 
riage. Philip  Putnam  of  Wilton  and  Abigail  Jaquith  of  DunRtable  won* 
lawfully  publinhod,  and  then*  wan  no  objcvtioim  against  thoir  proiMM'ding 
in  marriage.  (f(M>rge  (N)burn  of  Wilton  and  Mary  Adams  of  Dunstabh* 
wen*  lawfully  published,  and  thon^  was  no  objtH'tions  to  tln*ir  pnK'<»«»ding 
in  marriage.  John  Brown  of  Wilton  and  Kunicc  I'uss«*ll  of  Iteading  wen* 
lawfully  publislied,  and  then?  wa«*  no  obj«H*tions  against  their  pmeeeding 
in  marriage.  Stephen  Farnham  of  Wilton  and  Kezia  Ski<lnion»  nf  Chelins- 
fonl  wen*  published  three*  pul)lie  meeting  days,  and  tlit»n*  was  no  cib- 
joetions  to  their  proeeeding  in  marriage.

CHAPTER  XXVIII. 


OLD  RELICS,    REMINISCENCES  AND  DIARIES. 

A  copper  coin,  of  the  size  of  the  old  copper  cent,  was  found 
many  years  ago  by  Mr.  Abiel  Flint  in  his  field  on  the  farm  now 
owned  by  Mr.  Chajrles  II.  White.  It  bears  on  one  side  an  endless 
chain  of  thirteen  rings,  on  whicli  were  probably  the  abbreviated 
names  of  the  thirteen  original  states,  but  only  a  few  of  the  letters 
are  legible.  Within  the  chain  of  rings  are  other  letters,  too  indis- 
tinct for  the  words  to  be  discovered,  and  still  another  ring  enclos- 
ing the  words,  ^^We  are  one,"  in  letters  little  worn.  The  other 
side  has  a  representation  of  the  rising  sun,  the  date,  1787,  the 
word,  ^^Fugio^'*  and,  at  the  bottom,  the  words,  ^'  Mind  Your  Busi- 
ness ;'*  in  the  centre  are  some  emblems.* 

Mr.  Flint  has  also  three  currency  bills,  eiich  three  inches  long 
and  two  and  one-half  inches  wide,  which  have  come  down  from  his 
grandfather,  Ebenezer  Flint.  Two  of  them  were  issued  under  a 
resolution  of  the  Continental  Congress,  passed  at  Philadelphia, 
February  17,  1776.  On  one  side  of  each  is  ii  chain  of  thirteen 
rings,  on  which  are  the  abbreviated  names  of  the  thirteen  original 
states.  I'nder  the  chain  are  the  words  :  '*  Philadelphia.  Printed  by 
llall  and  Sellers,  1776.''  Over  the  chain  is  printed  the  denomina- 
tion of  the  bill;  in  one,  "Two  Thirds  of  a  Dollar;"  in  the  other, 
*' One  Sixth  of  a  Dollar.''  On  the  opposite  side  of  each  bill  is  a 
square  enclosing  a  circle  with  the  words,  "Mind  Your  Business.'* 
The  third  bill  was  issued  by  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  and  "en- 
titles the  Bearer  to  Four  Shillings  and  Sixpence,  L.  M.  out  of  the 
Treasury  of  this  State."  On  each  side  of  the  bill  is  a  pillar,  and  at 
the  top  is  the  date,  177G,  with  a  picture  of  the  venerable  codfish  of 
the  state.

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BATTLK   OF  THE   REVOLUTION. 

The  only  battle  of  the  Revolutionary  war  fought  in  Wilton  oc- 
curred in  this  wise  :  A  reiK)rt  sprung  up  that  a  deserter  had  come 
to  town  and  was  concealed  in  the  house  of  friends.  I'he  zealous 
patriots  were  aroused.  Thoy  assembled  from  far  and  near,  and, 
surrounding  the  suspected  domicile,  demanded  that  the  traitor  to 
his  country's  cause  should  l)e  produced  forthwith.  Hut  the  family 
resented  this  nide  assault  on  their  *'  castle,"  and,  deserter  or  no 
deserter,  they  did  not  propose  to  give  him  up  at  such  an  unceremoni- 
ous call.  The  leader,  advancing  into  the  house,  met  with  a  liery  re- 
ception ;  for  the  indignant  grandam  seized  tiie  kitchen  shovel,  in 
those  days  no  mean  wea|)on,  and,  filling  it  with  red-hot  coals  from 
the  tire-place,  prepare  to  sprinkle  them  over  the  gooil  deacon's 
head.  Hut  he  interi)Osed  in  season  to  prevent  this  baptism  of  lire 
with  ''  My  gootl  woman  I  please  don't  do  anything  rash."  Thus 
ended  the  first,  last  and  only  battle  in  Wilton  in  that  war.  Hut 
whether  there  was  really  any  deserter  or  not,  is  not  known  to  this 
day. 

RECOLLECTIONS    OF   TIIE   OLI>    KKKXCII    M1M-,    liV   MK.    Kl'lIRAIM    UROWN. 

*' These  recollections  are  gathered  from  my  own  observation  and 
from  descriptions  given  by  members  of  the  French  family.  I  was 
nuich  a]>out  the  mills  in  my  boyhood,  and  the  French  place  was  a 
familiar  playground.  At  that  time,  while  fishing  in  the  river  di- 
rectly east  of  the  old  dwelling-house  of  the  original  French  family, 
1  observed  timbers  in  the  bed  of  the  river,  apparently  placed  there 
by  design,  and  traces  of  timbers  on  the  banks,  showing  that  a  dam 
had  been  erected  there,  which  was  afterwards  overflowed  ])y  the 
dam  built  lower  down  by  Mr.  Killum's.  Fifty  years  later  Hurlei<!:h 
French  told  me  that  before  his  fathei'.  Deacon  Hurleigh  French, 
came  to  Wilton  in  c*ompany  with  his  father,  James  French,  a  dam 
and  mill  had  been  built  there  ])y  a  Mr.  Harker,  or  Haker.  In  some 
freshet  these  were  swept  away.  Subseciuently  a  dam  was  built 
higher  up^the^ stream  against  the  Ilesselton  place,  the  north  end  of 
which  stands  there  to  this  day,  and  a  canal  was  dug  down  the 
stream  to  the  site  of  the  old  saw  and  grain  mills,  recently  burned. 
These  mills  were  owned  by  .lames  French  and  his  son.  Deacon  Hur- 
leigh French. 

"  1  heard  from  the  lips  of  the  daughter  of  .James  French,  a  sister 
of  Hurleigh  French,  the  story  of  the  raising  of  the  second  dam  of 
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the  old  French  mill,  opposite  the  house  of  Mr.  Joel  Hesselton  ou 
the  Souhegau  River.  In  those  days  such  structures  were  built  of 
heavy  timbers,  which  were  prepared  and  placed  in  a  horizontal  jx)- 
sition  ;  then  many  men  were  required  to  raise  them  to  their  proper 
place.  Saturday  night  came  before  all  things  were  ready  for  the 
raising,  and  with  it  came  also  clouds  and  signs  |>ortending  a  storm 
of  rain.  If  the  water  rose  in  this  rapid  and  ragged  river,  not  only 
would  the  erection  of  the  dam  be  delayed,  but  there  was  great  dan- 
ger that  the  frame,  now  laid  in  position  in  the  bed  of  the  stream, 
would  be  washed  away  and  lost.  Sunday  morning  the  heavens 
were  still  more  threatening. 

"  Whatever  may  have  been  the  scruples  of  Mr.  .Tames  French 
regarding  the  keeping  of  the  Lord's  Day  in  general,  and  whatever 
may  have  been  the  opinion  and  practice  of  his  workmen  and  of  his 
neigh lK>rs,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  lay  these  scruples  aside,  and 
to  proceed  at  once  to  raise  the  frame,  that  it  might  not  be  lost.  The 
neighborhood,  yea,  the  whole  town,  had  an  interest  in  that  dam. 
Mills  in  old  colonial  times,  one  hundred  or  two  luindred  years  ago, 
were  deemed  to  be  of  great  public  benefit,  and  to  be  worthy  of 
especial  legislation  in  their  favor.  It  is  not  strange,  then,  that  to 
raise  that  dam  on  that  Sunday  was  decided  to  be  a  work  of  neces- 
sity and  mercy,  both  to  save  the  property  of  Mr.  French,  and  to 
supply  a  needy  public  with  n  place  to  grind  its  corn  and  saw  its 
lumber.  I  have  little  doubt  the  inloiit  had  been  lo  raise  the  dam 
on  a  week  day,  and  to  invite  much  help,  perhaps  the  whole  town, 
as  was  the  custom  on  similar  occasions.  Hut  to  call  in  so  many  on 
the  Sabbath  day  would  not  be  in  keeping  with  the  second  com- 
mandment, rpon  consultation,  it  was  decide<l  to  have  only  so 
many  men  as  seemed  needful  to  do  the  work  :  and  to  forbear  to 
draw  off  from  the  service  of  the  sanctuary,  any  whose  help  seemed 
not  to  be  absolutelv  necessary. 

'"When  the  time  for  action  came,  the  men  were  placed,  each  in 
his  station  and  at  his  post  of  duty.  At  the  word  of  command  the 
ponderous  beams  moved  heavily  and  slowly  from  the  ground. 
Every  man  exerted  his  utmost  strength.  Slowly  and  heavily  the 
massive  timbers  were  carried  up  to  the  breast  of  the  men.  Here 
they  ceased  to  move  higher.  .Again  and  a<j;ain  did  these  noble  men 
struggle  and  strain,  but  no  effort  could  carry  them  higher.  Neither 
could  they  let  them  back.  To  do  so  was  to  be  crushed.  Here, 
then,  was  a  dilennna.     They  were  in  a  trap.     There  could  be  no 
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relief  except  in  reeuforcement.  But  the  people  were  in  the  Centre 
of  the  town,  worshipping  in  the  hoime  of  God.  To  call  upon  these 
seemed  to  be  the  only  alternative.  No  man  could  be  spared  as  a 
messenger  to  summon  others.  No  woman  could  go  there  in  time. 
At  a  given  signal  every  man  with  his  utmost  voice  shouted,  ^Ilelp ! 
Help!  Come!'  Again  they  shouted,  'Flelp!  Help!  Come!'  and 
again,  'Help ! !  Help  ! !  Come  I !  Come  ! !' 

"How  these  united  voices  rolled  along  tlie  valleys,  over  the  hill- 
tops and  penetrated  to  the  ears  of  that  worshipping  assembly ! 
That  call  of  life  or  death  was  instantly  understood.  The  congrega- 
tion nished  from  the  house,  and  in  less  time  tiian  I  have  taken  to 
relate  it,  men  were  running  down  the  hill-sides  or  urging  their  nim- 
ble steeds  over  the  interval  road,  dashing  to  the  rescue.  Springing 
under  the  massive  timbers,  they  soon  raised  the  great  beams  to 
their  places  and  the  victory  was  won. 

'*To  the  men  holding  up  the  timbers  the  passage  from  the  church 
to  their  rescue  seemed  indeed  long.  The  distance  is  nearly  one 
mile  and  a  half.  Fifteen  miiuitcs  would  bo  a  very  quick  run  for  the 
fleetest  man  or  for  a  good  horse.  To  sustain  the  failing  strength 
of  the  sinking  men  under  the  heavy  beams,  the  daughter  of  James 
French  mixed  strong  drink,  walked  into  the  bed  of  tluj  river,  held 
the  stimulating  beverage  to  pale  and  parched  lips,  and  thus  enabled 
the  men  to  hold  out  until  help  arrived. 

**  I  will  relate  another  incident  conueelod  with  this  spot.  When 
the  fonner  dam  was  washed  away,  the  rushing  waters  made  an  ex- 
cavation in  the  earth  below  its  base  some  ten  or  twelve  feet  deep. 
This  remained  tilled  with  water.  A  valuable  implement  fell  from 
the  hands  of  one  of  the  workmen  into  this  pit.  Phineas  Lovejoy, 
brother  of  David  and  Moses  Lovejoy,  plunged  in  to  recover  it.  In 
this  he  failed.  He  lost  his  ability  to  swim  ;  he  lost  his  presence  of 
mind,  and  it  was  seen  that  he  was  drowning.  It  was  at  this  in- 
stant that  Deacon  Burleigh  French  plunged  in  to  rescue  him.  But 
the  pit  was  so  deep,  its  sides  were  so  steep,  its  cobltle-stone  floor 
and  walls  were  so  slippery,  and  his  friend  so  exhausted  and  heavy, 
that  both  men  were  in  great  danger  of  drowning,  for  Mr.  French 
was  unable  to  swim  out  and  retain  his  hold  on  Lovejoy.  Healizing 
the  desperate  nature  of  his  situation,  ISIr.  French,  an  expert  swim- 
mer and  an  athletic  man,  while  at  the  l)ottom  of  the  pit  threw  Love- 
joy over  his  shoulder,  struggled  up  its  precipitous  outlet,  and  crept 
upon  dry  land,  l>oth  men,  from  exhaustion,  unable  to  stand." 
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YOUTHFUL    PAIBIOnSM. 

It  is  related,  as  showing  the  spirit  of  the  times,  that  a  young  man 
came  to  the  muster  master.  Major  Abiel  Abbot,  to  be  enrolled  for 
the  army  in  the  Revolutionary  war  but  was  found  not  so  tall  as  the 
law  required.  He  insisted  on  being  measured  again,  and  it  being 
with  the  same  result,  in  his  passionate  disappointment  he  burst  into 
tears.  He  was,  however,  finally  enrolled,  on  the  ground  that  zeal 
and  courage  were  of  more  value  in  a  soldier  than  an  inch  more  or 
less  in  height. 

MEMORANDA  OF  QUABTEBMA8TER  ISAAC  FRTE. 

The  following  extracts  are  made,  as  specimens  of  Revolutionary 
records,  kept  by  Isaac  Frye,  afterwards  Major,  a  naUve  of  Wilton ;

THE  WINTER  UILL  DIAUV  OF  JONATHAN  BURTON. 

The  following  passages  are  taken  from  a  diary  kept  by  Jonathan 
Burton  of  Wiltou,  then  sergeant  in  Captain  Taylor's  company  of 
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militia,  while  in  camp  at  Winter  Hill,  near  1k>ston,  in  the  winter  of 
1 775-76  :*

ordors  what  Ko>;iinciit  thoy  an*  attached  to;  tlie  rest  <if  tlie  New  llainp- 
shire  Militia  ai*e  to  joyii  the  ISri^ade  on  Winter  Hill  and  Prospeet  Hill  in 
Cambridge.  Together  with  the  Company  of  Militia  from  Massachusetts 
which  are  onU'rinl  to  joyn  Prescott,  (ireaton  and  Nixon's  Kegiments  arc 
to  Im»  appointed  for  the  new  Kstablished  Heginients  as  tlie  Major  and 
Brigade  Cieuerals  sliall  think  tit  for  the  most  cfpial  Distribution.  The 
Captains  of  the  sevei'al  Militia  Companies  from  the  Massachusetts  and 
New  Hampshire  Governments  are  to  make  exact  records  of  their  Com- 
panies and  return  them  signed  without  delay  to  tlie  Adjutant  (leneral.

The  Major  Generals  an»  to  order  the  Militia  Companies  to  1m*  joyned  to 
tlie  Differi»nt  Brigades  and  Regiments  in  their  respective  DivisuMis,  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  sui)ply  the  Ditlicency  of  the  Connecticut  Troops 
and  to  prevent  C(»nfusion  and  Disonler  in  case  we  should  b<*  called  to 
action  and  make  report  theivof  as  soon  as  it  is  done.  A<  these  companies 
have  an  Inclination  to  joyn  Particular  IJegiments.  the  General  has  no 
Objection  to  it  in  every  instance  where  it  can  be  done  consistent  with  the 
goo<!  of  the  service,  and  the  allotment  t(>  the  DitVerent  Incampments.  The 
Adjutant  of  every  Hegiment  to  which  any  of  those  companies  are  joyned 
are  to  acipiaini  them  with  all  (ienenil  and  Brigade  Orders  that  they  may 
not  unknowingly  Disobey  tlieni.  The  Colom'N  nf  tbe  several  IJeginu'nts 
upon  the  New  Kstablisbment  may  respectively  apjdy  to  the  Connnissary 
of  Onlnance  Stores  for  75  Stand  of  Arnies.  Lately  tak<'n  in  the  London 
Storesbip.  These  arms  the  colonels  will  be  Careful  to  Put  into  the  liands 
of  tlie  S<ddiers  most  approved  for  their  care  and  Bravery  ami  Such  (mly 
as  are  Inlisted  for  the  next  Campaign.  An  exact  list  of  their  Names  to 
be  returned  to  their  I'espective  Colon<'ls.  The  Carbines  in  said  Sbip  are 
not  to  be  delivere<l  without  Special  Order. 

.Sergeant  Ebenezer  Fogg  of  Captain  McFarlings  and  Colonel  Nixons 
tryed  by  a  tieneral  Court  Mailial  for  absenting  himself  from  ttu*  Camp 
without  Leave  of  absence,  i^c,  &v.  Said  Fogg  upon  examination  and 
evidence  heard  adjudged  (iuilty  of  the  Principle  I*art  of  the  accusation, 
and  sentenced  to  receive  Ten  lasbes  on  his  Naked  back  at  the  Head  of 
Said  Kegiment  and  not  Permitted  to  do  the  Duty  of  a  Sergeant  During 
this  Campaign.  The  (i<Mieral  a])])rov(*s  the  sentence  and  orders  it  to  take 
place  tomorrow  at  11  o'clock  at  the  Head  of  Said  IJegiment.

It  is  expected  that  the  Arinourers  on  Winter  Hill  work  for  any  Person 
In  the  Brigade  without  any  of  them  Pretending  to  Confine  their  work  to 
Particular  Regiments.  The  OfHcers  of  the  Several  Regiments  and  Com- 
manders, of  Particular  Companies  are  Desired  Particularly  to  visit  the 
Barraks  In  which  their  men  are  Lodged,  and  Give  the  best  advice  they 
can  for  making  their  Men  as  Comfortable  as  Possable,  and  make  report 
of  those  they  find  In  too  Uncomfortable  a  Situation  to  Endure  the  In- 
clemency of  the  W^eather,  that  Some  method  may  be  taken  to  make  Men 
more  comfortable.  The  General  takes  this  opertunlty  of  returning  his 
most  sincere  and  herty  thanks  to  the  Gentlemen  Officers  and  Soldiers, 
who  have  with  so  much  speed  and  alacrity  come  to  joyn  the  Army  and 
Prevent  our  Enemy  taking  the  advantage  of  the  Dastardly  Conduct  of 
those  Troops  who  Basely  Desarted  the  Lines ;  and  as  the  time  of  those 
IVoops  w^hlch  are  Inllsted  will  be  soon  Expired  lie  flatters  himself  that 
the  same  Spirit  which  Brought  them  In  so  seasonably  to  our  assistance 
will  Induce  both  officers  and  Soldiers  to  exert  themselves  In  Influencing  a 
Sufficient  Number  of  Good  men  to  Inlist  for  fllling  up  the  Standing  Con- 
tinental Army  which  is  to  take  Place  at  their  Departure,  And  he  sincerely 
hopes  that  their  zeal  in  this  respect  will,  if  possible,  Equal  that  which  they 
have  already  Discovered  so  much  to  their  own  and  their  Country's  Honour.

This  Day  (iiving  Conunencenient  to  the  New  Army  which  in  Every 
Point  is  Continental,  tlie  General  Flatters  Himself  that  a  Laudable  Spirit 
of  Imniulation  will  now  take  place,  and  Prevade  the  whole  of  it;  without 
such  a  Spirit  few  OtHcers  have  ever  arrived  to  any  Degree  of  Reputation, 
Nor  did  any  Army  (^ver  become  formidable.  His  Exoelency  hopes  that 
the  Importance  of  the  (ireate  Cause  wc  are  engaged  in  will  be  Deeply  im- 
pressed upon  every  Man's  mind,  and  wishes  it  to  be  Considered  that  an 
Army  without  order,  Regularity  and  Disipline  is  no  Better  tlian  a  Coni- 
misoned  Mobb.  Let  us,  therefore,  when  everytliinii:  Dear  and  Valable 
to  freemen  is  at  Stake,  wIhmi  our  runatiiral  Parent  i-;  tbreatning  us  with 
Destruction  from  Every  (Quarter,  Endeavour  by  all  the  Skill  and  Disipline 
in  our  Power  to  ae(iuire  that  Ixnowled^je  and  Conduct  that  is  Necessary 
in  War.  Our  Men  are  brave  and  good  men,  who,  witb  Pleasure  it  is  ol>- 
served,  are  adiet(*d  to  fewer  Vices  than  are  connnonly  found  in  Armies. 
But  it  is  Subordination  and  Disipline,  the  Life  and  Soule  of  an  Army, 
wliich  under  Providence  is  to  make  us  fonnidable  to  our  Enemies,  Hon- 
orable in  ourselves,  and  Respected  in  the  World.

The  same  attention  to  be  Paid  by  Field 
officers  to  the  Respective  Companies  of  their  Regiments,  by  the  Captains 
to  their  Subalterns,  and  so  on,  that  the  Plea  of  Ignonince,  which  is  no 
cause  for  the  Neglect  of  onier:*  (but  Rather  an  agravation),  may  not  be 
offered. 

Camp  on  Winter  Hill,  Jan.  14,  1776. 

The  General  sincerely  thanks  those  worthy  Patriotic  Soldiers  Who  at 
his  Request  have  agreed  to  Tarry  15  Days  Longer  than  the  Time  they  first 
cngageii.  For  this  Demonstration  of  Zeal  in  tlieir  Country's  Cause  must 
Reflect  the  most  lasting  Honour  upon  them,  and  convince  the  world  they 
are  ready  to  Sacrifice  their  ease  and  comfort  of  tliems(;lves  and  families, 
to  the  Good  of  their  Country.  While  others  acting  on  Different  Princi- 
ples, and  actuated  by  different  motives  would  entail  Slavery  upon  them- 
selves and  Posterity,  rather  than  Submit  to  the  least  Inconvenience  in 
their  Private  afiairs.  The  General  ass!n*es  tlic  Latter,  that  while  he 
endeavors  to  Rewanl  the  former  with  Honour  and  Credit  they  so  Justly 
Deserve,  he  will  do  all  in  his  Power  to  llx  on  the  Latter,  Disgrace  and 
Infamy,  which  their  Conduct  so  Justly  Merits.  The  Militia  Captains  are 
Desired  to  make  <mt  an  exact  list  of  all  those  Soldiers  who  are  Determined 
to  Quit  the  Service  on  the  16''»  Instant,  and  Present  thi^  sanu*  with  Certifi- 
cate of  their  having  returned  the  Arms  and  ammunition  they  have  re- 
ceived from  the  army,  early  on  Tu(;sday  morning  to  John  Sullivan,  Brig- 
adier General. 

Camp  on  Winter  Hill,  .Jan.  17,  Rigermental  order. 

John  Roakes  of  Captain  Spaulding's Company  and  Colonel  Reed-s  Reg- 
iment, trie<l  at  a  late  Court  Martial  for  g«'tting  Drunk  when  on  Guard, 
A\liereof  Captain  Oliver  was  Pn'sident.  The  Prisoner  confessing  himself 
Guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  22""'  article  of  the  IJuh's  and  Regulations  of  the 
Continental  arnij'.  Therefore  a<ljudged  the  said  John  JJoakes  to  re- 
ceive Twenty  lashes  on  his  Xaked  Rack,  hut  on  account  of  his  appearing 
very  humble  ami  Penitant,  r(?coinni<Mided  that  some  Part  of  the  Punish- 
ment he  mitigat(Ml.  Thcn^fore  ordenni  that  the  said  John  Roakes  receive! 
Ten  stripes  only.  The  ('olonel  api)n>v(*s  the  StMitance  of  the  Court  and 
orders  that  the  saitl  John  Roakes  receive  Ten  Lashes  on  his  Naked  back 
at  eleven  o'clock  this  forenoon.    The  Adjutant  of  the  Regiment  to  see  it 

executed.

Timotliy  Downing,  tried  by  a  General  Court  Marshal,  found  guilty, 
sentenced  to  Receive  39  Lashes  on  his  bare  back,  with  a  cat  of  Nine  tails. 
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It  appearing  to  the  Court  that  as  the  Prisoner  is  worthless  and  Incorrigi- 
ble, they  order  hlin  to  be  Drummed  out  of  the  Army.  The  Court  of  En- 
qulrey  to  Set  on  Thursday  Next,  at  General  Green's  on  Prospect  Hill,  to 
examine  into  a  complaint  exhibited  against  Colonel  Stsirkes  of  the  fifth 
Regiment  of  foot,  by  Samuel  Hubbard  Esci-  Paymaster  of  the  New

Brig.  Generals  (ilover,  Patterson,  Arnold,  Hutchinson,  Whitcomb, 
Webb  and  Huntington's  Keginients  to  joyn  their  Respective  Brigades  as 
soon  as  Provision  is  made  for  th<Mn  (and  any  time  before  the  first  of 
February)  that  they  may  get  fixed  before  the  Militia  comes  in.  The  Brig- 
adier Quarter  Master  Generals  are  to  see  that  <'ach  room  hath  its  Comple- 
ment of  men  and  the  officers  Placed  Contiguous  to  tliem.

Neither  Provision  or  the  Valm*  of  thrm,  are  to  ])e 
Issued  to  officers,  nor  Soldiers,  while  upon  Furlouglis.  Furloughs  always 
considered  as  Injurious  to  the  S<'rviee,  and  too  oft<'M  used  for  the  (i ratifica- 
tion of  Individuals.  The  (ieneral  therefore  was  not  a  little  suri)rised  that 
it  had,  Contrary  to  Custonj  and  Common  .lustice,  become  a  Question, 
whether  Absenters  were  not  Entitled  to  the  same  allowance  of  Provisions 
as  they  that  were  Present  and  Doing  Duty. 
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JONATHAN   burton's   TICONDEROOA   DIARY. 

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  a  diary  kept  by  Jonathan 
Burton  during  the  Ticonderoga  campaign  of  177G.  In  this  cam- 
paign he  held  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  Captain  William  Barron's 
c*ompany  of  Colonel  Wy man's  regiment  :* 

July  23**.  Wilton  nicMi  joined  with  Ainh(*r!*t,  Ouiistable  and  Merrimack 
men.  at  Wilton,  and  after  rt«»ttlin<|f  tho  Company  wiUi  under  officers,  began 
our  march  and  Log<*  at  Millikiu's  in  Wilton  fir:<t  night. 

Aug.  l**  177G.  Thrcf?  (\Mnpanys  uion*  of  our  Krg^  marcht  early  in  the 
morning;  and  about  two  o'clock  our  Conipaiiy  niarclit  from  No.  i 
[Cliarlestown]  and  Crossed  the  Create  Kiver  and  Log**  in  Springfield  at 
Scott's  about  nine  mild  from  Xo.  4.  Here  was  the  first  Night  I  Lay  on 
the  hard  flore. 

Aug.  2*>.  We  marclit  from  Scott\s  in  Sprinj^tield  ami  at  Xight  we  En- 
camped in  the  woods  and  lay  on  the  Ground.  Now  we  begin  to  experi- 
ence what  it  is  to  he  Soldiers  in  tlie  Wilderness. 

Aug.  li^.  After  taking  our  Hreakfust  in  our  little  Camp,  we  left  it  and 
nuirch*'  to  Durham,  and  here  w(»  got  Liberty  to  Lodge  in  a  little  Smoky 
<  'hamlKjr  on  the  hard  floor. 

Aug.  (j^^.  We  got  to  Wood  Creek  t(»  Major  Ski'cn's  and  Crossed  the 
Creek  about  twelve  o'clock,  here  we  Picht  our  Tents  or  otherways  built 
Booths  with  Brusli  and  Lay  on  the  ground :  Very  well  contented  witli 
our  New  habitation,  t)u>ugh  it  hapned  to  be  a  v<*ry  heavy  Shower,  and  in 
the  morning  the  most  of  the  men  were  a*i  wet  as  so  many  drownd(?d  Kats. 

Aug.  7"».  We  built  us  a  new  (^'amp  and  covered  it  with  Bark,  hoping 
against  the  next  niiu  to  be  a  little  mon*  Comfortable,  though  the  flies  and 
gnats  are  very  troubl(?some.  This  day  we  havo  six  men  on  Command  up 
the  Kiver  after  Boards. 

Skeensborough,  Aug.  S"'.  This  day  in  the  afternoon  w(;  I^ecVl  orders 
for  to  go  to  Ticonderoga  to  joyn  <ien.  IJeed's  Brij^ade  at  that  Place,  to 
Draw  one  davs  Provision  and  to  be  nradv  in  set  otl*  earlv  the  next  morn- 
ing. 

Aug.  0'*».  About  ten  <M*lock  this  mornin<2:  we  set  oft*  from  Skeensbor- 
ough, for  the  tie,  and  about  Sunsi't  we  arrived  at  that  place,  and  marched 
about  half  a  mild  up  to  the  Kn(ami)menl.  It  bring  dark  befon^  we  got  in 
we  were  obliged  to  lay  on  tb(?  cold  ground;  I  being  unwell,  made  it  an 
uncomfortable  Night's  rest  for  me. 

Aug.  10^*'.  We  be^an  to  flx  our  «?round  to  incamp  and  Provide  the  stuff', 
but  orders  canu*  that  Ki<:;hteen  men  from  our  Comi)any  was  to  be  draught- 
ed to  go  as  Mariners  (Ml  board  tin*  Hogairu's  to  cruise  on  the  Lake  down 
towards  St.  Jolins.     Put  bv  our  buildin;'  this  da  v. 

Sunday,  Aug.  11"'.  This  day  proved  to  be  rainy  all  day.  Now  we  be- 
;cin  to  see  sick  men  Laying  on  the  cold  jijround  withoiit  anything?  to  cover 
tliem  but  their  blankets.

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Aug.  lo**».  I  was  on  Command  with  a  Party  of  men  over  the  I^ke 
after  Turf  to  build  the  New  fort,  20  on  the  works  this  day  of  our  Company. 

Aug.  16**».  The  Capt.  and  Eleven  on  the  works  this  day  from  our  Com- 
pany, the  News  of  the  Day  was  that  our  Kegi  is  to  go  to  Oswego. 

Aug.  19***.  About  Eleven  oV-k  in  the  forenoon  I  recM  orders  from  the 
Adjutant  of  our  Reg*  to  tjike  com''  of  20  men  from  our  Reg*  &  Parade  Be- 
fore the  Genl's  house  to  receive  my  orders;  which  from  him  was  to 
take  ten  days'  Provisions,  and  the  Connnand  of  6  Battoes  and  Proceed  to 
Otter  Creek  after  Hay,  and  about  h  an  hour  after  Sunset  I  got  the  Pro- 
visions on  board  and  set  off  from  Ticonderoga  and  Proceeded  down  the 
Lake  about  three  Milds  and  I^og^  in  the  Boat  all  Night  in  the  o^ten  Air. 

Aug.  20''*.  After  we  had  Cooked  our  Breakfast  we  set  off  for  Crown 
Point,  and  after  Landing  there  and  Git  ting  a  Pass  from  the  Gen'  we 
Divided  our  Provisions  and  w<'nt  down  the  Lake  from  the  Point  about  five 
Mild  and  then  landed  and  I) rest  our  Suppers  and  T^odged  there  that  Night. 

Aug.  21"*.  We  set  off  from  our  Lodging  very  early  in  the  morning  with 
a  fair  Gale  of  wind  and  about  noon  we  Came  to  the  Moutli  of  Otter  Creek, 
then  we  had  to  go  nine  Mild  up  the  Creek  there  to  load  with  hay,  but  the 
hay  not  being  ready  I  could  not  load  my  Boats  and  was  obliged  to  lay 
there  that  Night  in  my  Boats. 

Aug.  22<i.  After  \vv  had  Baked  our  Bread  and  Dressed  our  Provisions 
we  took  in  about  30  Boards  at  the  Mill  and  Set  off  from  the  Creek  and 
got  into  the  liake  in  about  two  hours  and  h^  Then  the  wind  not  favoring 
us  we  had  hard  work  to  (Jet  into  any  harbor  when*  we  could  Lay  secure, 
but  the  wind  Shifting  we  secun?d  ours(»lves  in  a  TJttle  Creek  that  Night 
and  Lodged  in  our  Boats. 

Aug.  23**.  W^e  set  off  from  our  Lodging  very  Early  and  got  up  to 
('rown  Point  about  ten  o'clock  in  tlie  forenoon  and  after  taking  some  Re- 
freshment there,  Sot  off  ami  Landed  at  Putnam's  Point  (so  called)  and 
took  our  Dinners;  from  there  we  set  off  with  a  fair  wind  and  landed  at 
Ticonderoga  about  two  hours  l»y  sun  and  after  I  had  delivered  the  Boats 
the  Party  was  Disniist  and  came  to  the  Camp  that  Night,  where  I  had  the 
melanchoUy  News  of  the  Death  of  Calel)  Putnam,  who  died  the  22'' and 
was  buried  a  few  hours  before  I  came  into  Camp. 

Aug.  20"'.  This  day  prov(»d  to  he  rainey  ail  Day.  I  being  unwell  it 
made  it  very  uncomfortable  for  me. 

Aug.  27'*'.  Rainy  all  day.  This  day  we  built  our  chinmey  in  our  hut, 
and  Lodged  Comfortable  after  that  on  account  of  having  a  good  fire. 

Aug.  28'*".  I  was  unwcill  all  day  with  tlie  fever  Xager,  not  able  to  go 
out  all  Day. 

Aug.  29''\  This  day  died  James  MoldiMi  of  (apt.  Man's  (^)mpany,  in 
Col.  Reed's  Reg'.  Tlie  Xew^  today  in  Camp  is  of  a  Battle  fought  at  New 
York — but  it  wants  conformation  and  we  regard  it  not. 

Aug.  ,*}0'*'.  No  New<  tiiis  Da  v.  our  weekly  Return  made  today  was  2S 
men  in  our  Company  unlit  lor  Duty  and  returned  Sick. 

Aug.  .'n***.  Col.  Isaac  Wyiuan.  Head  Col.  of  this  IJeg'  put  under  a  ripest 
by  Col"  Stark.  Two  Reg*"'  of  the  Bay  men  arriyeil  here  this  day  from 
Skeensborough. 
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Sunday.  Sept.  1"*.  This  day  I  was  returned  unflt  for  Duty  and  Drawed 
allowenee  with  the  sick  men. 

Sept.  0"'.  Now  T  begin  to  Crain  Sti*ength  so  I  walk  out  almost  all  day 
and  begin  to  be  hearty  and  well.  The  weekly  I?etuni  of  our  Company 
was  20  unfit  for  Duty  and  on  the  Doctor's  list. 

Sept.  \0^^.  Camp  Xews  today  that  all  our  fleet  down  the  Lake  was 
taken  or  destroyed  to  a  man. 

Sept.  11^^.  ('amp  Xews  today  that  a  party  of  our  men  went  on  shore 
from  the  fleet  after  provisions  and  were  fired  upon  by  the  Enemy,  three 
Killed  and  Six  wounded. 

Oct.  4'*».  Rain}'  all  day  in  the  Camj);  this  day  there  was  two  men 
buried  from  our  Reg^  which  makes  IG  that  we  have  lost  from  sd.  Reg^ 
since  we  came  to  this  place. 

Sunday,  Oct.  ()»»».  The  Rev.  Mr.  I'orter  of  CoW  Wingates  Reg«  Preached 
to  our  Reg*  two  Sermons. 

Oct.  7"*.  This  morning  Died,  and  at  night  was  buried  Benj  Baley  of 
our  Company;  who  made  the  20**»  we  have  lost  from  our  Reg*  since  we 
came  to  this  place. 

Sunday,  Oct.  13"».  In  the  morning  we  heard  a  very  h<»avy  firing  Down 
the  Lake  and  Directly  had  an  account  of  our  fleets  being  Destroyed  and 
obliged  to  Retreat.  In  the  afternocMi  the  whole  army  was  mustered  to 
man  the  lines. 

Oct.  14**'.  About  two  hours  before  day  the  whole  of  our  Brigade  was 
Mustered  again  and  went  Down  to  the  lines  and  after  going  through  the 
fireings  at  the  Alarm  Post,  we  returned  to  the  Camp  and  was  Dismised 
and  every  man  in  our  Reg^  was  ordered  on  fatigue  in  throughing  up  a 
brestwork  around  the  Camps  and  on  Sconting  Parties. 

Oct.  ir)">.  I  was  on  fatigue  in  the  forenoon  and  in  the  afternoon  I  was 
out  with  a  scouting  Party,  .'{7  Privates  one  Serg*  and  two  Corp"*,  and  Dis- 
covered nothing. 

Oct.  !(>*•».  There  was  an  alarm  in  Camp  last  Night,  caused  by  the  Gen- 
tries firing  on  some  Cattle,  which  allarmed  our  Reg*  at  midnight  and 
caused  them  all  to  turn  out — And  in  the  forenoon  I  went  out  a  Scouting 
Partv. 

Oct.  10"'.  There  was  (Jreat  Prcperation  making  in  the  Camps  (Ex- 
pecting the  Biitish  Troops  would  come  in  on  the  morrow)  That  we  might 
be  Ready  for  the  Reception  of  those  enemies  whenever  they  Come  to  Dis- 
turb us. 

Oct.  21«*.  The  whole  of  our  Brigade  fit  for  Duty  was  ordered  on  Fa- 
tigue, In  Cutting  and  hailing  Timber  into  the  Lake  in  order  to  build  a 
Boom  across  the  Lake  to  Prevent  the  Ships  Coming  by  the  fort  to  Land. 

Oct.  22*^.  I  was  on  fatigue  in  getting  Timber  into  the  Lake.  This 
evening  we  have  the  new!^  \u  tin*  Camp  that  the  Indians  Killed  five  of  our 
men  with  their  Tomeyhawks  Jnst  below  the  Mill.  This  morning  Died 
Jo.siah  Parker  at  Castleton  on  his  way  home. 

Oct.  20*''.  This  Day  came  into  Camp  about  one  hundred  (ireen  Mount- 
ain Boy.«»,  and  Encamped  on  the  other  side  of  the  Lake. 

Sundav,  Oct.  27"'.     Wo  had  the  News  in  (^amp  of  a  Victory  won  by  the 
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Continental  Troops  over  the  Britons  at  New  York.  Tn  the  afternoon 
there  was  an  alarm  in  the  Camp  caused  by  some  Boats  beln^  Discovered 
down  the  Lake. 

Nov.  20th.  Qo\o  Winjj:ate'4  Reg*  marcht  for  home,  and  all  the  sick  from 
onr  Re^*.  In  this  number  went  seven  of  our  Company.  At  Evening  the 
whole  Reg*  Received  Orders  to  march  Early  the  next  morning  as  quick 
as  they  Pleased. 

Nov.  21«.  We  Rose  very  Early  in  the  morning  and  after  I*utiug  uj) 
our  things  and  taking  our  Breakfast  we  took  leave  of  Mount  Independ- 
ence and  our  little  Camp,  when'  we  had  rested  so  many  Nights  and  Days, 
and  we  marcht  oft' with  the  i*emaining  part  of  our  Company,  and  marcht 
about  18  miles  and  Encamped  at  a  place  calletl  Laing's  Camp,  there  we 
lay  ourselves  down  to  Rest. 

Nov.  22**.  This  morning  we  took  our  l<»ave  of  our  little  Camp  and 
Marched  to  Rutland  and  Log*'  at  Deacon  Roberts,  Within  about  three 
mild  of  the  fort  which  made  about  14  Miles  that  we  travelled  that  day  in 
the  ndn  and  Mud. 

Nov.  23''.  We  marcht  to  Clarendon  and  there  went  to  dinner.  After 
dinner  we  went  to  Shrewsbury  and  there  the  Conipauy  Log**  in  the 
woo<ls  an«l  it  proved  a  very  Rainy  Night. 

Nov.  25*''.  I  set  oft' from  Whites  very  Early  and  after  a  long  and  Tedi- 
ous March  I  got  in  to  Cottin's  at  Cavin«lish  in  the  eveiung.  Poor  Enter- 
tainment for  Soldiers  at  this  place. 

Nov.  2(>th,  I  set  off" from  my  Lodging  about  two  hours  before  day  and 
about  Sunset  I  Crossed  the  Great  River  and  got  into  No.  4  that  evening 
and  Log**  at  Mr.  Bakers. 

Nov.  27*'».  I  Set  away  from  \o.  4  nlxKit  ten  «>'clock  in  the  morning 
and  trnvcllod  to  W:ilp<tlr  to  Goldsmith^  TaviTii  and  Lud*r^  there  that 
Night. 

Nov.  28''>.  I  set  oil" from  (;oldsmiili>  in  Wal])olo  and  travelled  to  Marl- 
boroujjh  and  there  u\v{  with  niv  Ilorso  alxmt  t^^o  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon  at  Tucker's  Tavern,  and  from  thej-e  eanie  t(»  l)nl»lin  and  Lod«r' at 
one  (ireewoods.  a  Private  Ilon-ie. 

Nov.  2iM''.  I  <er  olV  from  r)ul>lin  Karly  in  the  morning  and  got  to  my 
own  house  about  Ibiee  o'eloek  in  the  afternoon.

In  18.*)0,  ^fr.  George  L.  Dasconiho  took  down  from  Mr.  Joseph 
Gray's  recital  the  following  narrative  of  his  services  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary war.  Mr.  (iray  was  then  living  in  Wilton  and  was  seventy- 
eight  years  old.  He  enlisted  March  'id,  1777,  when  oidy  sixteen 
years  of  age,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  under  ('a[)tain  Isaac  Fryo, 
in  the  Third  New  nampshire  Reirinieni,  coiinnanded  by  Colonel 
Scamniell  :* 


♦  S<'«.'  ante,  pagt.'  \}'. 
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On  the  first  of  May  we  marched  to  Charlertowii,  No.  4,  where  the  com- 
pany of  C'apt.  Frye  remlezvonwd.  From  that  place  we  marcheil  to  Ticon" 
dero^a,  when^  he  war*  .^tationetl.  Near  thi:*  phice  we  discovered  (ren. 
Burgoyne  with  ?*ix  t)iou<<and  soldier:*  and  a  number  of  savages.  They 
took  possession  of  Mount  IIo|>e,  which  cut  otV  our  eonununication  with 
I-ake  (icorge,  whence  came  (»ur  supplies.  ( )ur  conunander,  (Hen.  Schuyler, 
thinking  it  unsafe  to  enter  into  an  engagement  with  the  en(;my,  onlen»d  a 
i-etreat.  We  marched  down  to  the  water-yde  and  j)ut  our  baggage  on 
lK)anl  boats  bound  to  Skeenesborough,  27  milos  towards  Albany.  The 
enemy  pursued,  overt o<»k  tin?  boats  laden  with  our  ))aggage.  and  made  a 
prize  of  them,  Imving  us  almost  destitnt<*  of  provision  and  clothing. 
We  retn»ated  to  Foil  Miller,  where  we  were  supplied  with  provisions.  We 
then  continued  our  n'tivat  to  Stillwater,  <lest roving  the  bridges  in  our 
progivss  to  retard  tlie  pursuit  of  the  enemy.  AI)out  i'onv  miles  from  the 
latter  place  was  Sehagliticoke,  a  small  Dutch  village,  whose  inhabitants, 
being  alarmed  at  tin*  appearance  of  savages  who  w(»re  lurking  about,  sent 
for  a  detachment  of  troops  to  guard  them  ot\'.  The  detaebtnent  was  sent 
on,  myst»lf  lM*ing  one  of  the  numlxM*.  We  arrived  late  in  the  aftennMUi 
and  set  out  our  guanU.  It  fell  to  my  lot  to  Im*  on  guard  that  night,  and 
I  wa'*  stationed  about  40  rods  soutli  of  the  meeting-bouse,  on  a  beautiful 
level  plain.  Our  orders  were,  if  we  diseovered  anything  moving,  to  hail: 
anil  if  we  received  no  answer,  to  tire.  W«*  had  been  informed  that  the 
Indians,  who  wen*  seouting  round,  w<M-e  dressed  in  white  frocks.  Some 
time  during  the  night,  I  «liseovered,  by  the  dim  starlight,  something 
white  advancing  towards  me.  With  a  (piirk  and  steady  voice  I  hailed, 
**  Who  conjes  there  V"  No  answer.  Again,  "Who  comes  there*?**  No 
answer.  Quick,  *'  Who  eomes  there  V"  at  the  same  instant  discharging  my 
piece:  when  I  found,  to  my  inexpressible  joy,  that  it  wa<a  herd  of  cattle. 
On  examination,  the  next  morning,  we  found  a  meagre  white-faced  bull 
had  received  the  ball  from  my  musket  in  h'\<  •iboulder. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  neighborhood  bad  eoll<H'ted  in  the  village  at 
night  for  safety.  In  the  morning  two  of  them,  wishing  to  bring  sonn* 
provisions  from  their  farm<,  wbieb  lay  about  tbree-f(mrtbs  of  a  mile  dis- 
tant, mounted  their  liorses  and  started  for  that  purpose.  They  liad  not 
be<»n  long  absent,  when  wo  beani  the  well-known  report  of  Indian  fusees, 
and  wei*e  much  alarmed  for  the  safety  of  the  men.  We  soon  saw  one  of 
them  riding  at  full  speed  towanis  the  village,  with  lii"^  hat  oil'  and  his 
arms  extcmied.  railing  for  belj),  and  followed  by  the  horse  of  the  other, 
without  a  rider.  After  consultation  we  nnirched  out  and  found  the  miss- 
ing man  lying  under  the  fence,  scalped,  and  his  throat  cut  from  ear  to 
ear.  Mr.  Kllis  sent  on  for  a  rcLMiforcpment.  and  we  guarde<l  the  villagers 
«lown  the  river  about  four  miles  to  a  place  of  safety. 

We  then  returned  to  Stillwater.  Our  army  cross«»d  the  Mohawk  river 
near  Loudon's  ferry,  an(i  there  encampe<l.  Here  w<»  nveived  our  war-like 
stores  an<l  a  HMMiforcement.  TJen.  (iates  took  the  connnand,  and  we 
marched  back  about  14  niil«*s  to  Bemis's  heights,  in  order  to  face  the 
en<Mny,  and  threw  up  "^ome  bivast works  to  defend  <mrselves.  The  season 
was  far  a<lvanced,  and  the  i*nemy*s  store  of  provisions  so  nearly  exhaustcnl 
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tlMt  they  were  obliged  to  advaiioe  or  retreat.  On  the  19th  of  Septem- 
ber they  made  an  attempt  to  cat  off  the  left  wing  of  our  army.  We  gave 
them  battle  In  the  woods,  about  a  mile  from  our  breattworiu  The  battle 
oonlinned  until  night,  when  each  party  retired  with  some  loea.  Among 
those  who  f^U  on  the  enemy's  side  was  Gen.  Fraser.  On  the  7th  of  Octo- 
ber, sending  out  the  Hessians,  they  made  another  attempt  to  cut  off  our 
left.  The  battle  was  of  short  continuance,  and  the  enemy  soon  retreat- 
ed, leaving  their  artillery,  with  their  dead  and  wounded  and  some  prison- 
ers, which  all  fell  into  our  hands.  Our  enemy,  being  satlafled  that  they 
could  not  advance,  commenced  a  retreat;  their  commander  sending  a 
line  to  Gen.  Gates,  requesting  him  to  treat  their  sick  and  wounded  as 
prisoners  of  war.  On  the  following  day  we  pursued  them,  and  they,  on 
arriving  at  Saratoga,  found  their  troops  surrounded  by  our  army,  and  Im- 
mediately surrendered,  which  event  took  place  on  the  17th  of  October, 
1777. 

On  the  next  day  Gen.  Ghites  made  a  forced  march  to  Albany,  a  distance 
otthirty-0ix  miles,  where  he  remained  a  few  days,  and  then  moved  down 
to  PeeksUU,  where  a  portion  of  the  army,  being  unfit  for  duty,  were  sent 
into  the  barracks,  drawing  suitable  provisions,  and  large  suppliea  of  New 
England  rum.  Not  satisfied  with  their  situation,  forty  of  these  wddiers, 
under  tlie  exhilarating  efl^Bcts  of  the  intoxicating  liquor,  mutinied,  shoul- 
dered their  baggage,  paraded,  chose  a  corporal  for  a  commander  and  started 
for  their  homes.  Immediately  information  was  communicated  to  the 
oflicers,  who  ordered  Capt.  Beal  of  Portsmouth  to  persnade  them  to  re- 
linquish  their  design  and  to  return  to  their  encampment.  Capt.  Beal  girded 
on  his  swoitl  in  ha^te,  met  them  and  retiuei^ted  them  to  halt,  intimating 
that  lie  wished  to  speak  with  tlie  corporal  who  commanded  them.  Taking 
him  aside,  he  drew  his  sword  and  ran  him  tlirough ;  the  corporal  at  the 
same  instant  discharged  liis  piece,  which  took  effect.  Both  expired  be- 
fore morning. 

From  Peekskill  we  moved  on  to  VVhitemarsh,  where  we  joined  the 
main  army,  and  thence  we  marched  to  Valley  Forge,  where  we  went  into 
winter  qnarters.  (ien.  Wasl^ington  was  appris<Hi  of  the  intention  of  the 
British  to  evacuate  Philadelphia,  and  tlie  American  army  was  put  in  readi- 
ness to  pursue.  The  British  troops  were  overtaken  at  Monmouth,  Xew  Jer- 
sey, where  a  severe  engagement  took  place,  (ien.  Washington  intended  to 
renew  the  attack  the  next  morning,  but  during  the  night  Gen.  Clinton  com- 
menced his  retreat  for  Sandy  Hook.  The  American  army  then  proceeded 
to  White  Plains.  My  captain  and  myself  were  left  hehind  at  Valley 
Forge  on  account  of  sickness;  hut  we  soon  recovered  and  Joined  the  army 
at  Wliite  Plains.  Soon  after  the  New  Hampshire  troops,  and  some  others, 
were  ordered  to  Hartford,  ( Connecticut,  to  receive  the  prisoners  taken  at 
the  surrender  of  Burgoyne.  We  guanled  them  nearly  to  the  boundary  of 
New  York,  after  which  we  went  into  winter  quarters. 

The  settlement  of  Wyoming,  on  the  Susrpiehanna  River,  having  been 
destroyed,  and  the  Inhabitants  cnielly  massacred  by  the  Indians  and 
Tories,  in  the  summer  of  1778,  Gen.  Washington  deemed  it  exi)odient,  in 
the  ensuing  spring,  to  send  a  det^ichment  of  the  army  to  punish  the 
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Aggrcssorg.  Accordingly,  at  the  opening  of  the  campaign  of  79,  three 
brigades  collected  at  Easton,  Pennsylvania,  whence,  under  Gen.  Sullivan, 
they  marched  into  the  Indian  country.  The  New  Hampshire  troops,  who 
composed  a  part  of  tills  detachment,  marched  from  their  winter  quarters 
in  Heading,  Connecticut,  to  Fishkill,  crossed  the  Hudson  River  at  New- 
burgh  and  proceeded  to  Kaston,  when*  w<?  remained  a  short  time  to  pre- 
pare for  the  expedition.  When  our  prepanitions  were  completed,  we 
commenced  our  march  for  Wyoming.  After  remaining  a  few  days  at  this 
place,  we  moved  up  the  river  to  Tioga,  taking  with  us  three  small  pieces 
of  artillery.  We  were  here  joined  by  a  fourth  brigade  under  the  command 
of  Gen.  Clinton.  Our  commander,  being  well  aware  of  the  character' of 
the  enemy  he  had  to  encounter,  arranged  his  troops  in  the  most  Judicious 
manner  to  avoid  being  taken  by  surprise.  In  this  manner  we  marched 
the  whole  distance.  There  was,  every  morning,  a  gun  fired,  as  a  signal 
for  striking  tents,  another  for  loading,  and  another  for  moving  forward. 
Having  left  a  garrison  with  the  sick  at  Tioga,  we  resumed  our  march,  and 
at  the  distance  of  about  eighteen  miles  from  that  place  we  met  the  enemy, 
who  had  made  a  stand  and  wert»  waiting  to  n^ceive  us.  The  front  guards 
and  riflemen  extrbanged  a  few  shots  with  the  enemy,  and  in  a  short  time 
our  artillery  was  brought  to  bear  upon  them.  The  heat  of  the  engage- 
ment was  between  the  troops  of  the  Now  Hampshire  line  and  a  large 
number  of  the  enemy  on  an  (Mninence  at  the  right.  W'e  soon  heard  a 
whoop  from  tbe  Indians,  whi(;h,  our  guides  informed  us,  was  a  signal  for 
retreating.  We  pursued  tliem  a  short  distance*,  but  not  overtaking  them 
and  night  approacliing,  we  encamped.  W'e  here  found  an  abundance  of 
green  corn  in  a  state  for  roasting. 

Gen.  Sullivan,  wishing  to  iiroceed  as  far  as  possible,  requested  the  com- 
manding ottlcer  of  each  ivgiment  to  aso(»rtain  whether  his  men  would 
willingly  proceed  upon  half  allowance,  pledging  his  honor  that  we  should 
be  remunerated  on  our  return.  This  we  readily  consented  to  do,  so  long 
as  we  should  find  corn.  The  |)le<lge  of  (ieii.  Sullivan,  however,  was  n(*ver 
redeeme<l. 

We  then  marclieii  to  Seneca  Lake,  whore  we  oneaniped  for  the  night. 
We  resuuMMl  our  march  the  noxt  morning,  crossing  the  outlet  of  the  lake, 
and  before  night  arrived  at  an  Indian  soltlement,  which  the  inhabitants 
had  just  deserted.  On  entering  one  of  their  cabins,  we  discovered  a  little 
boy,  about  two  years  ohl,  whom  the  Indians  ha<l  taken  captive  in  one  of 
their  excursions  upon  the  whites,  and  whom,  in  their  haste,  they  had  left 
liehind.  In  a  short  time  a  cow,  the  only  one  we  saw  in  that  part,  of  the 
coimtry,  came  into  the  camp,  and  was  securoci.  Gen.  Sullivan  ordered  a 
sohlier  to  be  released  from  duty  to  take*  care  of  tlio  child,  an<l  dii*ected 
that  the  milk  of  tho  cow  should  be  appro])riated  for  its  sustenance.  We 
then  proceede<l  towanls  (ioiiosoo.  Before  arriving  at  tliat  place  Gen. 
Sullivan  directed  a  Lieut.  Bovd  to  tjiko  a  guide  and  one  or  two  men,  and 
proceed  to  an  Indian  village  called  Dauhioneo,  to  reconnoitre,  and  to 
return  l)y  daylight.  Instead  of  implicitly  following  his  directions,  he  took 
with  him  twenty  men,  and  proceeded  to  tho  village.  Finding  it  deserted, 
he  went  on  to  another  village,  a  few  miles  distant,  when*  ho  found  sevenil 
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Indiaii!),  and.  as  was  i-opoiKMl,  killed  on<»  of  thoin.  On  his  retnrn  to  the 
army,  he  was  ilrod  upon  hy  a  jijirty  of  Indians  in  ambush.  Six  of  his 
company  escaped  an<i  sueeeeded  in  joining  the  main  body.  As  we 
ap])roaehed  tb<»  jdace  when'  I/ieur.  Boyd  wa^  a(taeked  we  discovennl  on#* 
of  his  men,  who  was  niortallv  womided :  he  was  earrietl  forward  with  us. 
but,  after  a  few  h<Mirs  of  exerneiMtinjj:  suttVrin^,  he  expin*d.  Wv  had  pnv 
eeeded  but  a  short  dis(ane<*  when  w<*  eann»  upon  (he  boiiles  of  thirteen  of 
the  party,  lyin^  n(»ar  together,  who  had  been  -thot  down  by  tlie  Indians  ou 
the  first  attack.  Lieut.  Boyd  was  still  missino:.  On  arriving  at  Genes<»e, 
we  found  his  bmiy  shockingly  mangled  and  exhibiting  marks  of  the  most 
savage  toituivs.  Immediately  after  cn«'am))ing  for  the  night,  a  woman 
who  had  l>een  carried  away  by  th<»  savages  came  into  camp,  bringing  with 
her  an  infant  born  during  her  captivity.  She  was  taken  under  our  pro- 
tection and  n»turned  to  the  al)o<h>  of  (>ivili/.ation.  Her  child  survived  only 
a  day  or  two  after  she  joined  us. 

This  little  baml  of  troops  was  now  placi'd  in  a  peculiarly  trying  situa- 
tion. They  were  few  in  number  (only  four  small  briga«ies),  at  the  distance 
of  250  miles  from  any  other  civilized  lM*ings.  and  were  surnmnded  bj*  a 
treacherous  and  implacable  en<Mny,  with  a  scanty  allowance  of  provision**, 
and  their  emaciated  pack-lnn-ses  were  galled  by  the  wooden  Siid<Ues  even 
to  the  bone.  It  would  seem  tliat  hearts  which  were  not  fired  with  the 
love  of  liberty  and  the  lov(*  of  country  must  have  yielded  to  discourage- 
ments, and  simk  in  despair.  But  that  mercifid  Providence,  which  s(»ems 
to  have  exercised  a  peculiar  guardian  care  over  the  American"army  and 
the  American  peoph'  during  the  Revolution,  protecteil  them,  and  returned 
them  in  safety  to  their  companions  in  arms. 

The  next  morning  after  arriving  at  (lenesee.  the  troops  were  onlen^d 
out  at  day-])reak  to  (Ie«itroy  the  corn  ^^hi(•h  we  found  growing  theiv. 
which  having  done,  we  coninienccd  oni'  i<*tnin.  moving  forward  a<  rapidly 
a<  possible.  When  within  two  d.iv-'  inairli  nt  'riojra.  we  were  met  l)V  a 
det^icbnient  ot  tnM»])<  with  piovision^.  nt  whiib  we  were  nnich  in  need. 
\\v  tlK-n  m.-n-clied  to  Wvonjing.  tlicncc  to  K.i^ton.  and  troni  that  place,  on 
the  <:une  route  we  Inn!  taken  in  tin-  spring,  to  l)anl>ury.  ("onneciicut. 
where  the  troop<  went  into  wint«T  <|n:irteiv.  (  .ipi.-iin  Frye  with  a  detach- 
ment of  troop-.  njy<«*ll  among  ilie  nnniber.  w .k  <tation<Ml  at  P'airtield. 
where  we  were  in  some  degiee  conjprn-MtcMl  tor  onr  toiN  and  sutVering- 
(hiring  the  snnnn<M-.  I>y  conjtortable  :n'e<nnnio«l.ition-  and  sumi)tnon<  fare. 
1  reniain«Ml  here  until  Maii-li.  17so.  win-n  1  (»ht:iine(l  ni\  di<char*rc. 

In  Febrnary.  17si.  I  I'lilisted  the  -erond  time,  bn-  three  years,  and  in  the 
enduing  May  join<Ml  the  reginnMit  in  tin- vicinity  <»t  We<t  Point.  From  tbi< 
place  we  removed  a  lew  inile<  .nul  went  into  tent<.  We  then  made  a 
forced  march  down  the  rivei-  to  King'-  Bii(ly:e.  in  view  of  the  («nemv.  when* 
we  received  the  Freneb  tro<.p-  ami  retnrn«Ml  to  the  vicinitv  of  Tarrvtown. 
The  whole  army  then  nianhrd  hy  night  to  King*<  bridge,  and  the  next 
day   retnrn«'d  again  to  T.nrvtown.      Tin'    main    l^odv    of   the  armv  then

marched  toward-  ^'orktow  n.  leaving  a  portion  (»1  \]\r  troops  under  the 
('onnnand  of  (n-n.  Heath.  Soon  after,  tin-  Indian^  appeared  on  the 
Mohawk,  and  the  iwo  New   llanip-hir<'  n'irinient<  weie  despatched  in  that 
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direction — the  First  Repment  to  Saratoga  and  the  Second  ascended  the 
3Iohawk.  While  at  Sanitoga  we  received  the  intelligence  of  the  sur- 
render of  Lord  Cornwallis,  on  which  occasion  we  had  a  day  of  i*ejoicing. 
We  remained  there  several  months,  when  we  marched  to  Xewbnrgh  and 
went  into  winter  ijuarters.  Nothing  fnrtlier  of  special  importance  oc- 
iMirnni,  so  far  as  myself  was  concerned,  and  abont  the  20th  of  December, 
1783,  the  war  being  ende<l,  I  was  discharged. 

LETTER    CONCERNING    MR.    GRAY'S    NARRATIVE. 

Mr.  B.  A.  Peavey,  a  resident  of  Schaghticoke,  New  York,  after 
reading  Mr.  Gray's  narrative  in  the  Farmers'  Cabinet,  wrote  him, 
about  1840,  the  following  letter: 

I  have  related  the  story  to  a  number  of  i\w  aged  people  in  hopes  of 
finding  some  one  who  might  be  acijnainted  with  some  of  the  events.  Tlie 
first  man  I  couverse<l  with  was  Major  Vanvecton,  aged  !)(»tween  seventy 
and  eiglity,  who  lieard  the  story  with  njjparent  interest.  When  I  men- 
tioneil  the  man  who  was  shot  by  the  Indians,  said  be,  ••  Mr.  (J ray  is  right ; 
his  name  was  Siperly.  I  can  sbow  yon  the  very  spot  when*  he  fell.  ^  The 
man  who  came  ridin«;  back  was  Old  Poiser."  A  few  davs  after  this  Mr. 
Vanvecton  went  and  pointed  out  the  spot  to  me  where  Siperly  fell.  It 
was  on  the  bank  of  the  TompaiHU'k  Creek,  where  a  point  of  the  hill  presses 
the  road  close  to  th<*  creek.  The  Indians  had  secreted  themselves  and 
shot  Siperly  from  his  horse  as  he  wjis  returning  to  his  farm  from  the  vil- 
lage. Immediately  aft<'r  the  death  of  Siperly,  Major  Knickerbocker  of 
the  settlement  sent  his  negro  to  the  North  Hiver,  ai)out  three  miles  dis- 
tant, where  some  of  the  neighbors  were  engaged  in  placing  their  property 
aboard  of  ])oats  to  secure  it  from  the  enemy,  that  he  might  inform  them 
of  the  death  of  Si|>erly.  Major  \'anvecton*s  father  and  Solomon  Acherth 
started  for  the  settlement.  Thev  bad  proceeded  about  half  wav  when 
they  were  tired  upon  by  Indians;  Vanvecton  received  two  balls  in  his 
thigh,  which  passed  through  bis  tobacco  box  in  bis  breeches  pocket,  and 
he  fell,  unable  to  help  himself.  Acherth  shot  one  Indian  with  his  own 
gun  and  killed  him.  then  took  Vaiivectoifs  gun  and  wounded  another. 
He  then  ran  and  was  closely  pursued  to  the  river;  he  leaped  down  the 
bank,  plunged  into  the  river  anti  succeeded  in  crossing  in  safety. 

Major  Vanvecton  brought  out  tbe  tobacco  box,  which  he  had  preserved. 
It  was  a  roimd  sheet-iron  box,  jom-  and  a  <iuarter  inches  in  diameter. 
'Hie  balls  had  cut  their  bigness  through  tbe  cover  as  they  struck.  On  the 
other  side  they  left  a  quarter  of  an  inch  between,  making  two  holes. 

In  n'gard  to  the  bull  you  shot  while  on  sentry,  Black  Tom,  who  was 
then  about  12  vears  old  and  lived  in  the  settlement.  <avs  he  njcoUects  the 
bull  being  shot,  but  does  not  know  who  owned  it. 

Vanvecton,  the  fatber.  who  wa<  shot,  liveii  about  80  nnls  south  of  the 
j)lace  where  you  were  stationed,  and  near  tbe  south  side  of  the  plain, 
which  contains  about  12.V)  acres.  This  plain  was  tbe  s(»at  of  the  Schagliti- 
coke  tribe  of  Indians,  who  bad  HK)0  warriors  on  the  gnmnd  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  years  ago.  Three  or  four,  who  still  linger  about  the 
neighborhoml,  are  all  that  remain  of  the  tribe. 


CHAPTER  XXIX.

'  Itr.  lAjvnnon  wm  bora  at  Northboioogfa,  Mas^mcliusi'its,  Ue- 
ouubisr  7tb,  17S9,  O.  S.',  ud  entered  a  rtndfliil  )U  Iltirvaiii  Col- 
lege in  tiie  year  1756,  N.  S.,  uid  gmdiwted  in  I7f>t).  I'ntvbuB  u> 
hie  «otering  college  Uie  hnportance  of  the  Cfaristinii  rcligioii  had 
deeply  engaged  his  attention.  Seiions  trnpnesioiis  tiaviiig  been 
BUde  on  hla  mhid,  it  wan  his  prevailing  desire  to  become  »  preacher 
of  the  gospel  of  Christ.  His  main  object  for  ncquiriDg  a  liberal 
education  waB  to  qualify  bimeelf  for  that  sacred  work.  After  he 
left  hie  classical  studies  he  soon  became  a  preacher,  and  was  or- 
dained to  the  work  of  the  gospel  ministry  in  Wilton  December  14, 
1768. 

la  hie  public  performance  lie  was  distinguished  as  k  plain,  prac- 
tical preaclier  wbo  was  determined  to  deliver  what  he  himself 
believed  to  be  the  trutli,  though  in  the  event  it  might  subject  him 
to  evil  consequences.  In  hie  sermons  he  labored  more  for  correct- 
ness of  sentiment  and  useful  observRtions  than  for  ^e  embellish- 
ment of  composition.  In  his  private  walks  he  was  strictly  honest 
in  his  dealings,  affable,  pleasant  and  instructive  in  his  couversation, 
and  always  much  concerned  that  the  people  of  his  charge  should  be 
found  in  the  way  of  their  duty.  He  continued  in  his  ministry  at 
Wilton  but  little  more  than  thirteen  years ;  during  which  time  his 
labors  were  crOwned  witb  singular  success,  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  persons  being  added  to  liis  church.  Towards  the  close  of  this 
term,  in  consequence  of  tbe  war  with  Great  Britain,  the  situation 
of  Mr.  Livermore,  as  well  as  that  of  clergymen  in  general,  was  ren- 
dered extremely  unpleasant.     One  circumstance  grew  out  of  another 
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until  at  length  he  found  it  expedient  to  take  a  dismission.  Ac- 
coixiinglj  in  the  month  of  February,  1777,  he  resigned  his  oillce 
OS  pastor  and  teacher  of  the  church  in  Wilton. 

An  ecclesiastical  council  was  convened,  who  approved  of  the 
separation,  while  they  supported  his  ministerial  character  by  recom- 
mending him  to  other  churches.  After  this,  remaining  sound  in 
the  faith,  he  preached  occasionally  in  various  places,  as  oppor- 
tunity presented,  and,  when  not  called  to  an  active  part  himself,  he 
constantly  attended  public  w^orship  on  the  Sabbath  to  hear  the  dis- 
courses of  others.  His  treatment  toward  his  successors  in  office 
was  uniformly  kind  and  friendly.  As  a  husband,  he  conducted 
w^ith  exemplary  affection.  As  a  father,  his  tenderness  and  care  for 
his  children  were  expressed  by  providing  for  their  support,  for  their 
education  and  by  endeavoring  to  train  them  up  in  the  virtue  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord.  As  a  friend,  he  was  one  in  whom  con- 
fidence was  never  misplaced.  On  the  evening  of  his  death,  as  his 
custom  was,  he  read  a  portion  of  Scripture,  commended  himself 
and  his  family  to  God  by  prayer  and  then  retired  to  rest.  In  about 
two  houi*s  after,  without  any  apparent  struggle,  except  a  little  diffi- 
culty in  breathing,  he  slept  the  sleep  of  death. 

^  REV.    ABEL    FISKE. FROM    THE    FISKE    (iENEALOGY. 

The  second  minister  of  Wilton,  Rev.  Abel  Fiske,  was  born  of 
respectable  parents  at  Pepperell,  Massachusetts,  May  28,  1752. 
In  1774  and  1777  he  received  the  honors  of  Harvard  College.  He 
studied  theology  with  Rev.  Mr.  Emerson  of  Concord,  Massachu- 
setts in  177/)  and  1 770,  and  during  part  of  the  time  was  master  of 
the  Grammar  School  in  that  town,  where  he  was  beloved  by  his 
pupils  and  respected  by  the  inhabitants.  November  18,  1778,  he 
was  ordained  in  Wilton.  His  faithful  discharge  of  the  pastoral 
functions,  and  his  steady  adherence  to  the  principles  of  order  and 
good  government  greatly  endeared  him  to  his  flock,  and  obtained 
him  the  high  regard  and  confidence  of  his  numerous  friends.  His 
death,  caused  by  a  paralytic  affection  of  the  throat,  happened 
April  21,  1802.  His  intimate  friend,  Rev.  John  Hullard  of  Pep- 
perell, preached  an  affecting  sermon  at  his  funeral,  from  Acts, 
20:  37,  38. 

KEV.    THOMAS    IJEEDE. BY    SAMUEL    BAUUETr    STEWART. 

My  grandfather,  Thomas  Heede,  third  minister  of  the  First 
Church,  was  born  in  Poplin,  New  Hampshire,  November  28,  1771. 
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Little  is  known  of  his  antecedents  except  that  they  were  French 
and  English,  and  that  liis  father  was  a  respectable  farmer.  In  his 
school  days  he  wrote  his  name  with  an  accent,  Heede.  There  were 
two  older  sons,  who  married  and  settled  in  Sandwich,  and  three 
daughters,  who  married  and  lived  in  Gilmanton,  whither  the  family 
had  moved,  and  where  Thomas  was  accustomed,  during  his  minis- 
try in  Wilton,  to  pay  an  annual  visit  to  his  motlier,  who  lived  to  the 
venerable  age  of  ninety-two  years. 

From  lK)yhocKl  Thomas  inclined  to  liooks,  and  in  his  efforts  to  get 
an  education  api)ear8  to  have  had  what  sympathy  and  encourage- 
ment the  limited  means  of  the  family  permitted.  He  used  to  relate 
that  it  was  his  habit  to  sit  up  in  bed  and  study  by  candle-light  long 
l)efore  the  time  for  farm  work  to  begin.  In  this  way  he  fitted  him- 
self for  district  school-keeping.  He  acquired,  also,  an  elegant  style 
of  })enmanship  that  not  only  brought  him  a  little  profit  but  graced 
his  letters  and  manuscripts  tlu'ough  life.  Hy  such  means  and  bv 
other  economies  which  only  ambitious  and  i)er8evering  country  boys 
know  how  to  make,  he  finally  made  his  way  to  Harvard  College. 
He  entered  in  his  twenty-third  year,  and  was  graduated  with  the 
class  of  \1W.  Among  his  u)ost  distinguished  classmates  were 
('banning,  Tuckerman,  Judge  Stovy,  Stephen  Longfellow  and  others. 
His  college  life  in  conipaiiy  with  such  men  must  have  been  most 
(Iclighlful,  if  we  miiy  jiul^e  from  tlie  reminiseeDces  preserved  of  it 
in  various  memoirs.  Amonn:  his  own  letters  is  ti  pleasant  account 
of  tlie  half-centuiy  reunion  in  \x\x  at  the  house  of  Judge  Fay. 
Kortv-ei<::ht  membeis  graduated,  Wut  only  eii:!:liteen  were  then  livinjj:, 
and  but  fifteen  were  i)resent  at  the  mectinir.  The  dignity  of  mind 
and  nobility  of  feeling  for  wliitli  he  was  always  distinguished  must 
have  made  an  early  impression  upon  his  classmates,  as  upon  the 
death  of  Jeremiah  Howers,  a  junior,  he  was  selected  to  deliver  a 
funeral  oration.  Its  beautiful  and  impicssive  si)irit  certainly  fore- 
cast his  future  profession.  Another  of  his  traits  was  a  way  of 
looking  at  things  practically,  as  appeared  in  an  incident  of  his  com- 
mencement forensic,  where  he  frankly  declares  against  *"  tiring  the 
patience  of  a  polite  and  respectable  audience  with  Latin  theses,  and, 
as  we  are  now  doing,  by  the  h'ni»:th  of  (Mir  forensic  disputation,**  a 
practice  now,  happily,  abandoned. 

llis  mind  had  for  a  long  time  been  settled  u[)on  the  ministry, 
and,  the  summer  after  graduation,  havinir  been  appro]>ated  to  the 
'*  gospel  ministry"  by  the  Boston  ministers,  he  preached  wherever 
there  were  opportunities,  all  tlie   while  pursuing   his   studies  and

teaching  school  to  meet  his  expenses.  He  taught  in  Cambridge, 
Roxbury,  Lexington,  Harvard,  Milford  and  other  towns.  "  My 
earnings,"  he  says,  "fron>  17i)0  to  1800,  including  seven  years  spent 
ID  acquiring  my  education,  were  SU^^fi." 

Wilton  was  one  of  the  towns  where  he  had  preached,  and  it 
would  appear  that  n.  good  Thanksgiving  sermon  (November .  25, 
1802),  and  those  of  the  following  Sunday,  decided  the  people 
to  settle  him ;  for  after  the  usual  church  meeting,  a  meeting  of 
^'Freeholders  and  other  Inhabitants"  (December  !(>,  1802,)  resulted 
in  his  receiving  an  invitation  to  be  their  minister.  The  vote  was 
unanimous  (112).  A  settlement  of  SOOO  was  offered,  and  a  salary 
of  8425,  to  be  paid  annually.  Some  letters  of  explanation  passed, 
and  his  acceptance  was  read  January  22,  180;^.  The  ordination 
took  place  on  the  second  of  March  following.  Rev.  William  Emer- 
son of  Boston,  father  of  Ralph  Waldo,  preached  the  sermon ;  and 
the  other  services  were  rendered  by  Mr.  HuUard  of  Pepperell,  Mr. 
Clarke  of  Lexington,  Mr.  Cloodridge  of  Lyndeborough,  Mr.  Bar- 
nard of  Amherst,  Mr.  Hill  of  Mason  and  Mr.  Humphrey  Moore  of 
Milford. 

His  ministry  began  very  auspiciously,  and  it  was  longer  than  that 
of  any  other  minister  settled  in  the  town.  He  was  also  the  last 
minister  settled  and  paid  by  the  town.  The  first  year's  preaching 
awakened  new  interest  in  the  church  ;  there  were  eleven  baptisms 
and  fourteen  admissions,  wliicli,  he  says  in  his  lirst  ajiuiversary  ser- 
mon, was  a  much  larger  number  than  iiad  been  recorded  in  any 
previous  year. 

During  the  winter  of  1805  an  event  occurred  that  created,  per- 
haps, a  greater  buzzing  of  tongues  than  the  ordination  or  the  old 
meeting-house  raising:  the  minister  was  to  be  married..  He  was  to 
marry  Nancy  Wilder,  daughter  of  Benjamin  Kim})all,  of  Harvard. 
The  Kimballs  were  cultivated  people,  with  whom  he  had  become 
acquainted  while  teaching.  The  occasion  of  the  marriage  was  of 
double  interest  to  the  Kimballs  as  a  sister  of  Nancy  was  to  ))e  mar- 
ried at  the  same  time  and  i)lace.  The  Wilton  people,  also,  made 
great  preparations  to  celebrate  tiieir  i)astor's  wedding.  When  the 
day  came  the  people  all  turned  out  upon  a  grand  sleigh-ride  to  Am- 
herst to  meet  the  bridal  party  on  its  way  from  Harvard.  There 
were  over  one  hundred  sleighs,  and  uunrv  indeed  uuist  have  been 
the  jingle  of  marriage  liells.  Dinner  was  served  at  the  Amherst 
Hotel,  and  the  bride  and  bridegroom  were  escorteil   to  their  new 
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»  home  on  what  came  attenard  ta  he  known  n»  lluvilt:  Hill.     Here  Mr. 
;  Beede  littd  Itoiigbl  n  rnrm  nnil  built  it  hoii»<.     It  was  »  ^ood  deal  of 
Ml  iiudortiiJ<iii|{  for  him,  but  fie  had  i-eocived  some   assurance  of 
SBsistuuci)  from  hia  father ;   an  aet^ident,  bowcver.  having  anddeni; 
t«miiuatFxl  liiH  fathi'r'H  life,  and  no  provieioii  having  been  made  for 
him,  he  had  always  to  struggle  willi  an  iDCuntbrauce  ui>ou  the  prop- 
erty.   The  house  tttood  upon  a  hill  that  rises  next  to  the  lueetisg-honse 
bill,  and  commftnded  a  beautiful  view  in  all  directions,     tie  planted 
, !  trees  of  all  kinds,  fntit  trees  and  shade  trees,  and  some  of  tlicm  ue 
etill  standing ;  and  there  is  an  apple,  ciiltivate<l  by  him  as  a  fnvor- 
r'  lt«,  known  now  an  the  "  Ileede  apple,"  and  grafted  into  orchards 
Mall  al>out  the  town.     Six  children  were  bom  to  them  during  the  flrat 
M  twelve  years,  Nancy   Wilder,   George  Kimball,    Abigail,   Hannah 
I  Bockwootl.  Thomas  and  Klizalieth,  of  whom  now  (lH*i7)  only  Nancy 
b  and  Thomas  are  living. 

^  It  was  the  custom  of  the  times  for  young  men  aspiring  to  pro- 
fcesiouiil  life  to  go  to  the  minister  for  tuition  and  especially  for  col- 
lege preparation.  Among  tliosc  who  were  inmates  of  Mr.  Iteede's 
family,  or  who  c-auie  to  him  for  instruction,  were  Samuel  Barrett, 
£phraim  1'ealKHly.  Warren  IJurton,  Daniel  Itockwood,  Augustus 
Grecle,  Timothy  Piurkhuntt,  Abucr  l-'tiat,  Joseph  Hale  Abbot,  Isaac 
Spaulding  and  several  others.  He  fitted  some  of  them  entirely 
for  college.  He  was  very  popular  as  an  instructor ;  his  methods 
were  clear  and  interesting  and  his  spirit  stimulating.  An  address 
signed  by  Abiel  Wilson  and  others,  expressive  of  their  appreciation 
of  his  efforts  in  their  behalf,  shows  the  deep  interest  that  he  took  in 
the  education  of  the  young  people  of  the  town.  Among  other 
things  he  suggested  a  "  society  for  intellectual  improvement."  The 
meetings  were  held,  at  first,  at  his  house,  but  the  attendance  grew 
BO  lai^e  that  they  were  obliged  to  go  into  a.  halt.  This  was  the 
beginning  of  a  lyceum  whose  discussions  lie  presided  over,  and 
before  which  he  afterward  gave  fre<iucut  lectures.  He  exhibited  a 
globe,  and  made  it  the  subject  of  a  lecture  ;  it  was  the  first  globe 
ever  seen  in  Wilton.  The  Sunday  Noon  Reading  Room  for  those 
who  stayed  to  the  afternoon  service,  opened  mainly  through  the 
efforts  of  Samuel  Abbot,  Esq.,  and,  also.  Rev.  Dr.  Abiel  Abbot's 
gift  toward  a  ministerial  library,  may,  perhaps,  be  reckoned  as  the 
fruit  of  his  interest  in  general  education.  He  gave  several  lectures 
on  music  in  the  winter  season,  and  in  March,  1810,  there  is  a  note 
of  his  having  preached  before  the  singing  school.     He  was  himself 
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very  fond  of  music.  The  fii-st  Sunday  School  in  the  state  was 
opened  under  his  ministry  in  1816,  and  the  first  sei-mon  probably 
ever  expressly  prepared  for  little  children  by  any  minister  in  the 
town  was  given  by  him.  His  subject  was  '' Timothy,"  and  under 
the  characters  of  Eunice  and  Lois  he  alludes  to  his  faithful 
co-workers,  Sarali  W.  Livermore  and  Pliebc  Abbot. 

In  the  fall  of  IHl')  he  volunteered  a  missionary  tour  through  Ray- 
mond, Epping  and  tlie  adjoining  towns.  It  was  a  month  crowded 
with  work,  preaching  all  days  of  the  week  in  school-houses  and 
elsewhere,  attending  funerals,  visiting  the  sick  and  the  aged,  and 
in  efforts  to  encourage  the  people  to  more  interest  in  religious  life 
and  work.  So,  at  least,  runs  his  diary.  From  18 IH,  for  seven 
successive  sessions,  he  was  cha})laln  of  the  State  Legislature.  He 
was  a  i)romiuent  Mason,  also :  a  member  of  tlie  Royal  Arch  Chap- 
ter of  New  Hampshire,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Hampshire,  and  Worshipful  Master  of  the  Clinton  Lodge  at 
its  consecration  in  1827.  On  all  public  occasions  his  services 
appear  to  have  been  very  highly  esteemed  ;  his  speech  was  dignified 
and  impressive,  he  possessed  a  commanding  figure,  and  his  style  of 
discourse  was  marked  for  its  grace  and  clearness. 

To  his  various  accomplishments  nuist  be  added  some  considerable 
knowledge  of  medicine,  and  the  fact  that  he  made  himself  useful  to 
his  poor  and  feeble  parishioners  by  worMly  advice  as  well  as  by 
spiritual  consolations.  He  came  very  near  to  the  people  in  all  their 
conunon  affairs,  as  he  was  a  man  with  a  [)ractical  understanding  of 
all  the  economies  of  life.     His  ministry  was  in  every  respect  paternal. 

As  a  preacher  he  is  rememl)ered  as  having  been  gifted  and 
impressive.  The  little  trunkful  of  sermons  we  hold  as  a  memorial 
of  his  work,  show  that  he  was  given  to  brevity,  at  least.  ITsually 
he  is  homiletic  ;  he  illustrates  the  Scripture,  and  is  rather  ethical 
than  doctrinal.  If  his  discourses  lack  anything  it  is  imagination  ; 
but  that  may  be  said  of  most  of  the  sermonizing  of  that  day.  And 
there  is  a  rather  conspicuous  absence  of  local  allusions  that  would 
be  so  inttiresting  to  us  today.  A  good  many  notes  of  sermons, 
however,  show  that  he  extemporized  more  or  less,  when  probably 
his  discourse  was  more  direct  to  times  and  circumstances.  In  mat- 
ters of  controversy  a  kind  and  temperate  nature  made  him  consider- 
ate of  the  opinions  and  feelings  of  others.  Liberal  in  doctrine,  he 
seldom  indulged  in  violent  antagonism  to  the  old  theology.  His 
position  was  well  undt  rstood,  ancl  his  teaching  was  regarded  as 
heretical  by  the  older  churches ;    still  he  lived  on  good  terms  with 
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most  of  his  neiglil)or  ministers  of  tlic  surrounding  towns.  In  his 
valedictory  discourse,  in  a  brief  rehearsal  of  the  <loctrinal  character 
of  his  preaching,  he  says :  *'  As  for  the  Trinity,  which  of  late  years 
has  almost  turned  tlie  world  upside  down,  I  trust  I  have  not  been 
very  troublesome  to  you,  because  on  the  most  diligent  examination 
1  could  not  find  it  in  the  Hible.  1  liave  therefore  thought  it  safest 
and  most  profitable  to  preach  as  Christ  and  His  Apostles  did."  He 
adds  that  ''  on  doctrinal  points,  especially  such  as  are  very  disputa- 
ble, I  have  not  thought  fit  to  be  constantly  dwelling,'*  and  that  "  my 
aim  has  been  to  employ  practical  subjects.*' 

His  Wilton  ministry  closed  before  the  anti-slavery  agitation  luul 
really  set  in,  but  one  of  his  young  parishioners,  who  has  seen  the 
beginning  and  the  end  of  the  great  confiict,  and  to  whose  yet  unim- 
paired mind  we  owe  so  nuiny  reminiscences  of  the  past,  remembers 
"  at  least  one  sermon  upon  the  evil  infiuences  of  slavery,  and  that 
almost  every  Sabbath  in  his  supplications  to  the  throne  of  grace 
he  asked  that  '  Clo<l  would  have  in  His  holy  care  and  keeping  those 
that  go  down  to  the  seas  in  ships  and  do  business  on  the  mighty 
deep,'  and  that  '  slavery  and  oppression  might  cease  from  off  the 
earth.'"  His  sympathies  were  large  and  humane:  and  his  pupiK 
Warren  Burton,  said  of  him  that  he  was  of  *'  benignant  countenance 
and  gladdening  smile,"  and  that  '•  he  <lid  not  go  on  in  exactly  the 
old  ways."  Another  i)leasing  testimony  to  the  public  esteem  in 
which  he  was  hold  is  from  Iho  pen  of  (iovcnior  Isaac  Hill : 

^'Thomiis  Ilcodc,  as  a  (•lcr<i:ymaii  and  jruido,  as  tho  i)attorn  of 
Christian  peace  and  usefulness,  rospectvd  by  all,  beloved  by  all, 
who  was  never  known  to  utter  a  reproacli.  or  to  deserve  or  receive 
a  reproach, — the  name  of  Thomas  Heede,  not  only  in  his  own  town 
of  Wilton,  but  in  all  adjacent  towns,  is  eniludnied  in  the  memorv  of 
the  oldest  inhabitants.  Our  residence  was  at  lirst  ten  miles  from 
Wilton,  and  the  last  thirtv  vears  forlv   miles  :   vet  we  have  had  fre- 
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quent  opportunities  to  read,  learn,  mark  and  inwanlly  digest  his  many 
excellent  precepts,  and  to  a<lniire  both  his  social  and  religious  char- 
acter, 'i'lie  usefulnesN  of  Mr.  IUmmIc  w:i>  not  conlined  to  the  <lesk  :  it 
was  directed  to  the  woi'hlly.  not  les^than  the  spiritual,  welfare  of  the 
generation  which  has  thrown  up  >incelhe  counnencenient  of  the  cen- 
turv-      No  cleriivnian   of   New    IIain|»iiirc   was   better  known  in  his 
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native  stale  than  Thonui^  Uecde  ;  there  arc  few  men  who  have 
written  and  <lelivei-e<l  si-vuions  of  lircaler  [u-actical  utility,  or  better 
adapted  to  the  inii)roveuient  and  edilication  of  both  youth  and  age; 
few  who  have  better  or  more  freiiuently  gla<ldened  the  hearts  of  the 
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disconsolate,  assuaged  the  grief  of  tiie  mourner  and  the  distressed, 
and  acbninistered  the  comforts  of  a  holy  hope  to  the  sick  and  the 
dying." 

But,  although  Mr.  Beede's  settlement  was  in  some  sense  for  life, 
after  ser\'ing  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  it  seemed  to  hhn 
best  to  resign  his  chafge  into  other  hands.  He  did  so  accordingly 
March  14,  1829.  It  was  a  great  pain  to  part  from  so  many  loving 
friends,  and  from  a  home  that  liad  been  the  scene  of  so  much 
domestic  joy — joy  ciiastened,  however,  by  many  trials.  It  had 
always  been  a  perplexing  struggle  between  a  small  salary  and  the 
needs  of  a  large  family,  'i'he  necessary  farm  work  had  been  a  care 
and  interruption  to  study,  and  the  ciiarge  of  resident  pupils,  an 
increase  to  the  domestic  burden.  Still  the  home  was  exemplary, 
and  the  atmosphere  of  it  bright  and  as  yet  unclouded  by  sorrow. 
It  was  the  longest  and  the  happiest  the  family  ever  enjoyed. 

From  Wilton  Mr.  Beede  went,  the  same  year,  to  Kastport,  Maine, 
his  family  following  in  the  spring  of  \f<'-M).  Nancy  remained  behind, 
having  been  married  to  Stei>hen  Abbot  (Buss).  His  mhiistry  there, 
however,  lasted  only  a  year  and  a  half,  the  family  meantime  being 
generally  smitten  with  a  malarial  fever,  from  which  they  were  fur- 
ther aftlicted  by  the  death  of  Gecjrge,  the  older  son,  at  the  age  of 
21  years.  From  Kastport  another  move  was  made  to  Farmington, 
Maine,  where  Mr.  Beede  remained  in  charge  of  a  Liberal  Society  for 
several  years,  at  the  same  time  doing  missiimary  work  in  towns 
round  about,  far  and  near,  as  tlie  Farmington  Society  was  not 
strong  enough  to  give  him  full  sui)port.  Here  Hannah  and  Thomas 
were  married. 

In  1H37  there  was  still  another  move  to  Dux))ury,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  was  settled  among  kind  friends  for  nearly  four  years. 
Abigail  died  here,  and,  also,  her  grandmother  Kimball.  Ten  years 
had  elapsed  since  their  removal  from  Wilton,  and  the  family  group 
was  now  widely  scattered,  and  the  hearts  of  the  father  and  mother 
were  heavy  with  repeated  sorrows  and  changes.  From  Duxbury 
they  went  to  Syracuse,  New  York,  where  their  daughter  Nancy 
Abbot  lived,  and,  after  two  years  of  teaching  and  preaching, 
returned  to  Farmington  to  live  the  remainder  of  their  days  with  their 
son  Thomas.  Klizabeth,  their  youngest  daughter,  who  had  always 
been  an  invalid,  died  on  the  journey,  and  was  buried  in  Farmington. 
Two  years  later,  February  11,  1^41,  Mrs.  Beede  herself  passed  to 
her  rest.  Mr.  Beede  contimied  to  preach  occasionally  and  to  ren- 
der such  services  as  his  age  and  health  permitted.     A  few  months 
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previous  to  his  death,  a  journey  was  made  to  his  old  home  iu  Wil- 
ton ;  and  his  heart  was  tliere  gladdened  by  an  affectionate  reception 
from  the  many  families  to  whom,  for  so  many  yeai*s,  he  had  been  a 
dearly  beloved  friend  and  i)a8tor,  and  by  whose  descendants  his 
name,  embalmed  in  pleasant  memories,  is  now  held  in  deepest 
reverence.  On  Thanksgiving,  while  visiting  his  daughter  Hannah, 
he  was  taken  suddenly  sick,  and,  after  a  brief  illness,  died  Novem- 
Ijer  30,  1848. 

Hannah  married  A.  H.  Stewart,  of  Farmington,  and  the  writer  is 
their  only  child.  "  Protracted  physical  sufferings,  extending  over 
the  greater  part  of  her  married  life,  enforced  ui)on  her  a  compara- 
tive isolation  from  society,  but  slie  was  sought  out  and  widely 
beloved.  She  possessed  a  cultivated  mind,  most  refined  tastes,  a 
bright,  uncomplaining  spirit,  and  great  moral  earnestness.  Every- 
thing beautiful  in  art  and  nature,  in  life  and  in  character,  appealed 
to  her  love  and  admiration.  Her  tuneful  voice  banished  the  soli- 
tude of  invalidism,  her  care-taking  and  industrious  mind  the  weari- 
ness of  the  months  and  years.  She  was  patient,  heroic,  grateful, 
self- forgetting.  Life  was  precious  to  her,  and  she  made  it  both 
beautiful  and  useful,  for  it  was  a  light  shining  through  the  house 
under  whose  mild  and  genial  rays  friends  and  neighl>ors  were 
warmed  with  affection  toward  her,  and  toward  the  life  made  '  per- 
feet  tlu-ough  suffering.'"  She  died  July  iK  18«1.  Nancy  W., 
widow  of  Stei)lieii  Abbot,  has  for  many  years  HvimI  in  Antiocli,  Cali- 
foniia.  All  her  ehiUlren  and  uraiuleliiUlriMi  also  live  in  California. 
Thomas  married  Lueia  M.  Merrill,  of  (ilouceslei*,  Maine.  Thoy  and 
their  chiklren   and  «;randehildren  now   live  upon  the  Pacitic  coast.

Mr.  Harnard  was  horn  in  Marlboronirh,  Ma>sacbnsetts.  Xovem- 
ber  2G,  ISD.'J.  He  was  the  son  of  Stephen  and  Jane  ((iiiliker)  Har- 
nard.      At  an  early  age  be  went  to  Mexico,  .Maine,  and  while  there 
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lie  saved  Judge  Hopkinson,  then  a  boy,  from  death  by  drowning. 
He  graduated  at  the  Cambridge  Divinity  School  in  1829.  January 
13,  1830,  he  was  ordained  as  the  fourth  minister  of  the  Congrega- 
tional Church  in  Wilton.  lie  resigned  his  ofKce  April  25, 1833,  and 
removed  to  Chesterfield,  New  Hampshire,  where  he  was  pastor  of 
the  church  for  live  years,  and  where  he  met  with  the  misfortune  of 
having  his  house  burned.  He  ministered  for  several  years  to  differ- 
ent churches  in  Athol,  Massachnsetts,  Easton  and  vSouth borough. 
In  1847  he  went  to  Lancaster,  New  Hampshire,  where  he  had  a 
ministrv  of  six  vears.  Ho  then  i)reache(l  for  twelve  years  at  Wills- 
l)orou£jh.  New  York,  and  for  two  vears  at  Ashford,  Connecticut. 
His  voice  failing,  he  went  to  reside  at  Lansing,  Michigan,  with  his 
sou  William  Alfred,  a  graduate  of  the  Chandler  Scientific  School  at 
Darthmouth  College,  and  the  State  Engineer  of  Michigan.  August 
21),  1M31,  he  married,  in  Wilton,  Persis  liurton,  sister  of  Hev.  War- 
ren Burton,  who  with  her  five  children  survives  him.  lie  died  at 
Lansing,  June  24,  1882,  of  old  age  and  paralysis.  The  latter  part 
of  his  life  he  became  an  Orthodox  Congregational  preacher.  He 
was  an  earnest  and  devout  Christian  man,  and  was  respected  for  his 
good  and  upright  life. 

SAMIKL    ABBOT. BY    CIIAItLKS     11.     ATHKUTON. 

Samuel  Abbot  was  born  at  Wilton,  on  the  30th  of  March,  178(5, 
being  the  eleventh  of  the  twelve  children  of  Abiel  Abbot,  a  respecta- 
ble farmer,  and  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  that  town.  Their 
praiseworthy  and  painstaking  parent  gave  a  liberal  education  to 
three  of  his  sons  ;  namely,  Abiel,  now  the  Rev.  Abiel  Abbot,  I).  I)., 
of  Peterborough  ;  the  Kev.  Jacob  Abbot,  late  of  Windham,  deceased, 
and  Samuel,  the  subject  of  this  memoir.  Samuel  pursued  his  pre- 
paratory studies  in  part  under  iiis  brother  Abiel,  but  was  fitted  for 
college  chierty  at  the  public  school  at  Andover,  Massachusetts,  then 
much  celebrated  for  the  accuracv  of  its  instruction  and  the  scholars 
it  offered  for  admission  to  the  university.  He  was  graduated  in 
1808,  and  soon  after  entered  the  oflice  of  C.  II.  Atherton,  Esq.,  of 
Amherst,  as  a  student  at  law.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1812, 
commenceil  the  i)ractice  of  his  i)rofession  at  Wilton,  and  soon 
remove<l  to  Dunstable,  now  Nashua. 

In  1817  he  opened  his  oflice  at  Ipswich,  in  the  county  of  Essex, 
Massachusetts.  Here  his  i)rofessional  efforts  were  favorably  noticed 
by  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  as  indicating  a  well  disci- 
plined and  argumentative  mind  ;  and  he  wouhl  umloubtedly  have  met 
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with  success  at  the  bar  if  his  tastes  had  corresponded  with  the  daties 
of  liis  profession .  It  much  better  accorded  with  Mr.  Abbot's  feelings 
to  pay  tlie  debt  of  a  poor  man  than  to  pocket  the  fee  of  a  suit 
against  him.  His  profession  was  no  favorite  with  him,  and  he  sur- 
rendered the  prospects  it  offered  to  the  natural  bent  of  his  mind  in 
following  a  course  of  general  reading,  and  particularly  in  attending 
to  chemistry  and  the  mechanic  arts,  which  had  long  been  favorit-e 
pursuits  with  him,  with  a  view  of  applying  them  to  the  useful  pur- 
poses of  life.  Prior  to  his  going  to  Ipswich,  Mr.  Atherton  availed 
himself  of  the  classical  knowledge  of  his  student  in  preparing  for 
college  his  son,  C.  G.  Atherton,  late  a  Senator  in  Congress,  for 
which  purpose,  on  solicitation,  he  resided  for  a  time  in  Mr.  Ather- 
ton's  familv. 

Mr.  Abbot  was  a  student  from  his  youth  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
and  his  literary  and  scientific  accpiirements  were  extensive  and  vari- 
ous. To  his  accurate  acquaintance  with  classical  literature,  he 
added  a  respectable  fund  of  information  in  most  of  the  discoveries 
of  moiiern  science,  so  that  it  was  ditiicult  to  touch  on  any  subject, 
however  abstruse,  with  which  he  had  not  made  himself  acquainted, 
and  on  which  he  could  not  tlu'ow  light  and  give  information.  The 
peculiar  characteristics  of  his  mind  were  accuracy,  caution  and 
clearness.  With  a  (piickness  almost  like  intuition,  he  detected  the 
weakness  or  fallacy  of  an  argiiinent,  and  no  man  saw  more  clearly 
its  legitiinalo  ai>plicati(>n.  or  the  point  at  which  its  force  ceased. 
So,  in  cxpcrinuMital  i)hilosophy,  such  was  his  caution  that  he  was 
sel(h)ni,  if  evei',  misled  by  his  facts  to  I'orui  an  erroneous  theory. 
In  1.S2H  when  the  '*  i)neuniatic  [)aradox,"  as  it  was  called,  was 
attracting  the  attention  of  scholars,  and  no  satisfactory  explanation 
of  it  had  been  found,  he  lirst  su guested  its  true  theory.  This  was 
afterwards  ex[)erinientally  proyed  by  his  nephew.  Joseph  II.  Abbot, 
in  an  article  published  in  the  American  Jom-nal  of  Science  and  Arts. 
In  l.S.'57-'S  he  detected  the  falhu-y  of  the  instrument  called  the 
'' (ieonieter,'*  to  which  the  attention  of  Conj^n^ss  was  then  called  as 
a  discovery  in  niairnetism  by  which  the  latitude,  as  well  as  the 
north  pole,  was  supposed  to  be  indi<'ate<l. 

Theology  was  a  favorite  pursuit  with  him,  an<l  without  beintr  a 
reli<2:ious  disputant,  he  was  well  versed  in  the  history  of  the  church 
and  of  its  various  sects.  \'ery  few  aniouiX  the  clernv  were  better 
skilled  in  Biblical  criticism,  or  better  ac(pi:iinted  with  the  religious 
controversies  of  the  day.  Tolerant  ami  kind  to  all  Christian  sects, 
he  embraced  the  Cnitarian.   as  distin»j:uished   from  the  Trinitarian, 
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faith  It  was,  however,  as  a  beloved  townsman,  as  a  parishioner 
and  church  member,  and  as  a  friend  of  the  young,  that  Mr.  Abbot's 
philanthropy  and  usefulness  particularly  displayed  itself.  Ilis 
object  seemed  to  be  to  do  goo<l  to  the  community  with  which  he 
was  immediately  connected.  Was  an^tliing  projected  for  the  good 
of  the  town?  Mr.  Abbot  was  an  active  and  eflicient  promoter  of  it. 
Were  there  any  difHcultics  in  the  ciiurch?  He  was  the  counsellor 
and  peace-maker.  Was  any  young  man  of  promise  struggling  with 
poverty,  to  acquire  an  education  ?  Mr.  Abliot's  advice  and  pui*sc  were 
freely  tendered  to  him.  In  ostablishiug  and  sustaining  a  town 
lyceum,  in  creating  libraries  for  tlie  town,  for  the  parish,  for  the 
Sunday  school,  and  for  the  Sabbath  reading  room,  he  was  a  lea^ling 
agent  and  a  liberal  contributor.  He  beneficially  represented  his 
town  in  the  Legislature  of  the  state  four  years  ;  and  as  a  member  of 
their  superintending  school  connnittee,  as  a  superintendent  of  the 
Sundav  school  and  a  lecturer  before  the  Ivceum,  and  by  the  lively 
interest  he  took  in  the  morals  and  iMlucation  of  the  young,  he  has 
conferred  benefits  on  the  rising  generation,  the  extent  and  magni- 
tude of  which  cannot  be  calculated.  If  he  did  not  create,  he  has  at 
least  done  much  t<)  sustain  and  i)erpetuate  in  his  native  town  that 
standard  of  good  morals  and  that  taste  for  reading  and  education, 
by  whicjj  Wilton  has  been  so  lumorably  distinjjruished  in  the  excel- 
lent  men  and  acconiplished  scholars  which  have  proceeded  from  her 
loins,  and  who  now  s[)arkle  as  g^ms  of  high  [)ri<*e, — an  honor  to  the 
town  and  a  blessing  to  the  country. 

There  is  in  most  men  a  lanientai)le  mixture  of  good  and  bad  quali- 
ties, of  opposite  !)iases  ;  a  conllict  to  i)roserve  the  ascendancy  of 
that  which  is  good  ;  but  occasionally,  and  blessed  be  God  that  it  is 
so,  we  find  an  individual  in  whom  the  seeds  of  evil  seem  not  so 
much  to  have  been  contjuered  as  never  to  have  existed  in  his  bosom. 
Such  a  man  was  Samuel  Abbot.  Any  mean,- dishonorable,  unjust 
or  vicious  act  or  wish  seems  to  have  been  as  remote  from  him  as  if 
such  acts  or  wishes  had  no  existence  anywhere,  or  were  physically 
impossible.  Is  this  enviahle  singularity  of  character  to  be  attrib- 
uted to  early  [)arental  management  and  educatif)n,  to  a  constitu- 
tional superiority  of  the  moral  and  intellectual  powers  over  the 
passions,  or  to  the  happy  and  harmonious  co-operation  of  both  these 
causes?  That,  under  the  parental  roof,  order  and  the  law  of  kind- 
ness prevailed  is  well  attested.  There  was  good  sense  and  a 
fondness  for  reading,  'i'here  were  religious  observances  and  a  con- 
stant attendance  on  i)ublie  worship.     There  were  no  excesses  of 
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severities,  the  eldest  of  the  children  having  no  recollection  of  seeing 
their  parent  in  a  passion.  That  Samuel  was  blessed  with  high  intel- 
lectual powers  does  not  admit  of  a  question  ;  and  that  he  had  a  deli- 
cate, and,  when  developed,  a  strong,  moral  sense  is  also  true.  His 
life  was  guided  by  the  dictates  of  an  enlightened  conscience.  He 
felt  and  exhibited  strong  and  decided  marks  of  disapprobation,  but, 
like  his  father,  was  never  known  to  l)e  in  a  passion. 

It  may  now  very  naturally  be  asked  why  a  man  of  such  uncom- 
mon acciuirements  and  virtues  attracted  no  greater  general  notice  ; 
why  such  a  flower  was  left  to  shed  its  fragrance  in  so  limited  a 
sphere.  The  answer  is  obvious  and  satisfactory.  He  was  a  man 
of  uncommon  meeknes^,and  modesty.  No  ambition  for  professional 
or  political  preferment  beset  him.  Retiring  in  his  feelings,  avei'se 
to  all  show  and  forth-putting,  he  abandoned  a  profession  regarded 
as  the  common  highway  to  distinction,  and  took,  from  choice,  that 
course  of  life  which  best  agreed  with  his  peaceful  disix)sition  and 
his  peaceful-pursuits.  The  accpiirement  of  knowledge  and  the  con- 
sciousness that  he  was  useful,  satisfied  all  his  world!}'  aspirations. 

It  is  remarkable  that  the  two  brothers,  Jacob  and  Samuel,  alike 
distinguished  for  caution  and  circumspection,  equally  free  from  all 
rashness  and  precipitancy, — that  these  careful  and  reflecting  men 
should,  both  of  them,  in  the  providence  of  (rod,  have  been  cut  olT  in 
the  midst  of  life,  health  and  usefulness,  by  what  are  called  acci- 
dents, which  men  of  iimcli  <^euernl  prudence  would  have  avoided. 
The  death  of  .hieob  Al)l>ot  occurred  by  j\tteini>tiii<i  to  cross  a  pond 
ill  an  overloaded  and  leaky  canoe  ;  the  death  of  Samuel  bv  entering 
a  l)uildin<i:  on  lire  !     So  true  it  is —

Major  Abiel  Abbot,  the  father  of  Samuel,  was  a  staunch  Whii;,  an 
ollicer  of  the  uiilitia  duriii<i"  the  Revolutionary  war.  often  the  repre- 
sentative from  Wilton  to  the  (ieueral  Court,  and  was  much  intrusted 
with  the  business  of  the  town  ;  hi'  was  the  guardian  of  ori)hans.  the 
friend  of  the  widow  and  the  helper  of  the  [xxu".  lie  formed  an 
i'xccllent  farm  out  of  the  wilderness,  cncounteriuix,  with  persever- 
ance and  fortitude,  all  the  fatigues  and  inconviMiiences  of  a  new  set- 
tlement. Of  twelve  children,  ti'u  live<l  to  adult  a^e.  All  of  them 
wei'e  well  etlucated.  and  three  of  them  were  izraduated  at  Harvard 
College.  The  man  who,  with  such  means  and  under  such  circum- 
stances, l)rou<j;ht  ui)  such  a  family,  and  so  educate<l  them,  is  surely 
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entitled  to  honorable  remembrance.  He  was  the  son  of  Captain  John 
Abbot,  of  Andover,  who  was  descended,  in  the  fifth  generation,  fi*om 
George  Abbot,  who  emigrated  from  Yorkshire,  England,  and  set- 
tled in  Andover,  Massachusetts,  in  1643.  Samuel,  the  subject  of 
this  memoir,  was  never  married.  The  descendants  of  his  American 
progenitors  were  numerous,  and  their  branches  now  extend  to  almost 
every  state  in  the  Union.* 

,  REV.    AMO.S    ABBOTT. BV    AMOS    ABBOTT. 

Amos  Abbott,  sou  of  Jeremiah  Abl)ott,  was  born  June  2,  1812, 
in  Wilton,  and  was  tlie  sixth  in  a  family  of  ten  children.  When 
about  sixteen  years  of  age  he  entered  Phillips  Academy  in  Andover, 
Massachusetts,  to  fit  for  college,  but  ill  health  obliged  him  at  the 
end  of  a  year  to  return  home..  Subsequently  he  resolved  to  become 
a  teacher,  and  entered  the  Teachers'  Seminary  in  Andover  for  the 
purpose  of  qualifying  himself  for  that  ollice.  After  due  prepara- 
tion offers  of  various  situations  were  made  to  him,  but  he  concluded 
to  accept  one  from  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  For- 
eign Missions  as  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  Muratta  Mission 
in  India. 

lie  married,  May  12,  183-1,  Austice  Wilson,  the  eldest  daughter  of 
C'aptain  David  Wilson  of  Wilton,  and  on  the  twenty-third  of  the 
same  month  they  sailed  from  Hoston  in  the  bark  C'orvo  for  Bombay. 
After  a  voyage  of  four  months  they  reached  their  destination,  and 
pursued  their  journey  by  land  to  Ahmednuggur,  a  mission  station 
170  miles  in  the  interior.  I'pon  their  arrival  they  found  a  Muratta 
school  for  boys,  and  also  an  English  school.  After  nine  months' 
study  of  the  people  and  their  language  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Abbott  drew  up 
a  system  for  the  management  of  the  schools  and  the  pay  of  the  teach- 
ers, and  started  several  schools  in  Ahmednuggur  and  the  vicinity. 
In  the  autumn  of  lH3r>  they  organized  a  normal  Ijoarding  school, 
called  the  Boys'  Seminary,  in  which  Mrs.  Abbott  had  charge  of  the 
lK)ys'  clothing  and  the  religious  teaching  of  the  mothers  who  brought 
them  their  food.  She  also  superintended  the  girls'  school.  Mr. 
Abbott  taught  personally  in  the  l)oys'  school.  Once  a  month  all 
the  mission  schools,  fifteen  in  number,  were  visited.  The  system 
was  continued  fourteen  years  with  some  variations.     While  thus

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engaged  in  teaching  and  in  anperintending  the  adiodia,  tioie  was 
taken  for  atndying  the  language  and  for  preparing  acfaool  booka 
and  religioua  tracts  in  the  native  language,  some  of  which  are  still 
extant ;  the  arithmetic  lias  been  in  use  in  the  miasion  sdKwls  for 
more  than  forty  years.  In  1846  Mr.  Abbott  was  licenaed  as  a 
preacher,  but  ill  health  compelled  him  and  his  wife,  with  their  five 
children,  to  return  to  America  in  1847,  and  to  seek  release  from  the 
American  Board.  Contrary  to  expectation,  Mr.  Abbott's  health 
improved,  and  he  engaged  during  several  years  in  canvassing  for 
the  Bible  Society,  in  teaching,  and  in  domestic  missions  in  Ports- 
month,  Manchester  and  elsewhere  in  his  native  state. 

With  reestablished  health,  and  a  yearning  to  return  to  their  for- 
mer missionary  field,  came  urgent  invitations  to  them  from  the  mis- 
sionaries and  native  Christians,  and,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Prudential  Committee,  they  went  to  Andover,  where  Mr.  Abbott 
attended  the  Theological  Seminary  one  year,  and  was  then  ordained 
in  Portsmouth  as  a  foreign  missionary.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Abbott  then 
returned  to  India,  taking  with  them  their  four  youngest  children, 
and  leaving  three  older  ones  in  America.  Their  eldest  dapghter, 
£.  Augusta,  had  married  Rev.  S.  C.  Deau,  and  had  Joined  the 
Muratta  Mission  several  months  l)efore.  The  parents  on  returning 
to  IncHa  chose  for  tlie  centre  of  their  field  of  labor  Rahoosee,  a  vil- 
lage about  twenty-four  miles  north  of  Alimednuggur.  They  were 
placed  in  charge  of  a  church,  and  were  mostly  engaged  in  teaching 
and  preaching  tliere  and  in  the  surrounding  district.  Four  more 
churches  were  soon  organized,  and  thus  they  were  in  charge  of  fiv^ 
churclies,  some  of  which  had  native  preachers  and  pastoi-s  over  them. 
In  18(57  Rev.  S.  C.  Dean,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  Satara  field, 
found  it  necessary  to  come  to  America,  and  Mr.  Abbott  and  family 
left  Rahoosee  and  took  char«:e  of  the  Satara  field  and  its  out-stations. 
Here  there  were  two  churches  and  several  schools  with  native  assist- 
ants. In  18GI*  the  ill  health  of  l>oth  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Abbott  again 
compelled  them  to  return  to  America  and  to  seek  release  fix>m  the 
American  Hoard. 

After  their  second  return  Mr.  Alibott,  to  increase  his  medical 
knowledge,  went  through  a  course  of  stu<ly  in  the  medical  college 
in  Philadelphia,  received  a  diploma  and  practised  medicine  a  few 
years  in  Nashua,  but  in  1871  thoy  removed  to  Nebraska.  Subse- 
fpiently  they  took  up  their  alnxle  with  a  married  daughter  in  the 
Isle  of  Wight,  England,  where  they  now  resitle.  Mr.  and  Mi*s. 
Dean    live   in    Plymouth,   Nebraska ;    Miss  Anstice    Abbott   is   in 
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charge  of  the  Ben  net  Seminary  for  young  ladies  in  Minneapolis, 
Minnesota.  The  third  daughter,  Chloe,  labored  some  years  in  the 
Zenana  Mission  in  India,  was  compelled  to  leave  by  failing  health, 
and  is  now  living  in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  as  is  also  Mr.  Abl)ott's 
fourth  daughter,  Kmily,  who  married  Major  George  A.  Jacob  of  the 
Indian  service.  The  oldest  son,  Amos  W. ,  is  professor  in  the  medical 
college  of  Minneapolis.  The  next  son,  Albert  A.,  lives  in  Steele 
City,  Nebraska,  and  is  engaged  in  stock  raising.  The  youngest 
son,  Justin  E.,  is  a  missionary  of  the  American 'lioard  in  IJombaj'. 
The  three  sons  were  all  graduates  of  Dartmouth  College. 

PROF.    JAMKS    DASCOMK. BY    CEORliK    L.    DASCOMBE. 

James  Dascomb,  son  of  James  Dascomb,  Jun.,  and  grandson  of 
James  Dascomb,  who  settled  in  Wilton  in  1707,  was  lx)rn  in  Wilton, 
New  Hampshire,  February  21,  1808.  I'ntil  he  was  seventeen  years 
old  he  worked  on  his  father's  farm,  attending  the  district  school  as 
he  had  opportunity.  He  then  attended  a  few  terms  at  an  academy 
at  Concord,  Vermont,  after  which  he  conuuenced  the  study  of  medi- 
cine with  Dr.  J.  Scobey,  ii  i)liysician  residing  in  that  place.  He 
studied  one  season  under  the  instruction  of  the  medical  professors 
of  Dartmouth  College,  and  received  the  degree  of  M.  I),  from  that 
institution  in  18;{2.  He  conuuenced  the  practice  of  medicine  in 
Hoscawen,  New  Hampshire,  but  did  not  long  remain  there.  He 
was,  in  IHX}^  ai)pointed  i)rofessor  of  chemistry,  botany  and  physi- 
ology in  Oberlin  College,  which  was  then  ])eing  founded  in  the  midst 
of  a  wilderness  in  northern  Ohio,  and  this  position  he  occupied  for 
forty- four  years. 

In  Aiail,  1834,  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Marianne  Tenuey 
Parker  of  Dunbartou,  New  Hampshire,  who  was  an  efllcient  helper 
in  the  work  of  education,  being  the  principal  of  the  ladies'  depart- 
ment in  Oberlin  College  for  nearly  a  score  of  years,  and  an  active 
member  of  the  Ladies'  Hoard  of  Managers  until  her  last  sickness. 
The  newly  wedded  pair  started  immediately  for  the  scene  of  their 
future  labors.  A  part  of  the  journey  was  performed  in  a  l)oat  on 
the  Erie  Canal,  and  the  last  few  mih»s  through  mud  of  almost  fabu- 
lous depth  in  a  springlcss  lumber  wagon.  They  arrived  at  Oberlin 
three  days  after  the  opening  of  the  school  in  connection  with 
which  the  remainder  of  their  lives  was  spent.  The  terms  in  the 
institution  were  so  arranged  as  to  have  a  long  vacation  in  the  win- 
ter. Some  of  these  vacations,  in  the  early  part  of  his  connection 
with  the  college.  Dr.    Dascomb  spent  in   supplementing  his  limited 
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pi'ppsmtor^  iMiiicnlion.  but  Inter  they  wei'e  paesed  in  lecturing  in 
iieiglilHiring  iKiUeges,  Tlio  lust  aiitaide  lalwr  wlildi  Ue  performed 
wiiM  ns  |inife&eoi'  of  olii'Tnixtry  ami  tJ>xi<rolog>'  in  the  ntetlit^al  ilepart- 
moiit  uf  the  I'liirersity  of  Wooatcr  at  CU'velsiml.  Ohio.  In  l»7rt, 
at  the  age  of  ee\enty  yeara,  on  account  of  failing  hesltb,  he  retii-wl 
UB  iinifi'^sor  c-nierltnit  ttrtm  ui^li^e  nervice.  and  two  years  later  hie 
ujwfiil  life  wna  ended,  juat  one  year  after  the  di-itth  uf  hiu  ealimable 
vfife. 


AddiHon  H.  Foster,  sou  of  Iknjauiiu  Teuney  and  Aliigail  (How- 
ard) Foster,  was  l>orn  iit  Willou,  Nl-w  Hampshire,  Novemlrer  13, 
\MH.  Hi«  fntlicr  vtna  u  fnrnicr  tuu\  t^tnui'r.  He  wun  titled  for 
eollpgc  at  Applcton  Aoadtmv,  New  IpEwich,  cnn-red  Dartinomli 
College  in  lxi>9  an'l  continued  through  tlie  courpe.  After  gradu- 
ating he  studied  medicine  with  l)rs,  William  1).  Hnck  and  L.  It. 
How  of  Manuhester,  New  linrnpHhiru.  attended  medical  lectures  at 
the  Duilmouth  Mrdi<>al  Sduwl  in  the  fall  of  1S64,  nud  graduated 
at  the  t'ollegu  of  I'hysietaue  and  Sui'gcoini,  New  Yorl«  t'ity,  in 
Mareii.  IMr'!).  He  pi-aetised  medieiue  in  Lawrence.  MaHHachiispttH, 
until  he  removed  to  Chicago  in  Mart-li,  1S68,  wliere  he  has  since 
remained  in  practii'e.  He  held  the  c-hair  of  surgical  anatomy  in 
the  Women's  Medical  College,  Chicago,  from  1H70  to  1873,  and 
that  of  surgery  from  IHiH  to  187.').  He  has  been  consulting  physi- 
cian to  the  Women's  Hospital  from  IH7ri  to  tiie  present  time,  1884, 
and  medical  examiner  for  the  New  England  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Boston  since  18G6,  and  principal  examiner  for  the  same  in 
Chicago  since  1870.  He  married  Miss  Susau  M.  Hongltton  of  New 
Ipswich,  New  Hampshire,  September  IK,  18(1(>. 

PROF.      AMOS     WILSON     AITUOTT. — KUOM     TIIK     CLASS      llOOK     OF     'G'S, 
DABTMOHTII    CUI.I.KIiK. 

Amos  Wilson  Abbott,  son  of  Amos  and  .Vnstice  (Wilson) 
Abbott,  was  bom  January  C,  1844,  in  India,  where  his  father  was 
a  missionary.  He  was  fitted  for  college  at  I'liillips  Andover  Acad- 
emy, entered  Dartmouth  College  in  185'J,  and  left  before  gradua- 
tion in  the  fall  of  18C1.  He  enlisted  in  Company  C,  Sixteenth 
Itegiment,  N.  H.  V.,  in  August,  1862,  and  served  until  August, 
18C3.  From  1804  lo  I8C8  he  was  employed  in  the  pay  department 
of  the  United  States  Army,     He  graduated  from  the  College  of 
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Physicians  and  Surgeons,  New  York,  in  1861) ;  oncl  was  resident 
pliysician  in  a  hospital  there  till  1870.  From  1870  to  1877  he  prac- 
tised medicine  in  Delhi,  New  York ;  then  he  removed  to  Minneapo- 
lis, Minnesota,  wliere  he  enjoys  a  very  successful  practice  and  is 
professor  of  anatomy  in  the  Medical  College.  He  married,  August 
11),  1880,  Helen  G.  Wright  of  Delhi,  New  York.  They  have  one 
<-hild,  Harold  Wilson,  l)orn  August  6th,  1882. 

KEY.    AIUEL    ABBOT,    1).    1>. 

Dr.  Ab}>ot  was  born  in  Wilton,  December  14,  1765,  was  the  eldest 
son  of  Abiel  AblKjt  and  Dorcas  (Abbot)  Abbot,  and  was  of  the 
sixtli  generation  from  (ieorge  Al)l)ot,  one  of  the  fii^st  settlers  of 
Andover,  Massachusetts.  After  due  preparation  he  entered  Har- 
vard College  in  178.S,  and  graduated  in  1787.  After  teaching  in 
Andover  Academy  about  two  years,  and  pursuing  a  course  of  theo-  . 
logi(;al  study,  he  served  as  tutor  in  Harvard  College  for  one  year. 
In  October,  171).'),  lie  was  ordained  as  minister  of  the  first  church  in 
Coventry,  Connecticut.  Owing  to  difference  of  opinion  between 
him  and  the  church,  he  left  Coventry  in  June,  1811,  and  the  Sep- 
tember following  was  chosen  principal  of  Dummer  Academy, 
Hyfieid,  Massachusetts.  He  continued  in  this  oflice  until  1819,  when 
he  resigned,  and  removed  to  a  farm  in  North  Andover,  on  the  pres- 
ent site  of  a  i)ortion  of  the  manufacturing  city  of  Lawrence.  He 
next  removed  to  Chelmsford,  where  he  and  his  youngest  daughter 
taught  a  private  school.  After  his  removal  from  Chelmsford,  and 
a  temi)orary  sojourn  in  Wilton,  he  was  invited  to  the  pastorate  of 
the  Congregational  Unitarian  Church  of  Peterborough,  New  Hamp- 
shire, where  he  was  installed  in  June,  1827.  He  continued  to 
preach  until  March,  \H:V,),  when  a  colleague.  Rev.  Curtis  Cutler, 
was  settled  to  assist  him  in  his  labors.  In  1848  he  resigned  his 
charge,  and  removed  to  West  Cambridge,  now  Arlington,  Massa- 
chusetts, to  reside  with  his  grandson,  Rev.  Samuel  Abbot  Smith, 
the  pastor  of  the  Unitarian  Church.  He  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  from  Harvard  College  in  1838.  He  died  sud- 
denly December  :U,  IH'jD.  Among  his  occasional  publications  were 
a  sermon  preached  at  North  Coventry,  Connecticut,  July  4,  171)1) ; 
Right  Hand  of  P'ellowship  addressed  to  Cornelius  Adams  at  his 
ordination,  IHOo :  a  statement  of  the  proceedings  in  the  First 
Church  of  Coventry,  Connecticut,  terminating  in  the  removal  of  the 
pastor,  with  an  address  to  his  late  people,  1811;  address  before  the 
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Emex  AgricultunU  Society  at  its  fint  exhibiticMi  in  DaBvers, 
dMuetU,  181 K 

He  married.  In  1796,  Elizabeth  Abbot,  daughter  of  C^itain  John 
Abbot  of  Andorer.  They  had  three  daughters:  Elisabeth,  who 
married  Rev.  John  A.  Douglas  of  Waterford,  Maine,  AbigaO,  and 
Saimh  Doicas,  who  married  Samuel  G.  Smith  of  Peterboroiqth. 

Dr.  Abbot  was  one  of  the  best  of  men.  His  sermons  were 
earnest  and  practical,  and  Judge  Smith  of  Exeter  pronounced  him 
one  of  the  best  preachers  he  ever  heard.  He  addressed  the  reason 
and  Judgment  more  than  the  imagination  or  feelings.  His  grandson, 
Bev.  S.  A.  Smith,  said  that  **  during  the  last  winter  of  his  life  (he 
was  then  ninety-three  years  old)  he  made  it  a  point  to  read  every 
day  two  chapters  of  the  New  Testament,  critically,  in  the  original 
Greek,  and  often  asked  me  what  I  thought  of  this  interpretation  or 
that  of  some  difficult  passage.  In  the  evenings  of  that  winter  I 
read  to  him  several  treatises  of  Cicero,  among  others,  De  Orators 
and  De  SeMChUe.  I  continued  this  till  the  last  Friday  before  his 
death,  and  I  remember  on  that  evening  he  let  the  usual  hour  of 
retirittg  go  by  in  his  interest  in  what  was  read.  Thus  did  he 
keep  up  his  interest  in  the  studies  and  pursuits  of  his  active  life, 
and  thus  his  mind  and  heart  continued  growing  to  the  very  end." 

KKV.    JACOIl    ABBOT. 

He  was  boru  iu  Wilton,  Jiiiiuary  7,  1  Til^,  and  was  the  second  son 
of  Major  Abiel  Abbot.  He  had  the  common  school  education  of 
that  period,  was  fitted  for  college  at  Andover  Academy,  and  by  a 
Mr.  IMrge,  a  teacher  in  Wilton.  He  graduated  at  Harvard  College 
in  1792,  and  taught  school  in  Hillerica,  at  the  same  time  studying 
theology  with  the  assistance  of  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  Cumings,  one  of 
the  noted  divines  of  that  day.  He  continued  his  studies  at  Cam- 
bridge until  he  was  admitted  to  the  ministry,  and  preached  for  a 
time  in  Gilead,  Connecticut,  liut  eventually  he  received  a  call 
to  Hampton  Falls,  and  was  ordained  there  Aujrust  15,  1798.  In 
1809  he  was  invited  to  take  charge  of  Dummer  Academy,  Byficld, 
Massachusetts,  but,  by  the  advice  of  his  brethren  in  the  ministry, 
he  declined  the  appointment.  He  continued  as  the  minister  of  tlie 
Hampton  Falls  society  until  April  1,  182(1,  when  he  resigned  his 
oHIee  and  removed  to  Windluim.  Mr.  Abl)ot  was  greatly  respected 
and  beloved,  not  only  by  his  own  church,  but  by  the  societies  and 
the  people  of  the  vicinity.     He  was  a  trustee  of  Phillips  Exeter

Academy  for  many  years,  and  of  the  Adams  Female  Academy  in 
Derry,  New  Hampshire.  He  received,  as  pupils  and  boarders  in  his 
family,  many  young  men  who  had  been  suspended  from  college,  and 
his  instruction  and  influence  in  these  cases  were  of  a  most  beneticial 
character.  ^lany  testimonials  of  recognition  and  gratitude  from 
them  and  their  friends  proved  their  api)reciation  of  his  services. 
After  his  removal  to  Windham  he  continued  his  useful  and  active 
life  by  preaching  in  neighboring  parishes,  and  to  a  society  formed 
in  Windham,     lie  also  superintemled  the  schools  of  the  town. 

The  circumstances  of  his  death  were  deeply  attlictive.  On  Sun- 
day, November  2,  18:51,  as  he  was  crossing  a  pond  on  his  return 
from  meeting,  the  boat  was  upset,  and  he  and  a  neighbor  who  was 
with  him  were  drowned.  The  event  carried  deep  sorrow  into  every 
community  in  which  he  had  been  known.  Dr.  Sprague,  the  chron- 
icler of  the  American  pul[)it,  says  of  him  that  ^-  his  sermons  were 
written  with  great  logical  correctness,  luminous  simi)licity  and  class- 
ical purity.''  ''  In  his  family  he  was  a  model  of  conjugal  and 
parental  dignity  and  tenderness."  lie  marrie<l,  in  1802,  Catharine 
Thayer,  a  daughter  of  Rev.  Ebenezer  Thayer  of  Hampton,  and 
they  had  a  family  of  ten  children,  of  whom  nine  were  married,  and 
live  still  survive. 

l>KACOX     JO.SKI'II     SMITH.  WRITTKN    FOK     TJIK    WILTON     JOIKNAL     BY 

I.     S.     LINCOLN. 

Died  in  Wilton  the  HJtli  instant  [March  IT),  1H8;1,]  Deacon  Joseph 
Smith,  aged  ninety-live  years  and  live  months.  He  was  buried 
from  the  Uai)tist  Church  Sunday  afternoon,  the  services  being  con- 
ducted by  the  i)astor,  Hev.  (rcorge  V.  Trow,  assisted  by  Rev.  I.  S. 
Lincoln  and  Rev.  Henry  D.  Dix.  \'ery  many  were  present  to  pay 
their  hearty  resi)ect  to  the  moral  worth  of  this  oldest  fellow-citizen. 
He  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  this 
town  some  seventy  years  ago,  and  for  many  years  a  worthy  deacon 
of  the  church.  He  had  strong  religious  convictions,  strong  faith  in 
the  Lord  .lesus  Christ  as  hi^  i)recious  Saviour,  to  whose  cause  he 
consecrated  his  talents  and  the  material  wealth  which  he  labored 
earnestly  and  honestly  to  acquire.  Vvw  men  have  thus  earned  and 
given  so  much  for  the  sup[)ort  of  gospel  preaching.  In  his  last 
days  his  most  earnest  woid  of  exhortation  to  his  feUow-disciples 
was,  "'  Hrethren,  love  one  another."  For  a  few  years  past  he  was 
blind,  but  his  organ  of  spiritual  vision  was  clear  and  bright.     With 
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[  (bo  vyc  of  ('Iiri8tiau  faith  and  boi>«  he  lixikcd  on  lieiiveti  with  all 
u  its  attractions  as  liis  HwuL't,  i^turnal  home.  The  liglit  anil  hojie  ot 
V  UiU  faith  tm|irei4scd  itself  uu  hia  countennncre  no  his  Bilent  rrniainti 
.  h;  ill  hU  cofllii,  rutlocliug  the  serKoit;  ami  tjoaiity  of  heaven.  The 
r  good  fruitfi  of  his  long  ihuilfihed  (limtian  faith  loniiiieiiil  hia  iiBefiil 
.  life  to  the  imitation  of  all.

In  early  life  one  of  his 
I  Ibnba  became  diseased,  and  it  waa  ainptitntcd  by  Dr.  Twitcbelt  of 
r  Keeue.  Ity  reiiucHt  he  hax  fnrniitlied  the  following  hiogniphicHl 
h  sketch.  dat<:d  Novombcr  27,  l8Rt : 

I      "i  remained  in  my  native  place.  West  Wilton,  with  the  exception 
t  .of  two  terma  of  eclioolSng  1  tooic  at  the  nciidumy  at  Hancock  tu  the 
k  miliinin  uf  IKI.'p  and  thv  autumn  of  1840.     From  1H4K  to  1k''1    I 
I   was  at  I'hillipa  Acailemy  at  Kxeter,  whore  I  completed  my  studies 
I  fitting  mo  to  enter  the  sophomore  dasa  at  Harvard,  which  I  intended 
r  to  ilo,  after  working  one  year  to  improve  my  linanues.     My  father's 
»  •ickni-HK  and  <lcath,  ill   IK.>:i,  somewhat  interfered  with  my  plans, 
I  and  nftiT  thai  I  was  solicitfid  lo  taki>  a  position  in  the  Ucvicw  and 
p  lU-vM  oHk;-.      I  i-oncludcLl  to  do  bo.  and  connected  myself  with  the 
office,  then  located  at  Rochester,  New  York,  in  the  spring  of  1853. 
In  1855  the  office  was  moved  to  Battle  Creek,   Michigan,  and  I 
was  elected  editor  of  the  pai>er,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
brief  intervals,  have  occupied    the    position    to  the  present  time. 
Beside  my  editorial  work,  I  have  prepared  several  books  for  the 
press,  and  now  have  npon  the  market,  iu  the  line  of  bound  books, 
beside  some  tracts  and  pamphlets,  the  following :  'Diagram  of  Par- 
liamentary Rules ; '  'A  Word  for  the  Sabbath  ; '  '  The  United  States 
in  Prophecy;*    'Synopsis  of  the  Present  Truth;'  'The  Sanctuary 
and  its  Cleansing  ;'  '  Man's  Nature  and  Destiny,'  and  '  Thoughts  on 
the  Books  of  Daniel  and  the  Revelation.'     This  last  is  a  volume  of 
848  pages,  sold  by  subscription  in  ntyles  of  binding  ranging  in  price 
from  t3.50  to  $5.00.     The  aggregate  number  of  copies  now  printed 
is  35,000,  and  the  sale  is  rapidly  increasing.     In  1873  I  invented, 
for  the  use  of  our  college  in  this  city,  au  automatic  folding  school 
seat.     It  met  with  such  favor  that  a  company  was  organized  in 
this  place  for  its  manufacture,   '  The  I'nion  School  Furniture  Com- 
pany,' to  which  I  sold  my  pateut  on  very  gooil  terms  to  myself,  and 
the  company  are  making  an  immense  success  of  it.      My  life  is  at 
present  an  exceedingly  busy  one.     In  addition  to  my  office  work,  I 
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am  ssccretary  of  our  (Jeiieral  Conference,  secretary  of  our  Kdiica- 
tional  Society,  a  member  of  our  Publishing  lioard ;  I  occupy  the 
chair  of  Hiblical  Exegesis  and  Ecclesiastical  History  in  Hattle  Creek 
College,  beside  su[)plyiug  the  Tabernacle  pulpit,  when  no  other 
help  is  present.  Since  the  loth  of  August  I  have  attended  camp 
meetings  at  Syracuse,  New  York  ;  Worcester,  Massachusetts  ;  Bur- 
lington, Vermont;  Portland,  Maine;  Columbus,  Ohio;  Jackson, 
Michigan;  Omaha,  Nebraska  ;  and  at  lnde[)endence,  Missouri.  In 
October  I  attended  the  dedication  of  South  Lancaster  Academy, 
South  Lancaster,  Massachusetts.  But  my  health  is  excellent  and  I 
enjoy  my  lal)or." 

HON.    <  HAKLKS    II.    IILUNS. — liY    K.    >I.    WALLA<  K. 

Charles  II.  Burns,  son  of  Charles  A.  and  Elizal»eth  (Hutchin- 
son) Burns,  was  l)orn  in  Milford,  January  !'.>,  IH.),").  Mr.  Burns 
spent  his  early  years  upon  his  father's  farm,  and  there  developed 
that  strength  and  good  (constitution  with  which  he  is  so  admirably 
etpiipped  for  the  battle  of  life.  He  early  evinced  a  desii*e  for 
an  education,  and  after  getting  what  assistance  he  could  from  the 
common  schools  of  Milford,  which  were  always  of  a  high  order,  he 
entered  the  Appleton  Academy  of  New  Ipswich,  at  that  time  under 
the  management  of  Professor  (^uimby,  from  which  institution  he 
graduated  in  \X'){, 

For  sonic  time  he  had  entertained  the  i)urpose  of  entering  the 
legal  profession,  for  which  he  had  already  exhibited  an  aptitude. 
He  read  law  in  the  ollice  of  Colonel  O.  W.  Lull,  in  Milford,  and 
subsequently  attended  the  Harvard  Law  School,  where  he  graduated 
in  the  class  of  \><')^.  In  May  of  the  same  year  he  was  admitted  to 
the  SulTolk  bar  in  -Ma^fsachusetts,  and  in  October  following  he  was 
atlmitt^^l  to  the  New  Hampshire  bar.  In  January,  l^<^)l>,  Mr.  Burns 
commenced  the  practice  of  the  law  at  Wilton,  where  he  has  since 
resided,  although  of  late  years  his  extended  practice  through  Hills- 
borough County  and  the  state  has  necessitated  the  removal  of  his 
oflice  to  Nashua.  He  commenced  his  professional  labors,  as  every 
young  man  nnist  who  has  no  one  to  rely  upon  but  himself,  with  the 
smaller  and  more  ordinary  kinds  of  le«ifal  work  :  but  by  slow  degrees 
he  has  risen,  until  today  he  is  one  of  the  jnost  successful  lawyers 
in  New  Hamphliire,  and  his  practice  includes  the  highest  order  of 
cases.  Mr.  Burns,  although  a  good  lawyer  in  all  branches  of  his 
profession,  es[)ecially  excels  as  an  advocate.  He  is,  what  most  of 
our  lawyers  and  even  [)ublic  speakers  ai'c  not,  a  natural  orator. 
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The  whole  bent  and  inclination  of  his  mind  has,  from  his  earliest 
years,  always  been  in  this  direction.  He  has  given  himself  a 
thorough  training  and  practice,  at  the  bar,  on  the  stump  and  on  all 
those  varied  occasions  when  a  public  speaker  is  called  upon  to 
address  the  people.  This  natural  talent,  thus  trained,  has  made 
him  a  clear-cut,  incisive  and  polished  orator,  who  never  fails  to  hold 
and  impress  his  audience.  It  can  be  said  of  him,  what  can  be  said 
of  very  few  men,  that  he  excels  in  advocacy  and  general  oratory. 
His  arguments  before  juries  best  illustrate  his  ix>wer  as  a  speaker, 
while  his  public  addresses  exhibit  his  peculiar  charm  as  an  orator. 
As  an  advocate  he  ranks  among  the  first  in  the  New  Hampshire 
bar.  As  an  orator  he  compares  favorably  with  our  best  public 
speakers.  He  has  held  various  important  offices  in  the  line  of  his 
profession.  In  1876  he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Cheney  county 
solicitor  for  Hillsborough  County,  and  was  subsequently  reelected 
to  that  office  by  the  people ;  the  constitution  in  the  meantime  hav- 
ing been  changed  so  as  to  make  the  office  elective  instead  of 
appointive.  He  held  this  office  in  all  seven  years,  and  discharged 
satisfactorily  the  difficult  and  delicate  duties  of  a  prosecuting  officer 
in  a  large  county.  In  February,  1881,  he  was  appointed  United 
States  district  attorney  of  New  Hampshire,  and  in  February,  1885, 
was  reapix)intcd  to  that  office,  bringing  tx)  tlie  porfonnance  of  its 
duties  the  same  zeiil  iiiul  fidelity  which  ho  does  to  all  his  pro- 
fessional labors. 

Mr.  Burns  has  been  a  life-long  Republican.  I  lis  father,  Charles 
A.  lUirns,  was  an  active  and  prominent  iinti-shivery  worker  in  that 
little  band  of  anti-slavery  ugitators  which  existed  in  Milfonl. 
Young  Burns,  when  a  lK)y,  was  brought  in  contact  with  such  men 
as  Parker  Pillsbury,  Wendell  Phillips,  William  Lloyd  Garrison  and 
Frederic  Douglass,  and  imbibed  the  sentiments  with  which  they 
were  animated,  so  that  by  force  of  these  influences  he  was  naturally 
a  Republican,  welcoming  this  party  as  the  means  to  carry  out  the 
principles  of  emancipation  and  freedom.  When  quite  young  his 
interest  in  the  Republican  cause,  together  with  his  aptitude  for 
public  speaking,  led  him  to  take  the  stump  for  his  party.  For 
years  he  has  performed  in  this  way  the  most  eflicient  service  for  the 
Republican  party,  and  today  is  one  of  its  ablest  and  most  elwpient 
stump-speakers.  Mr.  Burns  was  elected  county  treasurer  of  Hills- 
borough County  in  18(M  and  18(1.3.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
New  Hampshire  State  Senate  in  187;>  and  again  in  1879,  and  in 
both  years  was  chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  and  took  a 
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prominent  part  in  directing  and  shaping  tlie  legislation  of  those 
years.  In  1«7I)  he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Head  on  his  staff 
as  judge  advocate  general,  with  tlie  rank  of  brigadier  general.  He 
was  a  delegate  at  large  to  the  National  Kepublican  Convention  at 
Cincinnati  in  1870,  and  represented  the  New  Hampshire  delegation 
on  the  Conmiittee  on  Resolutions.  He  was  one  of  the  three  New 
Hampshire  delegates  who  strenuously  opposed  Mr.  Blaine's  nomina- 
tion for  i)residency,  at  first  voting  for  Mr.  Hristow,  and  finally  for 
3Ir.  Hayes.  \Iq  was  selected  to  preside  at  the  Republican  State 
Convention  held  at  Concord  September  10,  1878,  and  upon  assum- 
ing the  chair  made  one  of  his  characteristic  speeches.  The  speech 
was  delivered  just  after  the  Greenback  i)arty  had  won  a  victory  in 
>raine,  and  when  the  public  mind  was  full  of  false  theories,  and  the 
high  ground  taken  liy  the  speaker  in  favor  of  honest  money  and 
national  faith  created  a  deep  impression  throughout  the  state.  It 
was  everywhere  commended  as  a  strong  and  forcible  presentation 
of  the  issues  of  the  hour. 

Mr.  Hums  is  a  man  of  scholarly  tastes  and  habits ;  he  has  a  fine 
law  library,  one  of  the  best  in  the  state,  and  a  choice  and  valuable 
collection  of  miscellaneous  books.  He  is  an  honorary  member  of 
the  New  Hampshin!  Historical  Society  and  also  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Historical  and  (ienealogical  Society.  In  1874  Dartmouth 
College  conferred  on  Mr.  Burns  the  honorary  degree  of  A.  M.  lie 
is  a  life-long  and  prominent  Mason,  having  taken  thirty-two  degrees 
in  that  order.  He  has  also  beeu  master  of  the  lodge  with  which  he 
is  connected. 

DAVID    WinTIN<;.  —  HV    CIIARLKS    11.    BURNS. 

David  Whiting  is  the  son  of  Oliver  and  Fanny  (Stiles)  Whiting, 
and  was  born  at  the  old  Whiting  homestead,  now  the  county  farm, 
in  Wilton,  August  2r>,  1810.  Oliver  Whiting  was  a  native  of 
Temple,  and  a  successful  farmer.  He  was  a  strong,  sensible,  reso- 
lute man,  and  acquired  a  competence.  He  had  four  children,  of 
whom  David  was  the  only  son.  He  located  upon  a  large  farm  in 
Wilton,  and  carried  it  on  until  declining  years  prevented  his  giving 
active  attention  t^^)  it,  when  David  took  control,  and  ultimately  suc- 
ceeded to  its  ownership.  David  Whiting  is,  therefore,  a  native  of 
Wilton,  and,  with  the  exce[)tion  of  a  few  years,  has  always  lived 
there.  His  life  has  been  one  of  great  usefulness.  He  received  the 
ordinary  instructions  of  the  district  school  in  his  neighborhootl,  but 
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the  school  was  seldom,  if  eter,  kept  for  iix>re  than  two  months  in  the 
year,  and  tiien  in  the  winter.  In  summer  he  did  not  attend,  bat 
worked  on  his  father's  farm.  He  b^an  to  work  almost  as  soon  as 
he  commenced  to  walk,  and  he  has  never  been  idle  since.  At  the 
age  of  eight  he  did  the  chores  and  took  care  of  the  cattle.  Although 
his  school  days  and  the  hours  spent  in  reading  and  studying  books 
were  few,  he  has,  through  his  keen  observing  powers,  acquired  a 
large  store  of  practical  information,  and  has  become  a  business 
man  of  unusual  intelligence.  With  a  body  aglow  with  health,  knit 
together  with  muscles  as  strong  as  steel,  and  which  has  never  been 
hurt  by  intemperance  or  abuse,  and  with  a  mind  as  clear  and  Inright 
as  sunlight,  it  is  not  strange  that  we  tind  him,  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
five,  full  of  vigor  and  enterprise,  pushing  along  with  all  the  enthusi* 
asm  of  youth.  It  is  useful  to  record  the  life  of  such  a  man.  It 
aifords  an  instance  of  what  perseverance,  enterprise,  courage  and 
fidelity  will  do.  Mr.  Whiting  possesses  all  these  traits,  hence  his 
success. 

Before  he  was  twenty  years  old  he  kept  a  store  in  Temple,  for 
awhile,  belonging  to  liis  father ;  subsequently  he  went  to  Fitchburg, 
Massachusetts,  and  there  erected  a  building  in  which  he  carried  on 
trade  for  some  three  years,  and  in  the  meantime  built  and  sold  three 
dwelling-houses.  He  then  sold  out  at  Fitchburg,  and  retume<l  to 
Wilton  and  his  fathcr'n  farm.  He  bouglit  the  fann  and  carried  it 
on  for  iiiauy  years.  Mr.  Whitiug  miirried,  October  .">,  1H:3(),  Emma, 
daughter  of  Isaac  Spakliug  of  Wilton.  He  was  more  tliau  fortunate 
in  his  marriage.  In  all  of  his  years  since  and  in  every  undertaking 
he  has  been  aided  by  the  intelligent  assisUince  of  his  wife,  wlio  is  a 
lady  of  rare  beauty  of  character,  and  whose  domestic  life  has  l»een 
the  chief  charm  of  Mr.  Whiting's  beautiful  home. 

About  two  years  after  his  purchase  of  the  old  homestead,  the 
barn,  with  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons  of  hay,  was  burned.  This 
was  a  severe  loss.  He  had  from  lifty  to  seventy-five  head  of  cattle, 
and  winter  was  approaching.  There  was  no  time  to  1h»  lost.  In 
this  emergency  Mr.  Whiting's  grit  an<l  courage  were  manifest. 
Storms  test  ships  ;  so  ditliculties  and  trials  test  men.  He  secured  a 
company  of  men,  went  into  the  woods  and  cut  the  trees  and  turned 
them  into  lumber,  and  in  ab<nit  one  mouth  completed  a  barn  one 
hundred  and  twenty  feet  iiy  forty,  which  still  stands,  a  monument 
to  his  courage  and  perseverance  in  the  most  trying  circumstances. 
Mr.  Whiting  in  time  made  his  farm  one  of  the  most  valuable  in 
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tlie  state.  It  was  one  of  the  largest,  and  ix)S8ibly  the  largest  dairj' 
farm  in  the  state,  but  it  did  not  satisfy  him.  He  wanted  more 
business.* 

Tlie  visitor  to  the  tlirifty  town  of  Wilton  can  see  on  every  hand 
the  evidences  of  the  enterprise  of  David  Whiting  &  Sons.  It  is  fair 
to  say  that  to  tlie  indomitable  enterprise  of  David  Whiting  the  town 
owes  more  than  to  any  other  person.  II is  force  and  industry  have, 
for  a  full  half-century,  been  a  source  of  encouragement  to  all 
with  whom  lie  has  associated.  In  l«r»0  Mr.  Whiting  erected  a 
large  hotel  in  Wilton.  For  years  he  was  its  landloixl.  lie  was 
a  model  one.  Under  his  management  the  Whiting  House  l)ecame  a 
famous  summer  resort.  In  1H74,  in  a  disastrous  conflagration 
which  visited  the  town,  it  was  burned,  and  was  never  rebuilt.  The 
site  was  sui>sequently  presented  to  the  town  l)y  Mr.  Whiting,  and 
is  now  occupied  by  tlie  new  Town  House.  He  has  twice  represented 
the  town  in  the  state  Legislature. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wliiting,  October  ;'),  18.s(),  celebrated  their  golden 
wedding.  He  was  seventy:  she  was  sixty-seven  years  old.  It 
was  a  memorable  occasion.  C'liildren,  grandchildren  and  friends 
from  far  and  near  gathered  to  the  charming  home  of  the  worthy 
couple  in  Wilton,  and  all  were  received  with  that  genuine  hospital- 
ity for  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Whiting  are  so  well  known.  More 
than  three  hundred  were  present  and  entertained.  The  day  and 
evening  were  spent  in  [>leasant  reminiscences,  in  merry-making, 
song  and  ilaucc.  Many  were  the  tokens  of  love  and  respect  that 
were  left  with  them;  and  these,  with  the  earnest  words  s|X)ken, 
indicated   the  esteem    in    which  they   are   held   by  their  kinsmen,

Joseph  Newell  was  born  in  Reading,  Massachusetts,  in  the  year 
171M.  II is  father  died  soon  after,  so  that  he  had  no  recollection  of 
him.  His  mother  mairied,  for  her  second  husband,  John  Cofr.an  of 
Charlestown,  Massachusetts,  where  the  famil}^  consisting  of  two 
sons  and  two  daughters,  were  brought  up.  After  leaving  school, 
Joseph  was  placed  in  a  store,  and   afterwards  went  into  the  West

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ladia  goods  basiness  in  CharleBtown  Square  under  the  firm-name 
of  Newell  &  Thompson,  where  the  firm  carried  on  an  extensive 
business  with  the  country  towns  of  Vermont  and  New  Hampshire, 
exchanging  goods  for  the  country  products,  which  in  those  days 
were  brought  down  by  the  slow  process  of  teaming. 

In  1823  he  felt  obliged  to  make  a  change,  on  account  of  ill  health, 
to  a  climate  free  from  east  winds  and  salt  air,  and  his  step-father, 
John  Cofran,  who  had  been  obliged  to  take  a  place  in  Wilton  for 
debt,  advised  his  son  to  go  to  this  place  as  an  experiment,  and  see 
how  it  might  agree  with  liim.  He  had  married  Lavina  Hopkins, 
daughter  of  Ck>lonel  Samuel  Hopkins  of  Wilmington,  Massachusetts, 
the  year  previous,  and  with  hid  young  wife  he  started  for  New 
Hampshire,  never  once  thinking  that  his  stay  would  be  more  than 
temporary ;  but  his  health  became  so  much  improved  by  the  pure 
air  that  he  concluded  to  remain  for  a  time,  and  commenced  business 
in  the  middle  of  Wilton.  At  that  time  all  the  business  of  the  town 
centered  there,  and  tlie  country  store  was  the  grand  repdezvous  for 
all  the  town's  people  to  exchange,  not  only  their  products,  but  their 
sentiments  and  opinions  on  all  imi)ortant  questions  of  the  day. 
The  hall  over  the  store  was  the  caucus  room ;  adjoining  was  a  large 
Free  Masons'  hall ;  the  post-office  was  connected  with  the  store ; 
therefore  one  may  readily  see  the  inauy  attractious  of  tlie  central 
store  of  one  of  those  old  New  England  towns,  where  not  only  the 
affairs  of  the  town,  but  those  of  the  state  and  nation  as  well,  were 
discussed,  oftentimes  in  a  most  exciting  manner. 

At  this  peri(Kl  New  Hampshire  seemed  to  have  taken  a  life  lease 
of  the  Democratic  party.  Democracy  was  the  law,  if  not  the  gospel, 
of  lx)th  town  and  state  for  many  long  years,  while  the  struggling 
minority  were  ever  working  tr)  free  themselves  from  the  Iwndage  of 
the  dominant  party,  occasionally  encouraged  but  only  to  be  defeated. 
Joseph  Newell  was  always  one  of  the  staunch,  hopeful  opposition, 
— a  Webster  Whig  from  the  start.  In  this  he  was  decided  and  fear- 
less, but  annually  on  town  meeting  day  was  obliged  to  succumb  to 
the  will  of  the  majority.  It  will  be  seen  that  he  occupied  a  baiTcn 
Held  for  political  promotion.  He  clung  to  the  Whig  party,  while  it 
lasted,  with  the  tenacity  of  life,  but  wiien  the  dissolving  elements 
set  in  he  took  to  what  he  considered  the  next  best  landing,  the 
Republican  party,  although  with  many  regrets.  In  \H{\')  and  18G0 
he  was  elected  to  the  state  Senate,  which  was  the  only  political 
oilice  he  ever  held ;    and  perluips  here   1   cannot  better  illustrate 
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a  point  in  his  character  than  by  an  extract  taken  from  the  Nashua 
Telegraph  : 

Tho  late  Hon.  .Josoph  Xcwoll  of  Wilton  was  a  positive  man.  He  had  a 
mind  of  his  own.  as  tlio  sayin<;  is,  and  tnisted  in  his  own  judgment.  It  is 
related  of  him  tliat  wlien  in  the  Senate,  counsel  desii*ed  to  argue  a  pend- 
ing measure;  ••  Vou  may  argue  it  all  day,"  said  Mr.  Newell,  *' my  mind 
is  made  up."     And  it  turned  out  that  it  was  made  up  against  the  eouusel. 

He  was  a  constant  attencUmt  and  supporter  of  the  Unitarian  So- 
ciety of  the  town,  and  in  former  days  his  house  was  always  open  to 
the  gatherings  of  the  clergy,  which  were  frequent  in  those  times ; 
and  if  he  did  not  fully  endorse  the  creed  or  belief  of  that  denomina- 
tion at  that  time,  it  must  be  confessed  that  the  gulf  was  not  wid- 
ened as  time  went  on  with  the  development  of  more  liberal  ideas. 

When  the  railroad  from  Nashiui  was  extended  to  Wilton,  it  com- 
pletely changed  the  old  town,  and  all  the  business  forsook  the  old 
haunts  of  trade  for  the  terminus  of  the  railroad  on  the  bank  of  the 
river  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town.  The  subject  of  oar  sketch 
was  not  long  in  determining  the  only  course  left  for  him  to  take. 
He  at  once  erected  a  store  and  house  and  afterwards  other  build- 
ings, and  removed  his  business  to  this  more  thriving  situation, 
where  he  continued  to  take  an  interest  in  the  nmny  enterprises  of 
the  town  until  IHoT,  when  his  wife  died,  and  he  then  commenced 
to  close  u[)  his  business.  While  the  old  town  was  fast  going  to 
decay  on  account  of  its  new  rival,  till  it  might  have  almost  reminded 
one  of  (ioldsmith's  Deserted  X'illage,  yet  he  could  never  entertain 
the  thought  of  parting  with  his  old  home,  surrounded  as  it  is  with 
charming  scenery  of  woods  and  streams  and  with  a  bold  outlook  on 
the  grand  old  Temple  hills,  which  he  so  much  enjoyed  to  look  ujxjn 
in  after  life.  Besides,  in  this  house,  built  in  1800,  his  four  chil- 
dren were  l)orn  and  the  best  and  hai)i)iest  days  of  his  life  were 
spei^t.  With  these  feelings  he  was  prompted  to  offer  the  old  store 
and  the  adjoining  buildings  to  his  younger  son,  C.  H.  Newell,  who 
immediately  altered  it  into  a  spacious  summer  residence.  The  old 
homestead  he  gtive  to  his  eldest  son,  (rcorge  A.  Newell,  who  made 
extensive  repairs  and  alterations,  and  still  occupies  it  during  the 
summer  months.  These,  and  other  improvements,  made  the  place 
an  attractive  home  during  the  last  days  of  the  old  gentleman's  life, 
and  one  which  he  never  failed  to  enjoy. 

.losei)h  Newell  in  any  i)osition  in  life  would  have  l>een  called  a 
character.  He  was,  as  has  ])een  said,  a  positive  man.  His  nature 
was  not  of  a  frivolous  kind  ;  of  deception  he  had  none,  but  he  had 
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a  firm  deteniiiuatiou  and  decided  opinions,  strongly  tincture<}  with 
a  true  sense  of  justice.  He  luiglit  be  regarded  among  men  like  a 
bowlder  on  the  landscape,  firm  and  immovable.  An  extract  from 
an  obituary,  printed  in  the  Nashua  Telegrapli  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  may  not  be  inappropriate  in  closing  this  brief  sketc^h :

lion.  .Tojioph  XowoII  died  at  hi?*  house  in  Wilton  :it  half-past  three  thi« 
I  Thur!»ilji y]  uiorninjc  jit  the  advanced  n^o.  of  more  than  tK)  years.  The 
deceased  was  a  native  of  Charlestown  [l*eadin^],  Massachusetts.  He 
came  to  Wilton  at  an  early  age  and  was  a  progn»ssive  citizen  and  a  promi- 
nent merchant  feu*  nion*  than  tifty  years.  His  popularity  was  such  that 
he  could  have  held  almost  any  ofllce  hi  the  jjift  of  his  town  or  district, 
hut  lie  steadily  refused,  until,  after  the  cl<»se  of  the  war,  he  was  prevailed 
upon  to  accei)t  the  nomination  of  state  senator  for  the  old  seventh  dis- 
trict, which  included  Xaslnia.  Ih»  was  triumphantly  elected,  and  his 
course  was  snch  as  to  »jive  hlni  a  second  nomination  and  election.  Mr. 
Newell  was  the  founder  and  one  of  the  heaviest  owners  in  the  Newell 
Woollen  Mill,  and  at  different  times  was  concerned  in  other  enterprises 
which  he  believed  to  he  for  the  advantajje  of  his  town.  A  few  years  ag(» 
he  met  with  a  railroad  accident  at  Lowell,  while  attending  an  agrieultunil 
fair,  hv  which  he  lost  an  arm.  lie  did  much  to  l>eautifv  and  a^lorn  his 
town  and  to  <»ncourag(»  those  who  have  stru;i:gled  to  build  better  homes 
for  themselves.  Mr.  Xewell  was  an  old-school  gentleman:  a  man  '*  whose 
wc»nl  was  as  jjood  as  his  bond:"  a  man  who  made  friends  and  kept  them 
to  the  very  <Mid  of  hi-;  life.  Honest,  indusfriou-i.  clu'erful,  ready  to  bear 
]\\<  part  in  ail  tin*  luirdm^  of  bi-;  lownsnuMi.  -^«M*kini;  to  be  n<efnl  and  to 
♦Mieoura<::<'  an»l  fn-^ti'i-  a  rociin-oeal  fci'liuic  in  tbn-i«'  wbosr  path<  in  lilV 
w<M«'  parallrl.  be  was  a  *!;ihh\  riii/<'n.  \vb(»«'  iiitlin*iuM'  will  b**  f«'lt  in  ye.-irs 
to  iMMMc,  for  lii'^  <'\ani|>l<'  wa*  worlby  nl  iMimlafioii.  lb*  leaves  a  <on  and 
a  dauii'btrT.

He  was  the  liftb  cbild  of  Kev.  .lonntiian  Uvennore  of  Wilton, 
ami  was  l»orn  March  2,  177'.».  lie  was  tanulit  at  borne  in  bis  earlv 
years,  l»ut  tbo  coinnion  school  was  established  before  bis  entire 
yontb  bad  [Kissed,  in  the  .summer  In;  beli)ed  in  the  tields,  and  in 
winter  in  the  woods  :  bis  love  foi"  his  native  bills  atid  vallevs  jjjrcvv 
with  bis  iirowtb.  and  contiiiiied  to  tiie  end  of  his  life.  When 
advanced  enouiifb  in  his  studies,  he  entered  Mr.  reinberton's  school 
for  bovs  in  Hillerica,  bis  mother's  native  i)lac(?.  where  he  remained 
till  lilted  for  Harvard  College,  which  he  I'ntered  in  IT'.i'J.  and  gra<l- 
uutcd   in    I'SO'J  in    a   class  lai'iz;e   and  ilisliniruished   foi-   its  abilitv.

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He  studied  law  with  Oliver  Croftby,  Esq.,  of  Dover,  and  was  admit- 
ted to  tiie  bar  al)out  18()r>,  and  after  a  few  years  eanie  to  Milford  as 
the  earliest  established  lawver  of  the  town.  Mr.  Livennore  was 
eminently  a  lover  of  justice,  beloved  bv  those  for  whom  he  labored  ; 
he  looked  first  Uy  the  pulilic  good,  and  was  utterly  averse  to  towns 
or  citizens  pursuing  narrow  or  selfish  ends. 

I*oliti<*nl  partisanship  the  most  i)ronounced  prevailed  during  Mr. 
Livermore's  early  life,  but  he  could  be  no  partisan.  Tumoved  by 
the  invectives  of  the  partisans  of  France,  he  saw  much  more  that 
was  goo<l  and  hopeful,  and  less  that  was  mischievous,  in  the  Federal 
party,  which  crystallized  into  the  Whig  i>arty ;  he  worked  with  that 
party  until  it  was  bereft  of  life,  when  he  found  himself  a  Free  Soil 
sympathizer,  and  from  that  evolved  a  Republican. 

Mr.  Livennore  was  a  member  of  tiie  First  Congregational  Church 
for  nearly  twentv-five  years  ;  then  a  member  of  the  First  I'nitarian 
Society,  lie  married  Miss  Abigail  Atkins  .Jarvis  of  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts.  Six  children  lived  to  mature  age.  A  son  and  a 
daughter  settled  in  Baltimore.  Maryland  ;  another  son  in  (Jalena, 
Illinois.  an<l  the  youngest  son  finally  in  Cambridge  on  the  maternal 
grandfather's  homestead.     Two  grandsons  have   been  in  the  navy

for  years  ;  one  grandson.  Colonel  Thomas  L.  Livennore.  rose  from 
the  ranks  to  a  colonelcy  in  the  war  of  secession,  was  at  the  head  of 
the  lar<i:est  manufactory  in  the  country  for  some  years,  and  is  now  a 
lawyer  in  Hoston. 

Thrr>ugh  his  long  life  .Mr.  Livennore  felt  a  keen  interest  in  the 
colleges  and  schools  of  the  c<Mintry,  in  the  young  and  their  progress 
towards  light  living  and  goo<l  citizenshi[).  He  was  a  judicious 
friend,  a  wise  counsellor  and  a  good  citizen.  He  died  in  July, 
l.s.">l>,  in  the  ei^hty-tirst  venr  of  his  life.  His  descendants  surviv- 
ing  at  the  date  of  this  History  are  a  daughter,  twelve  grandchildren 
and  nineteen  great-gran<lcliildren,  living  in  six  ditTerent  states.

Daniel  Cragin,  fourth  chihl  of  .Vugustus  and  Almira  (Boynton) 
Cragin,  was  l>orn  in  Merrimac,  December  :>1,  1H;1().  His  parents 
had  ten  children.  When  Daniel  was  but  six  months  old,  his  father, 
who  was  a  farmer  and  mechanic,  removed  from  Merrimac  to  Tem- 
ple. Young  Cragin  was  early  taught  to  lal>or,  his  l>oyhood  being 
spent  on  his  father's  farm  until  he  was  seventeen  years  ohl,  when 
he  engaged  with  Jf)hn  Newell  of  Lyndeborough  to  learn  cabinet- 
work.     After  three  years  spent  with  Ifnn,  he  went  to  Wilton,  where 
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for  a  year  be  was  engaged  in  u  furniture  shop.  Then  returning  to 
Lyndeborough,  he,  in  company  with  a  partner,  purchased  the  ahop 
and  business  of  Mr.  Newell,  his  first  employer.  Continuing  here 
with  varying  success  something  more  than  a  year,  Mr.  Cn^n  die- 
IKMsed  of  his  interest  in  the  business  and  came  to  what  was  known 
at  that  time  as  the  '^  Putnam  Corporation,*'  in  the  north  part  of  the 
town  of  Wilton. 

This  was  in  1858.  Mr.  Cragin  had  just  attained  his  majority , 
and  while,  as  before  stated,  he  had  had  .some  business  experience, 
yet  fortune  had  not  favored  liim  with  financial  success,  and  he 
began  business  in  Wilton,  as  a  manufacturer  of  knife  trays  and 
toys,  on  a  cash  capital  of  ten  dollars.  He  rented  one  room  in  the 
Putnam  liobbin  Factory  in  which  to  carry  on  his  manufacturing. 
Continuing  here  two  years  and  meeting  with  fair  success,  he  pur- 
chased a  small  building  on  the  site  of  his  present  factory,  and 
removed  his  manufacturing  there.  Soon  after  this  he  built  an  addi- 
tion to  his  shop,  and  from  tliat  time  to  the  present,  as  the  exigencies 
of  his  increasing  business  have  demanded,  lie  has  made  additions  to 
the  space  and  the  facilities  with  which  lie  started.  In  addition  to 
the  water-i)ower,  which  at  tlie  l>egiuning  was  sufficient  to  operate 
his  machinery,  he  has  since  found  it  necessary  to  add  steam-power, 
and  now  lK)th  are  in  use. 

About  the  autuum  of  1H7(I  Mr.  Craghi  bej^an  the  manufacture  of 
dry  measures,  which  has  since  grown  to  he  the  leading  feature  of 
his  business.  At  tlie  time  when  he  undertooiv  this  line  of  manu- 
facturing, the  machinery  in  use  for  the  j>uri)ose  was  very  crude 
indeed  ;  in  fact,  the  measures  were  bent  and  made  ahnost  entirely'  by 
hand.  And  just  here  comes  a  i>racti(al  ilhistration  of  the  genius  or 
faculty  which,  more  tlian  all  others,  has  made  New  England  the 
centre  of  capital  and  the  cradle  of  progress  in  Ameri<*a  :  the  faculty 
of  invention,  that  predominant  and  distinguishing  characteristic  of 
the  Yankee  character,  which,  seeing  a  need,  proceeds  at  once  to 
devise  a  way  of  sui>plying  it.  With  a  singleness  of  purpose  and  a 
determination  to  succeed,  .Mr.  Cragin  began  at  onee  to  devise  simple 
and  labor-saving  machines  to  do  what  had  hitherto  been  done  only 
by  hand.  One  contrivance  after  another  was  made,  experimented 
with,  improved  and  perfected,  until  now,  by  the  aid  of  various  ingen- 
ious, curiously  contrived,  yet  simj^le  machines,  the  lumber  is  carried 
through  the  manifold  processes  necessary  to  convert  it  into  meas- 
ures of  various  sizes  and  cai)acities,  in  an  amazingly  rapid  and 
skilful  manner ;  until  the  vessels  are  completed,  the  whole  work  is 
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practically  clone  by  macbinery.  And  what  is  more,  every  piece  of 
machinery  in  Mr.  Cragin's  factory,  except  a  few  of  tlie  simpler  con- 
trivances, is  the  i)ro(luct  of  liis  own  inventive  genins.  The 
improved  facilities  which  he  has  thns  created  for  himself  have 
enabled  him  to  produce  tirst-class  work  at  prices  which  have  prac- 
tically driven  from  the  fiehl  all  competitors,  so  that  in  the  area 
which  he  attempts  to  cover,  lie  has  almost  a  monopoly  in  this  spe- 
cialty. In  addition  to  manufacturing  he  has  dealt  more  or  less  in 
hnnber,  real  estate,  etc.,  and  ha^?  made  other  investments. 

He  has  been  sele<*tman  of  the  town  of  Wilton  live  vears,  and  chair- 
man  of  the  board  for  three  years.  He  represented  his  town  in  the 
Legislature  two  years,  \x7i')-V),  and  in  IhhJ  was  nominated  as  a 
candidate  for  senator  on  the  Democratic  ticket,  but  with  no  chance 
of  election,  as  the  district  is  strongly  Republican.  Mr.  Cragin  is 
a  staunch,  though  tolerant.  Democrat,  broad  and  liberal  in  l)otli 
|K)litical  and  religious  views.  He  is  one  of  the  directors  of  the 
Wilton  Savings  Hank.  He  married,  March  '2\),  IS.")!),  Jane  L., 
daughter  of  John  and  Lucetta  (Draper)  Dolliver  of  Lyndel)orongh.

Henrv  N.  (irav  was  born  .lanuarv  I*  1^20,  at  what  is  known  as 
-'(iray's  Corners"  in  Wilton.  He  is  descended  from  Joseph  Gray, 
who  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  the  Uevolution,  and  participated 
in  the  battle  of  Ticonderoga.  Joseph  (iray  was  by  occupation  a 
farmer,  au<l  was  a  man  (►f  great  energy  and  force  of  character.  He 
retained  his  interest  in  military  alTairs,  and  after  the  Revolutionary 
War  he  became  adjutant  of  militia,  a  position  which  he  hehl  for 
many  years.  lb*  was  a  man  of  robust  constitution,  full  of  energy, 
an  early  riser,  and  noted  for  his  [)ush  and  vigor.  He  lived  to  be 
more  than  eiyrhtv  years  of  aut'.     His  wife  was  Chloe  Abbot. 

Calvin  (iray  was  his  son,  and  was  brought  up  on  his  father's 
farm.  When  about  eighteen  vears  of  a<re.  he  learned  blacksmith- 
ing  with  .lames  Means  of  Wilton,  and  followed  that  occupation  as 
long  as  he  livid,  lie  was  a  genial,  pleasant  man,  and  fond  of  the 
jollities  of  life.  He  inherited  his  father's  love  for  military  affairs, 
and  rose  to  the  rank  of  adjutant  of  militia,  the  same  rank  his  father 
had  formerly  held,  lie  married  Clarissa  King.  Thev  had  three 
children  who  survivcil  him:  il.  Newton:  Harriet  N.,  who  married 
Henry  K.  French  of  Peterborough,  and  died,  leaving  one  child; 
and  Charles  D.,  who  married  Kate  Spaulding  of   Mason,  and  died. 
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leaving  no  iBsae.     Calvin  Gray  was  bom  in  1800,  and  died  in  1806. 

H.  N.  Gray  was  brought  up  on  the  farm  and  in  the  blaokflmith 
sliop  of  his  father,  with  whom  he  remained  until  lie  attained  his 
majority.  He  then  hired  the  shop  of  his  father,  and  conducted 
business  for  himself.  r|x>n  his  father's  decease,  he  purchased  of 
the  otiier  heirs  their  interest  in  the  estate,  and  has  successfully 
prosecuted  the  business,  to  which  he  addeil  carriage  building,  to 
Uie  present  time.  He  was  the  originator  of  what  is  known  as  the 
Wilton  Wagon,  and  has  made  a  specialty  of  its  manufacture  for 
several  years.  He  has  the  reputation  of  doing  thoroughly  first- 
class  work,  and  has  the  grandest  of  tributes  paid  him  by  his 
neighbors — that  of  l»eiiig  in  all  res^iects  an  upright,  reliable,  truth- 
ful man.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  a  Unitarian  in 
religion.  He  is  au  industrious,  pushing  man  and  has  made  for  him- 
self aud  his  faintly  a  beautiful  home.  He  married,  January  3, 
18^3,  Mary  Ann  Heath  of  Harre,  Massachusetts,  an  estinmble  lady. 
They  have  three  children.     [See  Gray  Genealogy.] 

Mr.  Gray*s  venerable  mother,  who  is  still  living  [now  deceased, 
1888],  is  in  many  respects  a  remarkable  woman,  jiossessing  a  strong 
mind  in  a  strong  liody.  She  has  l>een  a  woman  of  remarkable 
activity  and  industry,  of  clear  Judgment  and  sound  common  sense, 
full  of  life  and  energy.  She  has,  i>erhaps,  done  more  labor  and 
suooessfully  oarried  througli  greater  res[X)usibilitics  than  any  other 
woman  of  llu»  coiiiimmity.  Slie  has  been  ti  iiio<leI  New  Englaud 
housekeeper;  neiit,  frugal,  industrious  and  self-reliant.  Such 
nK)tliers  have  given  to  the  world  the  successful  men  of  the  world. 
She  has  ail  her  life  prided  herself  on  promptitude,  never  failing  to 
perform  tr)  the  letter  whatever  she  promised ;  and  this  trait,  inher- 
ited hy  her  son,  has  been  the  key-note  of  his  success  in  business, 
aud  (»f  his  standing  as  a  reliable  man  among  his  fellow-townsmen. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  preserve  on  the  i)ages  of  history  some 
record  of  the*  virtues  of  such  wives  and  mothers.  All  honor  to  their 
niemorv,  and  may  their  descendants  revere  their  names,  and  emu- 
late  the  example  of  their  uuseltish,  noble  lives  I

Isaac  Spalding  was  born  in  New  Ipswich.  February  1,  171M5. 
His  father  removed  to  Wilton  with  his  family  in  \HiH),  Having  had 
what  education  he  couhl  get  at  the  district  school,  Mr.  Spalding 
start*»d  out  in  \xiK)  to  earn  his  living,  lie  took  service  with  Mr. 
Robert  Keed,  a  store-keeper  of  Amherst,  who  took  him  into  partner- 
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ship  in  \i^\(\.  Having  spent  ten  years  in  tliis  relation,  ho  moved  to 
Nashua  and  opened  a  store  for  himself  on  Main  Street.  The  goods 
dealt  in  were  the  general  miscellany  of  a  country  store  of  the  time. 
Here  he  laid  the  foundation  of  his  fortune.  The  village  was  thriving, 
and  Mr.  Spalding's  shrewdness  easily  secured  for  him  a  large  share 
of  its  prosperity.  Though  still  successful,  he  gave  up  business  in 
1838,  and  thenceforward  devoted  himself  to  public  enterprises  and 
the  care  of  his  estate.  This  voluntary  reliufiuishment  of  a  profitable 
business,  when  he  was  only  forty-two  years  old,  is  a  sufficient 
answer  to  the  charge  of  avarice,  to  which  his  subsecjuent  wealth 
exposed  him.  Having  been  selectman,  representative  and  moder- 
ator, he  was  now  promoter  of  the  Concord  Railroad  and  one  or 
other  of  its  officers  for  thirty  years  ;  member  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention  in  1850;  member  of  the  Governor's  Council,  18G6,  'H7 
and  '<)8  ;  trustee  and  president  of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane 
in  18().*3  and  1801),  respectively  ;  president  of  the  Nashua  Hank,  &c. 
He  died  May  14,  lH7r>,  being  reputed  to  be  the  richest  man  in  the 
state. 

He  possessed  all  the  business  \puilities  in  good  proportion,  but 
the  dominant  ones  of  his  nature  were  two,  caution  and  thrift. 
First,  his  caution  :  his  nuixim  in  investing  was,  better  take  six  i)er 
cent,  interest  on  a  safe  principal  than  ten  per  cent,  on  a  risky  one. 
Thus  his  income  was  uuinterrujited,  his  capital  had  few  pcri<xls  of 
enforced  idleness.  No  alluring  prospectus  coukl  captivate  his 
judgment.  If  he  invested  in  new,  unproved  undertakings,  such  as 
the  Concord  Kailroad,  his  motive  was  something  more  than  imme- 
diate money-making ;  he  hoped  to  benefit  the  community  in  which 
he  lived.  Hut  he  said  to  promoters  of  distant  enterprises  :  *'  I  have 
no  interest  in  them  except  as  investments,  and  before  investing,  I 
prefer  to  see  them  completed  and  established,  so  that  I  can  judge 
of  their  value."  The  bank  of  which  he  was  an  officer  is  said  never  to 
have  had  a  dollar's  worth  of  poor  loans.  Second,  his  thrift :  ambi- 
tious to  be  wealthy,  he  clung  to  his  purpose,  and  looked  well  to  the 
dollars  to  see  that  they  were  save<l  and  put  to  work.  Yet  he  felt 
no  miser's  glee  in  handling  money.  His  care  of  his  estate  was  a 
piece  of  his  character  and  resulted  not  from  instinct  but  from  prin- 
ciple. He  protested  against  dissipation  and  luxury  in  all  their 
forms,  not  alone  in  what  money  was  accountable  for.  He  frittered 
away  just  as  little  time  and  strength  as  he  did  money.  When  he 
spent,  he  spent  freely,  and  got  something  for  his  outlay  worth 
having.     Thus  his  house  was  the  richest  in  the  city  for  its  time, 
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solid  and  finished  to  the  last  degree.  Fie  travelled  much,  and 
l)ought  the  most  conifortahle  accommodations  attainable,  and  his 
gifts  were  not  niggardly,  lie  married  Lucy  Kendall  of  Amherst, 
May  1,  1«28.  She  wius  Innn  December  1:5,  171)6,  and  is  novc  living 
[May,  l^HH].  They  had  two  children,  both  of  whom  died  in  child-, 
hood. 

UKV.    SAMI'KL    nARRETT,    1>.    1). 

Rev.  Samuel  Barrett,  tlie  ehlest  son  of  Major  Benjamin  Fiske 
and  Betse}^  (Gerrish)  Barrett,  was  born  August  11,  1795,  in 
Koyalston,  Massachusetts.  His  father  removed  to  Wilton  April 
22,  180^5,  in  whose  district  schools  young  Barrett  received  his  rudi- 
mentary education.  He  loved  his  booivs,  and  at  an  earl^^  age  began 
to  dream  of  obtaining  a  liberal  education,  and  of  becoming  a  minis- 
ter of  the  gospel.  He  became  a  member  of  the  family  of  Rev. 
Thomas  Beede,  and  by  his  instruction  was  prepared  for  college. 
He  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  IHIH,  and  at  the  Cambridge 
Divinity  School  in  1822.  After  preaching  in  various  New  England 
parishes  and  in  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore,  he  was  invited  to  the 
pastorate  of  the  Twelfth  Congregational  Society  of  Boston,  and  was 
ordained  Fe])ruary  1>,  lH2r).  He  ministered  to  this  church  and 
society  till  18r>8,  when  ho  resi<(ned  his  oMice  on  account  of  infirmitv 
and  age,  much  to  the  regret  of  his  people,  and  received  the  gra- 
tuity of  six  Ihoiisiind  dulhiis  as  token  of  llioir  liriititude  and  esteem. 

Di".  Bnnvtt,  l>osi(les  his  s[)t'ci:il  lahois  in  his  own  society,  was  a 
huge  public  biMU'factor.  as  iMlitor  of  various  religious  periodicals 
and  as  a  writer  of  trjicts;  lit-  was  ('ha|>laiu  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Sfiiate.  missionary  of  llic  American  rnitariaii  Association, 
and  author  of  many  discoursi's  and  occasional  a<ldresses.  He  aided 
the  members  of  his  own  family  in  obtaininu  a  liberal  education, 
and  extended  a  hel[)ing  hand  to  others.  After  his  jesignatiou  he 
removed  to  the  Highlands,  Koxburv.  where  he  livi'd  till  his  death, 
June  21,  l.S(;i;.  Mis  memoir  and  sermons  were  published  i)y  his 
devoted  paiisliioner,  Lewis  (i.  Pray.  His  immediate  neighbor  and 
friend  in  the  West  Church,  liostoii,  Pev.  (  vrns  \.  Uartol,  I).  1)., 
has  reeonled  iiis  estimate  of  the  life  and  eliaraeter  of  Dr.  Barrett, 
to  which  we  ai'c  snre  all  his  frien(l>  will  cordially  assent  as  not  over- 
drawn, but  as  sound  and  true.      We  (|Uote  his  beautiful  words:

IIi»  was  as 
simple  as  he  was  wise.  l{ri*^lit  and  elieerin^  views  his  own  mind  moved 
liim  to  take.  To  him  in  his  goodness,  all  was  goo<l.  The  world  was  a 
jfood  world;  the  race  was  a  <xood  raee ;  all  fortune  was  good  fortune,  and 
Providence  was  intinit<'ly  good,  fn  the  (hirkest  tinu'  he  never  desi)aired. 
r  sui)pose  tliere  never  was  profounder  taith  in  the  future  of  mankind,  and 
the  inmiortal  destiny  and  bliss  of  th<'  children  of  men.  Never  was  pity 
more  tender  or  n'tlectiv«*  or  circumspect,  f  sliould  leave  out  one  of  the 
principal  traits  if  I  omitted  this  uniform,  unsurpassed  forbearance  to  rub 
unnecessarily  the  sore  s[M»t.  Not  that  he  was  reticent  or  close.  He  was 
transparent  and  altogether  decided  in  liis  ojunion.  liut  h<'  difte.red 
entindy  from  those  wh(»  are  diligent  to  thrust  in  the  probe  where  thoy 
have  not  be(Mi  called  as  surgeons,  ami  in  cliating  into  morbid  activity  <dd 
and  half-healed  wounds.  The  young  are  good  judges,  and  he  singularly 
drew  them  as  a  t<'acher  in  early  life.  He  was  a  good  man.  Perhaps  no 
clergyman  has  lM*en  more  belov<*d  by  liis  parishioners  and  ])rofessional 
associates.  Many  a  heart  was  in  the  cothn  holding  the  precious  remains 
that  had  been  his  bodv.  the  shrine  of  a  nature  as  nobh^  and  atVectionate  as 
is  ever  dressed  in  human  form,  still  k<'ej»ing,  in  decay,  his  innocent  and 
generous  look. 

Dr.  Harrett  married,  September  11,  1H32,  Mary  Susan  (ireen- 
wood,  daughter  of  Dr.  (ireenwood  of  liostoii,  and  sister  of  the  emi- 
nent Tnitariaii  minister,  Rev.  Dr.  K.  W.  P.  Greenwood,  minister  of 
King's  ('hai)el,  a  lady  of  the  most  beautiful  and  winning  Christian 
character.  She  died  March  l.'>,  1S71.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Harrett  had 
eight  children,  four  sons  and  four  daughters,  and  numerons  grand- 
children and  great-grandchildren.

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deepest  convictions  of  nature  than  he.  Once  I  remember,  when  we  were 
returning  from  a  succession  of  parish  calls,  he  said  to  me,  and  I  heartily 
assented  to  what  he  said:  "Among  all  these  homes  which  we  have 
entered  there  is  hardly  one  wliich  it  is  not  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege 
to  visit.-'  So  it  was,  here,  fifty  years  ago.  And  the  cordial  good  feeling 
which  united  your  ministers  extended  to  all  the  members  of  their  house- 
holds. A  dear  child*  of  his,  beautiful  in  person  and  lovely  even  beyond 
what  is  usual  at  that  most  attractive  age,  dying  before  she  had  completed 
her  thiilitUi  year,  bore  to  her  grave  a  name  which,  from  its  associations, 
could  not  but  bind  all  still  more  closely  together. 

With  these  great  (lualities  added  to  extraordinary  beauty  and  personal 
attractions,  our  friend  was  trusted,  beloved  and  honored  as  few  men  ever 
are.  In  any  community  he  could  not  fail  to  have  a  commanding  influence, 
especially  with  the  most  intelligent,  highest  and  upright  members  of 
society.  As  a  preacher,  he  was  grave,  impressive,  instructive,  with  a 
voice  sometimes  hard,  often  monotonous,  sometimes  d(?ep.  rich,  melodious, 
filling  out  as  with  organ  tones  passages  of  sustained  moral  dignity  and 
power,  sometimes  like  the  sunlight  at  even-song,  illuminating  with  richest 
hues  pictures  of  rare  poetic  beauty,  or,  most  effective  of  all,  flowing  as  a 
tearful  melody  through  passages  of  tender,  melting  pathos,  such  as  I 
have  never  ft)und  in  any  other  preachers. 

For  tive  years  we  worked  hei^e  together,  the  labors  of  the  parish  pretty 
equally  divided  l>eLween  us,  he  the  principal,  I  the  assistant.  It  was  a 
most  happy,  aflectionate  union,  no  shadow  of  misunderstanding  falling 
on  the  relationship  which  bound  us  to  each  other  and  to  our  own  i>eople. 
And  it  is  a  great  happiness  now  to  se«  the  same  friendship  drawing  our 
children's  children  art'ectionately  together. 

REV.    WAKKEN     IJl'RTON. 

He  was  the  son  of  Jonathan  and  Pcrsis  (Warren)  Burton,  and 
was  l>orn,  November  23,  1800,  in  Wilton.  lie  was  fitted  for 
college  by  his  pastor,  Rev.  Thomas  Beede,  and  graduated  at  Har- 
vard in  1821.  He  went  through  the  course  of  the  Cambridge 
Divinity  School,  but  was  obliged  to  suspend  his  studies  for  a  time 
on  account  of  ill  health.  He  travelled  one  summer  as  the  agent  of 
the  American  Unitarian  Association,  being  the  first  who  acted  in 
that  capacity.  Health  restored,  and  the  course  of  study  finished, 
he  received  the  customary  license  to  preach.  In  March,  1828,  he 
was  ordained  as  the  first  pastor  of  a  new  Unitarian  Society  at  East 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts.  Resigning  the  charge  of  the  society  at 
the  end  of  the  first  year,  he  supplied  the  pulpit  at  Washington  for  a 
time,  and  afterwards  preached  at  Keene,  Nashua,  Hingham,  Wal- 
tham  and  other  places.      In  August,   1844,  he  entered  upon  his 
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dattes  as  miniBier-at-lArge  in  Boston,  and  remained  in  that  posltioD 
until  the  autumn  of  1848.  He  afterwards  became  minister^at-laiige 
and  chaplain  of  the  county  prison  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  remained  two  years.  He  then  devoted  himself  to  writing 
and  lecturing.  He  was  the  author  of  the  ^'  District  Scbool.as  tt 
Was,"  ^^  Home  Education,"  and  several  other  publications,  and 
was  an  eminent  promoter  of  education.  He  was  a  most  earnest 
and  enthusiastic  man,  of  guileless  childlikencss,  and  warm  and 
affectionate  sympathies.  Bom  in  the  cold  north,  he  had  all  the 
ardent  temperament  proverbially  attributed  to  the  children  of  a 
tropical  dime. 

He  married,  June  26,  1828,  Sarah,  daughter  of  Deacon  John  and 
Sarah  (Parker)  Flint,  a  woman  of  rare  beauty  of  person  and 
character,  who  died  October  11,  1836,  and  in  184«5  he  married 
Mary  Merritt,  of  Salem,  Massachusetts,  who  still  survives  him. 
He  died  in  Salem,  June  6,  1866.  His  son  and  daughter  by  his 
first  wife  deceased  before  him. 

EPIIEAIM   BKOMTK. 

He  is  the  son  of  Ephraim  and  Sarah  (King)  Brown,  and  was 
bom  October  1,  1819.     He  gave  up  his  intention  of  a  coll^^te 

course  uix>n  his  father's  death,  and  took  his  father's  place  in  the 
family  aud  on  the  fann,  and  taught  school  in  the  winter.  In  184o 
he  disjMJScd  of  the  fann,  and  entered  PhiHi]>s  Academy  in  Andover, 
Massachusetts,  and  soon  after  was  elected  assistant  teacher  in  the 
Moody  Grammar  School  in  Lowell,  Massachusetts.  In  1850  he 
engaged  in  trade,  and  in  185 1  he  invented  and  patented  the  safety 
alarm  money  drawer,  which  now  in  some  form  is  in  universal  use. 
From  1858  to  1865  he  gave  popular  lectures  to  lyceums,  schools 
and  societies  on  geology  and  paleontology.  He  has  8i)ent  one 
season  in  Europe.  In  1818  he  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Howard  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Boston,  and  in  1865  was 
elected  its  president  and  treasurer.  He  was  one  of  the  originators 
of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Lowell  in  1861.  He  is  a  trustee  in 
the  Central  Savings  Bank  of  LowelK  and  has  acted  as  guardian 
and  trustee  in  other  cases.  He  is  now  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  cabinet  lathes. 

GEORGE    BROWN,    M.  D. FROM   THE    BROWN    GENEALOGY. 

He  is  the  son  of  Ephraim  and  Sarah  (King)  Brown,  and  was 
born  October  11,  1823.     He  fitted  for  college  at  Andover,  Massa- 
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chusetts,  entered  Hurlingtou  College,  Vermont,  Btudied  medioine 
with  Dr.  Norman  Sniitli  of  Groton,  Massachusetts,  and  matricu- 
lated in  Jefferson  College,  Philadelphia,  and  in  the  I'niversity  of 
New  York.  In  I80O  he  settled  in  Barre,  Massachusetts,  in  the 
successful  practice  of  his  profession  as  a  physician.  In  1851  he 
became  the  pro[)rietor  of  a  small  institution  for  the  education  of 
feeble-minded  children,  in  Barre,  which  he  and  his  wife  have  con- 
ducted with  such  ability,  skill  and  success,  that  it  has  become  an 
asylum  widely  known,  and  second  to  no  other  similar  one  in  the 
world.  Dr.  Brown  spent  four  months  in  Europe,  in  1873,  in  visit- 
ing the  principal  ])ublic,  and  the  most  noted  private,  institutions  of 
tliis  class.  He  found  the  reputation  of  the  Barre  Asylum  had 
preceded  him,  and  ensured  him  access  and  welcome.  He  has  been 
for  several  years  a  councillor  of  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society ; 
he  is  a  mem])er  of  the  New  England  l*sychological  Society  ;  also  of 
the  National  Assocnation  of  Superintendents  of  Asylums  for  the 
Insane  ;  and  is  president  of  the  Association  of  American  SuiJerin- 
tendents  of  Institutions  for  Feeble-minded  Youth.  In  1881,  besides 
visiting  almost  every  state  in  the  Union,  Dr.  Brown  spent  fourteen 
weeks  in  travelling  on  the  Pacific  and  northwest  coast.  The 
buildings  and  grounds  of  his  asylum  manifest  great  taste,  ingenuity 
and  skill  in  their  plan  and  management,  and  in  their  adaptability  to 
supply  the  wants,  cultivate  the  sensibilities,  and  secure  the  com- 
forts of  the  inmates.  The  institution  is  a  great  blessing  to  the 
unfortunate,  and  most  of  those  who  leave  it  have  become  better 
fitted  to  bear  the  burdens  and  carry  on  the  battle  of  life. 

Dr.  Brown  married,  November  1,  187)0,  Catharine  Wood  of 
Groton,  Massachusetts.  Mrs.  Brown  is  widely  known  as  a  writer 
for  medical  and  po[)ular  magazines,  and  has  furnished  copious 
letters  for  i)ublication  from  her  note-l)ook  of  travels  in  Mexico. 

KEV.    LUBIM    BURTON    ROCKWOOD. 

He  was  the  son  of  Lubim  and  Lydia  (Burton)  Rockwood,  and 
tlie  grandson  of  Ebenezer  Kockwood,  M.  I).,  and  was  born  August 
8,  1810.  He  studied  at  New  Ipswich  Academy,  grailuated  at 
Dartmouth  Colltge  in  18;ji»,  taught  school  one  year  and  studied 
two  years  at  Andover  Theological  Seminary,  ending  his  studies 
there  in  1813.  He  was  ordained  as  a  Presbyterian  minister  in 
1811,  and  became  financial  agent  of  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  New  York  city  for  seven  years.      He  married.  May  1,   1845,

His 
I  wrly  life  wns  aiicnl  on  tlie  fanii,  with  the  privilege  of  nltendiug  the 
Idietriel  school  during  the  twotenns,  i^ummer  and  winter,  of  each 
■^eor.  He  was  fortunate  in  obtaining  instruction  for  a  few  terms 
■■it  the  Teacher*"'  Si'iniiiary  in  Aiidover,  Massa eh u setts.  At.  the  nge 
of  seventeen  he  began  teacliing  what  was  called  the  winter  term  in 
the  district  schools  of  Wilton  nnd  the  adjoining  towns ;  this  occu- 
pation he  followed  during  the  winter  for  more  than  thirty  years. 
The  writer  of  this  article  was  one  of  his  pLipils  for  several  of  those 
terms,  and  remembers  hiin  as  a  kind  and  lenient  teacher,  taking  a 
lively  interest  in  the  best  welfare  of  his  schulai's,  Ijcing  thorough  in 
his  methods,  and  winning  for  himself  the  respect  and  highest  regard 
of  his  pupils  and  also  of  their  parents.  He  was  Bui>erin tending 
school  committee  in  this  town  for  nearly  twenty  years  ;  sometimes 
having  sole  charge,  at  other  times  being  assucintcd  with  other  gen- 
tlemen, iu  that  im|>ortant  ollicc.  Mr.  Dascomlic  has  always  resided 
in  his  native  town,  and  when  not  engaged  iu  llie  schools,  his  occu- 
pation has  been  fanning.  He  joined  the  I'alrous  of  Husbandry, 
held  various  olHces  iu  that  Inxly,  and  was  chaplain  of  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Grange  for  sis  years.  He  was  twice  elected  to 
represent  tlie  town  in  the  State  Legislature,  sciving  in  that  body  in 
1858  and  185U. 

May  25,  184!l,  he  married  Julia  A.,  daughter  of  Captain  Hermon 
Fettengill  of  Wilton.     They  had  only  one  cliild,  a  son,  Everard 
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Willie,  who  graduated  from  Uobart  College  in  1880 ;  after  gradua- 
tion he  went  to  San  Antonio,  Texas,  where  he  died  the  following 
year.

Joseph  1 1  ale  Abbot  was  the  eldest  sou  of  Deacon  Ezra  and 
Rebekah  (Hale)  Ablx)t,  of  Wilton.  He  was  boni,  September  25, 
1802,  on  Abbot  Hill,  on  the  homestead  farm  originally  settled  in 
1704  by  his  grandfather.  Major  Abiel  Abbot,  one  of  the  most 
honored  men  of  tiie  town,  who,  as  shown  by  the  original  com- 
missions still  extant,  had  been  ^^  Captain  of  the  Ninth  Company  in 
the  Sixth  Regiment  of  the  Militia"  of  ''  His  Majesty's  Province 
of  Now  Hampshire"  under  King  George  III.,  —  successively 
*'  Second  Major  "  and  "  First  Major  of  the  Fifth  Regiment  "  of  the 
State  Militia  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  —  and  for  forty  consecutive 
years  cither  town  otlicer  in  some  responsible  capacity  or  town  repre- 
sentative in  the  State  Legislature.  That  Deacon  Ezra  Abbot  was 
no  less  iionorod  and  intluential  in  town  affairs  than  his  father,  is 
apparent  in  the  fact  that  he  was  chosen  to  be  president  of  the  day 
at  the  memorable  Wilton  centennial  celebration  in  18:39.  His 
wife,  Rebekah  Hale,  of  Coventry,  Connecticut,  lineally  descended 
from  the  Rev.  John  Hale,  first  mhiister  of  the  town  of  Beverly, 
MassaohuHctts,  who  died  in  1700,  was  daugiiter  of  Lieutenant 
Josoi)h  Hale  and  niece  of  (-aptain  Natiian  Hale,  })oth  patriot 
soldiers  in  the  Continental  Army,  and  the  latter  famous  as  the 
'*  Martyr-Si)y  of  the  Revolutiou,'*  wiiose  pathetic  fate  and  dying 
words,  *'  I  onl}'  regret  that  I  have  !)ut  one  life  to  lose  for  my 
country  I  "  were  reverently  remembered  in  that  serious  New  Eng- 
land houseiiold. 

In  a  home  dignified  and  hallowed  by  such  memories  as  these, 
Joseph  Hale  Abl>ot  [)aHsed  his  early  years.  He  ))egan  his  prepara- 
tion for  college  in  his  native  town  under  the  Rev.  Thomas  Beede, 
and  finished  it,  in  181 H,  under  his  venerated  uncle,  the  Rev.  Abiel 
Abl)ot,  D.  I).,  then  ])rincipal  of  Diunmer  Academy  in  Byfield, 
Massachusetts.  He  was  graduated  at  Bowdoin  College  in  1822, 
standing  very  near  the  head  of  his  class.  After  spending  a  year 
in  Cambridge  as  resident  graduate  at  Harvard  College,  he  took 
charge  of  a  select  school  at  Beverly,  which  he  coikIucUmI  with 
signal  siiceess.  From  1«25  to  1^27  he  was  tutor  and  librarian  at 
liowdoin  Colh?gc,  where  he  taught  Latin,  geometry,  French  and 
Sj)anish.     From  1«27  to    \s:y,i   ln»  was  professor  of  mathematics 
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and  natanl  philosophy  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  then  under 
the  charge  of  his  illustrious  kinsman,  Benjamin  Ahbot,  LL.  D., 
where  he  gave  experimental  lectures  in  chemistry  and  natural  .phi- 
losophy, and  where  he  greatly  raised  and  improved  the  character 
of  the  English  department.  On  May  13,  1830,  at  Beverly,  Mas- 
sachusetts, he  married  Fanny  Ellingwood  Larcom,  daughter  of 
Henry  and  Fanny  (Ellingwood)  Xircom,  and  grand-niece  of  the 
Hon.  Nathan  Dane,  LL.  D.,  member  of  the  Continental  Congress 
in  1785-88,  framer  of  the  famous  '^  Ordinance  of  1787,"  founder 
of  the  Dane  Professorship  of  Law  in  Harvard  University,  etc. 
From  1833  to  1859,  with  some  intermissions  from  impaired  health, 
Mr.  Abbot  conducted  a  private  school  for  young  ladies  in  Boston, 
and  gained  the  highest  reputation  as  an  able,  conscientious  and 
successful  educator.  From  1859  to  1860  he  was  occupied  chiefly 
in  preparing  scientific  definitions  for  Worcester's  Quarto  Dictionary. 
From  1861  to  1867  he  was  principal  of  the  Beverly  High  School, 
and  left  so  deep  an  impression  of  his  character  upon  the  minds  of 
his  pupils,  that,  on  his  retirement,  they  formed  the  ^^  Abbot  Associa- 
tion," which  flourished  in  great  usefulness  for  many  years,  in  order 
to  perpetuate  with  grateful  affection  the  memory  and  influence  of 
his  wise  instructions.  From  1867  to  1872  he  resided  chiefly  in 
Boston,  taking  a  fow  private  pupils  and  i)ursiiing  his  favorite 
studies.  lie  died  at  the  iiouse  of  his  dangiiter,  in  Cambridge, 
April  7,  187:5. 

In  1838  Mr.  AblK)l  was  elected  a  resident  fellow  of  the  Amer- 
ican Academy  of  Arts  and  Science>,  in  which  he  toolv  the  deepest 
interest  to  the  day  of  iiis  death,  and  in  which  lie  served  with  dis- 
tinction as  recording  secretary  from  1S.')()  to  IHiVi,  winning  golden 
opinions  by  the  unusual  accuracy  and  fulness  of  his  minutes  of 
scientific  discussions  and  contributions.  In  October,  li^4<),  he  pub- 
lished in  Silliman's  Journal  the  llrst  comi)hMo  scientific  explanation 
of  the  ''Pneumatic  Paradox,"  describing  new  and  original  experi- 
ments of  great  interest  and  vahie.  In  June.  \h\h,  ho  published  in 
Littell's  Living  Age  an  imi)ortant  jirticlc  on  ''Principles  llecog- 
nizcd  by  Scientific  Men  Applied  to  the  Kther  Controversy,"  and  in 
the  Atlantic  Montiily,  .June,  LSHH,  iinother  on  *'The  Discovery  of 
Etherization."  He  also  contributed  to  the  North  American  lleview, 
Octol)er,  IHiiC),  a  review  of  *'  Consolations  of  Solitude,"  a  l)Ook  of 
poems  by  Dr.  .John  W.  Randall,  grandson  of  Snniucl  Adams,  which  ' 
deserves  to  be  far  more  widely  known  than  it  is.  For  the  last 
fifteen  years  of   his  life  Mr.   Abl)o1  was  laboriously  preparing  au 
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original  work  on  English  grammar,  incorporating  methods  and 
results  of  a  life-time  of  sagacious  study;  but  he  did  not  live  to 
complete  it. 

Fifty  years  of  patient,  painstaking,  conscientious  labor  as  a 
teacher  and  scholar — there  is  little  to  dazzle  the  imagination  in 
such  a  career  as  that.  Hut  the  love,  respect  and  veneration  of  his 
[)upils,  many  of  whom  attained  great  distinction  in  after-life,  and 
aljove  all  the  consciousness  of  duty  done,  were  to  him  the  sweetest 
of  all  rewards.  In  outward  manner  grave,  dignified  and  courtly, 
yet  always  considerate  and  kindl}',  he  speedily  won  and  lastingly 
retained  the  hearts  of  his  scholars.  Absolute  truthfulness,  a  chival- 
rous love  of  justice,  an  integrity  of  the  intellect  no  less  than  of  the 
life,  yet  with  this  an  almost  womanly  tenderness  of  soul,  were  the 
!)ed-rock  of  his  character.  No  juster  tribute  was  ever  paid  than 
these  words  of  his  widow,  who  for  ten  years  survived  him  :  '*  Intel- 
Ipcfv(tJ  Hvperiority  and  moral  purtti/  —  those  were  the  qualities  I 
first  required  in  my  maiden  ideal  of  a  life-companion ;  and,  looking 
for  these  in  your  father,  I  was  never  disapix)inted." 


CHAPTER    XXX. 


OENEALOOIES      OF      FAMILIES. 

In  this  chapter  we  have  endeavored  to  give  the  abridged  genealo- 
gies of  Wilton  families,  native  or  resident.  It  has  been  a  work  of 
much  labor  and  perplexity,  and  not  unlikelj%  with  our  utmost  care 
and  caution,  it  will  Ik*  found  to  have  many  errors  and  omissions. 
Many  families  do  not  keep  accurate  records  of  the  births,  mar- 
riages, places  of  residence,  and  deaths  of  their  own  kindred.  In 
submitting  this  part  of  the  History,  therefore,  to  the  public,  the 
authors  crave  the  indulgence  of  readers  and  critics.  We  can  only 
say  that  we  have  done  what  we  could,  not  what  we  would.  We 
have  Hon<^hl  also  to  systematize  the  work,  unci  to  rodncc  the  broken 
and  fr!i<j;ineiitary  details,  which  have  been  collected,  into  sneh  order 
and  fonn  Ihat  they  may  he  t»asily  intelli«;ible.  Wy  this  uniforniit}^ 
we  trust  that  jjcreater  facility  niay  be  j^ained  in  decii)herin<:i:  what  to 
stranj2;ers  may  be  bnt  dry  and  nninterestin^  bundles  of  facts,  but 
what  t-o  relatives  and  friends  ii;l()w  with  life  and  reality,  and  t^inch 
the  holiest  choids  of  memory  and  atTection.  Also  we  hope  that 
families  may  be  awakened  to  the  value  and  imi)ortance  of  more  full 
and  accurate  records  of  theii'  domestic  lifi'.  so  that  the  chroniclers 
of  r.)87  may  not  experience  the  same  embarrassment  and  trouble 
we  have  had  in  tracinj^  the  uenealo<:;y  of  families  of  the  last  century 
and  a  half  of  om*  history. 

The  limitation  of  space  has  made  it  necessaiy  to  arranjj^e  the  gene- 
alogies as  concisel}'  as  is  consistent  with  ease  of  comprehension. 
The  numbers  in  the  margin  of  the  genealogies  serve  to  facilitate 
reference  and  to  enable  the  reader  to  trace  ancestry  or  descent. 
Each  person  has  a  number  ;  and  those  who  became  heads  of  fami- 
lies are  nund>ered  twice.  The  name  of  each  head  of  a  family  is 
printed  in  small  capital  letters  ;  the  enclosed   number  following  his 
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name  refers  back  to  his  positiou  as  child.  The  names  of  his  chil- 
dren follow,  printed  in  small  letters,  each  with  a  marginal  number ; 
the  enclosed  number  after  the  name  of  a  child  points  out  his  future 
position  as  head  of  a  family.  To  illustrate  by  example :  if  we 
wish  to  trace  the  ancestry  of  Charles  A.  Baldwin,  whose  marginal 
numlHjr  in  the  Baldwin  genealogy  is  112,  we  shall  find  his  father's 
name  by  looking  for  the  name  printed  in  small  (capital  letters  next 
al>ove  his.  We  find  it  thus  :  ''  101),  John  Bradley  (•"i^)  •"  If  we  turn 
to  o8,  and  look  for  the  name  in  small  capital  letters  next  al)ove, 
we  learn  that  John  Bradley's  father  was  *'  ;');),  Loammi ;"  and  so 
we  pass  through  ^'  13,  Timothy,"  '*  4,  John,"  '^  3,  John,"  "  2, 
Thomas,"  until  we  come  to  ''  1,  John  Baldwin,"  tlie  original  emi- 
grant. It  will  be  observed  that  the  surname,  when  it  is  the  name 
common  to  the  family,  is  omitted  to  avoid  needless  repetition  ; 
when  au}"  are  recorded  having  a  different  surname  from  that  of  the 
family  in  which  the}-  are  classed,  that  name  is  always  given,  but  is 
enclosed  within  marks  of  parenthesis  to  show  that  it  is  not  a  middle 
name.  The  following  abbreviations  will  be  frequently  used  :  b.  for 
l)orn  ;  cli.  for  child  or  children  ;  n.  ch.  for  no  children  :  d.  for  died ; 
dau.  for  daughter  ;  gen.  for  genealogy  ;  grad.  for  graduate  or  grad- 
uated :  m.  for  married ;  unm.  for  unmarried ;  res.  for  resides, 
resided  or  residence.

BALES  FAMILY. 

1.  William  Balks  was  an  involuntary  rnn«jfraiit  to  this  country 
fi-oiii  Wal«'s,  liavin«^  iH'cn  iinpn'ssiMi  and  put  on  hoard  a  man  of  war  that 
was  to  sail  to  AuMTica.  It  is  ^^aid  that  Ik*  was  a  very  small  man,  but  vorv 
actlvr.  On  arriving;  at  Salcni  hv  ilcscrtod.  ami,  Ix'injj  idoscly  pursued, 
rushed  into  a  house  wlicre  a  woman  wa<  s<>at(*d  on  a  IxMirh,  spiuniug  upon 
a  Ihien  wheel,  and  implored  her  to  seerete  him.  She  raised  one  side  of  the 
lar^^e  lioop  around  tlie  hottom  of  her  dress,  whieh  it  was  then  the  fashion 
to  wear,  and  told  him  to  crawl  under  it.  Immediat<'ly  tlie  pun*uerH  came 
and  asked  if  a  man  had  ent«*red  there:  <he.  still  Imsy  with  her  wheel, 
replied,  **A  little  fellow  rushed  throu^^h  Iiere."  Tlu.'y  said  they  would 
take  the  liherty  to  search  the  house.  an<l  ili<l  so,  hut  went  away  without 
findin;^  the  deserter.  No  flouht  William  Bales  haci  j^ootl  cause  to  think 
highly  of  what  would  now  he  thou;i^|if  a  most  ludicrous  fashion.  It  is 
said  he  tielped  Jolin  Dale  t<»  liuild  his  first  ('ami»  in  this  town  ;  from  whieh 
we  infer  tliat  he  proha!)ly  arrived  at  Salem  about  the  time  Mr.  Dale  was 
startin;;  for  Salem-(.'anada.  Mr.  Bales  sctthMl  on  lot  Xo.  18  in  the  first 
range.  We  iiave  no  record  of  his  liirth,  marriage  or  deatli.  We  have 
found  no  record  or  tradition  tliat  lie  had  more  than  (»ne  cliild,  William.

before  the  governor  and  council.  Tradition  savs  that  Gen.  Blood  and 
Mr.  Butterfield  met  and  had  some  talk  of  going  to  Exeter  together.  But 
(Jen.  BIockI  wishe<l  to  anticijjate  Mr.  Butterfield,  so  he  borrowed  from 
Col.  Towne  of  New  Ipswich,  his  horse,  hat,  wig  and  complete  costume 
and  started  for  Exeter.  As  he  passed  Mr.  Butterfield,  who  was  standing 
in  his  door  waiting,  the  splendiil  horse  and  imposing  costume  so  attracted 
Butterrtebl's  attention  that  he  did  not  recognize  the  man.  When  the  Wil- 
ton agents  reached  Exeter  they  found  (ien.  Blood  there  before  them,  and 
the  busines-:  so  arranged  that  they  could  not  prevent  the  tenth  range  of 
lots  from  being  incorporated  into  Temple.

BURTON   FAMILY.

In  1705 
ami  17or»,  he  \vas  one  of  the  selectmen,  and  was  several  times  elected 
miMlerator.  In  conse<pience  of  it*fusing  to  sign,  in  177<»,  the  KesMdutlou 
'*to  opp<»s«' with  arms  the  Hostile  Proceedings  of  the  British  Fleets  and 
Armies  against  the  Cniteil  American  <*olonies."  he  was  pnMiomice«l  a 
Tory,  and  tradition  says  that  he  was  ordenMl  to  keep  within  the  Ihults  of 
hi-i  farm  on  penally  of  being  shot.  See  ])ages  S*.>.  1M1.  We  have  s<>en  no 
record  of  his  family.

!•  James  French  purchased  the  mill  on  the  Souhegan  river,  that 
then  stood  near  the  house  now  owned  by  J.  A  C.  Hesseltcm.  He  was  first 
taxed  In  Wilton  in  1798.    He  had  res.  in  Rockingham,  Vt.,  Ashby,  Mass., 

nollls,  Brookllnc,  and  JiifiVcy,  from  which  lust  town  he  came  to  Wilton, 
lie  was  in  the  aniiy  of  the  Revolution,  and  probably  at  that  time  his 
family  were  living;  in  Hockinghain.  Two  of  his  graiidsoiig,  now  eighty 
years  of  afj;e,  say  tiiat  their  j^randiiiotiier  used  to  tell  of  euttiug  their 
wheat  and  puttiiij^  it  in  tJie  barn,  while  her  hushand  was  iu  the  army. 
James  French  d.  Sept.  20,  1817,  aged  7JK  Sarah  his  wife,  d.  June  5,  1835, 
aged  04.  They  had  two  sons  and  live  or  six  daughti»rs.  We  have  not 
obtained  the  record  of  their  birth;  we  give  tlie  names  of  three:

Owing  to  the  frecpiency  of  his  dam  1>eing  carried  off 
by  freshets,  he  built,  about  1812,  :i  low  dam,  near  where  the  upi)er  part  of 
the  pond  flowed,  that  turned  enough  of  the  water  around  the  north  side  of 
the  island  to  carry  the  mill ;  and  also  built  the  canal  from  the  old  saw- 
mill site  down  across  th(^  flat  to  the  new  mill  which  he  built,  and  which 
has  been  lately  burned.  That  arrangcjinent  continued  until  after  Mr. 
French's  death,  when  the  property  passed  to  other  owners  who  once 
more  rebiult  the  dam  on  the  old  site,  but  it  has  often  bei'n  carried  off.

From  records  of  deeds  and  transcripts  of  roads,  wc  le-arn  that 
Nathaniel  Haseltine  owned  and  lived  on  the  farm  now  ownetl  by  James 
Burton.  He  was  clK)st»n  in  1774  surveyor  of  highways.  He  sold  his  laud 
in  1770.  We  bave  found  no  n'cord  of  bis  family.  His  name  and  that  of

17S1).  when  he  removed  to  Keading,  Vt.  The  pay-rolls,  dated  Aug.  1, 
177').  of  Col.  James  IJeed's  regt.  of  N.  H.  troops,  sliow  the  names  of  thir- 
tv-two  Wilton  men,  twentv-six  of  whom  were  enrolled  April  2.'{,  1775,  and 
the  other  six  within  ten  days  thereafter.  On  the  roll  of  Capt.  William 
Walker*^  co.  stands  th(»  name  of  William  \.  Hawkins,  as  tlrst  sergeant. 
He  was  promoted  to  ensign  for  his  conduct  at  the  Battle  of  Hunker  llill. 
See  page  7iK  On  Nov.  7,  1770  he  wa«i  connnissioned  lieut.  and  in  177S  or 
1771),  captain.  The  regt.  in  which  he  served  during  the  sunnner  of  17S1 
was  stationed  at  Saratoga,  where  he  was  attackiMl  with  ague,  from  which 
he  sulVenMl  for  three  months.  The  currency  with  which  he  was  paid  was 
so  nearly  valueless  that  forty  bushels  of  rye  was  the  most  valuable  part 
of  his  pay  for  seven  years*  service.  His  wife,  an  energetic  woman,  main- 
tained the  familv  with  what  assistance  her  oldest  children  wen*  able  to 
give.

•'  was  small  in  stature,  but  very  large  in  his  ways."  On  coming  to  a 
stream  they  must  ford,  the  little  ensign  ordered  him  to  carry  him  across. 
Martin  took  him  \i\)  in  his  arms  with  all  the  tenderness  and  care  he  would 
an  infant,  and  started  to  obey  the  order,  but  when  he  ci»mc  to  where  the 
water  was  of  some  depth,  from  failing  strength,  or  some  other  cause,  he 
exclaimed  :  "  I  declare,  I  must  lay  you  down  to  take  you  up  better.'*  And 
the  little  ensign  found  himself  flat  in  the  water.  The  order  was  never 
repeated  to  Martin.  He  represented  the  town  in  the  Provincial  Congress, 
was  several  years  one  of  the  selectm<Mi,  and  often  served  on  important 
committees.  He  was  last  taxed  in  Wilton  in  1801.  He  removed  to  Spring- 
field, Vt.,  where  he  d.  at  an  advanced  age.     Children  by  his  wife,  Phcbe :

His  senses  of  hearing  and  touch  were 
highly  developed,  so  that  his  faculty  of  going  from  place  to  place  was 
remarkable.  NVhen  about  thirty  years  of  age  he  went  to  Springfield,  Vt., 
where  h(5  lived  a  f<'w  years,  and  from  there  he  went  to  Cherry  Vallo}', 
N.  V.  In  1822  he  started  for  Springfield,  Vt.,  walking  the  entire  distance, 
except  a  sbort  ride  on  a  baggage  wagon.  He  then  walked  from  Spring- 
fielil  to  Wilton  with  his  tiddle-box  under  his  arm,  touching  on  either  side 
with  his  cane  to  keep  the  road.  He  was  a  man  of  tenacious  memory  and 
inherited  much  of  the  dry  humor  of  his  father.  Nothing  delighted  him 
more  than  to  play  the  fiddle  for  the  young  and  old  to  dance.

John  Badger,  the  twoPntnams  and  .John  Dale  sottlod  in  tin*  southern  part 
of  the  township  granted  f)y  Massachusetts  under  the  name  of  Salem- 
Canada;  but  tin*  «'stablishment  of  tin*  line  between  Massachusetts  and 
New  Hampshire,  soon  after  tin*  settlement  of  Sab'm-Canada.  made  that 
gnmt  void.  When  townshij)  \o.  2  was  -jurveyed  and  lotted,  Jacob  Put- 
nam's settlem<Mit  was  found  to  be  in  the  southeasterly  part  of  lot  Xo.  l."), 
fifth  range.  On  the  west  side  of  the  road  nearly  opposite  Michael 
Mcf'arthv's  barn,  mav  still  be  seen  the  remains  of  a  cellar,  where 
Mr.  Putnam's  first  house  was  undoubtedly  situated;  the  one  in  which  lie 
lived  until  he  built  the  house  now  oecnpied  bv  Mr.  McCarthv.  It  was 
two  stories  high  in  front  and  one  in  the  rear,  after  the  manner  of  many 
houses  of  that  time.  It  so  remained  until  it  was  remodelled,  with 
additions,  bv  Joseph  Wilson,  a  few  vears  before  he  removed  to  Eri<'  Co.,

Hi*  sold  the  place,  JiUy  23, 
1778,  to  Asii  Chandler,  who  owned  it  a  few  years.  Since  that  time  it  has 
been  held  successively  by  (icorge  Abbot,  Benjamin  Barrett,  William 
Parker,  Asa  Jones,  Asa  Pollard,  Marden  &  Mills,  and  Benjamin  T.  Foster. 
At  Mr.  Foster's  death  the  tannery  was  discontinued.  Mr.  Smith  bought 
lot  No.  11,  eighth  range,  on  which  he  res.  the  rt*st  of  his  life.  He  built  a 
grist  mill  near  the  site  of  Samuel  W.  Smith's  knob  shop.  In  1787  a  cloth- 
ing mill  was  titted  u]>  at  tlie  same  place,  and  was  occupied  until  both  mills 
w'vnt  burned  in  tlie  latter  part  of  1701,  or  the  early  part  of  1792.  Mr. 
Snuth  then  built  a  grist  mill  at  the  foot  of  the  falls,  near  where  James 
W.  Holt's  shop  now  stands,  and  it  was  occupied  until  about  1818.  For 
many  years  Mr.  Smith  tanned  what  was  called  wash-leather,  and  had  it 
manufactured  into  gloves.

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keeping  when  eighteen  yeans  old,  and  for  twenty  years  his  winters  were 
chiefly  devoted  to  tliat  occupation.  He  was  especially  skilful  in  the  man- 
agement and  government  of  schools,  and  many  anecdotes  are  told  of  his 
success  where  other  teachers  had  failed.  He  held  oftices  in  the  militia 
to  the  rank  of  cai)tain,  and  was  for  many  years  a  justice  of  the  peace. 
He  served  six  years  as  one  of  the  selectmen  of  Wilton,  one  year  as  town 
clerk  and  four  years  as  represiMilativc  to  the  Legislature.  In  Jan.,  1824, 
he  riMuoved  to  Mason  Village,  and  was  clerk  and  tix»asurer  of  the  Mason 
Cotton  Mills  <'o.  until  they  closed  up  their  business.  He  was  Ave  years 
selectman  in  Mason,  and  was  elected  eleven  times  a  representative  to  the 
legislature.  He  was  modenitor  of  the  annual  town  meeting  from  the  year 
182(»  to  1847,  inclusive.  His  only  surviving  child,  Mrs.  Sylvia  S.  Ferguson 
of  Brooklyn,  N.  V.,  writes  as  follows  of  her  father:  "  In  person  he  was 
tall  and  (commanding,  his  countcMiance  strongl}'  indicating  talent  and 
executiv<*  power.  In  mantua's  he  (Munbined  a  judge-like  gi*avity  with 
politeness  and  atlability  of  deportment.  His  strong  intellect  was  early 
stiumlated  into  active  exercise  by  high  aspirations.  Self-culture  and 
mental  training,  which  a  want  of  <Hlucational  helps  imposed,  fitted  him  to 
act  well  his  part  in  those  public  stations  he  was  called  to  till.  The  ofllce 
of  justice  of  the  peace  he  held  and  in  it  transacted  much  business.  His 
papers  were  chara<'terized  by  good  pemnanship,  minute  accuracy  and 
business-like  execution.  As  a  citizen  and  a  man  he  always  stood  in  his 
lot,  meetiug  the  wants  of  society  with  a  liberal  spirit  and  a  generous 
hand."

He  was  next  settled  as 
rector  over  the  parish  of  Sklrbeck,  near  Boston.  Being  still  annoyed  by 
the  authorities  of  the  church  for  his  ri!>eral  religion*  opinions,  he  came  to 
America,  arriving  in  Boston  May  20,  1(>.'U).  Here  he  was  settled,  Xov.  8, 
IGilG,  as  pastor  of  the  First  Ch.  at  Lynn,  Mass.,  where  lie  remained  till  his 
death.

I^ettcrs  from  Ira  Allen, 
secretary  of  the  Cuiituit  iif  Safety  of  Vermont,  earnestly  entreating  that 
iroiips  )>e  sent  lo  their  assistance,  were  then  read  in  committee  ot  the 
whole,  of  whii-ti  Meshivh  Weare  was  chairman.  The  matter  of  fumishiuK 
men  was  fully  disi'u*si'd,  and  ll  was  Kenenttly  conceded  that  the  exigency 
of  the  occasion  ifiiuircd  Ibi'  raising  and  forwarding  ot  a  portion  ot  the 
militia  at  once.  Tlie  ni:iiii  <|Uestion  w.is  as  to  obtaining  money  to  pay 
and  eijuip  tlieni.  The  tn'asury  of  the  st.ite  was  empty,  and  no  way  of 
repleulshliig  it  presented  it»clf  until  the  patriotic  John  LaogdoD  arose. 
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and  said :  ^'  I  have  one  thousand  dollars*  iu  hard  money.  I  will  pledge 
my  plate  for  three  thousand  more.  I  have  seventy  hogsheads  of  Tobago 
rum,  which  I  will  sell  for  the  most  it  will  bring.  They  are  at  the  service 
of  the  state.  If  we  succeed  in  defending  our  firesides  and  our  homes,  1 
may  be  renmnerated.  If  we  do  not,  then  the  property  will  be  of  no  value 
to  me.  Our  friend  Stark,  who  so  nobly  maintained  the  honor  of  our  state 
at  Bunker  Hill,  may  safely  be  entrusted  with  the  honor  of  the  enterprise, 
and  we  will  check  the  j)rogrcss  of  Burgoyne."  This  patriotic  offer  was 
received  witli  enthusiasm,  and  the  Legislature  at  once  voted  that  one- 
fourth  of  Stark's  brigade  and  one-fourth  of  Thornton's,  Badger's  and 
Webster's  regiments  of  General  Whipple's  brigade  be  drafted  and  marched 
immediately  for  the  defence  of  this  and  the  neighboring  states.  This 
force  was  to  be  under  the  command  of  General  Stark,  who  accepted  the 
commission  with  the  understanding  that  he  was  to  exercise  his  own  judg- 
ment in  the  management  of  his  troops,  and  be  accountable  to  and  take 
orders  from  the  authorities  of  New  IFampshire,  and  no  other.  A  draft 
was  unnecessary;  men  enlisted  with  alacrity,  and  were  forwarded  to 
Charlestown  (No.  4)  by  dcituchments,  that  place  having  been  designated 
for  rendezvous.  As  soon  as  five  hujidred  men  had  arrived  in  Charlestown 
the  impetuous  Stark  nioved  on  with  them  to  Manchester,  Vt.,  leaving 
orders  for  others  to  follow.  They  reached  the  place  August  7th,  were 
reinforced  by  son»e  of  the  '^  Green  Mountain  Boys,"  and  received  informa- 
tion of  the  intention  of  the  enemy  to  capture  the  stores  at  Bennington. 
Gen.  Stark  presse<l  forward  and  reached  that  town  on  the  0th,  accom- 
panied by  Col.  Seth  Warner.  The  battle  occurred  on  the  lOth,  and  the 
result,  as  is  well  known,  cheered  and  encouraged  the  Americans,  dis- 
heartened the  enemy,  and  led  to  the  surrender  of  Burgoyne's  army  at 
Saratoga  on  the  17th  of  October  following.
